Mr.  Thesiger  addressed  the  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  Petitioners  against  the 
election  of  Mr.  Vigors,  who  complained  of  the  undue  election  and  return  of 
that  gentleman  to  serve  in  Parliament  for  the  coimty  of  Carlow.  A  Mr.  Bessonet 
superintended  the  registration,  and  no  improper  or  disqualified  persons  were 
admitted  by  him  to  be  registered.  Mr.  Bessonet  was  removed  in  1825,  and 
'was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Robinson,  who  made  way  for  Mr.  Moody.  Mr.  Moody 
held  his  Session  in  January  1836,  and  &ithfully  discharged  his  duty,  and  those 
persons  who  had  been  struck  off  by  the  warrant  of  The  Speaker  had  been  refused 
by  him  to  be  again  admitted  to  vote.  At  the  registration  in  June  1836,  Mr. 
Huddon,  assistant-barrister,  who  possessed  peculiar  opinions  on  the  construction 
of  the  Reform  Act,  which  amounted  to  abnost  universal  registration,  had 
admitted  all  those  voters  that  had  been  before  refiised  by  Mr.  Moody  and 
Mr.  Robinson,  and  the  registration  of  February  last  contained  their  names, 
in  addition  to  the  names  of  those  who,  by  the  decision  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
were  adjudged  not  to  be  good  voters,  and  consequently  by  these  illegal 
proceedings,  and  under  the  undue  influence,  which  would  be  hereafter  detailed  in 
evidence  before  the  Conmiittee,  the  present  sitting  member,  Mr.  Vigors,  had  been 
letumed.  He  (Mr.  Thesiger)  therefore  contended  that  all  votes  which  had  been 
given  under  these  and  the  other  circumstances,  which  would  appear  clearly  before 
the  Committee  in  the  course  of  this  investigation,  ought  to  be  disallowed.  After 
a  variety  of  other  observations,  Mr.  Thesiger  concluded  by  observing,  that  the 
present  question  for  the  determination  of  the  Committee  veas,  whether  or  not  the 
Committee  were  bound  by  what  appeared  in  the  registry  books  or  not ;  and  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  the  point,  which  he  was  given  to  understand  would  be  made  by 
Mr.  Maule,  who  appeared  on  the  other  side,  he  would  now  proceed  with  the  case 
of  the  vote  of  John  Allen,  who  was  a  voter  in  Class,  No.  8.

4.  Have  they  been  in  your  custody  ever  since  ? — ^They  have. 

5.  Have  they  been  carefully  kept  by  you  ? — Certainly. 

6.  Are  they  in  the  same  state  now  as  when  they  were  delivered  to  you  by  the 
sheriff  ?— They  are. 

7.  Will  you  give  them  in? — Yes,  with  the  poll-books  and  objections. 

[^Tkey  were  delivered  inJ] 

8.  Of  course,  there  is  the  affidavit  of  the  sheriff? — Yes. 

9.  These  books  have  been  in  your  custody  ever  since  the  election? — ^They 
have. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Matde. 

10.  You  say  they  have  been  in  your  custody  ever  since  they  were  delivered  to 
you  by  the  sheriff? — Yes. 

]  ] .  Who  has  had  access  to  them  ? — No  one  has  had  access  to  them  but  the 
petitioners*  agent,  or  the  person  deputed  by  him,  his  clerk. 

12.  Do  you  mean  the  agent  for  the  petitioners  against  the  return  ? — ^Yes. 

13.  Where  have  these  books  and  papers  been  since  the  election? — They  have 
always  been  under  lock  and  key  in  my  office. 

14.  And  in  what  part  of  the  world  may  that  be  ? — ^They  were  kept  in  Carlow 
first  of  all,  and  then  they  were  locked  up  in  my  house  in  Dublin. 

1 5.  Then  you  mean  to  say  that  the  petitioners'  agent  against  the  bill,  petitioning 
against  the  return,  has  had  access  to  these  books  ? — > Yes. 

16.  Nooneelfie? — No. 

17.  Did  not  the  petitioners,  in  support  of  the  return,  apply  for  an  inspection  of 
these  books,  and  apply  in  vain  ? — ^Mr.  Fitzgerald  told  me  he  wanted  to  inspect  the 
books,  and  I  said  he  could  see  them  at  any  time ;  I  brought  them  up  to  Dublin  in 
consequence  of  The  Speaker^s  warrant,  in  order  that  I  might  bring  them  here. 

1 8.  When  was  that  ? — ^At  the  assizes,  I  think. 

19.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  no  person  on  behalf  of  the  petitioners  has 
ftppUed  to  get  a  sight  of  the  poll-books  and  was  refused? — No  one  but  Mr. 
]|^tzgerald  applied  to  me. 

20.  Then  we  are  to  understand,  no  one  ever  applied  without  getting  a  sight 
of  the  poll-books  ? — ^I  answered  that  I  had  brought  them  up  to  town  in  conse* 
quence  of  the  receipt  of  the  warrant,  directing  me  to  allow  the  petitioners  to 
examine  it. 

Mr.  Thesiger  requested  to  know  for  whom  Mr.  Maule  now  appeared. 

Mr.  Matde  stated  he  appeared  for  the  petitioners,  in  support  of  the 
return,  and  also  for  the  sheriff. 

21 .  When  did  you  take  these  books  up  to  Dublin  ? — Shortly  after  the  election^ 

22.  And  you  left  them  there  behind  you  ? — ^Yes. 

23.  Then,  when  any  body  in  Carlow,  who  wanted  to  inspect  them  on  behalf  of 
those  who  support  the  return,  applied  at  Carlow,  are  we  to  understand  that  on 
such  application  he  was  told  he  might  see  them  at  Dublin  ? — ^Yes ;  I  understood 
there  was  a  likelihood  of  there  being  a  petition,  and  I  did  not  wish  them  to  be  in 
any  other  person's  custody  except  my  own. 

24.  Then  you  brought  them  to  Dublin,  and  came  down  to  Carlow,  leaving  them 
in  Dublin?: — ^I  had  the  key  in  my  pocket,  and  I  locked  them  up. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

25.  I  believe  you  produce  the  List^  No.  8  ? — Yes. 

IThe  Witness  produced  the  following  document  :\

LIST,  containiDg  the  Names  of  16  Persons  who,  upon  the  Trial  of  the  last  Petition, 
complaining  of  an  undue  Election  and  Return  for  the  County  of  Carlow,  were  objected 
to  as  not  being  entitled  to  vote,  and  whose  Votes  were  determined  by  the  Committee 
assembled  to  try  that  Petition  to  be  bad  Votes,  and  whose  Names  were  duly  removed 
from  the  Register,  in  obedience  to  the  Warrant  of  The  Speaker,  but  who  afterwards 
voted  at  ttie  said  Election  for  the  said  Nickolas  Aylward  Vigors,  having  been  again 
registered  upon  the  same  Qualification  which  bad  been  adjudged  to  be  bad  by  the  said 
Committee.

27.  It  is  in  Carlow  barony  ? — Yes,  this  is  the  affidavit  of  John  Allen ;  here  is 
also  another. 

[Produces  them.^ 

Mr.  'nesiger  stated,  the  first  affidavit  was  made  in  1832,  and  in* 
dorsed,  "Struck  out  of  register  by  order  of  Committee.**  The  second 
affidavit  was  on  the  22d  June  1836.  In  each  case  he  appeared  as  a  10  /. 
freeholder,  and  voted  for  Mr.  Vigors,  and  though  objected  to  on  each 
occasion,  the  vote  veas  allowed,  and  he  vras  prepared  to  prove  he  had 
not  since  changed  or  altered  his  qualification. 

Mr.  Matde  viras  heard  to  object,  that  this  class  of  voters  (No.  8  List), 
of  which  John  Allen,  the  voter  in  question,  formed  one,  could  not  be 
entered  upon  by  the  Committee,  the  object  of  Mr.  Thesiger  being  to 
prove  th&t  this  voter,  along  with  the  others  in  his  class,  was  not  duly 
registered  on  either  of  the  occasions  upon  which  he  had  voted  for 
Mr.  Vigors,  and  referred  to  the  various  sections  of  the  Irish  Reform  A(5t, 
for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  this  Committee  had  no  power  or  juris- 
diction to  proceed  upon  the  registry  in  dispute,  and  contrasted  the 
vari<Nis  sections  vidth  those  of  the  English  Reform  Act.  Mr.  Maule  also 
referred  to  the  cases  of  "  The  county  of  Carlow  (Perry  and  Knapp,  303),** 
and  the  cases  of  "  Youghal  and  Ennis,  unreported,'*  as  tending  to  the 
same  conclusion,  that  this  Committee  could  not  proceed  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  this  registry. 

Mr.  Thesiger  was  heard  in  support  of  his  objection  to  this  class  of 
voters ;  and,  with  regard  to  the  cases  last  quoted,  would  observe,  that 
the  case  of  Youghal  was  nojb  reported,  and  that  of  Ennis  went  clearl)r 
to  prove  the  contrary  of  Mr.  Maule*s  arguments,  and  that  the  great  cur- 
rent of  cases  was  in  favour  of  opening  the  registry,  and  adduced  the 
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following  eight  decisions,  which  had  been  reported,  to  prove  his  posi- 
tions were  correct : —

And  the  second  Carlow  case,  in  which  last  case  the  Committee 
opened  the  registration,  and  struck  off  the  very  vote  whose  qualifi- 
cation we  are  now  considering.  Mr.  Thesiger  submitted,  this  Com- 
mittee had  the  power  of  entering  into  the  question  before  the  Reform 
Act  passed,  and  that  they  were  not  now  deprived  of  that  power,  except 
there  were  express  words  or  necessary  implication  to  the  contrary,  and 
in  the  absence  of  any  such  words  to  take  that  power  away.  The  construc- 
tion contended  for  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Maule  was  wholly  inapplicable  and 
inconsistent  with  the  other  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  that  the  Legisla- 
ture having  delegated  that  power  into  their  hands,  he  (Mr.  Thesiger) 
submitted  the  objection  now  raised  by  Mr.  Maule  would  not  prevail. 

The  Committee  inquired  whether  it  were  not  possible  for  the  parties  to 
consent  to  a  commission  being  sent  over  to  Ireland,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  the  necessary  evidence,  to  save  expense  ? 

The  Counsel  intimated,  such  a  proceeding  was  impossible. 

Mr.  Maule  then  proceeded  at  great  length  to  address  the  Committee 
in  reply  to  the  arguments  adduced  by  Mr.  Thesiger,  contending  his 
objection  ought  to  prevail  with  this  Committee. 

Counsel  and  parties  were  ordered  to  withdraw. 

The  Committee  deliberated  at  half-past  five  o^clock. 

Counsel  and  parties  were  again  called  in,  and  informed  that  the 
Committee  had  come  to  the  following  resolution : 

"  That  the  Committee  had  decided  not  to  open  the  registry,  as  affects 
the  case  of  John  Allen.**

Mr.  Austin,  on  the  ground  that  at  the  time  of  voting  he  was  not 
entitled  at  the  time  of  registry  to  premises  of  the  cleat  yearly  value  of 
10/. ;  also  objected  to  in  No.  8  List,  because  he  was  adjudged  by  the 
last  Carlow  Election  Committee  not  to  have  registered  and  voted  in 
respect  of  such  premises,  and  was  accordingly  struck  off  under  the 
authority  of  The  Speaker^s  warrant;  and  yet,  notwithstanding  that 
decision,  the  voter  in  question  had  again  voted.  Mr.  Austin  accordingly 
proceeded  to  detail  the  circumstances.

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10  MINUTES  OF  EVIDENCE  TAKEN  BEFORE  THE 

28  April  1837.  Mr,  Austin  drew  a  distinction  between  the  case  of  the  present  vote 
^  objected  to,  and  the  vote  of  John  Allen,  and  stated  that  he  should  show- 
Patrick  Bairy  had  never  a .  proper  qualification  from  the  time  of  the 
passing  of  the  Reform  Act  down  to  the  present  time,  and  that  the 
qualification  he  had  when  first  registered  in  1832  was  objected  to  at 
that  first  registration.  The  objection  was  then  not  allowed,  but  he 
could  prove  this  last  man's  vote,  when  considered  before  the  last 
Carlow  Election  Committee,  who  sat  last  year,  was  disallowed,  and  was 
decided  by  them  as  never  having  had  a  good  qualification  or  title  to  be 
on  the  registry,  and  in  obedience  to  that  report  his  vote  was  cancelled 
by  The  Speaker's  warrant.  Notwithstanding  that  decision,  within  less 
than  two  months  from  that  time  he  was  allowed  to  be  again  put  on  the 
registry  by  the  revising  barrister  (Mr.  Robinson)  in  October  1835,  that 
revising  iMurister  not  being  the  barrister  who  had  originally  placed  him 
on  the  list.  He  was  objected  to  before  Mr.  Robinson,  but  the  objection 
was  disallowed,  the  vote  and  qualification  remaining  the  same  as  when 
the  House  of  Conmions  had  directed  the  vote  was  bad.  Upon  being  so 
admitted,  at  the  last  election  he  tendered  his  vote  and  was  received 

Mr,  Atistin  contended,  that  unless  the  registry  in  Ireland  was  to  be 
so  conclusive  and  final  that  although  a  man  has  never  been  in  possession 
of  a  qualification  at  all  from  the  first  moment  when  the  Reform  Act 
passed  to  this  hour,  though  objected  to  on  every  attempt,  and  removed 
by  the  last  Conmiittee  of  this  House,  and  again  within  two  months 
applying  to  be  registered  and  again  objected  to ;  still  under  all  those 
circiunstances  of  the  greatest  possible  suspicion,  this  Committee  would 
resolve,  if  they  refused  to  entertain  this  objection,  that  the  Irish  registry 
was  such  a  bar  that  in  such  a  case  of  this  description,  fraught  with 
suspicion,  they  would  decide  that  the  registry  was  so  conclusive  that 
there  was  no  tribunal  in  this  country  before  whom  the  objection  to  this 
man's  vote  could  be  entertained.  Mr.  Austin,  in  conclusion,  stated  that 
he  objected  to  this  voter  on  two  grounds ;  first,  the  value  class,  and  from 
being  objected  to  in  1832,  and  from  having  been  disfranchised  by  a 
Committee  of  this  House. 

Mr.  Matde  was  heard  to  object  to  Mr.  Austin  going  into  evidence 
upon  this  vote,  contending  the  case  was  parallel  to  that  of  John  Allen, 
decided  upon  by  Committee  of  yesterday. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated. 

After  some  time  counsel  and  parties  were  again  called  in,  and 
informed  that  the  Conmiittee  had  come  to  the  following  resolution : 

Chairman.']  I  have  been  requested  to  inform  the  counsel  and  parties, 
that  the  Committee  have  decided  not  to  open  the  registry  as  it  affects 
the  case  of  Patrick  Barry ;  and  likewise  I  have  been  instructed  to  say, 
that,  in  deciding  the  case  of  a  particular  individual,  the  Committee  wish 
to  act  on  the  understanding  with  the  counsel,  that  they  are  not  to  discuss 
again  the  cases  which  come  under  the  same  classes. 

Mr.  Austin  stated,  that  he  should  bow  to  the  decision  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  would  now  proceed  with  List,  No.  6.

Mr.  Austin  stated  that  the  voter,  John  Coady,  entirely  differed  from  the 
last  two  cases;  the  voter  had  been  attacked  before  the  last  Carlow  Com- 
mittee, and  then  removed  on  the  ground  of  his  not  being  entitled  to  vote, 
and  thereupon  The  Speaker  issued  his  warrant  to  cancel  his  certificate.  His 
name  had  never  been  on  the  register,  and  not  being  registered  he  tendered 
his  vote  and  was  received.  No  person,  either  in  Ireland  or  England,  unless 
truly  registered,  was  entitled  to  vote  at  elections. 

Mr.  Maude  objected  to  Mr.  Austin  entering  into  this  class  of  voters  on 
the  same  ground  he  had  hitherto  used,  and  observed  he  was  confident  this 
Committee  would  adhere  to  their  last  two  resolutions,  contending  that  the 
Committee  had  no  right  or  power  to  inquire  whether  the  person  was 
registered  or  not,  under  the  2d  &  3d  WiU.  IV.  c.  88.  Mr.  Maule  com- 
mented at  great  length  on  the  various  sections  of  the  Irish  Reform  Act. 

Mr.  Thesiger  was  heard  to  contend,  the  only  objection  in  this  instance 
raised  by  Mr.  Maule  ought  not  to  prevail ;  he  (Mr.  T.)  observed,  that  the 
objection  to  the  present  vote  was  quite  different  from  those  of  the  two 
votes  already  decided  upon,  the  voter's  name  not  having  been  in  the 
register  at  all. 

Mr.  Matde-  was  heard  in  reply  to  Mr.  Thesiger,  and  said,  the  only 
question  for  the  decision  of  the  Committee  was,  whether  they  were  justified 
in  holding  of  John  Coady,  the  vote  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  good  in 
1837,  because  the  last  Carlow  Committee  had  decided  that  in  1835  the  vote 
was  bad. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated.  After  some  time,  counsel  and  parties  were 
again  called  in,  and  informed  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the  following 
resolution :  ^ 

"  That  the  Committee  have  decided  that  the  counsel  for  the  petition 
should  proceed  with  the  case  of  John  Coady."

28.  YOU  are  clerk  of  the  peace,  as  we  have  heard  ? — Yes.

30.  Did  a  person  of  the  name  of  John  Coady,  in  the  barony  of  Idrone  West, 
vote  at  that  election  ? — Yes. 

31.  M.T.MatdeJ\  Where  did  you  get  that  from? — From  the  office  in  Carlow; 
from  my  office  in  Carlow. 

32.  How  long  have  you  been  clerk  of  the  peace  ? — Nearly  twelve  months. 

33.  When  did  you  first  become  clerk  of  the  peace  ? — I  can  tell  you  the  day  pre- 
cisely ;  I  have  my  appointment  here.  [The  Witness  referred  to  a  paper.]  It  is  the 
2d  of  May  1836. 

34.  Mr.  Thesiger.]  Was  your  father  the  clerk  of  the  peace  before  you  ? — He  was. 

35.  At  the  time  you  beciune  clerk  of  the  peace,  were  the  books  and  other  docu- 
ments in  the  custody  of  the  then  clerk  handed  over  to  you ;  did  they  remain  in  the 
office ;  were  they  there  with  the  othei*  documents,  of  course,  in  the  office  ? — ^Yes, 
they  were  in  the  office  at  the  time  1  was  appointed. 

36.  Mr.  Maule.]  What  was  done  before  you  came  into  the  office;  s»n  I  to  under- 
stand you  to  say  you  do  not  know  ? — No ;  I  never  examined  thenL 

37.  Is  there  any  clerk  of  the  office  here,  who  was  clerk  during  that  period  when 
you  knew  nothing  of  them  ? — My  &ther  is  in  attendance,  who  was  the  farmer  clerk 
of  the  peace. 

Mr.  Alexander  Humfrey^  senior,  sworn. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

Mr.  A.  Humfrtjf.        38.  YOU  were  formerly  clerk  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Carlow  ? — Yes. 
" 39.  When  did  you  retire  from  that  office? — In  May  1836. 

40.  And  then  you  were  succeeded  by  your  son  ? — I  was. 

41.  At  the  time  you  retired  from  the  office,  were  the  poll-books  of  the  election 
of  June  1836  in  your  custody  ? — ^They  were. 

42.  Had  you  produced  these  poll-books  before  the  Committee  on  the  petition 
after  that  election  ? — I  had. 

43.  In  August  1835?— Yes. 

44.  And  having  brought  them  here,  you  took  them  back  to  Carlow  and  deposited 
them  among  the  records  there  ? — Yes. 

45.  Are  these  the  poll-books  you  so  produced,  and  which  upon  your  retirement 
from  office  were  handed  over  to  your  son,  and  left  in  the  office  ? — ^They  were ;  there 
is  another,  I  believe ;  there  are  only  five  there ;  there  is  another  somewhere. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Matde. 

46.  You  were  formerly  clerk  of  the  peace,  and  retired  in  May  1836,  you  say ; 
where  did  you  reside  ? — In  Dublin. 

47.  And  where  were  these  poll-books  kept  ? — In  my  office  in  Carlow. 

48.  And  I  believe  I  understand  you  right,  that  you  came  only  to  Carlow 
occasionally  ? — ^I  always  went  to  Carlow  at  the  assizes  and  sessions. 

49.  Then,  of  course,  in  the  intervals  between  the  assizes  and  sessions  you  were 
living  in  Dublin  ? — Yes. 

Mr.  Maule  was  heard  to  object  that  the  custody  of  these  poll-books  arising 
out  of  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Humfrey,  junior,  who  had  stated  that  he  pro- 
duced the  poll-books  from  June  1835,  being  clerk  of  the  peace,  had  not 
been  sufficiently  proved ;  there  were  long  intervals  elapsed  between  sessioa 
and  session  in  Carlow,  and  this  witness,  by  his  own  testimony,  admitted, 
during  these  intervals,  that  he  resided  in  Dublin,  leaving  these  poll-books  in 
Carlow,  and  which,  of  course,  could  not  be  contended  on  the  other  side  to  be^ 
proper  custody ;  the  two  Mr.  Humfi^ys  had  failed  to  prove  the  custody. 
The  Roscommon  Committee,  in  1835,  would  not  receive  the  poll-books,  inas- 
much as  it  appeared  they  were  not  during  the  entire  time  in  possession  of 
the  clerk  of  the  peace.     The  same  dictum  was  held  in  Shepherd's  book  on 
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Elections,  p.  231.     Mr.  Maule,  therefore,  contended,  these  poll-books  could    Mr.  A.  Hnm/r^. 
not  be  used  in  evidence  before  this  Committee.  Z        ! 

Mr.  Thmgevy  in  support  of  his  claim  to  have  the  poll-books  admitted  as 
evidence,  said  he  admitted,  where  it  was  proposed  to  produce  the  poll-books 
of  an  election  to  be  inquired  into  by  the  Committee,  he  was  boimd  to  prove 
that  the  poll-books  had  been  delivered  by  the  sheriff  to  the  clerk  of  the 
peace,  and  that  they  have  been  carefiilly  kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  peace 
from  that  time  amongst  the  records  of  the  county  and  without  erasure, 
alteration  or  obliteration,  and  Mr.  Thesiger  would  admit  that  the  Bos- 
common  and  other  cases  of  that  description  have  decided  positively  with 
regard  to  the  mode  of  custody  which  should  be  considered  sufficient  to 
iuithenticate  the  poll-books,  but  at  the  same  time  regretted  that  the  Bos- 
conmion  case  had  found  its  way  into  any  report  at  all,  because  he  (Mr.  T.) 
conceived,  that  a  more  mischievous  decision  than  the  one  there  came  to 
could  have  been  cited  before  any  Committee,  and  would  request  the  attention 
of  honorable  Members  to  the  facts  of  that  case.  In  the  Boecpmmon  case,  it 
was  proved,  that  the  books  having  been  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace, 
he  had  taken  them  to  his  office  and  had  carefully  locked  them  up  there,  and 
kept  them  in  his  own  custody  until  The  Speaker's  warrant  came  down  to 
him  commanding  him  to  allow  an  inspection  of  those  books  to  the  agents 
on  both  sides.  The  agents  were,  accordingly,  both  permitted  to  inspect 
and  to  take  extracts  from  them ;  but  in  consequence  of  its  turning  out,  upon 
cross-examination,  that  during  the  whole  time  the  agents  were  making 
these  extracts  the  clerk  of  the  peace  was  not  in  the  room,  though  it  was 
proved  by  him  that  the  books  were  precisely  in  the  same  state  in  which  he 
had  received  them,  and  though  he  (Mr.  T.)  offered  to  call  the  agents  on 
both  sides  to  show  that  they  had  not  made  any  alteration  or  erasure  in  the 
books,  the  Committee,  in  that  case,  had  decided  upon  not  receiving  that 
evidence,  and  came  to  the  determination  that  the  books  had  not  been  so 
carefully  kept  as  to  authenticate  them  to  their  satisfaction,  and  they  were 
accordingly  rejected. 

Mr.  Thesiger  would  trust  that  the  Boscommon  case  would  not  be  drawn 
into  a  precedent,  fw  if  it  were,  it  would  leave  every  Irish  election  in  the 
power  of  the  sheriff,  for  he  would  only  have  to'  tiim  hisi)ack  for  a  moment 
and  the  careful  custody  would  be  gone,  and  there  would  be  an  end  of  every 
opportunity  of  petitioning  against  an  undue  return.  Mr.  Thesiger  stated, 
the  objection  now  stated  by  Mr.  Maule  was  not  a  case  provided  for  by  the 
Act  of  Parliament ;  this  was  the  case  of  poll-books  of  a  former  election, 
«nd  which  stood  upon  precisely  the  same  footing  as  any  other  record. 

The  Committee  intimated,  they  thought  the  objection  raised  by  Mr  Maule 
should  not  prevail. 

Mr.  Matde  contended  he  had  a  right  to  be  heard  in  reply, 

The  Committee  decided  he  should  be  heard. 

Mr.  Mmtle  accordingly  addressed  the  Committee  in  reply  to  Mr.  The* 
cdger^s  argument,  and  trusted  the  Committee  would  act  upon  the  precedent 
which  had  been  set  them  in  the  Boscommon  case,  and  refujse  in  this  case  to 
act  upon  the  poll-books  or  receive  tl^epi  in  evidence.      ] 

The  Committee  deliberated,  and  decided  that  the  poll-books  should  be 
received  in  evidence. 

Mr.  Thesiger  now  stated,  he  should  hand  in  the  following  List,  which  had 
been  given  in  to  the  Carlow  Election  Committee,  in  July  1835,  and  in  which 
(No.  70)  appeared  the  name  of  John  Coady. 

[The  fottowing  List  wa$  accordingly  handed  in  and  read (] 
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LIST,  No.  1. 

LIST  of  Persons  registered  as  Leaseholders,  who  toted  for  Nicholai  Aylward  Figors  and 
Alexander  B^iphaelBt  the  last  ElectioQ,  to  each  of  whom  it  is  obiected,  first,  that  be 
was  not  in  possession  of  the  Lands  leased  to  him  for  Six  calendar  Months  prerioiis 
to  his  Registry,  under  the  2d  ft  3d  Will.  IV.  c.  88 ;  secondly,  that  be  was  a 
Sob-lessee,  and  did  not  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  that  Act,  to  entitle  hint  to  be 
registered,  inasmoch  as  the  words  **  aoKl  that  I  am  in  the  actual  possessiott  thereof* 
were  omitted  in  the  oath  taken  by  him ;  thirdly,  that  he  was  a  Sub-lessee  and  not 
in  the  actual  occnpattiNi  of  the  premises  under  the  Sob*lease  in  respect  of  which  be 
datmed  to  be  registered  for  Six  calendar  Months  previous  to  his  Registry,  nor  was 
such  Sub-lease  a  renewal  or  new  Lease  of  the  same  premises  at  the  same  rent.

That  Thomas  Kavanagh,  esq.,  and  Henry  Bruen,  esq.,  are  duly  elected,  and 
oueht  to  have  been  returned  knights  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament : 

That  the  petition  of  the  said  William  Duckett  and  others  did  not  appear  to  the 
said  Committee  to  be  frivolous  or  vexatious : 

That  the  opposition  to  the  said  petition  did  not  appear  to  the  said  Committee  to 
be  frivolous  or  vexatious  : 

That  they  have  altered  the  poll  taken  at  the  said  election,  by^  striking  oiF,  &c.

I  did. 

57.  Did  you  do  any  thing  with  the  aflSdavit  ?  There  are  affidavits  in  possession 
of  the  clerk  of  the  peace ;  did  you  do  any  thing  with  the  affidavits  of  John 
Coady  ? — I  took  them  out  of  the  bundle  and  put  them  into  a  separate  parcel. 

58.  You  took  away  these  affidavits  and  put  them  into  a  separate  parcel  ? — Yes. 

Mr.  Matde  stated,  he  could  not  understand  for  what  purpose  those  could 
be  made  use  of,  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  as  he  (Mr.  M.)  contended,  having  no

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61 «  Are  not  there  a  number  of  duplicates  of  these  always  prepared? — ^There    Mr.  A.  Hmmjfr^y.

62,  Have  you  got  the  original  affidavits  here  ? — Yes.  ^8  April  1837. 

63.  Not  the  certificates,  of  course  ? — No,  certainly  not ;  they  are  in  the  hands 
of  the  parties. 

Edmund  HayeSy  Esquire,  sworn. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

64.'  YOU  are  a  barrister,  I  believe  ? — ^I  am.  e.  Hayes,  Etq. 

65.  Have  you  attended  several  registrations  in  Ireland  for  the  Conservative       

interest  ? — ^I  have. 

66.  Did  you  attend  the  registration  for  Carlow  at  the  October  sessions  in  1836  ? 
I  did. 

67.  I  believe  you  took  very  accurate  notes  of  all  that  occurred  at  that  registra- 
tion ? — ^I  should  expect  they  were  accurate ;  I  took  notes. 

68.  I  suppose  you  took  notes  sufiiciently  accurate  to  assist  your  memory  on  the 
subject  ? — I  should  think  so. 

69.  Do  you  remember  a  person  of  the  name  of  John  Coady  applying  at  these 
sessions  to  be  registered  ?— John  Coady  of  Feemore — ^yes. 

70.  He  applied  to  be  registered  ;  was  he  admitted  ? — He  was  not. 
71*  He  was  reacted  ? — He  was  rejected. 

72.  Upon  what  ground  was  he  rejected  ? — Insufiidency  of  value. 

73.  Did  you  attend  as  counsel  at  the  election  ? — I  did ;  I  attended  as  counsel 
for  Mr.  Bunberry. 

74.  Was  any  objection  taken  to  Coady  then,  that  you  remember  ? — ^There  was. 

75.  What  was  the  nature  of  the  objection  that  was  taken  ?— That  he  had  been 
disfinmchised  by  order  of  the  House  of  Conmions,  and  that  his  name  did  not  appear 
on  the  clerk  of  the  peace's  book,  and  that  he  was  incapacitated,  therefore,  to  vote. 

76.  Was  he  admitted  to  poll  or  rejected  ? — He  was  admitted. 

77«  Was  the  question  argued  before  the  assessor  ? — It  was,  at  great  length. 

78.  Did  Coady  produce  any  affidavit  or  certificate  ? — I  did  not  see  that  he  pro* 
duced  any  in  the  assessor's  room. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Maule. 

79.  How  long  it  was  argued  before  the  assessor,  you  cannot  say  ? — No. 

80.  The  question,  you  say,  was  argued  before  the  assessor  ? — Yes. 

'81.  At  great  length,  you  say?— It  was  argued  at  some  length.    There  was  a 
case  previously  brought  an  before  Coady's,  where  a  principle  somewhat  similar  was 
involved,  and  that  case  was  argued  at  still  greater  length  than  Coady's. 
82.  llie  question  was  fully  argued  ? — Yes. 
83-  On  both  sides?  -Yes. 

84.  And  listened  to  by  the  assessor  ? — Decidedly. 

85.  I  understand  you  to  say  at  the  election,  it  was  insisted  that  he  should  not 
be  allowed  to  poll,  in  consequence  of  his  name  being  struck  out  of  the  clerk  of  the 
peace's  book  ? — Yes ;  and  having  been  disfranchised. 

86.  Was  it  not  insisted  upon  on  the  other  side,  that  the  House  of  Conmions 
disfranchising  him,  as  you  cidl  it,  was  not  it  insisted  upon,  that  the  House  of  Com- 
mons had  acted  upon  the  impression,  that  being  before  registered,  it  was  necessary 
not  only  for  him  to  have  occupied  the  land,  but  to  have  held  the  lease  for  Hx 
months  ?—  I  am  not  aware  that  argument  was  advanced. 

87*  Was  it  not  insisted  upon,  that  the  objection  which  had  prevailed  against 
him  before  the  House  of  Commons  was  being  a  leaseholder,  and  that  he  was  not 
in  possession  of  the  land  leased  to  him  for  six  calendar  months  previous  to  the 
registi^  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  2d  &  3d  Will.

88.  Perhi^s  you  may  be  able  to  recollect  it.  Do  you  remember  when  Coady

must  have  l^n  present ;  I  was  retained  then  as  counsel  on  the  Conservative  side 
in  1832  also. 

89.  Did  you  not  yourself  upon  that  occasion  take  an  objection  to  Coady,  that  he 
had  not  be^  six  months  in  possession  of  the  land  leased  to  him  ? — I  cannot  say ; 
at  that  time  I  took  no  note  whatsoever. 

90.  Then  you  do  not  remember  whether  or  not  you  took  any  such  objection  ?— 
I  do  not  remember  the  case  of  Coady  in  particular,  in  1832.

of  a  class,  had  not  been  six  months  in  possession  of  the  lease? — ^That  thej  had 

not  been  six  months  under  title  ? 

93.  Yes ;  not  being  six  months  in  possession  of  the  land,  and  in  possession  of  a 
sufficient  title  at  the  time  of  the  application  ? — ^That,  I  beUeve,  was  argued  in 
many  cases. 

94.  Will  you  be  good  enough  just  to  inform  me,  whether  that  was  not  an  ob- 
jection that  was  taken  to  a  number  of  persons  registered  on  the  side  to  which  you  are 
opposed,  that  they  had  not  been  in  possession  under  title  for  six  months,  though 
they  were  in  possession  of  the  land ;  and  though  they  had  a  sufficient  title  at  the 
time  of  the  application  to  register  ? — It  wa«  admitted  in  many  cases,  that  the  per- 
sons had  an  investment  on  the  land,  some  for  several  years ;  but  they  had  not  a 
title  sufficiently  long. 

95.  Does  not  that  answer  "yes**  to  my  question  ?— To  many  of  them  it  was, 
but  to  others  not ;  some,  I  believe  it  was  decidedly. 

96.  You  cannot  take  upon  yourself  to  say  whether  Coady  was  one  of  these  ? — 
I  have  no  recollection  of  Coady's  cajse  at  all  in  1832. 

97.  Then  in  1836 ;  do  not  you  know  that  since  1832  that  that  objection  has  been 
decided  to  be  invalid  ?— Since  1832  ! 

98.  Yes  ? — In  the  Carlow  case,  I  believe,  it  was  decided  to  be  a  valid  ol^ection. 

99.  Cannot  you  tell  me,  whether  since  then  it  has  not  been  decided  judicially^ 
by  a  judge  of  assize,  that  the  objection  is  invalid  ? — ^I  heard  a  rumour  of  a  decision 
to  that  eflfeet,  but  I  know  nothing  more  of  it  than  a  rumour ;  I  do  not  know  of  it, 
not  even  frc^  a  newspaper  report ;  it  was  a  flying  rumour  I  heard  parsing  from 
counsel  to  counsel.

103.  How  many  counsel  were  there  on  the  other  aide?-»I  think  I  recollect 
seven  yoimg  gentlemen. 

103.  Mr.  Matde.']  Were  not  you  an  over-match  for  them  all  ? — It  appears  not. 

104.  Mr.  Thtriffer.']  Do  you  know  whether  these  g^atlemen  were  members  of 
the  catholic  association  ? — ^I  am  not  aware ;  I  never  waa  present  at  that  meeting. 

105.  Was  Mr.  Arthur  French  there? — He  was. 

106.  Do  you  know  whether  he  is  the  secretary  of  that  association? — ^He  is 
generally  reputed  so ;  he  has  not  denied  it,  I  bd&eve. 

107.  New,  my  friend  has  asked  something  about  the  leases  not  being  dated 
sa  OKinthfl  before  the  r^^ry ;  was  any  question  of  that  kind  discussed  on  tiie  sub- 
ject of  Coady's  vote  ? — ^At  the  election  ? 

io8.  Yes  ?7— ^Not  that  I  have  the  slightest  recollection  of. 
109.  The  objection  was  entirely  on  the  score  of  valu    was  it  not,  in  1836? — 
Not  a  word  otherwise ;  it  was  altogether  upon  value, 
f  10.  Who  aeted  aa  sub-sh^iff  ? — ^At  the  election  ? 

111.  Yes? — ^I  understood  the  person  who  seemed  to  do  the  duties  of  the  snh^ 
fliieriffwas  Mr.  Fit^ferald. 

Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  he  would  not  at  present  enter  upon  this  head  of 
inquiry. 

1 12.  Waa  any  communksation  made  to  you  as  counsel  for  Mr.  Bunberry  on  the 
subject  of  the  i^pointment  of  the  assessor? — None  whatever. 

113.  Was  be  appointed  without  communication  with  your  side  at  all? — ^I  had 
heard,  several  days  before,  when  in  Dublin,  that  the  assessor  was  appointed ;  I  never 
was  consulted  upon  it. 

114.  Mr.  MauleJ]  I  presume  you  are  not  in  the  habit  of  being  consulted  oa 
such  matters? — Perhaps  not. 

Mr.  Tliesiger.']  'Diat  is  my  case. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Matde  was  heard  to  address  the  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
defending  the  vote,  and  tiiat  it  ought  to  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the  poll. 

The  Committee^^foom  was  cleured. 

The  Committee  deliberated.  After  some  time  counsel  and  pafCietf  t^ere 
again  eaHed  in,  and  informed  that  the  Committee  had  decided  that  the  vote 
of  John  Coady  was  bad,  and  must  be  strock  off  the  poll.

On  the  Vote  of  William  Brennan,  No.  5.  Polled  2d  day.  No.  305  in  the  Poll-book. 

Mr.  Austin  said  that  he  should  attack  this  vote,  and  shortly  detail  the 
circumstances  under  which  he  proposed  that  this  vote  should  be  disallowed.

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Mr.  Austin  stated,  that  Mr.  Brennan  was  a  voter,  in  all  respects  similarly     99  April  1837- 

situated  to  John  Coady,  with  this  exception,  that  John  Coady  had  been       = — '■ — 

re^tered  at  the  June  session  of  1836,  whereas  William  Brennan  had  been 
re-registered,  but  in  every  other  respect  he  was  placed  under  the  same  circum- 
stances as  John  Coady,  whose  vote  yesterday  had  been  struck  off  by  this 
Committee.  The  question,  in  this  case,  for  the  determination  of  the  Com* 
mittee  was,  whether  between  October  1836  and  the  period  of  the  election, 
there  had  elapsed  a  date  of  less  than  six  months,  which,  if  he  (Mr.  A.) 
should  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee,  would  ftilly  entitle 
him  to  have  the  vote  in  question  removed  from  the  poll. 

Mr.  RushUm  stated,  that  he  must  interrupt  Mr.  Austin  with  a  preliminary 
objection,  as  it  militated  against  the  exercise  of  an  important  privilege  on 
the  part  of  the  elector  of  his  elective  franchise,  and  which  the  law  had 
careAilly  guarded  should  be  properly  protected  by  very  particular  and  im- 
portant regulations,  and  which  regulations  no  Committee  had  yet  ever 
diq)en8ed  with,  and  which  on  this  present  occasion  he  (Mr.  R.)  trusted 
would  not  be  departed  from.  Mr.  Bushton  submitted,  that  before  Mr. 
Austin  could  proceed  into  the  objection  against  the  validity  of  the  vote 
now  attacked,  he  was  bound  to  state  the  particulars  of  voters  against  whom 
he  objected,  and  the  specific  ground  of  objection.  Mr.  Bushton  also  referred 
to  the  42  Geo.  3,-c.  106,  s.  3,  and  the  various  clauses  of  9  Geo.  4  (the 
Election  Act),  in  corroboration  of  his  objection. 

Mr.  Austin  stated,  that  he  had  two  answers  to  the  objection  of  Mr. 
Bushton :  first,  that  the  voter  in  question  had  been  erased  from  the  register ; 
and,  secondly,  that  he  was  not  duly  registered  within  six  months  prior  to 
the  election  ;  and,  even  if  he  had  been  duly  registered,  the  voter  could  not 
claim  to  vote  in  respect  of  that  re-regist^ng. 

Mr.  Austin  ftu^her  submitted,  that  no  voter  in  Ireland  could  vote  unless 
he  had  been  registered  for  the  fiiU  period  of  six  months,  and  that  the  voter 
now  attacked  could  not  vote,  therefore,  by  virtue  of  the  last  registry ; 
neither  could  he  vote  by  virtue  of  being  on  the  previous  registry,  for  the 
question  simply  for  the^  determination  of  this  Committee  was,  whether  or 
not  his  being  on  the  registry,  bearing  date  in  October  1886,  was  a  mere 
piece  of  waste  paper,  and  was  a  nullity,  and  conferred  no  privilege,  and 
gave  him  no  title  to  vote.  The  real  question  was,  whether  or  not  he  was 
registered  in  June  1836,  or  upon  some  previous  registry. 

Mr.  Rushton  submitted,  that  the  Committee  decided  in  the  case  of  the 
two  votes  offered  to  them  on  the  last  day  of  meeting,  that  they  would 
not  open  the  re^stry,  and  referred  to  the  Acts  of  Parliament  already 
quoted, 

Mr.  Austin  would  request  the  Committee  to  refer  to  the  registry,  which 
.would  show  that  the  name  of  William  Brennan  was  disallowed  by  the  last 
Carlow  Election  Committee. 

The  Committee  deliberated ;  after  some  time  counsel  and  parties  were 
called  in,  and  informed  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the  following

Mr.  Austin  said,  this  vote  was  in  every  respect  like  the  vote  of  John 
Coady*8,  having  never  been  re-registered. 

Mr.  Maule  said,  the  facts  must  be  proved. 

Mr.  Austin  referred  to  the  vrarrant  of  The  Speaker,  ordering  his  name 
among  others  to  be  struck  off;  also  the  order  in  the  Journals  of  this  House ; 
falso  referred  to  the  poU-book,  and  objection  to  vote. 

Mr.  Maule  said,  he  should  wish  to  examine  Mr.  Alexander  Humfrey. 

Mr.  Alej^ander  Humfrey,  senior,  recalled. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Maule. 

Mr.  A.  Humfrey.        1 1 6.  I  SEE  here  a  name  struck  out  by  order  of  the  House  of  Commons ;  against 
■  T.  Bulmer's  name,  "  struck  out  by  order  of  H.  C.;''  can  you  tell  me  when  that  wa« 

written  ? — It  was  written  at  the  time  of  being  struck  out 

117.  Are  you  sure  of  that,  because  it  is  a  (Afferent  sort  of  ink  ;  is  that  your  own 
handwriting  ? — ^The  upper  one  is. 

118.  And  the  lower  is  some  one  else's  writing? — It  is  the  writing  of  Robert 
Brown,  the  deputy  clerk  of  the  peace.  • 

119.  When  he  wrote  that  down  you  do  not  know ;  I  suppose  you  did  not  see 
him  write  ? — \^Referring  to  book.']  That  is  my  writing. 

120.  When  did  you  write  that? — At  the  time  I  struck  out  the  name. 

121.  When  was  it  you  struck  out  that  name? — Immediately  after  the  receipt 
of  the  letter  of  The  Speaker. 

1 22.  Can  you  tell  me  in  whose  writing  are  the  lists  in  general  ? — Different  cleriLS 
in  the  office. 

123.  The  writing  of  different  clerks  in  the  office,  made  at  different  times  ? — ^Yes, 
according  to  their  registering. 

124.  Do  you  mean  according  to  the  date  of  the  last  column? — ^This  is  the 
registry  of  1832.  Under  the  Reform  Bill  there  were  certain  persons  employed  in 
entering  them ;  that  is,  November  and  December. 

1 25.  In  the  subsequent  pages  there  are  a  number  of  different  dates,  are  there 
not? — This  is  all  1832;  the  handwriting  is  the  handwriting  of  the  deputy  clerk 
of  the  peace. 

1 26.  I  want  to  know  whether,  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  book,  the 
dates  are  the  same  or  different  ? — Yes,  aa  £Etr  as  1832  it  is  the  same  writing. 

127.  I  am  not  asking  you  as  to  the  same  writing,  but  whether  the  dates  from 
the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  books  vary  ? — ^It  is  the  same  registration  all  along 
under  the  Reform  Bill ;  it  lasted  six  weeks  or  more ;  October  and  November,  an^ 
I  believe,  up  to  Christmas. 

128.  I  see  here  26th  October  1830,  3d  April  1825  and  July  1835,  what  is  the 
meaning  of  that  ? — ^That  is  according  to  the  times  they  were  registered. 

129.  You  mean,  that  they  were  put  into  this  book  by  different  clerks  in  the 
office  according  to  the  times  at  which  they  were  registered  ? — ^Yes. 

130.  And  the  dates  are  taken  from  the  filing  of  the  affidavits  ? — ^They  are. 

131.  I  see  here  "  struck  off  by  order  of  Conunittee  V — ^Hiat  is  in  1832. 

132.  Then  I  see  ''  nof  against  a  man's  name,  yet  who  is  struck  out  I — There 
are  several  of  the  same  name  in  the  lists,  and  the  name  must  have  been  struck 
out  by  mistake. 

1 33.  Then  that  name  was  struck  out  by  a  blunder  ? — Yes. 

134.  That  is  a  sort  of  thing  that  will  happen? — ^Yes,  perhaps  there  may  be  a 
dozen  persons  of  the  same  name. 

135.  And  in  this  instance  you  happened  to  hit  the  wrong  name? — Yes. 

136.  Chairman.]  What  is  the  name? — Michael  Bryan. 

The  Committee  intimated,  after  so  many  instances  of  mistakes,  they  could 
not  place  much  dependence  upon  the  books. 

Mr.  Mavle  ^stated,  that  he  quite  agreed  in  that  opinion. 

137.  You  kept  the  files  of  affidavits,  of  course  ? — Yes. 

138.  A  bundle  of  affidavits?— Yes. 

139.  From  which  this  registry  is  made  out  ? — I  did  keep  them.  I  am  not  clerk 
of  the  peace  now,  I  have  not  been  these  twelve  months  past. 

140.  Now 
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140.  Now  this  book  appears  to  be  full  of  erasures  and  alterations ;  does  that  arise    Mr.  A.  Ht^frty. 
from  the  carelessness  with  which  it  was  kept  by  the  clerks  in  the  office  ? — Several      ■ 

names  have  been  struck  off  and  erased  by  order  of  the  Conmiittee.  99  April  1837. 

141.  I  am  quite  sure  you  do  not  mean  my  question  to  apply  to  these  names  that 
were  struck  off  by  order  of  the  Committee^  but  other  alterations  and  erasures ; 
this,  for  instance  [referring  to  List] ;  is  this  an  erasure  or  not ;  is  this  voter  on 
the  register  or  not  ? — He  is  ofl^  of  course,  because  the  numbers  do  not  correspond; 
it  is  No.  60. 

142.  Otherwise  there  would  be  two  No.  60's? — Yes. 

143.  And  that  is  the  reason,  you  think,  he  is  on  the  register? — ^I  think  it  is 
most  difficult  to  read  it. 

144.  Which  of  the  two  No.  60*s  is  off  is  doubtful? — ^I  have  not  inspected  it. 

145.  Have  you  the  affidavits  of  all  these  persons? — ^The  clerk  of  the  peace  has. 
146*  The  clerk  of  the  peace  then  has  all  in  his  custody? — Yes,  he  has  them 

here. 

147.  Many  others,  of  course ;  he  has  the  affidavit  of  Bulmer  ? — I  suppose  so. 

148,  These  affidavits  are  not  disturbed  or  erased? — Not  at  all;  they  are  forth- 
coming. 

.    149.  And  in  as  good  a  condition  as  when  first  filed? — Yes,  exactly,  except  fix^m 
their  travelling  backwards  and  forwards ;  we  have  four  petitions. 

.  150,  You  think  they  are  the  worse  for  time  and  travel  ? — Yes ;  this  is  the  fourth 
time  they  have  been  here. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

151.  You  say  that  there  was  an  error  in  striking  off  this  man  Bryan,  and  that 
he  was  restored  ? — Yes,  of  course ;  on  comparison,  we  found  that  he  was  struck 
out  by  mistake,  and  he  was  accordingly  restored ;  there  were  several  persons  of 
the  same  name. 

152.  Have  you  found  any  other  mistake  upon  these  sheets? — I  do  not  think 
there  are. 

153.  Be  so  good  to  look  over  them,  and  see  if  it  is  as  my  friend  has  examined 
you  about  the  erasures — [the  Witness  esamined  the  book] — do  you  find  any  other? 
— [The  Witness  pointed  out  one  on  the  book  to  Mr.  Austin.] 

154.  Do  you  consider  that  an  erasure  ? — I  do. 

155.  That  is  No.  60  ?— Yes. 

156.  Do  you  find  any  mistake,  except  in  that  instance  of  No.  60,  where  the  man 
was  struck  out ;  is  this  page  of  the  register  correct  ? — Yes,  it  is;  it  was  compared 
with  the  affidavits,  and  ought  to  be  correct.  The  affidavits  are  not  put  up  till  they 
are  compared  with  the  book. 

^57-  Was  it,  upon  being  so  examined  with  the  affidavit,  that  you  found  out 
the  mistake  in  Bryan's  case  ? — I  suppose  so,  but  I  cannot  recollect. 

158.  Would  not  that  be  in  the  course  of  business  ? — Yes. 

1 59.  And  it  was  rectified  when  it  was  discovered  ? — ^Yes. 

1 60.  In  its  present  state,  is  that  page  correct  ? — Yes. 

Mr.  Alexander  John  Humfrey^  junior,  recalled. 

161.  Mr.  Austin?]  Have  you  got  the  affidavits  with  you  ?— Mr.  Baker  has  them.  jfr.  A.  J.Hwrfrey. 

[Mr.  Baker  prodtcced  them.]  

The  affidavit  of  Thomas  Bulmer,  of  Rathvilly  barony,  was  put  in;  cor- 
responding  date,  3d  November  1832 ;  marked  "  struck  out  of  the  registry  ** 
on  the  back. 

Mr.  Maule  said  the  indorsement  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace  was  not 
evidence. 

162.  Who  made  that  indorsement? — My  father,  the  late  clerk  of  the  peace  at 
that  time. 

163.  When  you  say  the  late  clerk  of  the  peace,  what  time  do  you  allude  to? — 
In  1836. 

164.  In  August  1835  ? — ^Yes. 

Mr.  Austin  stated  that  this  was  his  case,  and  Submitted,  the  Committee 
would  not  allow  the  vote  to  remain. 
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S9  April  1837.  Mr.  Matde  addressed  the  Ck^mittee  in  defence  of  the  vote  of  Thoiaas 

• .  Breimaii,  and  stated,  that  after  having  heard  the  evidence  which  Mr. 

Austin  had  adduced,  for  the  purpose  of  endeavouring  to  remove  the  vote 
now  attacked  from  the  list  of  the  sitting  member,  he  should  adopt  the  same 
line  of  defence  which  he  had  made  use  of  before,  which  was  to  object  to 
the  sufficiency  of  that  evidence.  He  (Mr.  Maule)  apprehended,  by  the 
decision  the  Committee  came  to  yesterday,  it  would  appear  that  the  House 
of  Commons  proceeded  under  the  60th  section  of  the  English  Reform  Act» 
and  applying  the  proceedings  under  that,  which  they  had  done  to  the  Irish 
eases,  though  he  (Mr.  MaiUe)  would  submit  erroneously,  yet  whaie  they 
have  done  so,  the  Committee  will  not  inquire  into  the  due  exercise  of  his 
power,  but  hold  themselves  bound  by  the  judgment  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  given  under  a  proceeding  in  which  they  would,  for  the  purpose 
of  this  inquiry,  take  the  House  of  Conmions  to  have  had  jurisdiction.  Mr. 
Maule  stated,  he  did  not  conceive  himself  entitled  to  disturb  that  decidon, 
although  Mr.  Austin  had  yesterday  morning  obtained  a  rehearing  on  the 
first  resolution.  He  (Mr.  Maule)  would  not  dispute  the  effect  of  tiiie  third 
resolution,  by  which  the  Committee  determined,  his  opponents  might  shDW 
that  voters  had  been  struck  off  the  poll  and  register  finom  the  election  of 
1885,  by  order  of  the  House  of  Commons,  through  The  Speaker's  warrant* 
Mr.  Maule  would  therefore  trust,  this  Committee  would  overrule  the 
objection  raised  to  the  vote  in  question,  and  dedare  by  their  decision  that 
it  should  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the  poll. 

Mr.  Austin^  contra,  stated  the  simple  question  was  an  issue  of  fact, 
whether  or  not  the  voter,  Thomas  Brennan,  had  been  duly  roistered  six 
months  before  the  election,  and  he  would  leave  the  case  in  the  hands  of  the 
Committee,  confident  that,  when  they  looked  to  the  various  documents 
before  them,  they  would  come  to  no  other  conclusion  than  that  the  vote 
now  attacked  should  be  removed. 

Mr.  Maule  was  heard  in  reply  to  defend  the  vote,  and  stated  it  was  v^y 
true  the  issue  joined  between  himself  and  his  opponent  was  an  issue  of  fiict, 
from  the  statement  made  in  the  heading  of  No^  6,  but  which  he  would  beg 
the  Committee  to  observe  was  made  in  the  objector's  own  language,  but 
which  statement  would  not  be  taken  for  granted.  Mr.  Maule  referred  to 
Mr.  Halcomb's  case  in  support  of  his  argument  (who  was  Member  for 
Dover),  on  a  question  raised  relative  to  costs,  for  the  recovery  of  which  an 
action  had  been  brought  in  the  Court  of  Eling's  Bench,  and  wherein  the 
ruling  of  the  Chief  Justice  was  clearly  in  favour  of  the  position  he  con- 
tended for.  Mr.  Maule,  in  conclusion,  begged  leave  to  impress  upon  the 
Committee,  that  the  poll-book  not  being  produced  on  the  present  occasion^ 
and  its  non-production  unaccounted  for,  and  the  poll-book  being  an  essential 
ingredient  to  prove  the  case,  the  whole  case  must  fall  to  the  ground, 
and  the  objection  made  to  the  vote  by  Mr.  Austin  ought  not  to  be 
sustained. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated.  After  some  time  counsel  and  parties  were 
again  called  in,  and  informed  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the  following 
resolution: — 

«  That  the  vote  of  Thomas  Bulmer  be  struck  off  the  poll.'' 

Ordered  to  be  struck  off. 

On  the  Vote  of  Patrick  Byrne^  No.  2,  in  the  same  List. 

Mr.  Atistin  stated,  in  attacking  the  validity  of  this  vote,  that  the  same 
arguments  he  had  used  with  respect  to  the  vote  last  removed  applied  to 
him,  and  he  presumed,  therefore,  Mr.  Maule  would  have  no  objection  to 
let  him  share  the  same  fate. 

Mr.  Maule  said  it  must  be  first  proved. 

Mr.  Atcstin  accordingly  referred  to  the  registry,  marked  "  No.  10,  Boscat 
freeholder,  10/.  value;  ditto"  (meaning  struck  off  by  the  Committee).^  In

Mr.  Maule  stated  he  should  object  to  the  objection  paper,  as  not  being  a 
properly  authenticated  document. 

Mr.  Austin  observed  they  were  written  by  the  inspector  of  the  booths, 
who  was  a  regularly  appointed  and  official  person  under  various  Acts  of 
Parliameiit ;  but  rather  than  enter  into  any  lengthened  argument  on  the 
subject,  he  would  withdraw  the  disputed  paper. 

Affidavit  of  registry  was  then  put  in. 

Mr.  Alexander  Humfrey^  senior,  recalled. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

165.  JUST  be  good  enough  to  explain  who  wrote  that?  [rrferring  to  the  writing   Mr.  A.  Humfrty^ 
on  tie  back  of  the  apdamtJ] — ^It  was  I.  

1 66.  And  that  diso  r — Yes,  that  is  my  writing. 

167.  When  did  you  write  it? — Whe®  we  separated  the  affidavits  from  those 
struck  off  and  those  that  were  to  continue* 

168.  Did  you  do  so  immediately  after  your  return  to  Dublin? — ^1  think  it  was 
done  in  Dublin. 

169;  Did  you  take  that  affidavit  back  from  the  last  Committee  to  Dublin? — 
I  did. 

1 70.  And  after  you  got  back  to  Dublin,  what  did  you  do  ? — ^I  mentioned  that 
on  the  affidavit  of  each. 

171.  Do  you  mean  you  did  that  w^jen  you  got  the  warrant  of  The  Speaker? 
—Yes. 

172.  You  wrote  something  upon  each  affidavit? — ^I  did,  of  each  barony. 

173.  Had  you  produced  those  affidavits  before  the  former  Committee? — ^Yes> 
I  had. 

174.  Upon  reference  to  and  looking  at  your  memoranda,  can  you  state  to  the 
Committee  when  you  produced  them  first  ? — ^I  had  them  all  over  here,  and  this  is 
one  of  those  who  were  struck  off  by  the  former  Committee;  I  am  sure  of  it,  because 
I  marked  it. 

1 75.  From  your  memorandum  on  the  back,  and  fit)m  your  recollection,  are  you 
certain  that  you  produced  it  before  the  former  Committee  ? — ^Yes,  I  am. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Maule. 

176.  When  did  you  make  this  memorandum? — When  I  separated  the  affidavits 
that  were  struck  off  from  those  that  were  in  the  bundle  in  the  parcel. 

1 77.  What  is  the  meaning  of  "  10,  Rathvilly,  3  November  1882  T— That  is  the 
old  indorsement. 

178.  Patrick  Murphy  is  altered  into  Byrne;  do  you  consider  them  as  idem 
sonan  f — ^I  will  tell  you  if  you  will  let  me  look  at  it.  Patrick  Byrne  is  the  name 
inside;  it  was  indorsed  "  Murphy  "  inside  in  Carlow ;  it  veas  corrected  immediately. 

179.  It  was  a  slight  bit  of  a  blunder,  as  you  say  in  Ireland? — ^It  was  an  Irish 
blunder ;  it  is  very  comnion  in  our  country ;  perhaps  we  are  not  so  correct  there 
as  you  are  here. 

180.  You  say  you  put  this  "  struck  off,**  and,  to  make  qtute  smre,  you  wrote  it 
twice  over? — Yes,  assurance  doubly  sure. 

181.  Did  you  write  **  struck  off  by  Committee  ?  " — I  cannot  account  for  any  thing 
that  happened  so  long  ago ;  I  struck  it  off  in  consequence  of  the  order  of  the. 
House  of  Commons  received  from  The  Speaker ;  I  struck  it  out  of  the  book,  and 
took  the  affidavit  out  of  the  parcel. 

182.  When  was  that? — Immediately  after  the  receipt  of  the  order. 

183.  That  was  in  Dublin,  was  it  not? — I  believe  it  was  in  Dublin. 

1 84.  Had  you  the  poll-books  in  Dublin? — ^Yes,  this  was  done  immediately  after 
my  -arrival. 

185.  Do  you  mean  you  did  this  in  Dublm? — Yes,  I  think  so. 

186.  Are  you  quite»  sure  about  it  ? — Yes,  I  am  quite  sure,  because  I  did  not 
take  them  into  the  country  for  a  little  while. 

307.  D3  187.  Can 
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Mr  A.  Hymfrtjf.        187.  Can  joutell  me  whether  this  was  written  in  Dublin  or  in  the  country? 
•         [r^erring  to  indorsement  on  the  back  of  the  affidavit.^ — ^In  Dublin,  of  eourse* 

188.  Was  the  whole  of  this  written  at  the  same  time? — ^I  cannot  tell. 

1 89.  Was  the  whole  of  it  written  at  the  same  place;  you  see  there  are  the  words 
"  struck  off,"  and  "  struck  off"  again,  and  then  "  by  Committee ;"  two  negatives  will 
amount  to  an  affirmative,  I  believe  ? — It  is  all  in  my  writing,  but  1  cannot  tell 
when  I  wrote  it. 

190.  Had  you  all  the  affidavits  with  you  in  Dublin? — ^I  had. 

191.  Did  you  not  say  **  by  the  Committee"  was  not  your  writing? — No,  I  say 
it  is  all  my  writing,  every  bit  of  it. 

192.  But  it  is  in  different  ink ;  just  look  at  it,  and  see  if  it  is  not  written  with 
different  ink  ? — I  dare  say  it  is. 

193.  Does  not  it  appear  to  you  to  be  so? — Yes,  part  of  it» 

194.  "  Struck  off"  is  in  one  sort,  and  "  by  Committee"  is  in  another;  can  you 
say  whether  it  was  all  written  at  the  time,  or  at  different  times  ? — As  far  as  my 
recollection  serves  me,  it  was  all  written  at  the  same  time. 

195.  Here  is  an  affidavit  [producing  same']^  what  do  you  say  to  that? — That 
was  written  iSve  years  before ;  that  affidavit  was  indorsed  five  years  ago ;  the 
indorsement  on  that  was  written  in  1882,  immediately  after  the  registration;  I 
wrote  "struck  off  by  Committee."  When  the  order  came  to  me  to  strike  them 
off  the  books,  I  did  so,  and  that  is  one  of  them. 

196.  Did  you  have  all  the  affidavits  of  all  the  voters  with  you  in  Dublin? — 
I  had  a  few  days  after  the  Committee  had  decided  upon  them  here. 

197.  Is  there  any  thing  in  your  writing  in  that  affidavit  except  what  you  have 
mentioned? — The  name  at  the  bottom  is  my  writing,  *' clerk  of  the  peace." 

198.  I  suppose  that  was  written  when  the  affidavit  was  originally  swwn  ? — • 
Yes. 

1 99.  On  the  back  of  that  affidavit  is  there  any  other  mark  of  yours  ? — No. 

200.  There  is  nothing  more  of  yours  there  than  "struck  off.  House  of 
Commons ;"  "  H.  C."  I  believe  it  is.  Did  you  write  "  H.  C;.?"— Yes,  it  means 
"  Committee,  House  of  Commons." 

201.  Is  that  the  way  you  abbreviate  their  name? — I  did  not  expect  it  would 
have  been  here  again. 

202.  Who  was  i^ith  you  when  you  wrote  that  ? — ^I  cannot  tell ;  I  really  do  not 
recollect. 

203.  I  want  to  know  whether  the  agent  for  the  opposite  party  was  not  with 
you,  and  pointed  out  that  as  the  affidavit  upon  which  you  were  to  write  that 
indorsement  ? — Not  at  all. 

204.  Was  not  Mr.  Bate  with  you  ? — ^He  was  not. 

205.  Was  any  body  with  you  who  pointed  out  this  as  the  affidavit  of  Patrick 
Byrne,  and  upon  which  you  were  to  make  the  entry  ?— Some  of  my  own  &mily 
were  with  me  at  the  time,  but  no  person  professionally. 

206.  You  must  know  I  am  not  asking  about  your  fiimily,  but  whether  any  body 
was  with  you  who  pointed  out  this  as  the  affidavit  upon  which  you  were  to  make 
the  entiy  ? — I  do  not  recollect  that  there  was. 

207*  Mr.  Bate  was  not  the  person  who  was  with  you  at  the  time  when  you 
made  that  entry  ? — No. 

208.  Was  any  body  else  with  you  for  that  purpose  ?  Look  at  tiiese  queries^ 
"query,"  "query,"  what  is  the  meaning  of  that?  [referring  to  warrant  of 
The  Speaker^  in  the  margin  of  which  these  words  in  pencil  ^^ppeorerf.}*— That  was 
done  in  consequence  of  several  names  being  the  same  name. 

209.  Who  put  these  queries  ? — I  did,  to  ascertain  who  they  were ;  there  is  no 
addition  to  them  at  all. 

210.  Which  made  it  impossible  to  tell  which  was  which? — Not  without 
particular  inquiry, 

211.  You  could  not  tell  fipom  that  document  which  was  which  ? — Not  without 
further  search,  and  ascertaining  from  the  books. 

212.  For  instance,  I  see  there  are  two  John  Kellys? — I  dare  say  there  are 
three  or  four. 

213.  Though  you  had  not  Mr.  Bate  with  you,  or  any  person  else,  pointing  out 
upon  whose  affidavit  you  should  make  these  entries,  had  not  you  written  directions 
firom  any  one  else  ? — No. 

214.  But 
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214.  But  if  you  had  a  number  of  affidavits  of  persons  of  the  same  name,  and    Mr.  A.  Humfrey. 

one  person  of  that  name  was  told  to  be  struck  ofl^  what  means  of  information  had  , 

you  to  select  the  right  name? — From  the  books  and  from  the  general  information     ^^  '^P"*  ^^37* 
of  the  registry  I  had. 

215.  From  the  general  information  you  possessed? — Yes. 

216.  Suppose  there  were  four  Patrick  Byrnes  on  the  register,  and  there  were 
four  affidavits  of  Patrick  Byrne,  and  the  warrant  you  received  directed  you  to 
strike  off  the  name  of  one ;  you  had  no  direction  which  Patrick  Byrne  you  should 
strike  oft  more  than  your  general  information  which  was  the  right  one  ? — I  ap- 
plied for  a  list  of  additions,  which  I  never  could  get ;  I  asked  for  them  often. 

21 7.  Whom  did  you  ask  ? — ^I  believe  I  sq>plied  to  Mr.  Bate  and  he  never  gave 
it  to  me ;  he  never  furnished  it  to  me.  Mr.  Bate  never  saw  the  affidavits ;  I  never 
showed  them  to  any  body. 

218.  Then,  in  effect,  you  mean  to  say  that  you  made  these  queries,  in  order  that 
you  might  make  some  inquiries  upon  them  ? — ^Yes. 

219.  You  stated  you  could  not  get  copies  of  the  additions;  had  you  applied 
The  Speaker^s  warrant  of  the  particular  names  to  the  original  entries  in  the  register  ? 
— Exactly. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

220.  Now  let  me  understand  exactly  the  course  you  pursued :  you  took  the 
bundle  of  affidavits  to  London  at  the  last  Carlow  Conmiittee,  did  you  not  ? — 
Yes. 

221.  Did  you  produce  the  affidavits  one  after  the  other,  as  they  were  called  for 
by  the  Committee  ? — I  did. 

222.  After  they  had  been  inspected  and  used  by  the  Committee,  did  you  take 
them  back  again  ? — Yes. 

223.  Did  you  put  them  into  the  parcel  ? — I  put  them  into  the  parcel  with  the 
other  affidavits. 

224.  You  say  you  put  them  into  the  bundle  or  parcel ;  but  did  you  mix  them 
up  with  the  other  affidavits,  or  keep  them  separated  ? — When  I  arrived  in  Dublin 
I  struck  them  off  the  register  and  took  them  out  of  the  bimdle. 

225.  As  you  took  them  out  of  the  parcel  aft;er  you  had  received  The  Speaker's 
warrant,  you  mean  you  took  out  the  affidavits,  then  struck  them  off  the  register 
and  marked  the  affidavits  ? — I  do  not  know  whether  I  marked  them  all  so  or  not ; 
I  mas*ked  the  first  one. 

226.  In  the  same  way  as  you  did  the  preceding  one ;  in  the  same  way  as  you  did 
in  the  last  case  ? — Yes. 

227.  Now  I  will  ask  you  this:  have  you  any  doubt  you  produced  it  before  the 
Committee  ? — ^Not  the  least. 

228.  Before  whom  the  vote  of  Patrick  Byrne  of  Boscat  was  decided? — ^I  have 
not  the  least  doubt. 

Q2g.  You  have  not  the  least  doubt  it  was  produced  on  that  occasion? — I  have 
no  doubt. 

230.  And  you  accordingly  struck  him  off  the  regist^? — I  did. 

Mr.  Atutin  stated  this  was  his  case,  and  submitted  the  Committee  would 
disallow  the  vote. 

Mr.  Matde  was  heard  in  siq>port  of  the  vote  now  attacked. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated. 

After  some  time  counsel  and  parties  were  again  called  in,  and  informed 
by  the

— — —       of  the  last  election  ? — I  was. 
1  May  1837.  232.  Of  1835  ?— Yes. 

233.  I  mean  the  poU-books  of  1835  ? — ^Yes. 

234.  Did  you  take  the  poll-books  from  the  office  and  bring  them  over  here  ? — ^Yes, 
I  directed  the  clerk  in  Carlow  to  put  them  up,  as  I  wanted  to  bring  them  over  to 
the  Committee. 

^35^  Were  they  sealed  up  in  any  way? — They  were  tied  up  in  a  parcel. 

236.  Now,  on  the  day  that  you  brought  them  to  the  Committee,  or  the  day 
before,  did  you  examine  these  books  to  see  how  many  of  them  there  were  ? — On  the 
morning  I  brought  these  books  or  other  papers  to  this  room,  I  looked  at  the  backs 
of  the  books  in  this  manner,  and  I  reckoned  six — as  I  imagined,  six. 

237.  Did  you  bring  these  books  that  you  had  so  reckoned  to  the  Committee- 
room  ? — ^I  did.

239.  Did  you  un&sten  the  bundle  ? — ^No,  I  just  merely  reckoned. 

240.  You  brought  them  in  the  same  state  in  which  you  had  brought  them  over 
to  the  Committee-room  ? — ^I  did. 

241.  Did  you  believe  that  you  brought  six  books? — ^I  did  so,  and  the  reason  I 
believe  so  is,  my  father  asked  me  how  many  books  I  had  brought,  and  I  told  him 
there  were  six. 

242.  And  you  afterwards  learnt  on  the  following  day  that  there  were  only  five  to 
be  found? — ^Yes. 

243.  When  the  books  were  brought  into  this  room,  were  they  untied  and  left 
here  ? — ^I  cut  the  string  that  tied  them,  and  handed  them  to  that  gentleman,  the  clerk 
of  the  Committee. 

244.  And  you  find  now  there  are  only  five  ? — ^Yes. 

245.  Haveyouanyknowledgeof  what  has  become  of  the  other? — ^No;  the  parcel 
was  lying  in  this  room  along  with  other  books  the  day  previously.

246.  Would  you  have  the  Committee  to  understand  by  your  answers  that  six  books       i  May  i837^

them  in  this  manner,  and  I  reckoned  them,  and  then  my  father  asked  me  "  how  many 
there  were^'  imd  I  fi»id  r  ^*  there  were  six."    I  did  not  untie  the  paiceL 

247.  That  is  not  exactly  an  answer  to  my  question;  do  you  desire  the  Com- 
mittee to  believe  or  to  understand  tl^t  there  were  six  books  brought  into  this 
room  ? — I  mean  to  say  that  I  reckoned  them  over  at  my  lodgings,  and  I  brought 
that  parcel  into  the  room. 

248.  I  have  no  objection,  Mr.  Humfirey,  to  your  saying  you  brought  them  into 
the  i^m  as  many  tiioes  as  the  Committee  may  think  fit  to  have  it  t^en  down  by

256.  Tlmt  is  a  plain  question  answered^  on  your  oath,  after  about  twei^y  fninutes — 

Mr.  Thesiger  objected  to  these  observations. 

257.  I  Sstihetly  understand  you,  because  that  answer  not  having  been  given 
till  afteir  having  been  so  much  pressed,  and  at  some  length,  it  is  possible  you  may 
not  adhere  to  your  answer.  I  distinctly  understand  you  ta  swear,  Mr.  H^mfr^y,  it 
is  your  befief  that  six  poll-books  of  1835  were  brought  into  this  room  ? — Yes^  sir..

262.  You  told  him  to  make  up  some  poll-books? — ^Yes. 

263.  And  you  did  not  count  them  till  you  came  to  London? — No^ 

264.  And  you  ieounted  them  in  the  way  yoii  have  mentioned,  wd  believed  there 
TVere  six  ? — ^Yes ;  my  father  asked  me  how  many  there  were,  and  I  reofconed  six, 
firom  looking  at  the  backs  of  the  books ;  but  I  did  not  open  the  pwroeL 

265.  And  may  we  understand  that  you  were  mistaken  ? — I  may,  in  the  hurry  of 
the  moment,  have  made  a  mistake,  but  I  do  not  apprehend  I  did.

268.  As  you  may  have  made  a  mistake,  and  as  you  find  there  are  only  five,  do 
you  still  believe  there  were  six  books  brought  into  this  room  ? — I  believe  I  brought 
in  the  identical  number  that  I  counted. 

269.  And  you  thought  you  counted  six,  and  might  be  mistaken  ? — Yes.

274.  Have  you  never  said  that  one  of  them  was  lost  in  Ireland? — Certainly  not; 
I  asked,  could  it  have  been  lost  ? 

275.  You  asked  your  father,  probably? — ^Yes. 

276.  Did  not  your  father  say  in  your  hearing,  most  likely  it  was? — No. 

277.  Nothing  of  the  kind? — No. 

278.  You  asked  your  father,  could  it  have  been  lost  in  Ireland? — Yes. 

279.  You  did  not  see  it  in  Ireland  ?— I  never  referred  to  them;  I  was  not  at  that 
time  appointed. 

280.  Had  you  seen  them  in  Ireland  ? — I  had  seen  the  parceL 

281.  You  saw  the  parcel  before  it  was  wrapped  up? — I  had  seen  it  in  a  press,  iii 
the  clerk  of  the  peace's  office  in  Ireland. 

282.  Was  it  an  open  press? — Yes,  they  were  marked  *•  papers  of  the  election 
of  1835." 

283.  But  you  did  not  count  them,  to  see  whether  there  were  five  or  six  or, 
seven? — No. 

284.  You  say  you  asked  your  father,  whether  one  could  be  lost  in  Ireland;  when 
was  that? — ^When  I  came  to  London,  since  this  Committee  has  been  sitting,  I  wa» 
told  one  of  them  was  not  forthcoming  here. 

285.  Did  you  produce  them  to  the  Committee  first? — I  did,  I  handed  them  in. 

286.  Was  not  your  father  called  in  before  this  Committee,  the  late  clerk  of  the 
peace,  and  in  your  presence  admitted  the  books  were  produced  first  ? — No ;  I  was 
not  present. 

287.  Were  they  not  produced  at  first  as  being  all  the  poll-books  at  the  election?, 
— ^They  were. 

288.  You  and  your  father  were  together,  standing  together  here  as  witnesses  at 
that  time  ? — ^I  do  not  recollect ;  I  think  I  was  alcme ;  I  was  called  in  alone  when 
I  produced  these  books. 

289.  Was  not  your  father  under  examination  at  the  time  ? — ^Really  I  cannot 
recollect  whether  he  was  or  not. 

290.  Was  not  your  father  standing  by  at  the  time? — He  might  have  been 
behind  me ;  I  could  not  see  behind  me. 

291.  You  produced  them  as  the  whole  books  of  the  election  ? — Yes. 

292.  And  your  &ther  pointed  out  there  were  only  five? — I  was  toW  when  he 
came  out  there  was  one  book  wanting. 

293.  And  you  asked  him  whether  it  could  have  been  lost  in  Ireland  ? — Yes* 

294.  That  was  only  one? — ^Yes. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Thmger. 

295.  How  was  the  parcel  tied  up  ? — When  it  came  firom  Ireland  there  was  a 
papw  cover  upon  it ;  they  were  inside  of  it,  and  I  tore  off  the  paper  in  my 
lodgings ;  I  left  the  string  that  tied  it  up  round  it ;  I  did  not  untie  it. 

296.  Was  there  any  seal  besides  the  string,  or  was  the  string  merely  round  the 
parcel  ?— I  do  not  think  there  was  any  seal. 

297.  You  say  yo^j  brought  the  books  into  the  Committee  the  day  before  they 
were  produced  ? — Yes.  1 

298.  Where  did  you  deposit  them  ? — ^Behind  the  door,  under  a  large  box  lying 
there. 

299.  Did  you  intend  them  to  come  into  the  custody  of  the  Committee? — I  did ; 
I  spoke  to  the  porter  in  the  room  and  adced  him  whether  they  would  be  safe  if  I 
left  them  here,  as  I  might  be  required  to  produce  them. 

300.  And  there  they  were  left ;  and  during  the  whole  of  the  afternoon  and  till 
the  following  day? — Yes. 

301.  Did  you  intend  to  faring  with  you  all  the  books  of  the  election  of  1835  ? 
—Decidedly. 

302.  And 
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302-  And  did  you  believe  you  had  done  flo?-^I  believe  they  were  all  perfectly  Mr.-  A.  X  Humfrey. 
4iarrect  -when  I  brought  th^n.  **- 

303.  Did  you  not  receive  express  directions  from  the  agents  of  the  petitioners       *  ^^^  '^37- 
to  bring  all  tije  poll-books  with  you  ?— I  did 

Examined  by  the  Oommitt    » 

304.  Have  you  written  to  Ireland  to  make  any  inquiries  after  the  missing  book  ? 
— The  same  evening  that  these  books  were  produced  I  wrote  a  letter ;  at  least  my 
fiither  wrote  a  letter  to  Carlow  to  ascertain  if  the  books  could  have  been  possibly 
left  behind. 

305.  Of  course  no  answer  has  yet  been  received  ? — No  answer  has  been 
Teceived. 

306.  What  is  the  course  of  post  between  London  and  Carlow? — Five  or  six 
days. 

307.  When  do  you  expect  an  answer? — The  letter  was  not  in  Carlow  till  yes- 
terday evening,  that  is,  if  it  was  in  time  for  the  Kilkenny  mail ;  if  it  was  not  in 
time  for  the  Kilkenny  mdl,  the  letter  would  not  be  in  Carlow  till  this  morning. 

308.  Then  on  Thursday  morning  you  will  get  an  answ^? — Probably. 

309.  I  think  when  you  were  under  examination  by  Mr.  Maule,  you  placed  your 
'Snget  on  five  books  ? — ^Yes ;  just  this  way. 

310.  You  did  not  count  them  before  you  came  here? — No;  I  am  rather  near- 
isighted. 

31 1.  It  did  not  strike  you  there  were  only  five? — ^I  think  my  £Either  told  mf 
jfcbeie  w^De  only  five. 

312.  Did  the  conversation  between  your  &ther  and  you  take  place  in  this  room? 
— ^No;  in  my  own  lodgings,  the  momii\g  after  I  arrived  in  London. 

Mr.  4iesander  Humfrejf^  senior,  recalled. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

'    313-  YOU  were  the  predecessor  of  your  son  in  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  peace  ?    Mr.  A.  Hmnfrey. 

—Yes.  

*     314.  Did  you  resign  your  office  of  clerk  of  the  peace  last  year? — Yes,  I  did,  in 
May  1836. 

315.  Did  your  son  thereupon  succeed  you? — He  did. 

316.  And  all  the  county  documents  at  that  time  in  your  possession  probably 
would  have  come  into  the  possession  of  your  son  ? — They  would, 

31 7.  And  to  the  best  of  your  belief  did  they? — ^Yes ;  in  the  office. 

318.  Were  you  the  clerk  of  the  peace  when  the  last  Carlow  Election  Petition 
Committee  sat? — I  was. 

319.  Did  you  produce  the  poll-books  of  that  election  before  that  Committee? 
t — I  produced  those  poll-books. 

320.  Did  you  produce  the  poll-books  of^that  election  before  that  Committee? 
--.Yes. 

321.  What  date  was  it;  was  it  in  August  1835? — Yes. 

322.  And  the  election  was  in  June? — Yes,  I  believe  so. 

323.  When  you  produced  the  poll-books  before  that  Committee,  there  were  the 
proper  number? — ^Yes. 

324.  How  many  were  there? — Six. 
325.-  One  for  each  barony? — ^Yes. 

326.  Were  they  all  referred  to  in  the  course  of  that  investigation  by  that  Com- 
mittee?— ^They  were. 

327.  At  the  close  of  the  election  were  the  poll-books  re-delivered  to  you  ? — Yes, 
they  were ;  six  poll-books. 

.    328.  That  was  the  proper  number?—  Yes. 

329.  What  did  you  do  with  them  on  that  re-delivery?— I  brought  them  back 
into  the  office  in  Carlow,  and  deposited  them  there. 

330.  The  office  of  clerk  of  tie  peace  in  Carlow  ? — ^Yes. 

331.  Do  you  believe  you  deposited  them  srfely  there? — ^I  do. 

332.  Did  you  get  any  instructions  with  respect  to  the  poll-books  of  1835  with 
reference  to  the  present  inquiry?— It  was  not  mentioned  in  my  note  or  warrant  to 
bring  any  thing  with  me.

334.  Mr.  MauleJ]  Was  the  direction  in  writing? — Iliere  were  directions  in 
writing  given  to  me. 

335.  Mr.  Austin.}  By  whom  were  those  directions  given? — Mj  son  infinined 
me  there  were  directions  given. 

Mr.  Maule.    We  cannot  hear  that. 

Mr.  Austin.    Then  you  say  a  pap^  containing  directions — 

Mr.  Mauk  oljected  to  the  question. 

336.  Well,  then,  I  may  ask  this :  did  you  see  a  paper? — ^I  saw  a  mraiorandam; 
my  son  handed  it  to  me. 

337.  Your  son  handed  it  to  you? — ^Yes. 

338.  In  whose  writing  was  that  memcntuidum? — ^I  believe  it  was  in  Mr.  Bate's 
handwriting;  I  am  not  very  well  acquainted  with  Mr.  Batons  writing,  but  I  believe 
it  is  his. 

339.  Did  you  go  to  the  cleric  of  the  peace^s  office  before  you  came  ovw  on  this 
occasion? — I  was  down  in  Carlow  at  the  last  sessions;  of  course  I  veas  in  the  office 
there.     I  assisted  my  son,  as  he  was  but  a  young  beginner. 

340.  Had  you  occasion  then  to  look  at  the  poll-books  ot  1835  ? — No,  nevar,  till 
they  were  here. 

341.  Till  when  had  you  first  occasion  to  look  at  them? — ^When  I  brought  them 
t>ver  this  time ;  I  have  not  looked  at  them  since. 

342.  Did  you  give  any  directions  to  your  son  about  bringing  the  documents 
with  him  ? — ^I  gave  directions  to  the  deputy  cleric  of  the  peace  to  include  those 
poll-books,  and  to  send  them  on  to  Dublin. 

343.  Mr.  MaulCf']  Were  those  verbal  directions? — ^Yes. 

344.  Mr.  Austin.']  By  word  of  mouth? — ^Yes. 

345.  Who  is  the  deputy  cleric  of  the  peace  ? — Mr.  Bobart  Brown. 

346.  He  is  the  deputy  clerk  of  the  peace? — ^He  is. 

347«  You  gave  directions  to  him,  to  do  what? — To  forward  the  poll-books  from 
1835  up  to  town  with  the  other  books ;  there  were  several  other  books. 

348.  Mr.  Maule.]  You  said,  to  Dublin  ? — ^Yes,  to  Dublin,  and  then  over  here  ; 
there  are  several  other  books  which  also  came. 

349.  Mr.  Austin.]  The  registry  books  and  barrister's  books,  I  suppose? — ^Yes. 

350.  Now,  you  told  me  before,  that  you  had  not  seen  those  books  till  you  came 
to  London  ? — No,  nor  since  the  last  election. 

35 1  •  When  did  you  first  see  these  books  in  London,  and  where  ? — ^At  my  lodgings 
in  Cecil-street ;  it  was  there  I  asked  my  son. 

352.  Do  you  and  your  son  lodge  together? — Yes. 

353.  Had  your  son,  upon  any  occasion,  produced  the  poll-books? — ^I  asked  him 
the  question,  having  the  poll-books,  how  many  there  were,  and  he  said,  five  books  ; 
and  then  he  looked  again  and  said,  six  J[>ook8.  I  asked  him  particularly  how  man j 
he  had,  and  he  told  me  he  had  six  books. 

354.  You  did  not  look  at  them  yourself  to  see  what  the  number  was? — ^No,  I  did 
not. 

355.  You  did  not  see  them  after  that  time  till  they  were  here  ? — I  knew  nothing 
of  them  till  I  was  asked  about  them  here ;  since  1885  I  have  never  looked  at 
them. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Maule. 

356.  Did  I  understand  you  right,  that  he  said  five  first,  and  then  six? — ^He  first 
said  six,  and  of  course  I  thought  there  were  six. 

357.  He  did  not  say  there  were  five  first,  then? — He  did;  he  said  five  first,  and 
I  desired  him  to  reckon  them,  and  he  said  six. 

358.  How  did  he  reckon  them? — ^That  I  do  not  know,  I  was  not  looking  at 
him. 

359.  Perhaps  you  were  looking  another  way? — ^Probably  I  might  have  been. 

360.  Probably,  perhaps,  you  were  not  looking  at  all ;  you  might  have  your  eyes 
shut ;  how  was  it? — ^I  am  not  in  the  habit  of  shutting  my  eyes  unless  I  am  asleep. 

361.  My  question  does  not  apply  to  your  general  habits,  but  you  said  you  were 
not  looking  at  him ;  were  you  looking  another  way  ? — I  was  not  looking  at  him 
when  he  was  doing  it. 

362.  And 
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362.  And  first  he  eaid  five,  and  then  he  said  six  ?— Yes.  Mr.  A.  Hw^r^. 

363.  I  snppoee  you  did  not  take  the  trouble  to  see  whether  his  answer  was       "Tj: 

correct  ? — I  do  not  recollect  them  at  all ;  I  had  nothing  to  say  to  him ;  and  I  did       '•    *^  ^^'' 
not  know  I  should  be  examined  on  this  matter. 

364.  Were  they  produced  before  you  ? — I  am  not  aware. 

365.  You  mentioned  there  were  only  five  ? — ^I  say  there  were  only  five  when  I 
reckoned  them  here. 

366.  Then  did  not  your  son  ask  you  whether  one  of  them  had  been  lost  in 
Ireland  ? — ^I  do  not  recollect  any  such  conversation. 

367.  Do  you  remember  your  asking  your  son  whether  one  could  be  lost  in 
Ireland  ? — ^Ihrobably  the  deputy  clerk  of  the  peace  forgot  to  put  up  the  sixth  one ; 
I  cannot  say  whether  there  were  six  or  not. 

368.  That  is  your  coi\|ecture,  that  the  deputy  clerk  may  have  forgot  to  put  up 
the  sixth  ? — ^I  suppose  so. 

369.  Were  they  all  tied  up  in  Carlow  in  the  same  press,  or  perhaps  you  cannot 
tell  us  how  that  is  ? — ^I  cannot,  indeed ;  I  never  looked  at  them  since  the  former 
election,  except  to  extract  the  names  that  were  knocked  off  at  that  time. 

370.  And  then  when  you  had  extracted  the  names,  when  they  all  got  back 
again  together  you  cannof  tell  ? — ^They  were  all  put  up  in  a  paper  until  Mr.  Brown 
Bent  them  up. 

371.  This  press  where  they  were  deposited  in  was  an  open  press,  was  it  not  ? — 
There  was  a  lock  and  key  to  it. 

372.  Mr.  Brown  is  the  deputy  clerk  of  the  peace  ? — ^Yes. 

373.  And  actually  resides  in  Carlow,  and  has  the  actual  custody  of  these  books  ? 
— Yes,  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace. 

374.  Mr.  Brown  actually  resides  in  Carlow  ? — Yes. 

375.  At  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace  ?-^No,  the  office  is  at  pres^it  in  the 
court-house,  and  where  we  have  moved  the  papers,  and  it  caused  us  a  good  deal  of 
confusion ;  there  was  a  new  court-house  built,  and  we  have  moved  the  papers  there. 

376.  You  mean  you  have  moved  them  from  the  clerk  of  the  peace's  office  to  the 
new  office  in  the  court-house  ? — Yes,  from  the  old  office  to  the  new  office. 

377.  And  the  deputy  clerk.  Brown,  lives  in  the  court-house  in  Carlow? — 
He  does. 

378.  And  attends  regularly  at  the  office  ? — Yes,  the  office  is  open  every  day. 

379.  And  you  and  your  son  live  in  Dublin  ? — ^Yes. 

380.  And  your  son  goes  down  at  the  assizes  and  sessions  only  \ — ^Yes,  and  when- 
ev«  there  is  any  public  measure  or  meeting,  we  go  down. 

381.  And  the  custody  of  the  papers  is  with  the  deputy  clerk  of  the  peace? — ^ 
They  aze  all  in  the  c^ce. 

382.  Were  these  poU-books  sent  up  to  Dublin  at  the  time,  or  after  the  present 
efection? — ^I  think  they  were  sent  up  afterwards;  there  was  a  large  number  sent 
up  after  the  poll-books,  and  I  believe  my  son  kept  them  locked  up  till  he  brought 
them  over. 

383.  You  do  not  know  who  brought  them  up  ? — ^I  brought  them  up  myself. 

384.  From  Carlow  ? — ^Yes,  they  were  sealed  in  a  parcel. 

385.  The  poll-books  of  1835? — Yes,  delivered  to  me  by  Mr.  Brown,  and  I 
brought  them  up  with  my  luggage  to  Dublin,  and  they  remained  with  me,  and 
were  never  opened  till  we  came  to  London. 

386.  You  desired  Brown  to  put  them  up  ? — ^Yes,  I  did. 

387.  And  your  belief  and  conjecture  is  that  he  might  have  made  a  blunder,  and 
left  out  one  of  these  books  ? — ^That  is  my  impression  at  preBent. 

Examined  by  Committee. 

388.  You  carried  away  yourself  the  poll-books  after  the  Committee  sat  in  1835, 
and  carried  them  away  yourself  to  Carlow  ? — ^I  did ;  I  brought  them  all  back  some 
time  after  the  election,  but  I  kept  them  in  Dublin  for  five  or  six  weeks. 

389.  Ai^d  then  you  gave  them  up  to  Mr.  Brown  ? — I  put  them  in  the  office. 

390.  In  what  state  were  they  in  the  office ;  are  you  sure  the  whole  six  were 
there  ? — ^I  am  almost  positive  the  whole  six  were  there. 

391.  T\^ere  they  sealed  up  or  tied  up,  or  in  what  state  were  they? — We  did 
not  consider  them  of  any  particular  value  as  the  business  was  over,  and  I  do  not 
think  they  were  sealed  up. 

392.  Were  they  docketed  and  tie^  up,  and  put  away? — ^They  w«^  put  up  in 
the  press. 

307.  E  3  393.  Were 
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Mr.  A.  ihtn^rey.  393.  Were  they  put  together  in  a  separate  paper,  tied  up  and  docketed,  or  left 
'  '  ^"  quite^  loose  so  that  they  might  fidl  abroad  ? — ^They  could  not  fell ;  they  were  on 
*  M*jr  1837.      yie  shelf  in  the  press  altogether. 

394.  Were  they  tied  up  all  together,  or  left  as  these  papers  usually  are,  or 
in  such  a  manner  that  they  could  separate  ? — ^I  cannot  answer  that  question. 
305    That  you  do  not  recollect  ? — No. 

396.  From  the  time  they  were  put  up  till  you  delivered  them  to  the  deputy 
derk,  and  brought  them  to  London,  were  they  ever  in  Dublin  ? — ^No,  we  did  not 
want  them. 

397.  Had  any  body  access  to  them  except  the  deputy  derk  of  the  peace, 
Mr.  Brown  ? — ^ITie  clerks  in  the  office  have  access  besides  him. 

398.  But  nobody  had  access  but  persons  connected  with  the  office,  is  that  the 
ease? — ^No  one. 

390.  Was  there  any  inventory  made  of  the  papers  you  brought  up  to  the 
Oommittee  in  1836  from  the  clerk  of  the  peace's  office  ? — No. 

400.  Was  there  any  inventory  made  on  the  return? — ^Not  to  my  knowledge; 
not  having  the  custody  of  the  records,  I  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  inquire. 

401 .  Did  you  not  do  it  when  you  had  the  custody  of  them  ? — I  cannot  recollect ; 
it  is  two  years  ago ;  I  do  not  remember  those  things  at  so  distant  a  period* 

402.  You  deUvered  the  parcel  to  your  son  when  you  brought  it  up  to  Dublin?— 
I  did, 

403.  And  no  examination  took  place  then,  whether  it  was  perfect  or  not? — 
No,  not  till  we  got  to  London. 

404.  And  you  travelled  over  to  London  with  your  son  ? — Yes,  and  we  opened 
the  parcel  the  day  before  we  came  here,  in  order  to  bring  them  here. 

405.  And  then  you  asked  your  son  Aether  they  were  perfect? — ^Yes,  I  asked 
hite  if  there  were  six,  and  he  said  yes,  and  I  was  satisfied,  and  thought  them  all 
right. 

406.  What  made  him  change  his  opinion  and  say  afterwards  there  were  five; 
he  changed  his  opinion  from  five  to  six? — ^I  thought  he  reckoned  them. 

407.  Was  he  reckoning  them  at  that  time? — He  was  reckoning  them. 

•  40&  Did  he  say  five  before,  or  had  he  them  in  his  hand  and  then  said  five  and 
then  afterwards  six  ? — ^He  afterwards  said  six ;  he  had  them  in  his  himd  when 
reckoning  thenL 

409.  And  he  said  that  when  he  had  them  in  his  hand  ? — Yes. 

•  410.  The  impression  upon  your  mind  still  is,  that  one  is  left  behind  in  Dublin, 
though  your  son  said  there  were  six  ? — I  should  rather  think  so ;  I  should  think 
they  must  have  omitted  to  put  up  the  sixth. 

411.  You  stated  you  were  not  looking  at  them? — ^I  was  in  the  room  with 
him. 

412.  Now  you  say  you  saw  them  in  his  hand? — He  was  reckoning  them  in 
my  presence ;  I  cannot  say  I  was  absolutely  looking  at  him,  but  I  was  in  the 
room. 

41 3.  Had  you  ever  heard  previously  that  one  of  those  poll-books  was  missing? — 
Never. 

414.  Have  you  written  to  Carlow  to  inquire  about  it? — I  wrote  on  Friday 
evening  to  request  it  might  be  inquired  into. 

415.  You  knew  on  Friday  that  there  were  only  five  books  produced? — ^No,  I 
did  not.  I  was  not  aware  I  should  be  examined  as  to  the  poll-books  at  all ;  I 
thought  they  were  merely  for  the  Committee  to  look  at,  and  I  do  not  know  any 
thing  about  them. 

416.  But  you  heard  on  Friday  there  were  only  five  books? — ^I  think  it  was  on 
Thursday. 

41 7.  You  spoke  of  a  new  office,  I  believe ;  is  that  a  public  building  or  a  private 
building  ? — ^It  is  a  public  building. 

41 8.  It  is  for  public  purposes,  and  not  for  a  private  residence  ? — For  public 
purposes  only ;  it  is  lately  built,  and  we  were  removing  there. 

419.  And  you  have  written  to  Carlow  to  make  inquiries  for  this  missing 
book?— Yes. 

420.  And  whom  did  you  write  to  ? — ^To  Mr.  Baker,  in  Carlow,  to  request  he 
would  bring  it  with  him,  and  I  find  he  has  arrived  this  morning  in  town 
without  it. 

'  424.  Do  youeypect  to  receive  any  answer  to  your  inquiries? — ^I  think  it  is  pro- 
bable I  shall ;  I  expect  the  letter  will  be  taken  to  Mr.  Brown. 

422.  But 
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422.  But  you  did  not  write  to  any  official  person? — ^I  wrote  in  a  letter  that  a    Itfr.  A.  Umfrty. 
gentleman  was  sending  to  Carlow,  but  Mr.  Butler  had  previously  left.  — • ^— 

423.  Then  you  did  write  by  post? — Yes,  on  Friday  evening.  1  May  183^. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Mavk. 

424  Did  you  write  to  the  deputy  clerk  of  the  peace! — 1  wrote  to  Mr.  Butler, 
Tvho  is  smnmoned  as  a  witness,  to  request  he  would  call  on  the  deputy  clerk  of  the 
peace,  and  bring  it  over  with  him  if  it  could  be  found,  and  Mr.  Butler  has  arrived 
this  morning  without  having  received  my  letter,  but  I  think  the  letter  will  reach 
Mr.  Brown. 

425.  Did  you  not  know  he  was  about  to  set  out  here,  and  yet  you  wrote  to  him, 
and  not  the  deputy  clerk  of  the  peace ;  why  did  not  you  write  to  Mr.  Brown  ? — 
That  letter,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  sent  to  him ;  it  was  an  open  letter,  desiring 
Mr.  Butler  to  make  the  inquiries. 

426.  Was  it  a  letter  unsealed  ?-7-It  was  in  another  person's  fVank ;  it  was  just 
before  I  left  this  room  I  did  it. 

427.  It  was  directed  to  Mr.  Butler,' in  a  frank  that  was  sent  to  some  other  person  t 
— I  wrote  to  Mr.  Butler. 

428.  What  was  the  address  outside? — It  was  on  the  frank  itself. 

429.  Well,  then,  what  was  the  address  on  the  frank  itself? — ^The  frank,  I  think; 
was  Mr.  Malcomson's,  who  was  writing. 

430.  Who  was  he  vnriting  to? — He  was  writing,  I  think,  to  the  Editor  of  the 
Carlow  Sentinel. 

431.  The  Editor  of  the  Carlow  Sentinel ;  is  he  in  Carlow  or  in  London? — I 
believe  he  is  in  London ;  I  suppose  that  is  the  way  he  directs  his  letters. 

432.  You  sent  the  letter? — No,  he  said  he  had  room.  ^ 

433.  It  waa  written  in  a  frank,  directed  outside  to  the  Editor  of  the  Carlo\^ 
Sentinel? — ^Yes,  I  did  not  write  three  lines. 

434.  And  the  chance  of  Mr.  Brown  getting  that  is  the  chance  of  the  editor 
being  there  and  seeing  it,  and  sending  it  on  to  Mr.  Brovm  ? — ^That  is  what  I  think 
will  be  the  case.  I  think  the  letter  was  directed  for  the  Carlow  Sentinel,  not  to 
the  editor. 

435.  Or  the  paper  itself,  are  you  sure  which  it  was? — I  am  almost  sure  it  was 
the  Carlow  Sentinel. 

436.  Does  not  that  mean  the  editor? — I  do  not  know  what  it  means. 

437.  It  means  the  editor,  does  it  not  ? — It  may.

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

438.  Will  that  letter  be  opened  at  the  office  of  the  Carlow  Sentinel? — Of 
course  it  will ;  the  man  that  sent  it  is  here,  and  he  can  explain  it. 

On  the  vote  of  John  Kelly ^  No.  292 ;  voted  third  day ;  place,  of  abode 
Roscat ;  the  situation  and  nature  of  the  vote,  Roscat,  barony  of  Rathvilly, 
and  the  townland  the  voter  held  at  the  time  of  voting  is  Roscat.  Regis- 
tered 22  October  1832,  as  appears  by  poll-book.  Objection  made  to  voter 
and  filed.

439.  YOU  acted,  as  we  have  heard,  as  counsel  for  Mr.  Bunburry  at  the  last     -B.  Hw/es,  Esq. 
election  for  Carlow? — ^I  did.  "^■'— 

440.  Did  you,  before  the  election  began,  or  at  any  time  during  the  course  of  it, 
serve  on  the  sheriff  and  the  assessor  copies  of  the  order  of  the  Committee  for 
striking  off  the  names,  by  authority  of  The  Speaker^s  warrant  ? — ^I  did. 

441.  Mr.  Maule.'\  Did  you  examine  the  copies  with  the  original? — I  did;  I  got 
them  from  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  examined  them  myself,  compared  them,  and 
returned  them  when  I  saw  they  were  correct  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  and  received 
them  again  from  the  clerk  of  the  peace  in  presence  of  the  assessor. 

442.  Do  you  know  whether,  in  addition  to  this  notice,  the  copy  of  the  order,  and 
the  warrant  of  The  Speaker  you  served,  there  was  any  cautionary  notice  given 
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E.  If  ayes  J  Esq.    to  these  different  persons  when  they  came  up  to  be  polled  ? — ^I  drew  up  a  cautionary 

notice,  and  had  it  printed,  and  gave  it  to  the  agent,  and  desired  the  inspector  should 

1  May  1837.  jjj^  J  them  to  each  disfranchised  person  as  he  tendered  his  vote.  When  I  was  in  the 
assessor's  room,  one  of  them  was  brought  up  by  the  agent  of  Mr.  Vigors,  with  a  com- 
plaint that  the  poll  was  disturbed  by  the  serving  of  the  notices  on  them,  and  in 
consequence  of  that  complaint,  after  some  argument,  the  sheriff  ruled  it  was  a 
disturbance  and  tended  to  intimidation,  and,  therefore,  he  ordered  it  to  be  dis- 
continued. 

443*  He  thought  it  was  a  disturbance  and  tended  to  intimidation,  and  it  was 
consequently  discontinued? — ^Yes. 

444.  And  then  it  was  discontinued  afterwards? — 

445.  Now  do  you  remember  upon  any  occasion,  any  of  the  deputy  sherifl^ 
coming  up  on  the  subject  of  parties  polling  without  having  any  certificate  or 
affidavit? — There  was  one  case  came  up,  the  case  of  John  Coady  of  Fee- 
more,  as  I  have  stated  before  on  a  previous  occasion.  When  the  objection 
came  up  to  the  assessor,  we  argued  the  point  whether  he  had  a  right  to  vote,  he 
having  neither  affidavit  nor  certificate,  and  the  entry  in  the  clerk  of  the  peace's 
book,  when  produced,  appeared  to  be  erased  by  a  pen  being  drawn  across  the  entry; 
B^A  I  contended,  under  those  circumstances,  he  could  not. 

446.  Did  the  deputy  sheriff  say  the  party  must  vote,  because  he  waa  the  same 
person  who  appea^d  in  the  affidavit  of  registry? — ^That  was  the  objection  made, 
that  he  could  not  administer  to  the  affidavit,  aa  it  was  nonsensical ;  he  oould  not 
say,  ^  I  am  the  same  A«  B.,"  and  he  objected  to  it  as  nonsense. 

447.  What  did  the  assessor  do  upon  that? — He  desired  him  to  go  down,  as  he 
was  too  fastidious  and  too  captious  in  matters  of  that  kind,  to  administer  the  oath 
HB  it  was  in  the  book,  and  told  him  not  to  mind  whether  it  was  nonsense  or  not. 

448.  Did  the  assessor  at  any  time  produce  a  paper,  a  different  form  of  oath,  in 
order  to  meet  the  case  of  persons  who  had  not  voted  from  their  certificates  ? — ^I  do 
!not  recollect  that ;  I  remember  him  telling  him  to  administer  the  oath  as  he  found  it 

449.  Do  you  know  the  writing  of  the  sherifl^  Mr,  C ? — ^I  have  seen  him 

write. 

450.  Is  that  his  writing;  do  you  believe  it  is  his  writing?  {Hands paper  to 
y^itness.'] — I  believe  it  is  his  writing,  but  I  have  not  much  acquaintance  with  it ;  I 

have  seei  him  write,  and  I  thought  it  was  peculiar. 

« 

Mr.  Maule  inquired  whether  Mr.  Thesiger  was  about  to  enter  into  his 
case  against  the  sheriff. 

Mr.  Thesiger  replied  not,  aa  at  present  he  was  on  the  question  of  the 
identity  of  the  voter. 

Mr.  Maule  submitted  it  was  hardly  fair,  in  discussing  the  case  of  a  voter, 
to  inquire  into  the  conduct  of  the  sheriff  or  his  assessor. 

Mr.  Thesiger  replied,  it  was  only  introductory  evidence  on  the  question 
of  the  vote. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Maule. 

451.  You  tell  us  you  drew  up  a  cautionary  notice  ? — ^Yes. 

452.  Is  that  according  to  the  form  in  the  Act  of  Parliament? — ^No. 

453.  You  are  aware  of  the  Act  of  1  Geo.  4,  which  gives  a  form  of  cau- 
tionary notice  ? — I  have  heard  of  these  things,  but  that  is  done  at  the  poll.  I 
have  had  no  experience  in  election  matters  until  after  the  Reform  Act  I  was 
once  before  counsel. 

454.  Are  you  or  not  aware  that  there  is  that  notice? — Yes;  I  believe  some 
cautionary  notices  are  abolished. 

455.  Are  there  now  no  new  cautionary  notices  substituted  in  their  stead  ? — No. 

456.  Under  the  Reform  Act,  all  a  person  has  to  do  is  to  produce  the  certificate 
or  affidavit  to  be  allowed  to  vote ;  and  then,  the  Reform  Act  requires  his  vote 
should  be  taken  ? — I  believe  so. 

457-  Was  it  upon  that  ground  the  assessor  decided  the  cautionary  notices  should 
not  be  given? — No;  the  ground  stated  was,  that  it  interrupted  the  poll  and 
tended  to  intimidation. 

458-  And  was  not  a  thing  sanctioned  by  the  law? — ^That  was  what  he  said; 
that  wa*»  the  reason  jstated  by  him. 

459-  But

460.  The  Reform  Act  prescribes  certain  things  to  be  done,  and  that  is  not  one  ? 
— It  was  not

Examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

461 .  WERE  you  inspector  for  Mr.  Bunbury  in  the  Rathvilly  booth,  at  the  last        Mr.  EtUatL 
election  for  the  county  of  Carlo w? — Yes.  ^  

462.  Did  you  ke^p  a  check-book  of  the  different  persons  who  came  up  to  poll 
at  that  booth?— I  did. 

463.  Is  that  your  book? — Yes,  it  is. 

464.  Did  a  person  of  the  name  of  John  Kelly,  of  Roscat,  come  up  to  poll  ' 
on  the  third  day  of  election  ? — Yes. 

465.  Was  he  objected  to  ? — He  was. 

466.  On  what  grounds  was  he  objected  to  ? — His  name  was  marked  in  my  book 
as  having  been  disfranchised,  and  that  was  a  part  of  the  objection  I  put  to  him. 

467.  What  was  the  result;  was  he  admitted  to  poll,  or  was  he  rejected ?-^He 
was  admitted. 

468.  From  what  did  he  vote? — He  polled  from  his  certificate. 

469.  Of  what  date  ?— The  certificate  is  dated  22d  October  1832. 

470.  Just  look  at  that  [handing  a  paper  to  the  Witness\  and  tell  me  whether  the 
certificate  corresponds  with  that  affidavit  ? — So  far  as  the  date  goes,  it  does. 

471.  With  regard  to  the  objection,  was  there  a  printed  form  [of  objection,  or  a 
written  one,  which  was  sent  up  to  the  assessor  ? — ^That  voter  was  disfranchised 
in  my  barony,  after  I  commenced,  with  two  objections. 

472.  Is  that  the  objection  that  you  took  to  the  vote  of  John  Kelly?  [handing 
it  to  the  Witness.'] — ^That  is  the  identical  one. 

473.  With  your  signature? — Yes. 

.474.  Just  allow  me  to  ask  how  is  it  that  that  objection  does  not  appear  to  have 
the  initials  of  the  assessor  against  it  ? — ^The  first  of  that  class  that  I  sent  up  was 
overruled,  as  I  was  informed,  by  the  deputy  of  our  booth ;  but  the  assessor  and 
the  deputy  did  not  send  up  any  of  the  subsequent  ones  at  all. 

475-  Was  that  according  to  the  directions  of  the  assessor  ? — ^It  was. 

476.  Mr. Maule.]  Did  you  hear  the  assessor  say  so? — ^Yes;  I  do  not  know 
whether  I  am  at  liberty  to  mention,  that  another  class  was  sent  up  besides  those 
disfi'anchised  men. 

Mr.  Thesiger  objected  to  any  such  statements. 

Mr.  Thesiger  now  proposed  that  he  should  read  the  objection  paper. 

Mr.  Matde  stated,  that  he  objected  to  the  production  of  any  6uch  do- 
cument. 

477.  Mr.  Thesiger.]  Was  John  Kelly  present? — Yes,  he  was. 

Mr.  Thesiger  submitted  his  right  to  have  the  objection  paper  read  as 
evidence. 

Mr.  Matde  was  heard  to  object  to  any  such  document. 

Mr.  Thesiger^  in  reply^  was  heard  in  support  of  the  original  proposition, 
that  the  paper  ought  to  be  allowed  in  evidence.

— I  may  explain  he  wafi  present  in 
this  way :  when  he  polled,  I  esAd  I  should  take  an  objection  to  this  man,  and  I 
immediately  commenced  to  write  it ;  but  he  might  have  gone  off  the  table  before 
it  was  entered  up. 

479.  Did  you  state  the  nature  of  your  objection? — ^Not  out,  I  did  not;  I  instantly 
handed  it  to  the  deputy. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Maule. 
4S0.  He  had  a  certificate,  from  which  he  claimed  to  poll  ? — He  had. 

Mr.  Alexander  Humfrey^  senior,  recalled. 
^  Examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

Mr.  A.  Htmfreu.       48 1.  DID  you  produce  this  affidavit  of  John  Kelly  before  the  last  Committee  ? 
L      ^I  did. 

482.  Did  you,  after  you  received  the  order  and  the  warrant  of  The  Speaker, 
strike  his  name  out  of  the  register  ? — ^I  did. 

483.  Just  turn  to  the  register  and  see  where  it  is  ? — It  is  No.  4. 

[ThefoUowing  Entry  was  read:"] 

%        **  John  Kelly,  of  Roscat,  No;  4^  struck  off  by  order  of  the  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons." 

484.  Did^  you  also  withdraw  his  affidavit  in  the  usual  way,  and  is  that  your 
writing,  **  struck  off  r— Yes,  it  is. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Matde. 

485.  You  produced  all  the  affidavits,  did  you  not,  before  the  last  Committee  ? — 
Yes,  I  did. 

486.  You  brought  them  all  up  here,  and  amongst  them  were  six  or  seven 
affidavits  of  John  Kelly,  were  there  not? — Not  so  many;  I  think  there  vvas 
one  or  two. 

487.  In  BaUivilly ;  because  in  the  evidence  thaie  are  six  John  Kellys ;  4,  5,  7, 
32,  42,  47,  48 ;  one  of  them  being  John  Kelly  of  Roscat  ?— Yes. 

488.  And  after  that,  you  got  the'vrarrant  that  has  been  put  in  evidence ;  I  mean 
The  Speaker^s  warrant  ? — I  got  it  before  I  struck  them  off. 

489.  He  is  marked  *^  qu^;"  he  is  one  of  the  queried  persons  on  The  Speaker's 
wamHit  ? — ^Yes. 

490.  In  order  to  ascertain  which  John  Kelly  the  warrant  referred  to,  did  you 
make  any  inquiries  ? — I  did ;  I  looked  at  the  poll-book. 

491.  Did  you  not  make  any  other  inqidries ;  because  with  respect  to  Patrick 
Byrne  you  wrote  to  Mr.  Bate^,  or  made  some  inquiries  of  him  ? — I  wrote  to  him 
for  some  particulars  of  Mr.  Bates,  but  he  never  gave  it  me. 

492.  In  order  that  you  might  learn  which  Jo£a  Kelly  you  should  strike  off? — 
YeSy  for  general  information ;  I  wrote  to  hini,  but  he  never  gave  me  an  answer. 

493.  Who  did  you  vmte  to  ? — To  Mr.  Bates,  the  agent,  for  the  additions  of 
each  party  that  was  struck  off;  the  names  were  there  without  the  additions. 

494.  And,  if  I  understand  you  right,  until  you  got  that  information  you  did 
not  know  which  was  the  right  John  Kelly  ? — I  referred  to  the  poll-book,  and  I  saw 
the  names  of  those  persons. 

495.  You  said  on  Saturday  that  you  applied  to  Mr.  Bates  for  these  additions^ 
and  upon  getting  no  answer  you  acted  upon  your  general  knowledge  of  the 
register? — ^I  have  since  recollected  that  I  referred  to  the  poll-books. 

496.  The  poll«books  of  the  old  election  ? — ^Yes,  i|^ch  I  had  in  Dublin  with  me 
at  the  time. 

497.  And  the  Rathvilly  book  was  one  of  them  ? — Yes. 

498.  And  you  had  the  Rathvilly  book  at  that  time? — Yes. 

499.  In  Dublin  ? — In  Dublin  I  had  the  six  poll-books. 

500.  That  you  have  recollected  since  you  were  under  examination  before  ? — 
Exactly ;  I  was  not  aware  that  I  should  be  examined  upon  this  subject  at  all. 

501.  Yoa 
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501.  You  say  that  it  was  your  general  knowledge  of  the  election  that  yott  acted   Mr.  A.  Humfrty. 

upon  ? — ^That  was  my  impression  on  Saturday,  but  I  have  since  recollected  that  I 

referred  to  the  poll-books.  1  May  1837. 

502.  Was  your  reoollection  spontaneous,  or  assisted  by  some  other  person  who 
has  been  with  you? — Not  assisted  by  any  body;  I  remember  well  referring  to  the 
books  on  any  doubtful  case. 

503.  And  it  came  into  your  head  since  Saturday  ? — ^It  did. 

504.  Does  it  sometimes  happen  that  there  are  more  than  two  John  Kellys  on  the 
poll-bode  ? — ^I  recollect  that  almost  all  the  Roscat  people  were  knocked  off  for 
insufficiency  of  value,  and  he  is  one  of  them. 

505.  So  that  the  Roscat  people,  the  persons  to  whom  The  Speakei^s  warrant 
more  particularly  applied,  those  were  the  very  persons  whose  poll-book  is  not 
forthcoming,  is  that  so  ? — So  it  q>pears. 

506.  You  know  Rathvilly  barony,  perhaps? — ^I  do  pretty  well,  as  well  as  the 
other  baronies;  I  know  them  all  pretty  well;  after  34  years  I  ought  to  know  them 
pretty  well ;  I  was  34  years  clerk  of  the  peace. 

507.  Are  there  not  a  good  many  John  Kellys  in  Rathvilly? — ^I  believe  there  are 
several. 

508.  Do  you  know  whether  there  are ;  you  say  you  have  known  the  county  for 
34  years? — ^Ihave  been  acquainted  with  the  county  generally;  I  know  the  county 
pretty  well,  generally,  as  Ceut  as  the  registry  goes. 

509.  You  looked  at  the  poll-book,  which  is  not  now  produced  ? — ^Yes,  that  is  m j 
impression  of  it,  and  I  am  almost  certain  of  it. 

510.  You  say  you  are  almost  certain  of  it? — ^Yes,  I  am. 

511.  Do  you  mean  that  you  are  not  quite  certain? — ^After  two  years,  as  well  as 
my  recollection  serves  me,  I  did  so. 

512.  I  am  not  blaming  you  for  endeavotiring  to  be  correct,  but  what  I  want  to 
know  is,  whether  you  are  quite  certain  of  it,  or  whether  it  is  a  matter  of  doubt  ? — 
I  had  a  list  of  additions,  and  I  must  have  taken  it  from  the  poll-book. 

513.  From  somewhere  or  other? — Yes,  I  think  I  took  it  from  the  poll-book, 
because  nobody  else  gave  me  any  information. 

514.  That  is  the  point;  I  understand  your  impression  is,  that  you  had  some 
information  which  you  think  you  got  from  the  poll-book  ? — ^I  never  got  any  other 
information. 

515.  The  fieict  absolutely  of  looking  at  the  poll-books  is  a  thing  not  actually 
within  your  recollection ;  I  think  you  said  you  got  it  fit>m  the  poll-books,  and  that 
you  had  no  other  sources  of  information  ? — Yes,  I  made  out  a  list  at  the  time,  with 
the  additions  of  each  party,  in  my  own  handwriting;  after  striking  them  0%  I  made 
out  the  list. 

516.  You  made  out  a  list,  of  course,  of  those  you  struck  off? — ^Yes. 

517.  Their  affidavits  would  show  you  who  they  were,  would  they  not;  you  had 
them  all  there? — ^Yes. 

518.  And  you  could  make  out  a  list  of  the  persons,  with  the  additions  from  the 
affidavits ;  there  could  not  be  any  difficulty  about  that.  What  I  want  to  know  is, 
whether  you  had  any  previous  recollection  of  the  fact  of  examining  the  poll-book — 
the  Rathvilly  book  ? — ^After  two  years  have  elapsed,  it  is  impossible  to  speak  of  it 
with  perfect  accuracy. 

519.  I  do  not  want  any  body  to  recollect  what  he  forgets,  but  I  am  supposing 
that  you  do  not  distinctly  recollect  looking  to  the  poll-book? — -To  the  best  of  my 
recollection  I  did,  and  examined  it,  and  took  the  additions  from  it,  because  it  was 
less  trouble  than  to  look  at  the  affidavits. 

520.  Could  the  poll-book  tell  you  which  of  the  two  persons,  if  there  were  two 
objections  to  the  persons  that  were  intended  to  be  struck  off? — ^I  must  have  done 
so,  from  my  own  observation. 

52 1  •  So  then,  after  all,  it  comes  to  this,  does  not  it,  that  you  struck  off  the  names 
of  persons,  and  upon  striking  them  off,  you  applied  the  name  without  addition  to 
The  Speaker^s  warrant  to  the  particular  persons ;  to  whom  did  you  apply  it ;  fit)m 
your  own  general  knowledge  or  from  recollection  ? — ^It  must  have  been  so. 

522.  Because  the  poll-book  would  not  give  you  that  information? — It  gave  the 
additions. 

523.  It  would  not  tell  you  which  man  it  was;  now,  suppose  there  was  a  John 
Kelly  of  A,  and  one  of  B,  the  poU-book  would  show  you  John  KeDys  A.  and  B., 
but  not  the  one  to  which  The  Speaker's  warrant  applied  ? — I  am  aware  six  or  seven 
of  the  Roscat  people  were  struck  off. 
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Mr,  A.Hnmfr^^       524.  And  from  that  general  knowledge  it  was  you  struck  off  those  you  did  strike 

"~*       off? — ^That,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  poll-book. 

1  May  1837.  525,  I  thought  we  were  agreed  that  the  poll-book  would  give  you  no  othef 

assistance  than  showing  you  the  additions? — ^That  wa^  all  that  I  wanted. 

526.  Not  a  little  more? — No,  nothing  more. 

527.  Those  to  whom  the  names  without  addition  applied? — In  this  case  I  know 
the  Roscat  people  were  struck  off  generally ;  there  were  six  or  seven. 

528.  Were  all  of  them  struck  off? — Faith,  I  believe  most  of  them  wer^^xcept 
Mr.  Timmen,  the  landlord  himself;  I  believe  all  the  rest  were. 

529.  You  will  not  take  upon  yourself  to  say,  that  all  were  struck  off? — ^To  the 
best  of  my  recollection  they  were.

Mr.  Wabmlaf.         530.  WERE  you  the  committee  clerk  on  the  former  petition  for  the  comity  of 
""""■"■      C!arlow  in  August  1835  ? — I  was. 

531.  We  hear  there  were  lists  given  in  of  objected  voters.  I  see  against  the 
name  of  John  Kelly,  of  Rathvilly,  the  name  is  to  be  struck  off;  whose  writing  is 
that  ? — ^That  is  mine. 

532.  Did  you  write  that  as  committee  clerk? — Yes;  there  are  three,  I  think, 
that  must  have  been  written  at  the  same  time.  ^ 

533*  Patrick,  Matthew  and  John? — ^Yes;  Patrick,  Matthew  and  John;  I  think 
that  they  must  have  been  written  at  the  same  time,  because  I  bracketed  them. 

534.  Have  you  got  your  minutes  with  you  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Carlow 
Election  of  1835  ? — ^Yes ;  [produ>ces  them.'] 

{The  following  Estractfrom  the  Minutes  of  the  Committee  on  Carlow  Election 
Petition  of  1835  put  in  and  read^  as  follows :] 

On  the  vote  of  Patrick  Kelly,  No.  J  95,  Roscat  Freehold,  the  Barony  of  Roscat 
Townland,  23d  October  1832;  no  quaiification ;  voted  for  Vigors  and  Raphael; 
objected  to. 

Mr.  Bates  recalled,  and  examined  by  Mr.  Justin,  as  follows : 

Did  yon  object  to  the  vote  of  Patrick  Kelly  ? — 1  certainly  did.  [The  Witness  refers  to  a 
lH>okJ] 

[The  Affidavit  of  Registry  producedJ] 

Mr.  Malone  recalled,  and  examined  by  Mr.  Austin,  as  follows :. 

Di^  you  serv^  that  notice  ? — I  did. 

When  f—On  the  26th  July. 

On  whom  ? — On  Catherine  Kelly ;  that  is  his  daughter. 

On  the  premises  ? — In  the  house. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  SUL 

How  old  is  that  daughter  f — Fifteen  or  sixteen  yeatrs  of  age. 

Did  you  writer  this  at  the  time  ? — I  wrote  it  that  day ;  1  am  sure  on  that  day,  on  the 
land ;  when  I  came  out,  it  was  set  down  on  the  land. 

That  very  day  ? — ^Yes. 

Do  you  know  Patrick  Kelly? — ^Yes. 

How  long  have  you  known  him  i — I  have  known  him  six  years. 

You  know  this  cirl,  Catherine  Kelly  ?— Not  before  that  day ;  I  asked  if  she  was  the 
daucbter  of  Patrick  KeU v,  and  she  said  she  was. 

Voa  asked  her;  you  do  not  know  whether  she  was  his  daughteci — From  her  own  infor- 
mation. 

By  Mr.  Justin.]  You  did  not  see  her  christened  r — No. 

By  Mr.  Austin  to  Mr.  Bates.]  Do  you  recollect  Patrick  Kelly  heinz  examined  ?— Yes, 

Do  you  know  the  amount  of  rent  he  swore  to  ?-*One  pound  ten  shillings  per  acre. 

Did  he  state  the  extent  of  his  occupation  ?— Six  acres ;  I  have  a  perfect  recollection. 

This  case  made  a  sensation  i—li  was  a  matter  of  notoriety,  these  Roscat  men. 

A  considerable  sensation  i — Yes. 

The  Roscat  voters  is  a  nickname? — It  is  a  bye-word. 

Six  acres  he  swore  to? — Yes,  at  1  /.  105. 

To  Malone.]  You  were  asked  as  to  the  value  you  put  on  Patrick  Kelly's  land  just  now, 
t  and  you  stated  it  ? — Yes. 

That  evidence  was  correct? — Yes,  it  was. 

The  Committee  decided  that  the  vote  be  struck  off. 
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On  the  vote  of  Matthew  Kelly ,  No.  193  on  the  poll ;  Roscat  Freehold,  in  the  Barony       *  M*y  ^^S?* 
and  Townland  of  Roscat.  — —.^ 

Mr*  jBo^es  examined  by  Mr.  Austin,  as  follows  : 

Did  yon  object  to  Matthew  Kelly  ?— I  did. 

To  Mr.  Mahne.']  Did  you  serve  a  notice  of  which  this  is  a  copy  ? — Yes. 
Did  yon  serve  it  on  him  ? — On  his  servant  boy* 
Oo  the  premises  i — In  the  house. 
How  old  was  the  boy? — About  17  or  18. 

To  Mr.  JBafes.]  Do  you  remember  Matthew  Kelly's  statement? — Yes,  he  says  precisely 
similar  to  what  I  said  before,  about  six  acres  and  one  rood,  at  1  /•  los.  per  acre. 

[The  Witne$$  withdrew.^ 

The  Committee  decided  that  the  vote  be  struck  off. 

On  the  vote  of  John  Kelly. 

To  Mr.  Bates.]  Did  you  object  to  John  Kelly  ? — I  did. 

By  Mr.  Hill.']  Did  they  all  come  up  the  same  day? — ^John  and  Patrick  certainly  did. 

To  Mr.  Malone.']  Did  you  serve  a  notice,  of  which  that  is  a  copy,  on  John  Kelly  ? — On 
a  woman  in  the  house,  Mary  Bull. 

Is  she  a  servant  ? — She  appeared  to  be  so ;  she  was  minding  the  children  in  the  house. 

Did  yon  give  the  notice  ? — Yes,  and  told  her  to  give  it  to  him  when  he  came  home. 

Did  you  see  him  afterwards  ? — I  saw  the  wife,  and  told  her  I  had  left  the  notice ;  I 
spoke  to  John  Kelly's  wife,  and  told  her. 

Where  did  you  see  her  ?— In  a  public-house  kept  by  a  man  of  the  name  of  Dick  Wix. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Howley. 

Is  it  not  the  custom  when  a  man  and  woman  goes  out,  a  neighbour  will  come  in  and 
look  after  the  children  until  they  return  ? — She  told  me  she  left  that  woman  there  to  take 
care  of  the  children  until  she  came  back. 

The  wife  told  you  so  i — Yes. 

Mr.  HiU  contended  that  the  notice  was  insufficient,  the  woman  not  being  a 
servant. 

Mr.  Atutin  submitted  that  it  was  a  good  service,  being  subsequently  communicated 
to  the  wife. 

The  room  was  cleared ;  after  some  time  parties  were  called  in,  and  informed  that 
the  Committee  decided  that  the  service  was  good. 

By  Mr,  Austin  to  Mr.  fVhekm.']  John  Kelly  is  one  of  the  four  brothers  ? — Yes. 
Is  your  evidence  with  respect  to  him  the  same  as  the  others  ? — ^Yes. 

The  Committee  decided  that  the  vote  be  struck  oif. 

Mr.  Thesiger  inquired  whether  Mr.  Maule  would,  after  the  evidence  that 
had  been  now  adduced,  support  the  vote  in  question  ? 

Mr.  Matde  replied,  yes,  as  the  evidence  he  submitted  did  not  entitle 
the  Committee  to  disfranchise  the  voter. 

Mr.  Mcmle  was  heard  to  address  the  Committee  in  support  of  the  vote, 
and  submitted,  on  account  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Hayes, 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  poll-book,  the  vote  should  be  allowed  to  remain 
on  the  poll. 

Mr.  Thesiger  was  heard  to  contend,  that  Mr.  Maule's  arguments  were 
fyiacious,  and  the  resolution  which  the  Committee  came  to  in  Patrick 
Byme*s  case  being  parallel  with  the  present,  that  the  present  vote,  which 
he  was  seeking  to  remove  from  the  majority  of  the  sitting  Member,  should 
share  the  same  fate.

Mr.  Rushton  stated,  that  this  was  decidedly  the  same  case  as  that  of  John 
Allen  already  adjudicated  upon,  and  submitted  that  it  ought  not  to  be 
entered  upon. 

Mr.  Thesiger  addressed  the  Committee  in  support  of  the  right  to  attack 
the  vote. 

Mr.  Rushton  was  heard  in  reply. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated;  and  after  a  short  time  counsel  and  parties  were 
again  called  in,  and  informed  that  the  Committee  had  decided  not  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  vote  of  William  Kelly. 

Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  that  the  decision  brought  them  to  the  end  of  the 
class,  and  that  they  had  struck  off  34  out  of  35  of  the  names  therdn  con« 
tained,  and  that,  at  all  events,  he  had  shown  that  the  sheriff  was  wrong  in 
admitting  34  voters  to  poll  who  had  been,  by  order  of  a  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  directed  to  be  struck  off.  Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  he  now 
proposed  to  wind  up  this  head  of  evidence,  by  showing  the  mode  in  which 
the  ieussessor  had  conducted  himself  with  this  class  of  voters, 

Mr.  Rushton  begged,  if  any  part  of  the  case  against  the  sheriff  or  the 
assessor  were  to  be  entered  upon  now,  that  he  shoidd  know  exactly  of  what 
the  sheriff  was  accused. 

Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  that  there  was  a  charge  against  the  sheriff  with 
respect  to  the  appointment  and   the  sanction  that  he  had  given  to  the 

assessor. 

Mr.  Rushton  said,  if  Mr.  Thesiger  entered  now  iqion  this  part  of  the 
case,  he  trusted  the  Committee  would  not  preclude  him  from  calling  the 
assessor  as  a  witness  before  them  on  his  arrival  in  London ;  but  this  being  a 
most  serious  charge  preferred  against  the  sheriff,  and  it  now  wanting  but 
20  minutes  of  the  usual  time  of  adjournment,  he  trusted  that  they  would 
now  adjourn  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  determine  upon  the  course 
he  should  pursue  at  their  next  meeting. 

A  discussion  ensued  between  the  counsel  and  the  Committee  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  request  of  Mr.  Rushton  ought  to  be  complied  with,  which  being 
negatived  in  Committee  by.a  miyority,  the  counsel  was  ordered  to  proceed. 

Mr.  Thesiger  stated  that  he  now  proposed  to  put  upon  the  poll,  in  favour 
of  the  petitioners,  a  person  of  the  name  of  Hugh  Nowlan,  one  of  the  voters 
included  in  their  statement  which  had  been  delivered  to  the  other  side,  and 
he  (Mr.  T.)  would  shortly  detail  the  grounds  upon  which  he  conceived  he 
was  entitled  to  have  the  voter  in  question  replaced  upon  the  poU-book.  It 
was  the  case  of  a  person  who,  having  produced  his  certificate  at  the  time  of 
election,  in  which  he  was  improperly  described,  and  although  the  argument 
at  the  election  had  been  urged  that  he  might  poll  from  his  affidavit,  the 
assessor  said  that  the  voter  was  bound  by  his  certificate,  and  therefore,  from 
the  &ct  of  the  certificate  being  faulty,  the  voter^s  name  had  been  removed 
frt)m  the  poll. 

Mr.  Rushton  inquired  whether  Mr.  Thesiger  meant  to  give  evidence  in 
support  of  his  claim  to  have  his  name  placed  upon  the  poll. 

Mr.  Thesiger  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

..Mr. 
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Mr.  Ruskton  again  reit^ated  his  request  for  an  adjournment,  on  the       1  May  1837. 

ground  that  this  was  entirely  a  new  branch  of  evidence,  and  for  which  he       

was  not  at  all  prepared,  m  the  absence  of  the  assessor,  audwhich^  from  his 
instructions,  he  was  enabled  confidently  to  assert  that  he  should  be  able,  on 
the  arrival  of  that  gentleman,  to  refute,  and  submitted  that  very  little  would 
be  gained  in  time  by  taking  such  a  case  in  the  absence  of  the  only  man  who 
could  explain  the  matter  satisfactorily  to  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Thesiger  submitted,  that  the  only  question  now  before  the  Committee 
was  to  the  right  of  the  voter  to  be  put  upon  the  poll,  and  waa  entirely 
unconnected  with  any  charge  against  the  sheriff  or  against  tiiie  assessor,  and 
that  he  had  a  right  to  insist  upon  this  party  (Hugh  Nowlan)  being  replaced 
upon  the  polL 

Mr.  RushUm  said,  that  there  were  six  or  seven  lists  of  objections,  and 
yet  the  present  case,  involving  as  it  did  so  many  important  consequences, 
vt^as  pressed  into  the  service,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  party  most  materially 
interested. 

The  Committee  intimated,  that  they  felt  th^nselves  bound  to  have  the 
case  proceeded  with. 

Mr.  Joseph  M.  Beide  sworn. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

53.5*  YOU  were  one  of  the  deputy  dieriffi,  I  think,  at  the  last  election  for  Carlow  ?   Mr.  j.  m.  Reide. 
— Yes,  I  was.  

536.  Were  you  in  the  Idrone  East  and  Forth  booth  ? — I  was. 

537.  Do  you  remember  Hugh  Nowlan  coming  up  the  first  day;  I  think  he  was 
the  fourth  person  who  came  up  to  poll  ? — ^I  do  not  recollect  that  man's  name. 

538.  Just  look  at  that  book,  if  you  please ;  have  you  got  any  thing  by  which  you 
can  refresh  your  memory  on  the  subject  ? — ^The  poll-book  may  probably  refresh  my 
memory. 

539.  Just  be  good  enough  to  look  at  it? — 

Mr.  jRushtan  was  heard  to  object  to  the  admissibility  of  the  statement  in 
evidence,  on  the  ground  of  its  technical  inaccuracy,  and  that  it  vnis  a& . 
imperfect  description,  and  not  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts 
of  Parliament  of  the  42d  &  47th  Geo.  3,  which  provide,  that  all  parties 
giving  in  lists  of  objections  must  give  the  name  of  every  voter  specifically, 
and  tihe  particular  objection. 

Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  that  there  was  no  ground  for  the  objection  now 
stated,  for  that  the  petitioners  were  compelled  to  give  in  a  statement  of 
the  grounds  upon  which  they  insisted  that  the  voters  rejected  by  the 
assessor  ought  to  have  been  allowed  to  vote  at  the  election,  and  that  the 
present  voter  being  entitled  to  exercise  his  privilege  of  voting,  and  having 
been  rejected,  and  he  (Mr.  T.)  was  entitled  to  have  him  replaced  upon 
the  poll. 

Mr.  Rushton  was  heard  in  support  of  his  objection,  and  observed,  that 
the  statement  not  having  been  described  with  sufficient  accuracy,  he  was 
entitled  to  sustain  the  objection.

entering  folly  into  the  charge  v^hich  he  had  to  make  against  the  sheriff  and 
assessor. 

The  Chairman  asked  whether  there  was  not  a  difficulty  in  the  absence  of 
the  assessor,  and  whether  they  could  not  engage  on  some  oth^  vote.

John  Coffey,  of  Carlow,  in  the  county  of  Carlow,  gentleman,  one  of  the  deputy 
sheriffs  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  several  Acts  for  taking  votes  in  the 
barony  of  Idrone  East,  at  the  election  held  at  Carlow  on  the  14th  day  of  February 
1837,  maketh  oath  and  saith,  that  on  the  I5ih  day  of  February  instant,  an  elector, 
named  Hugh  Nowlan,.  of  Newtown  in  tlie  said  county,  came  and  tendered  his  vote 
for  Mr.  Bun  bury,  one  of  the  candidates  at  the  said  election,  and  that  an  objeetioo 
to  the  said  vote  was  made  by  one  of  the  agents  of  Mr.  Vigors,  the  other  candidate 
of  said  election,  and  that  in  pursuance  of  instructions  givem  torme  as  such  deputy 
sheriff  as  aforesaid,  this  deponent  sent  such  objections  to  the  assessor's  room,  and 
that  such  vote  was  disallowed  by  and  on  the  decision  of  the  said, assessor:  This 
deponent  further  maketh  oath  and  swears,  that  -in  making  up  -his  returns  as  such 
deputy  sheriff  as  aforesaid  at  the  dose  of  the  poll  on  the  said  i5tb  day  of  February, 
by  mistake,  and  not  wilfully,  entered  the  said  vote-  in  the  proper  book  for  such 
entries,  as  if  the  said  vote  had  been  allowed,  and  not  dissdiowed  by  the  said 
assessor,  and  that  his  r^urn  of  the  votes  polled  for  the  said  Mr«  Punbury  during 
the  said  day  was  so  far  incorrect,  and  that  one  more  vote  was' recorded  in  said 
.  book  as  having  been  polled  for  the  said  Mr.  Bunbury  on  the  said  15th  day  of 
February,  as'also  on  .the  16th  and  17th  days  of  said  month,  than  should  ^ave  beeo 
recorded  ;  and  this  deponent  further  maketh  oath  and  swears,  thai  upon  a  further 
inspection  of  the  said  book,  the  said  objection  upon  this  the  18th  day  of  February 
and  during  the  continuation  of  the  said  election,  this  deponent  became  aware  of  thie 
said  mistake  and  of  the  error  which  the  deponent  hadcommitted  in  ^nteriugthe 
said  vote  as  aforesaid  ;  and  this  deponent  thereupon  immediately  communicated 
the  same  10  the  said  assessor,  and  showed  to  him  the  said  objection  to  the  vote  of 
the  said  Hugh  Nowlan,  which  the  said  assessor  had  so  directed  to  be  a  good  and 
valid  objection.  ^^.^^^^        Jok»  Coffey.

Mr.  T.  C.  ButUr.       568.  WERE  you  inspector  for  Mr.  Bunbury  in  the  booth  of  Idrone  West,  on 
—       the  last  election  for  the  county  of  Carlow  ? — I  was. 

569.  Do  you  remember  at  any  time  the  voter  coining  up  to  poll  for  Mr.  Vigors 
and  producing  a  certificate  or  affidavit  of  register  of  1836  ? — I  do. 

570.  Was  any  objeetion  made ;  viras  it  sent  up  to  the  assessor  ?— It  was. 

571.  Was  that  person  aftervrivrds  permitted  to  poll  from  his  affidavit  of  1832? 
— ^No ;  no|;  from  his  affid  sit. 

572.  Fromhi?icertiflcafe? — ^From  the  entry,  although  he  polled  on  his  cer- 
tificate. 

Mr.  Matde  objected  to  this  course  of  proceeding. 

Mr.  Thedger  stated,  that  he  proposed  to  show  the  Committee  the  asses- 
sor had  no  right  to  take  it  off  the  poll. 

Mr.  Matde  waa  heard  in  support  of  his  olgection  to  Mr.  Thesiger  pro- 
xseeding  with  this  vote  at  present,  and  stated,  the  question  was,  whether  the 
vote  had  been  properly  left  on  the  poll,  and  which  would  not  depend  upon 
the  Inotives  with  which  it  was  done,  but  the  legal  results  that  iirose  from 
.  .  the  act ;  if  he  was  registered  for  six  months  before  the  election,  arid  if  not 
subsequently  disqualified,  and  did  every  thing  that  amounted  to  a  legal 
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voting,  then  the  voter  in  question  ought  to  be  put  on  the  poll.     Mr.       «  May  1837. 

Maule,  however,  contended,  in  the  absence  of  these  fects,  that  the  vote —

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  CcHumittee  deliberated. 

After  some  time  counsel  and  parties  were  again  called  in,  and  informed 
by 

C^airman.'\  "  The  Committee  have  desired  me  to  inform  you,  that  the  deci- 
sion of  the  assessor  on  another  vote  is  admissible  in  the  case  of  Hugh  Nowlan ; 
but  at  the  same  time,  the  Conunittee  wish  it  to  be  understood,  that  they 
confine  it  to  the  decision  of  Hugh  Nowlan  only."

Examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

573.  DO  you  remember  the  last  day  of  the  election  for  Carlow  ? — I  do.  Uv,  T.  C.  ButUr. 

574.  Do  you  remember  the  circumstance  of  Hugh  Nowlan's  vote  being  taken       — 

off  the  poll?— I  do. 

575.  At  what  period  of  the  day  was  that  ? — ^It  was  between  a  quarter  and  half-' 
past  six. 

576.  On  the  last  day  of  the  election? — On  the  last  day  of  the  election. 

577.  Had  the  lAeriff  himself  voted  at  that  time? — ^I  cannot  say. 

578.  Had  he  made  proclamation  for  closing  the  poll  in  any  of  the  boothf?^ — ^ 
Yes ;  he  had  twice  in  my  booth,  the  assessor  with  him. 

579.  Had  the  amount  of  the  gross  poll  been  ascertained  ? — It  had. 

580.  Had  Hugh  Nowlan's  vote  been  counted  among  the  others  that  had  voted 
for  Mr.  fiunbury  ? — At  the  time  you  q[)eak  of,  it  had. 

581.  Do  you  remember  an  affidavit  of  John  Coffey  being  produced  ? — I  remem- 
ber a  paper  to  have  been  produced. 

582.  Were  you  present  at  any  time  when  any  body  was  settling  anything  with 
regard  to  it  ? — ^The  morning  before  a  paper  was  prepared  by  the  counsel  for  Mr. 
Vigors. 

583.  What  was  the  name  of  the  counsel  ? — ^I  think  it  was  Mr.  Tighe. 

584.  Committee.']  Was  this  on  the  17th? — Yes;  purporting  to  be  an  affidavit 
to  have  been  sworn  by  th6  deputy  sheriff. 

585.  Mr.  Thesiger.']  Did  the  assessor  give  any  instructions  or  recommendation 
vdth  r^ard  to  the  mode  in  which  it  was  to  be  prepared  ? — I  recollect  the  draft 
being  sent  over  to  him,  and  he  looked  it  over,  and  at  that  time  made  the  remark 
that  it  was  not  sufficient. 

586.  The  assessor  did  ? — ^The  assessor. 

587.  Did  he,  in  your  presence,  state  what  sort  of  affidavit  would  be  requisite? 
— ^He  mentioned  something  to  a  gentleman,  but  what  it  was  I  do  not  know. 

588.  Was  it  to  Mr.  Tighe? — Yes;  he  only  made  the  remark  that  that  woul<|: 
not  do. 

589.  That  was  the  remark  that  you  heard? — Yes. 

590.  Were  you  present 

Mr.  Matde.']  I  do  not  know  whether  the  Committee  intend  to  go  into 
the  case  of  the  conduct  of  the  assessor  at  all. 

Chairmdn.]  Certainly  j- having  cleared  the  room,  and  the  Committee 
having  decided  upon  that  case,  I  think  I  am  justified  in  telling  you,  that 
the  conduct  of  the  assessor,  so  far  as  it  affects  the  case  of  Nowlan,  is  not 
at  all  applicable  to  the  decision  of  the  Committee. 

591.  Mr.  Thesiger.]  Did  the  assessor,  in  your  presence,  suggest  any  thing  to 
Mr.  Vigors  about  a  letter  being  written  by  him? — Immediately  before  the  vote 
was  taken  off,  he  turned  round  to  Mr.  Vigors,  and  9sid  to  him,  **  You  present  a 
letter  to  me,  and  require  this  voter  to  be  taken  off, "  meaning  Nowlan. 

592.  Are  you  sure  it  was  after  six  o'clock  that  Nowlan's  vote  was  taken  off? — '' 
I  am  quite  sure  of  it,  otherwise  it  would  have  made  no  impression  upon  me.  I 
was  attending  in  the  assessor's  room  with  my  books  to  tot  up  at  the  end  of  the  day; 

593.  You  were  attending  at  the  assessor's  room  to  ascertain  the  total  amount? — 
Yes.  .      '

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Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Matde. 


594.  You  were  attending  to  ascertain  the  total  number? — Yeeu 
»May  1837.  595.  Was  it  before  the  total  number  was  finally  and  ultimately  ascertained? — 

Before  it  was  declared,  not  before  it  was  ascertained. 

596.  Was  it  written  down  first,  then? — O  yes. 

597.  Before  any  thing  was  said  about  Nowlan's  vote? — ^Not  before  any  thing 
Iras  said,  but  before  any  thing  was  done. 

598.  Do  I  understand  you,  Mr.  Butler,  to  say,  that  before  the  numbers  were  cast 
up  and  written  down,  the  question  whether  Nowlan's  vote  ought  or  ought  not 
to  be  on  the  poll,  was  raised  ? — It  was. 

599.  Was  it  not  insisted  upon,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Vigors,  that  this  voter  had  been 
written  down  improperly,  or  by  mistake,  on  the  poll? — ^I  heard  some  talk  of 
that. 

600.  Were  you  informed  of  that  on  the  part  of  those  who  said  his  vote  should 
not  be  allowed  ? — ^I  believe  so. 

601.  When  you  say  you  believe  so,  did  you  attend  sufficiently  to  what  went  on 
to  be  able  to  tell  us  what  did  take  place  ? — ^I  do  not  recollect  any  thing  more  than 
what  I  have  already  repeated  which  took  place,  for  the  poll  had  been  ended. 

607.  It  was  after  the  numbers  had  been  cast  up;  but  before  the  numbers  vretm 
written  down  it  was  objected  that  Nowlan's  vote  was  improperly  counted,  and 
ought  not  to  be  counted? — ^It  was  after  the  numbers  were  ascertained. 

603.  But  before  they  were  written  down  ? — ^Yes. 

604.  Then  they  were  written  down ;  when  were  they  written  down ;  they  were 
,  written  down  without  counting  Hugh  Nowlan's  vote,  were  they  not? — Counting 

Nowlan's  vote. 

605.  Counting  Nowlan*s  vote  ? — ^Yes. 

606.  Who  wrote  them  down  ? — I  wrote  down  my  numbers  myself. 

607.  Who  wrote  them  down  on  the  original  poll-book  ? — ^As  to  the  original  poll- 
book,  I  know  nothing  of  it. 

608.  Mr.  Butler,  did  you  suppose  when  I  was  asking  you  about  the  casting  up  of 
the  numbers,  I  meant  your  own  private  memoranda? — No,  the  assessofs  own 
memoranda  he  had  before. 

609.  I  am  speaking  of  the  poll? — ^Yes. 

610.  And  as  to  these  books,  you  tell  me  you  know  nothing  at  aU  about  tiirai  ? — 
No. 

61 1.  What  was  insisted  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Vigors  was,  that  Nowlan^s  vote  oi^t 
not  to  be  counted  on  the  poll,  was  not  that  so  ? — Most  decidedly. 

612.  And  as  to  whether  it  was  added  up,  by  being  counted  on  the  poll  or  not,  yott 
cannot  tell? — No. 

613.  That  adding  up  you  speak  of  was  your  own  adding  up,  as  inspector? — 
Yes,  and  the  assessor's  own  adding  up  on  a  sheet  of  paper. 

614.  His  own  memoranda? — Exactly  so. 

615.  When  was  the  day  this  took  place ;  this  totting  up  ? — The  first  day,  about  25 
minutes  past  six. 

616.  What  o'clock  do  you  say — six  o'clock? — I  say  it  was  20  minutes,  v^ 
nearly  half-past  six  o'clock. 

617.  Perhaps  you  pulled  out  your  watch  at  the  time  ? — ^Indeed  I  did,  it  struck  me 
$0  forcibly. 

618.  You  said  it  was  20  minutes  past  six  o'clock? — ^I  said  no  such  thing;  I  said 
between  a  quarter  and  half-past  six. 

619.  If  this  remarkable  circumstance  had  struck  you  so  forcibly,  one  would  have 
thought  you  could  have  recollected  the  time  exactly? — I  know  that  I  compared 
my  time  even  with  other  watches,  and  it  was  very  nearly  half-past  six. 

620.  Was  not  it  a  little  more  than  that  ? — No,  it  was  not 

62 1 .  It  was  not  getting  towards  a  quarter  to  seven  ? — ^No. 

622.  Quite  sure  ? — Yes,  I  am  positive. 

623.  Did  you  take  any  memorandum  of  it  down  at  the  time  ?— No,  Sir. 

624.  You  did  not  take  any  memorandum  of  it  at  the  time,  that  you  are  quite  sure 
^boiit  ? — I  did  not. 

625.  You  say  you  compared  watches ;  did  you  compare  watches  and  tell  people  fiw 
what  purpose  you  did  so  ? — I  did. 

626.  Did  you  find  all  the  watches  you  compared  with  agree  with  yours  ? — ^Very 
nearly^  not  more  than  a  minute  or  so  between  the  time. 

627.  WTh> 
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627.  Who  were  those  persons ;  can  you  tell  me  any  of  them ;  are  any  of  them    Mr.  T.  C.  Bntler. 
here  ? — ^I  do  not  think  they  are,  I  think  Counsellor  Hayes  and  I  compared.  * 

628.  You  think  you  and  he  did  ? — I  think  so,  and  if  you  had  been  there,  you  would       2  May  1837. 
have  seen  20  watches  out  at  the  time. 

629*  At  all  events,  you  pulled  out  yours  ? — I  did. 

IThe  Witness  withdrew..'] 

Edmund  ffayes,  Esq.,  recalled ;  and  sworn. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

630.  DO  you  remember,  on  the  subject  of  the  vote  of  Hugh  Nowlan,  the  affidavit     ^  ffoye^,  K»q. 
of  a  person  of  the  name  of  Coffey,  the  deputy  sheriff ;  do  you  recollect  there  being 
an  affidavit  of  that  description? — Yes. 

6^  1 .  Were  you  present  at  any  time  ? — 

Mr.  Afawfe.]  I  thought  you  called  this  gentleman  yesterday  to  prove  this 
caAe? 

Chairman.']  I  believe  there  can  be  no  objection  to  go  on. 

632.  Mr.  Thesiaer.]  Were  you  present  at  the  time  the  draft  of  that  affidavit  was 
in  preparation  ? — ^i  es,  I  was ;  I  saw  Mr.  Tighe  preparing  a  draft  affidavit. 

633.  You  saw  Mr.  Tighe,  the  counsel  for  Mr.  Vigors  ? — He  appeared  to  act  at 
such. 

634.  Was  the  assessor,  Mr.  Waldi,  present  at  the  time  ? — ^He  was. 

635.  Did  he  interfere  in  any  way  ? — I  saw  him  lean  over  the  table,  and  give  some 
instructions  to  Mr.  Tighe,  with  respect  to  it. 

636.  Mr.  Maule.]  Did  you  hear  what  was  said  ? — ^I  did  hear  some,  and  it  not 
being  a  matter  in  which  I  was  concerned,  I,  of  course,  retired  to  the  fire,  and  did 
not  persist  in  overhearing  a  conversation  in  which  I  had  no  concern. 

637.  Mr.  Thesiyer.]  JDid  you  make  any  observations  to  them  about  Coffejr^g 
affidavit? — ^During  the  course  of  that  morning  we  had  had  considerable  arguments.  I 
was  asked  by  the  assessor  to  give  him  my  opinion,  and  I  gave  the  assessor  my 
opinion  upon  the  legality  of  the  course  he  was  pursuing;  we  argued  it  for  some 
time,  and  afterwards,  in  the  course  of  the  day,  he  said  to  me,  **  Mr.  Hayes,  I  wish 
you  n^old  come  and  give  me  some  assistance ;"  and  I  said,  ^'  It  is  useless  for  me  to  do 
that,  for  you  seem  resolved  to  take  your  own  course ;  I  have  told  you  already 
what  I  concdve  to  be  the  legality  of  the  case  ;"  and  he  said,  *'  I  think,  as  a  brother 
barrister,  you  might  come  here  and  give  me  some  assistance  f  and  I  then  said,  '*If 
yon  call  upon  me  as  a  brother  barrister,  I  will ;"  and  I  said  to  him,  "  I  think  you 
cannot  do  what  you  are  doing,  I  think  it  is  altogether  unsupportable  f  and  I  said 
to  him,  "  I  think  you  cannot  take  him  off  the  poll."  And  so  I  left  it,  and  after 
that  they  proceeded,  and  I  saw  them  preparing  the  affidavit. 

638.  Committee.]  What  time  did  this  take  place ;  what  time  of  the  day  was 
H? — I  think  the  argument  took  place  in  the  morning  part,  after  we  had  mooted 
the  arguments  the  assessor  had  with  me ;  I  should  say  it  was  about  two  o'clock ; 
he  called  me  from  the  fire  where  I  was  standing,  and  asked  me  my  opinion.  I 
think  it  was  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  day  or  the  following  morning  the 
affidavit  was  got  on. 

Mr.  Thesiger.]   The  following    morning  before    the    last  day  of  the 
election  ? 

.  639.  Were  you  present  when  the  assessor  spoke  to  Mr.  Vigors  about  a  letter 
being  written? — I  heard  him  say,  *'Mr.  Vigors,  there  is  a  vote  on  the  poll  here, 
and  we  cannot  take  it  off,  unless  it  is  at  your  request,  and  you  will,  if  you  please, 
give  us  a  written  request.** 

640.  Did  you  afterwards  see  the  letter  of  Mr.  Vigors? — I  saw  a  letter  handed 
in,  but  I  do  not  know  what  was  in  it,  but  I  understood  it  to  be  a  written 
request. 

641.  I  do  not  know  whether  you  were  present  after  the  close  of  the  poll  on  the 
first  day,  and  therefore  I  ask  you,  whether  any  thing  was  said  about  Nowlan*s 
vote  being  taken  off? — I  was  present  in  the  assessor's  room  when,  I  recollect, 
they  closed,  and  I  believe  during  almost  the  whole  of  the  time  he  was  there,  I 
saw  some  work  going  on  about  the  alteration  in  the  poll-book,  about  Nowlan's 
vote,  applying  the  affidavit,  and  other  business  going  on. 

307.  G  3  642.  Wm 
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E. Hayes,  Etq.         642.  Was  this  after  the  poll? — Yes,  after  five  o'clock;   after  the  poll  had 
'  closed. 

«  May  1837  g^^    £^  jQ^  recollect  exactly  what  time  it  was? — I  do  not  know  the  hour 

exactly,  but  I  know  it -was  afi;er  the  business  was  over. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Mmde. 

644.  You  say  you  do  not  recollect  the  hour  exactly? — I  do  not  recollect  the 
hour  to  a  minute. 

645.  I  suppose  you  do  not  recollect  it  to  ten  minutes  or  a  quarter  of  an 
hour? — No;  but  it  was  after  five  o'clock. 

646.  That  is  all  you  can  say.  Was  your  attention  drawn  to  the  time^  or  was  it 
because  the  voting  had  ceased  then  ? — ^The  voting  had  ceased  then  and  the  poll 
had  closed. 

647.  Polling  is  voting,  is  it  not  ? — Yes,  nearly  the  same — ^not  quite. 

648.  Pray  what  is  the  distinction  ? — ^A  man  may  vote  who  does  not  poll,  I 
take  it. 

649.  How  is  that ;  how  do  you  make  out  your  distinction? — Polling  depends 
upon  the  decision  upon  his  vote. 

650.  Then  you  use  the  term  "  vote**  in  the  same  sense  as  we  do  "  ofiering 
to  vote?" — Offering  to  poll. 

651*.  About  the  time;  you  remember  the  time,  as  I  understand,  by  its  being 
after  the  time  that  these  matters,  either  of  polling  or  voting,  had  ceased  ? — Yes. 

652.  And  that  ceased,  you  say,  at  five  o'clock? — Yes. 

653.  And  it  was  after  that? — It  was  after  that. 

654.  Was  that  all  you  had  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  incident  of  time? — 
That  is  all ;  I  believe  some  one  was  talking  about  time  at  my  elbow;  but  I  did  not 
pay  much  attention  to  it. 

655.  Was  there  any  thing  in  the  shape  of  a  simultaneous  demonstration  of 
watches? — Some  persons  pulled  out  their  watches,  but  I  did  not  mind  them. 

656.  I  suppose  you  did  not  pull  out  your  own? — I  do  not  recollect  that  I  did. 

657.  I  suppose,  if  twenty  people  had  pulled  their  watches  out,  you  would  have 
remembered  it? — ^It  would  depend  upon  circumstances;  if  twenty  people  had 
called  my  attention  to  it,  I  might  have  recollected  it,  but  in  a  small  room,  closed 
as  it  was  in  an  interesting  moment  at  the  close  of  the  election,  thirty  people  miglit 
have  pulled  their  watches  out  without  my  attention  .being  drawn  to  it. 

658.  Then  I  understand  you  to  say,  that  whatever  took  place,  it  was  not  such  a 
thing  as  must  of  necessity  strike  the  minds  of  those  who  were  present? — It  did 
not  particularly  strike  me;  I  remember  something  obscurely,  of  some  persons 
having  talked  to  me  about  time,  and  perhaps  they  might  have  had  watches  in  their 
hands  for  what  I  know. 

659.  But  there  was  nothing  so  striking  as  particularly  to  force  itself  upon  your 
recollection  ? — Nothing  more  than  I  have  told  you. 

660.  I  suppose  you  were  attending  to  what  was  going  on? — Yes,  it  was  my  duty 
to  do  so. 

661.  I  am  not  asking  you  about  your  duty;  but  did  you  do  it;  do  you  know 
Mr.  Walsh  ? — Yes,  Mr.  Thomas  Walsh,  the  assessor. 

662.  Is  he  a  gentleman  at  the  bar  of  some  standing? — ^He  is  a  gentlemui  at 
the  bar ;  I  am  not  aware  of  his  standing ;  he  is  of  some  standing,  but  I  do  not 
know  what  it  is. 

66^.  Is  he  of  your  standing? — I  declare  I  do  not  know;  Mr.  Walsh  was  a  gen- 
tleman whom,  before  the  election,  I  had  only  occasionally  seen ;  I  had  seen  him  » 
year  or  two  before  the  election,  just  to  know  his  name. 

664.  Then  you  did  know  him  by  name  before  the  election? — ^Yes,  for  about  a 
year  before  the  election. 

665.  In  Dublin  ? — In  Dublin,  in  all  the  four  courts ;  I  have  seen  him  doing 
his  business  in  court. 

666.  He  was  a  barrister  in  practice  In  these  courts? — He  had  some  practice,  I- 
believe ;  a  good  deal  of  practice  latterly,  from  being  the  Attorney-General's  devil. 

667.  By  using  the  term  **  Attomey-Gteneral's  devil,"  you  mean  an  officer  who 
does  the  technical  part  of  the  Crown  business ;  you  mean  the  barrister  who  does 
that?— Yes. 

668.  And  I  believe,  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  that  office,  it  requires  a  person  of 
skill  and  ability  in  his  profession,  does  not  it  ? — It  is  usually  done  by  a  young 
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gentleman  who   understands  some   business;  it  must  be  d<me  hj  a  competent     £.  Haufs,  Esq. 
person,  or  lie  would  not  be  appointed  to  that  office.  ! — 

669.  Do  you  happen  to  know  a  gentleman  called  Mr.  Justice  Littledije  in  Eng-      s  May  1837. 
land  ? — ^I  have  heard  of  him,  certainly. 

670.  And  have  you  heard  of  Mr.  Baron  Parke,  and  of  the  late  Lord  Chief 
Justice  Abbot,  and  Lord  Tenterden  ? — I  have. 

671.  And  do  you  know  that  all  these  gentlanen  were  **  devils"  in  their  time, 
till  the  iftoment  of  their  being  exalted  into  the  higher  regions  of  the  bench? 
I  suppose  you  know  that  there  is  important  business  to  be  transacted  in  Ire- 
land, in  the  office  of  the  Attorney-General,  and  which  renders  a  person  capable  of 
performing  some  of  the  laborious  parts  for  him  desirable? — ^It  is  an  office  very 
desirable. 

672.  Now  do  you  mean  the  Committee  to  understand  that  the  office  of  pleader 
to  the  Attomey-Oeneral,  that  that  office  in  Ireland  is  not  an  office  that  requires 
a  gentleman  of  talent  and  ability  ? — I  mean  to  say  nothing  against  it ;  it  is  a 
valuable  office,  and  one,  I  have  no  doubt,  very  much  desired  among  the  gentlemen 
of  the  bar ;  I  had  no  other  means  of  designating  the  office,  and  therefore  I 
applied  the  usual  term  ^'  devil "  to  it ;  but  I  did  not  mean  on  any  account  to  say 
any  thing  derogaUny  to  its  respectability. 

673.  No  doubt  the  answers  you  give  me  are  quite  consistent  with  the  office 
not  being  a  sinecure ;  I  suppose  you  do  not  think  the  office  a  sinecure  ? — I  believe 
it  is  not  a  sinecure ;  I  believe  the  gentleman  who  fills  it  has  a  great  deal  to  do ; 
that  is  the  very  reason  I  instanced  the  office,  that  he  had  a  great  deal  to  do. 

674.  He  is  a  person  selected  by  the  Attorney-General,  and  a  person  in  whom 
he  has  confidence  to  do  some  of  his  important  business  ? — I  believe  so. 

675.  The  first  day  of  the  election  was  the  15th  Felmiary,  was  not  it? — 
Wednesday,  I  believe,  was  the  first  day  of  the  poll. 

676.  Now,  upon  that  day,  was  not  the  vote  of  Nowlan  tendered  ? — The  first 
day ;  I  really  am  not  sure  whether  it  was  the  first  or  second  day ;  I  remember  the 
objection  coming  up,  but  I  cannot  speak  positively  as  to  the  date. 

677.  But  his  vote  was  objected  to? — Yes,  it  was. 

678.  And  the  objection  was  argued,  was  not  it? — It  was. 

679.  At  the  time  of  his  offering  to  vote  ? — It  came  on  in  the  usual  course. 

680.  And  was  argued  in  the  usual  manner  ? — Yes. 

681.  By  counsel  on  both  sides? — Yes,  I  think  so;  yes,  it  was. 

682.  Was  it  argued  on  your  side  ? — Yes. 

683.  And  some  other  gentlemen  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  other  candidate  on 
the  other  side  ? — I  believe  so. 

684.  Before  the  assessor  ? — Yes. 

685.  And  did  not  the  assessor  decide  against  the  vote  ? — I  believe  he  did. 

686.  Have  you  any  doubt  about  it  ? — No,  I  have  not. 

687.  Did  he  not  decide  at  the  time  against  the  vote  ? — 

# 

688.  At  that  time  the  question  that  was  argued  before  the  assessor  between 
you  and  the  coimsel  on  the  other  side  was,  whether  the  man's  vote  should  be 
put  on  the  poll ;  was  not  that  the  questi(m  ? — ^That  is  always  the  question  in  such 
cases,  whether  he  has  a  right  to  poll  or  not. 

689.  And  that  question  was  decided  by  the  assessor  in  the  negative  ?— So  I 
understood. 

690.  But  you  stated  just  now  that  you  had  no  doubt  of  it  ? — I  have  no  doubt 
ef  it. 

691.  You  can  speak  to  the  £Etct  from  your  own  knowledge  ? — Yes. 

692.  There  was  an  olgection  paper,  was  there  not,  which  is  usual,  which  the 
aasesBor  signs  in  the  ordinary  way  to  intimate  his  judgment? — Yesi  generally; 
the  Act  of  Parliament  requires  it. 

693.  I  believe,  at  each  election  the  Act  of  Parliament  requires  that  the  assessor 
should  sign  the  objection  paper  with  his  initials,  with  the  words  "  admit  the  vote** 
or  •*  reject  the  vote,**  as  the  case  may  be,  and  to  send  them  to  the  deputy  of  the 
booth?— Yes. 

694.  And  it  is  the  business  of  the  deputy  to  admit  or  reject  the  vote,  according 
to  the  order  contained  in  that  paper,  is  it  not  ? — It  is. 

695.  And  was  that  done  upon  this  occasion? — I  pnnot  say  whether  it  was 
done  or  not.

E.  Hayeiy  Esq.  gpg.  Have  you  any  doubt  about  it ;  do  you  believe  that  it  was  sent  ? — I  have 
no  doubt  that  the  thing  was  sent,  for  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  it  was  not  seat 

t  May  1^37.  down  by  a  messenger ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  it  did  go  by  the  messenger  into 
the  booth. 

697.  And,  somehow  or  other,  the  order  was  not  obeyed  ? — If  it  had  been  obeyed 
to  the  letter,  the  subsequent  distiirbances  would  not  have  occurred,  of  course. 

698.  Can  you  tell  me  whether  there  is  any  difference  between  the  letter  and 
the  spirit  of  that  order ;  I  would  be  glad  to  know  what  distinction  you  mean  to 
draw  between  the  letter  and  the  spirit ;  would  not  the  vote  have  been  omitted  ? — 
I  mean,  that  I  did  not  intend  to  say  that  the  man  meant  to  disobey,  but  he  might 
have  made  a  mistake  or  blunder. 

6gg.  But  it  was  not  from  -some  disobedience  to  the  order  of  the  sherifl^  from 
blunder  or  mistake,  the  name  of  the  voter  would  have  been  rejected  at  the  time, 
and  never  put  upon  the  poll  at  all  ? — It  is  always,  to  a  certain  extent,  put  upon  the 
poll ;  before  the  objection  goes  up,  a  memorandum  of  it  is  taken  down  in  pencil. 

700.  If  it  was  not  for  the  blunder  on  the  part  of  the  deputy  sheriff  the  vote 
would  have  been  struck  off? — Yes. 

701.  And  it  was  the  regular  ordinary  and  proper  course,  was  not  it? — Yes. 

702.  Though,  if  the  deputy  sheriff  had  done  as  he  was  bound  to  do,  the  vote 
would  have  appeared  on  the  poll  as  a  disallowed  vote? — ^He  would  have  struck 
out  his  memorandum,  and  there  would  have  been  nothing  more  about  it. 

703.  And  that  would  have  taken  place  the  first  day? — Inunediately  on  the 
return  of  the  objection  paper  to  him. 

704.  Do  I  understand  you  right,  that  the  deputy  sherifl^  or  the  person  who  had 
the  care  of  that  book,  introduced  the  vote  as  an  allowed  one  ? — So  I  heard ;  I  know 
nothing  of  what  took  place  in  the  booth.  I  only  looked  in  at  the  booths,  perhapa 
once  a  day. 

705.  Did  you  press  upon  the  assessor  the  right  which  a  man  had,  under  those 
circumstances,  to  poll  from  his  affidavit? — I  did,  as  strongly  as  I  possibly  could. 

706.  Mr.  Mavle.'\  Did  you  mention  it  to  him?^ — Yes. 

707.  Mr.  ThesigerJ]  Were  you  encountered  by  as  many  adversaries  as  you  were 
on  the  former  occasion ;  had  you  seven  gentlemen  to  contend  against  ? — ^They  did 
not  all  seven  speak,  but  very  frequently  two  or  three  of  them  spoke  to  every 
case. 

708.  You  were  out-numbered  in  the  assessor's  room,  at  all  events? — Yes. 

709.  Committee.']  There  are  fi3ur  days*  poll  allowed  in  Ireland,  are  there  not? — > 
It  is  five  days. 

710.  What  hour  do  you  commence  to  poll,  and  at  what  hour  do  you  finish? — 
The  Act  requires  us  to  commence  at  ten  o'clock,  I  think,  and  we  end  at  five.  In 
this  case  there  were  but  four  days'  polling,  for  the  county  was  nearly  polled  out, 
and  indeed  the  booths  were  nearly  all  closed  of  themselves,  not  so  many  as  20  & 
day  being  polled  at  the  booth,  which  the  Act  requires  to  enable  them  to  be  kept 
open. 

711.  As  I  understand  the  case,  it  is  thus :  the  assessor  had  the  case  argued  before 
him  on  both  sides ;  after  argument  he  abjudicated  against  the  vote ;  he  signified 
his  adjudication  in  the  regiilar  manner;  that  was  communicated  to  the  deputy 
sheriff;  but,  as  you  say,  frx>m  a  blunder  or  inadvertence,  or  some  mistake,  or  from 
some  other  cause,  the  name  was  allowed  to  remain  on  tiie  poll  ?

719.  What  ofEce  did  you  hold  at  the  election? — I  was  one  of  the  inspectors  for 
Bunbury. 

720.  Were  you  attending  with  your  books  to  ascertain  the  final  number? — 
Tes,  we  always  sent,  as  usual,  to  the  assessor's  room  in  the  evening  for  that 
purpose. 

72 1 .  Do  you  remember  the  circumstance  of  Hugh  Nowlan's  vote  being  removed 
£^mthepoU? — I  do. 

722.  Was  that  before  or  after  the  close  of  the  election  ? — Long  after. 

723.  Had  proclamation  been  made  at  the  close  of  the  poll  I — It  had. 

724.  After  what  hour  was  it  ? — ^He  was  finally  removed  off  the  poll  very  close  to 
haU-past  six  o'clock. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Matde. 

725.  When  was  the  question  began  to  be  raised  whether  he  ought  to  be  counted  or 
not? — 

Mr.  Thesiger  J\  Perhaps  my  firiend  will  allow  me  to  ask  one  question  ? 

726.  By  Mr.  Thesiger.']  Supposing  he  had  been  removed  before  the  close  of  the 
poU,  you  could  tell  us  whether  you  had  any  persons  ready  to  poll  for  Mr.  Bunbury? — 
Yes,  we  could  have  supplied  the  place  of  Nowlan. 

727.  Mr.JIfottfe.]  You  were  desirous  to  have  as  many  votes  for  Mr.  Bunbury  as 
you  could,  whether  Nowlan  was  on  the  poll  or  not  ? — We  wished  to  return  Mr. 
Bunbury. 

728.  Besides  Hugh  Nowlan,  it  would  have  required  37  other  people,  would  it 
not,  to  have  removed  the  majority? — ^No,  we  considered  them  as  nothing. 

729.  Had  you  many  votes  to  supply  the  deficiency;  hadyouone?— •  lamquite 
sure  there  was  more  than  one  or  more  than  two. 

730.  And  you  did  not  like  to  poll  them  ?~I  suppose  not. 

731 .  There  was  something  remarkable  in  this ;  I  dare  say  you  can  remember  who 
those  were  that  could  poll  there  ?  —I  do  remember  their  names ;  there  were  two  men 
of  the  name  of  Lucas. 

Mr.  Thesiger  objected  to  the  question  as  irregular. 

732.  You  say  there  were  two  men  of  the  name  of  Lucas ;  what  other  names 
besides  these  two  names  had  they  ? — One  was  John  Lucas,  and,  I  think,  Robert  was 
the  other. 

733.  Do  you  mean  to  say  there  were  two  persons  of  these  names  who  had  any 
pretensions  to  vote  at  the  Carlow  Election  ? — I  do. 

734.  For  what  barony? — Idrone  East,  as  well  as  I  remember, 

735.  Both  of  them? — ^There  are  two  Lucas's  in  Idrone  East  barony,  but  whether 
their  names  are  John  or  Thomas,  I  cannot  say. 

736.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  had  two  Lucas's  in  the  town  of  Carlow  ready  to  vote  ? 
— Yes. 

737.  Towards  the  close  of  the  poll? — ^Yes. 

738.  There  was  proclamation  made,  but  you  did  not  produce  either  of  them  ? — 
No,  and  if  you  wish  I  will  tell  you  why. 

739.  The  last  day  you  had  only  two  men,  how  many  men  did  you  poll  the  last  day 
€m  behalf  of  Mr.  Bunbury  ? — ^I  cannot  say. 

740.  The  entry  here  is,  last  day's  poll,  two  for  Vigors  and  none  for  Mr.  Bunbury ; 
would  you  not  have  made  a  better  figure  if  you  had  had  the  two  Messrs.  Lucas's  ? — 
[^No  answer.']

*""*""""*  Mr.  Thesiger.']  First  of  all,  I  will  read  a  portion  of  the  statement  delivered

Mr.  Baker.  741-  ARE  you  the  agent  on  behalf  of  the  sheriff  on  this  occasion? — Yes,  I  am. 

■  742.  Did  you  prepare  that  statement  which  you  gave  in  ? — ^I  did. 

743.  Did  you  prepare  the  instructions  from  the  sheriff,  or  in  what  other  way  ? 
— I  did  not  see  the  sheriff,  to  receive  verbal  instructions  from  him  upon  all  the  . 
matters  connected  with  the  case ;  but  I  had  sent,  to  lay  before  him  the  petition 
which  had  been  presented ;  and  I  received  from  a  gentleman  a  certain  petition; 
and  not  at  the  moment  having  the  papers  with  the  statement,  I  took  it  for  granted 
the  notes  were  correct,  and  accordingly  I  prepared  the  statement. 

744.  That  statement  tiimed  out  to  be  erroneous? — ^In  that  particular. 

745.  This  was  a  statement  you  prepared  to  hand  in  to  whom  ? — To  the  opposite 
side.  It  was  quite  an  error,  and  jacting  upon  not  receiving  immediate  directions 
from  the  sheriff,  though  I  had  seen  him,  I  took  for  granted  the  instructions  I  had 
received  were  correct,  and  I  acted  upon  them  in  preparing  that  statement 

746.  Was  it  done  somewhat  hastily? — Quite  so. 

747.  Were  you  pressed  for  time? — ^Very  much  so. 

748.  That  statement  had' not  been  submitted  to  the  sheriff  before  it  was  deli- 
vered to  me  ? — ^No,  I  do  not  know  that  he  read  it,  but  I  got  the  general  heads  of  it 
for  that  particular  part  from  some  minutes  made  on  the  petition. 

749.  And  which  you  considered  afforded  matters  for  the  account  you  gave 
there  ? — Yes. 

750.  It  was  quite  a  mistake  ? — Yes. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

751.  Are  you  agent  for  the  petitioner  defending  the  seat,  as  well  as  for  the 
returning  officer? — ^Yes. 

752.  And  have  been  so  from  the  first? — Yes. 

753.  You  received  the  instructions  from  the  sheriff  originally,  is  that  so? — 
Before  I  sent  in  any  paper  to  the  sheriff. 

754.  You  stated  that  you  prepared  a  statement  of  instructions  partly  received 
from  the  sheriff  is  that  so  ?— It  is. 

755*  Was  the  sheriff  here  to  give  you  instructions,  or  were  they  written 
instructions  ? — ^He  was  here  to  give  me  instructions. 

756.  And  he  gave  you  instructions? — Yes. 

757.  Were  those  instructions  written  or  verbal  ? — ^Verbal  only. 

758.  How  came  you  afterwards  to  send  the  petition  over  to  Dublin  ?— That 
was  before. 

759.  I  understood,  before  you  sent  the  petition  over,  you  had  received  some 
instructions  from  somebody  on  the  subject  ? — No. 

760.  Did  you  receive  nothing  but  your  retainer  as  agent? — That  is  all. 

761.  And  then  you  sent  over  the  petition? — Yes. 

^  762.  Did  the  sheriff  come  over  in  consequence  of  the  petition  being  sent  to 
him? — I  did  not  consider  that  I  acted  for  the  sheriff  until  he  came  over  nere  and 
found  it  necessary  to  make  a  case.  I  sent  the  petition  over  to  Dublin  for  the 
purpose  of  having  certain  minutes  and  remarks  made  upon  each  charge,  and  I  was 
anxious  to  receive  correct  information. 

763.  To  whom  did  you  send  the  petition  in  Dublin? — ^For  the  purpose  of  being 
laid  brfore  Mr.  Walsh  the  assessor. 

764.  And  were  the  marginal  notes  the  marginal  notes  of  Mr.  Walsh? — 
I  believe  so. 

765.  Was 
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765.  Was   it    then   from  that    that  you   prepared    your    statement  ? — Not        Mr.  Baler. 
altogether. 

766.  Was  it  partly  ?— With  reference  to  that  particular  charge.  «  ^7  »837* 

767.  Have  you  in  a  great  measure  prepared  the  statement  from  the  notes  to 
that  petition  which  Mr.  Walsh  sent  you  ? — No. 

768.  To  whom  did  you  send  the  petition  ? — ^To  Mr.  Vigors. 

769.  Did  you  send  it  to  him  for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  before  Mr.  Walsh  ? — 
For  the  purpose  of  being  submitted  before  Mr.  Walsh,  but  possibly  in  order  to 
obtain  Mr.  Walsh's  answer  to  those  particular  things  which  required  his  immediate 
decision.  That  was  my  anxiety  to  get  correct  information,  and  that  I  should  go 
to  those  persons  who  could  get  me  that  information. 

770.  Who  brought  the  petition  back  again  to  you? — Either  Mr.  Vigors  or 
Mr.  Fitzgerald.  I  belieye  that  last  gentleman  handed  it  to  me ;  whether  it  is 
Mr.  Fitzgerald  or  Mr.  Vigors,  I  am  not  quite  sure ;  at  this  moment  I  forget  which 
ft  was. 

771.  Can  you  tell  us  when  it  was  that  you  sent  it  over? — I  cannot ;  it  was  long 
before  the  day  appointed  for  the  hearing. 

772.  How  long  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  hearing? — I  am  sure  it  was  a 
fortnight  or  three  weeks. 

773.  Was  it  not  more  than  three  weeks  ? — I  do  not  know  that  it  was. 

774.  What  is  your  belief  upon  the  subject  ? — I  think  it  is  about  three  weeks. 

775.  When  did  you  receive  it  back? — Not  until  Mr.  Vigors  and  Mr* 
Fitzgerald  came  over. 

776.  But  I  do  not  know  when  they  came  over  ? — I  do  not  think  I  received  it 
until  the  day  of  the  ballot.  I  had  no  instructions  until  that  evening  or  the  following 
morning. 

777-8.  Had  Mr.  Vigors  come  over  before  that  time  ? — He  had. 

779.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  did  not  see  Mr.  Vigors  before  that  day  ? — I  do  not. 

780.  How  long  before  the  day  upon  which  the  ballot  took  place  had  you  seen 
Mr.  Vigors? — I  think  I  may  say  a  week. 

781.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  you  had  not  received  that  petition,  with  the  notes, 
at  least  a  week  before  the  ballot  ? — I  do. 

782.  Had  Mr.  Vigors  communicated  to  you  that  he  had  seen  that  petition  ?— No. 

783.  Was  it  kept  a  secret  from  you? — Not  that  I  know  of. 

784.  Will  you  tell  me,  if  you  please,  whether  or  not  he  kept  it  a  secret  from  you  ? 
— No,  he  did  not,  not  that  I  know  of. 

785.  He  did  not  acquaint  you  with  it?— No. 

786.  And  I  believe  you  were  his  legal  adviser? — I  apprehend— my  belief  is,  that 
Mr.  Vigors  did  not  bring  it  with  him  on  his  return  to  London,  but  that  it  was  sent 
or  brought  by  Mr.  Fitzgerald  from  Dublin  to  London. 

787.  Do  you  know  that? — ^No,  I  do  not. 

788.  Will  you  have  the  kindness  to  tell  me  when  you  first  considered  yourself  as 
the  agent  for  the  returning  officer? — ^The  day  that  tUs  Committee  first  met. 

789.  The  day  that  the  Committee  first  met? — Yes. 

790.  Then  upon  the  day  of  the  ballot  you  did  not  consider  yourself  as  the  agent 
for  the  returning  officer  ? — No. 

791.  Did  not  you  state  yourself  to  be  the  agent  for  'the  returning  officer  in  the 
House  at  that  time  ? — No. 

792.  Was  not  it  distinctly  stated  in  your  presence  that  you  were  the  agent  for 
the  returning  officer,  as  well  as  for  the  petitioner  defending  the  seat? — ^Not  that 
I  heard. 

793-  Was  not  it  stated  publicly  in  the  House  ? — Certainly  not ;  I  recollect  Lord 
Stanley,  in  his  speech,  stated  that  the  sheriff  and  the  parties  defending  that  return 
appeared  by  one  agent,  but  he  was  in  error  in  making  that  statement ;  that  is  all 
that  I  recollect. 

794.  Did  you  instruct  Mr.  Maide  on  that  occasion  ? — I  did. 

795.  You,  not  being  the  agent  for  the  returning  officer,  did  so  appear  for  the 
returning  oflScer  ? — Certainly  there  was  another  agent  in  the  House,  according  to 
the  forms  of  the  House. 

796.  Who  is  the  other  agent? — Mr.  Fitzgerald. 

797.  The  gentleman  that  acted  as  sub-sheriff  at  the  election  ? — I  do  not  know 
about  that. 

798.  Is  he  an  attorney? — I  do  not  know;  he  knows  a  good  deal  about  election 
matters,  particularly  Carlow. 

307.  H  2  799.  Did 
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Mr.  Baker.  799.  Did  you  instruct  Mr.  Maule  to  make  that  application  to  the  House  ? — ^I  did. 

800.  Probably  it  was  your  contrivance  ? — It  was  my  view  of  the  Act. 

^  May  1837.  801^  It  ^as  your  contrivance — ^it  was  your  view — ^you  were  acting  upon  your 

views  when  you  were  suggesting  to  Mr.  Maule  to  make  the  application  ? — ^No, 
I  gave  my  views  of  the  Act  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  and  I  said  there  was  a  heavy 
charge  against  the  sheri£^  which  made  it  different  to  others  that  had  appeared  before 
the  House,  and  I  considered,  under  the  Act,  he  was  entitled  to  attend  and  defend, 
and  I  recommended  that  it  should  be  done. 

802.  Am  I  right  in  stating  that  you  said,  not  two  minutes  ago,  until  you  gave 
instructions  to  Mr.  Maule  to  appear  for  the  sherifi^  and  make  the  application,  you 
had  no  concern  in  this  matter;  am  I  right  or  not? — The  pi^rs  were  prepared  in 
my  office. 

803.  Am  I  right  in  my  recollection  of  what  you  said  not  two  minutes  ago;  yon 
said  you  gave  instruction  to  Mr.  Maule  to  appear  and  make  the  application  on 
behalf  of  the  sheriff? — ^As  far  as  preparing  the  papers,  having  some  copies  in  my 
xyffice,  I  sent  them  to  Mr.  Maule,  but  certainly  I  should  not  have  been  the  agent 
for  the  sherifi^  but  he  felt  to  be  a  separate  independent  party  before  this  Committee^ 

804.  When  were  those  papers  prepared  in  your  office? — I  think  the  morning  of 
the  ballot,  perhaps  the  evening  before. 

805.  How  could  they  be  prepared  the  evening  before,  when  you  bad  not  the 
petition  until  the  day  of  the  ballot? — I  had  many  copies  of  the  petition,  and  it  was 
sufficient  for  me  to  see  what  were  the  charges ;  it  was  not  necessary  to  know  what 
answer  the  sheriff  could  make ;  I  founded  my  views  upon  the  petition. 

806.  And  did  you,  in  point  of  fact,  procure  the  petition,  and  was  it  upon  reading 
the  petition  that  you  were  prepared  to  make  the  application  ? — Yes. 

807.  If  I  understand  you  correctly,  the  recommendation  proceeded  fix)m  you  to 
Mr.  Tighe?— Yes 

808.  And  now  you  are  the  agent  for  both  parties  ? — Yes. 

809.  Perhaps  you  will  tell  us  when  you  became  so  ? — ^The  first  day  of  the  meeting 
of  this  Committee. 

810.  Th^  morning  after  the  ballot? — ^The  morning  after  the  ballot;  I  continue 
of  course  to  be  assisted  by  Mr.  Fitzgerald. 

811.  Do  you  know  whether  he  is  a  professional  man  ? — I  do  not. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Maule. 

812.  Is  he  a  gentleman  peculiarly  acquainted  with  election  matters? — ^Yes,  he 
is ;  and  particularly  so  with  Carlow. 

813.  And  competent  to  act  as  a  Parliamentary  agent? — ^I  believe  so. 

814.  Having  a  petition  placed  before  you  containing  matters  against  the  sitting 
member,  and  containing  matters  in  which  the  sheriff  was  also  involved,  did  you 
consider  it  advisable  for  both  parties,  that  the  sheriff  and  the  sitting  member  and 
those  who  support  the  sitting  member  should  make  an  application  under  the  36th 
section  of  the  Act? — Certainly;  I  have  known  it  to  be  done  in  other  cases  in 
ivhich  I  was  also  agent. 

815.  You  took  that  view  of  the  section  of  the  Act,  that  it  applied  to  this  case? 
— Strongly. 

8 1 6.  That  the  House  had  jurisdiction  ? — Certainly. 

817.  To  make  such  an  order? — Yes. 

018.  That  was  the  opinion  the  House  came  to? — So  I  am  told. 

819.  Was  not  it  publicly  declared;  did  you  hear  Mr.  Speaker  give  his  opinion 
conformably  to  your  view  and  construction  of  that  clause? — I  did. 

820.  Did  Mr.  Speaker  afterwards  inform  you  as  the  agent,  that  that  resolution 
had  been  come  to? — No;  except  by  the  votes  of  the  House;  that  is  the  only 
way  I  learnt  what  decision  was  come  to. 

821.  The  petition  you  had  no  difficulty  in  getting  copies  of? — None. 

822.  That  enabled  you  to  see  what  the  charges  were? — ^Yes. 

823.  With  respect  to  the  mode  in  which  it  was  to  be  ascertained,  were  you 
informed  by  the  marginal  notes  that  you  expected  from  Dublin? — Yes. 

824.  And  those  materials  you  did  not  get  until  the  day  before  the  ballot? — ^I 
did  not. 

825.  Was  it  the  day  before  the  ballot;  are  you  certain  of  that? — I  am  quite 
sure  I  made  no  use  of  them,  because  it  was  not  my  duty,  not  understanding  that 
I  was  to  be  the  sheriff's  agent. 

826.  Besides 
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826.  Besides  the  lateness  of  receiving  your  ingtructions>  were  you  also  a  good       Mr.  Bmker. 
deal  engaged  in  other  business? — Yes.  '■ 

827.  Were  you  engaged  as  agent  on  the  Longford  election  ? — Yes.  ^  *^V  >837' 

828.  Did  it  occupy  a  good  deal  of  your  time? — Yes. 

829.  Morning  and  evening? — Morning  and  evening. 

830.  So  that,  in  point  of  feet,  you  were  a  good  ded  hurried  ? — Yes ;  I  was  led 
into  the  error  entirely  by  the  marginal  notes,  and  by  not  sending  to  the  sheri£^ 
but  I  think  I  did  not  see  the  sheriff  until  we  came  down  here. 

831.  Your  counter  statements  were  not  shown  to  counsel  until  they  were 
handed  to  the  other  side  ? — Certainly  not ;  and  I  do  not  think  I  had  an  opportunity 
even  then  to  see  the  sheriff. 

Mr.  Mauk  proposed  to  call  Mr.  Keogh,  the  sheriff  at  the  election. 

Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  that  he  should  object  to  this  gentleman  being 
examined,  on  the  ground  of  his  having  been  in  the  room  for  some  time  this 
morning,  and  also  at  other  times ;  and  on  account  of  his  having  a  direct 
interest  in  the  subject  matter  upon  which  Mr.  Maule  would  examine  him ; 
and  submitted,  therefore,  that  the  Committee  would  not  allow  him  to  be 
examined,  being  clearly  an  incompetent  witness. 

•  Mr.  Maule,  in  support  of  his  right  to  have  this  vntness  examined,  stated,' 
that  the  matters  upon  which  he  proposed  to  examine  him  did  not  bear 
upon  his  own  individual  case,  but  the  case  of  the  voter  Hugh  Nowlan, 
now  under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Thesiger  was  heard  in  support  of  his  objection  in  reply  to  Mr. 
Maule's  argument. 

The  Committee  stated,  it  would  be  better,  perhaps,  to  examine  the 
proposed  witness  himself,  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  allegation  brought 
forward  against  him,  of  having  been  present  during  any  part  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Committee,  was  founded  on  truth  or  not. 

George  Keogh,  Esq.  called  in,  and  sworn. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

83  a.  WILL  you  have  the  goodness  to  inform  the  Committee  whether  you  were    Geo,  Ket^k^  Esq. 
in  the  room  this  morning  while  any  part  of  the  discussion  was  going  on? — ^I  was.  -— — ^-. 

833.  What  time  did  you  remain  in  the  room? — I  might  have  remained  five 
minutes ;  I  was  in  the  room  when  the  point  was  debating  whether  the  Committee 
should  adjourn  or  not,  and  I  wished  to  have  an  opportunity  of  speaking  to  Mr. 
Maule  to  say,  as  far  as  I  was  concerned  I  did  not  wish  the  Committee  to  adjourn, 
as  I  was  kept  in  London  at  great  personal  inconvenience. 

834.  Were  you  in  the  room  after  the  Committee  had  decided  not  to  acyoum? 
I  was  not. 

835.  Not  at  all?— No. 

836.  Nor  during  any  part  after  Mr.  Thesiger  had  began  to  examine  the  evi* 
dence  in  Nowlan's  case? — No. 

837.  Were  you  in  the  room  yesterday  afternoon  during  any  part  of  Nowlan^s 
case  ? — I  was  in  the  room  after  the  Committee  had  adjourned. 

838.  Were  you  in  the  room  (I  am  obliged  to  ask  you  these  questions)  during 
any  part  of  the  time  after  Nowlan's  case  was  called  on  ? — ^I  do  not  think  I  was 
until  after  the  Committee  had  adjourned ;  I  am  almost  certain  that  it  was  either 
then  or  the  day  before  that  I  went  to  the  door  of  this  Committee-room  to  ask  for  a 
sheet  of  paper,  as  I  was  exceedingly  anxious  to  write  a  letter,  and  I  am  almost 
certain  I  was  not  in  the  room  till  after  the  Committee  had  acyoumed. 

839.  Have  you  been  in  the  room  during  the  time  any  discussion  has  been  going  on 
in  this  room  ? — I  did  come  to  the  door  to  speak  to  one  of  my  friends,  but  never  for 
more  than  three^or  four  minutes,  and  I  have  not  heard  one  word  of  the  discussion 
that  has  been  going  on ;  I  am  ignorant  of  it,  except  from  what  I  have  heard  talked 
of  outside  the  room. 

Mr.  MauleJ]  Perhaps  the  Committee  will  be  good  enough  to  ask  this 
gentleman  whether  he  remembers  applying  to  me  to  get  a  sheet  of  paper, 
because  he  himself  was  not  allowed  to  come  into  the  room. 
307.  H  3  840.  Committee. 
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Geo.  Keh/^,  Eiq.        840.  ChmfHittee.']  Do  ybu  remembei'  th^t  fact? — I  remember  speaking  to  some 

person  to  get  me  a  sheet  of  paper,  as  I  was  anxious  to  get  a  sheet  of  paper  to  write 

a. May  1837,      ^  letter,  and  I  believe  that  I  applied  either  to  Mr.  Maule  or  Mr.  Grattan.     I  re- 
member applying  to  some  gentleman,  as  I  was  not  permitted  to  come  into  the  room. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated,  and  after  some  time  counsel  and  parties 
were  again  called  in,  and  informed  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the 
following  resolution :  "  That  Mr.  Maule  is  not  at  liberty  to  examine 
Mr.  Keogh,  in  the  case  of  Hugh  Nowlan.** 

Mr.  Matde  stated,  after  this  decision,  he  must  apply  for  an  adjournment 
•until  such  time  as  the  assessor  should  arrive  in  town. 

Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  that  he  could  not  agree  to  any  such  course,  and 
trusted  that  the  Committee  would  not  consent  to  the  proposed  adjommment 

Mr.  Matde  stated,  that  great  iiyustice  would  be  done,  if  the  Conmiittee, 
before  they  decided  on  the  vote  of  Hugh  Nowlan,  did  not  wait  until 
the  arrival  of  the  assessor ;  for  he  should  be  able  to  show,  when  that  gen- 
tleman was  produced,  that  the  time  which  had  been  sworn  to  was  very 
diffeTent ;  and  also  should  be  able  to  prov^  to  demonstration,  that  the  voter 
was  properly  excluded  from  voting,  and  that  the  sheriff  would  have  been 
wrong  in  point  of  law  if  he  had  not  done  so ;  and  the  assessor  was 
the  person  cognizant  of  the  whole  transaction,  and  would,  if  the  Com- 
mittee were  desirous  of  having .  both  sides  of  the  question  before  them, 
give  a  different  complexion  to  the  case,  and  he  therefore  requested  an 
adjournment  to  the  usual  hour  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  if  they  indulged  Mr.  Maule  in  his  request  for  an 
adjournment,  they  would  extend  it  to  Friday  for  his  convenience. 

Mr.  Maide  stated,  that  he  could  not  consent  to  such  a  delay,  and  there- 
fore he  would  withdraw  his  request,  and  was  ready  to  go  on  at  all  hazards. 

The  Chairman  stated,  that  he  had  taken  the  sense  of  the  Conmiittee  on 
the  subject,  and  as  it  had  been  intimated  that  the  assessor  would  in  all 
probability  be  in  attendance  to-morrow,  and  it  being  now  half-past  two 
o'clock,  they  thought  it  but  fair  to  both  parties  that  they  should  adjourn 
till  eleven  o'clock  to  morrow,  as  they  were  exceedingly  anxious  to  hear  all 
tiie  evidence  affecting  the  question.

^      g  The  names  of  the  Members  were  called  over ;  all  present. 

Mr.  Maule  stated  to  the  Committee  that  he  had  hoped  to  have  been  able 
to  have  presented  to  the  Committee  this  morning  the  gentleman  whose 
conduct  had  been  so  much  called  in  question,  Mr.  Walsh,  the  assessor, 
who,  if  he  had  started  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  and  had  travelled 
straight  on,  ought  to  have  reached  London  this  morning.  Unfortunately 
he  has  not  yet  arrived.  Mr.  Maule  stated,  however,  he  did  not  consider 
his  testimony  would  turn  out  to  be  so  essential  for  the  argument  which  he 

had  to  contend  for  on  this  occasion. 

« 

Mr.  Thesiger  would  request  Mr.  Maule  to  state  whether  he  had  closed 
his  case  against  this  vote. 

Mr.  Maule  replied  that  he  had.  lie  (Mr.  M.)  had  been  in  hopes  that 
he  should  have  been  able  to  have  brought  forward  Mr.  Walsh,  but  he  was 
IM'evented  by  the  untoward  circumstance  of  the  non-arrival  of  that  gentle- 

*  man, 
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man,  but  that  he  regretted  it  the  less,  because  he  beMeved  his  evidence      3  May  1J37. 

could  be  dispensed  wiUi,  and  he  (Mr.  M.)  would  have  no  difllcuHy  in  con-       — 

vmcing  any  impartial  person  there  was  no  pretence  for  placing  the  vote  of 
Hugh  Nowlan  on  the  poll,  and  that  once  being  off  the  poll  there  was 
nothing  in  the  shape  of  evidence  whidi  would  justify  the  Ccmunittee  in 
puttii\g  the  vote  on  again.  Mr.  Maule  observed  that  it  was  not  his  fault 
that  the  sheriff  had  not  been  produced  before  him ;  it  arose  from  no 
unwillingness  on  his  part ;  but  the  absence  of  that  testimony  arose  solely 
from  his  friend  Mr.  Thesiger  objecting  to  the  receipt  of  that  evidence,  and 
the  Committee  had  affirmed  his  objection.  The  voter  in  question  not  being 
on  the  poll>  it  was  now  sought  on  the  oth^  side  to  put  him  on  again,  and 
to  succeed  in  that,  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  other  side  to  show  that  he 
had  the  rig^t  to  vote,  and  do  every  other  matter  that  would  entitle  him  to 
be  counted  on  the  poU,  because  once  being  off,  the  voter  could  not  be  again 
put  on  the  poU  unless  it  was  clearly  shown  that  he  did  every  thing  that  in 
him  lay  to  exercise  that  right.  They  seek  to  have  him  put  on  the  poll 
a  duly  qualified  elector,  which  on  the  other  side  had  been  asserted  to  have 
been  tendered  and  given  at  the  said  election,  which  was  afterwards  impro- 
perly rejected  and  struck  off.  It  was  necessary,  therefore,  for  his  friends 
on  the  other  side  to  show  that  Hugh  Nowlan'g  vote  was  duly  tendered 
and  ^vea  on  the  first  day  of  election.  If  these  matters  were  not  proved 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  proposition  would  fail. 
Mr.  Maule  stated,  that  the  man  must  not  only  have  the  right  to  vote,  but 
he  must  have  actually  voted  or  done  every  thing  that  was  necessary  for  the 
voter  to  call  compulsorily  on  the  party  to  receive  the  vote.  Mr.  Maule 
also  stated^  that  there  was  one  absolute  failure  of  the  most  essential  part 
of  the  case,  which  was  the  proof  of  identity,  it  not  being  proved  which 
Hugh  Nowlan  was  sought  to  be  placed  on  the  poll,  the  description  of 
him  only  being  "  Hugh  Nowlan,  of  Newtown ;  **  and  the  person  who  had 
tendered  his  vote  was  "  Hugh  Nowlan,  of  Idrone  East**  Mr.  Maule 
contended,  all  that  had  been  shown  was,  that  somebody  had  come  to  the 
Idrone  East  booth,  representing  himself  as  being  the  person  described  in 
a  certain  certificate  as  Hugh  Nowlan,  of  Newtown,  in  the  barony  of 
St.  Mullens,  and  had  tendered  his  vote  on  his  certificate ;  he  had  his  vote 
objected  to,  and  the  objection  was  taken  before  the  assessor  and  decided 
by  him  against  the  vote,  and  that  vote  is  ultimately  taken  off  the  poll. 

Mr.  Maule  would  ask,  upon  the  evidence  adduced,  what  there  was  to 
identify  Hugh  Nowlan,  who  poUed  upon  that  certificate,  describing  him 
of  St  Mullens,  with  Hugh  Nowlan,  of  Idrone  East  ?  Nothing  whatever ; 
and  for  any  thing  now  before  the  Committee,  Hugh  Nowlan,  of  Idrone 
East,  might  have  been  in  his  own  house,  or  even  in  Dublin,  during  the 
whole  of  the  election.  No  one  had  been  called  before  the  Committee  to 
swear  that  the  voter,  whose  case  had  been  adjudicated  upon  by  the  assessor, 
was  seen  to  enter  the  Idrone  East  booth  with  his  St.  Mullens  certificate, 
and  known  to  be  of  St.  MuUins ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  that  testimony, 
Mr.  Maule  submitted,  the  whole  case  failed.  Mr.  Maule  referred  to  several 
of  the  sections  of  the  Reform  Act  (2  &  3  Will.  IV.  c.  88),  fer  the  pwpose 
of  proving,  if  a  voter  does  not  do  all  that  is  necessary  to  enable  him  to 
exercise  his  franchise,  he  loses  it  pro  hac  vice ;  and  contended,  that 
Mr.  Walsh  the  assessor  acted  perfecUy  right  in  refusing  to  allow  Hugh 
Nowlan  to  poll  from  his  affidavit ;  and  the  question  now  for  the  decision 
of  the  Committee  was,  not  whether  Mr.  Walsh  decided  accurately  or 
honestly  (and  which  he,  Mr.  Maule,  contended  had  been  decided  accu- 
rately and  honestly),  but  whether  the  voter  had  done  every  thing  to 
enable  him  to  have  his  vote  on  the  poll.  Mr.  Maule  also  referred  to  the 
60  Geo.  III.  c.  11,  and  commented  at  some  length  on  the  suspicious 
disappearance  of  the  sixth  poll-book,  which  was  so  absolutely  necessary  to 
enable  the  Committee  to  judge  jfairly  upon  the  contested  question,  whether' 
or  not  the  vote  ought  to  be  placed  on  the  poll. 

Mr.  Thesiger  was  heard  in  support  of  his  right  to  have  the  votar  Hugh 
Nowlan  placed  on  the  poll ;  and  stated,  if  »the  Committee  should  deter- 
mine  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  vote,  the  result  of  that  decision  would  be, 
that  every  elector  would  be  completely  in  the  power  of  the  returning 
officer  or  his  assessor.  Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  with  respect  to  the  charge 
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3  May  1837.  against  the  assessor,  and  which  Mr.  Maule  had  stated  not  to  be  esta* 

blished  by  the  decision  of  the  Committee,  he  was  not  at  liberty  to  go  into 

the  question  of  any  other  vote ;  and  therefore,  at  that  moment,  he  could  not 
establish  the  charge  against  him.  Mr.  Thesiger  also  stated  there  could  be 
no  question  entertained  as  to  the  identity  of  the  voter  Hugh  Nowlan ;  for 
till  this  moment  no  doubt  had  ever  been  suggested  with  respect  to  him, 
and  which  the  evidence  fully  substantiated.  Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  the  next 
pohit  would  be,  whether  the  assessor  was  or  was  not  right  in  his  decision ; 
and  if  the  Committee  should  decide  he  was  not  right,  then  the  assessor 
had  no  right  to  reject  him,  and  the  voter  would  be  entitled  to  vote. 
«  '  Mr.  Thesiger  stated  he  appeared  in  his  proper  barony.  Referred  to  the 
35  &  60  C^.  IV.,  the  sections  of  which  Mr.  Thesiger  stated  were  not 
repealed  by  2  &  3  Will  IV.  Mr.  Thesiger  referred  to  the  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  yesterday  (Mr.  Hayes'  evidence),  to  prove  the  c<Miduct  of 
the  assessor ;  also  to  the  affidavit  of  John  Coffey,  and  stated  that,  having 
been  once  on  the  poll,  it  was  not  in  the  power  of  the  assessor  to  have  him 
removed,  and  that,  having  been  so  removed,  the  assessor  had  acted  im- 
properly. Mr.  Thesiger  read  the  various  sections  bearing  on  the  point  of 
the  35  Geo.  HI.,  60  Geo.  lU.,  and  4  Geo.  IV.,  c.  55,  and  commented 
on  the  various  arguments  urged  by  Mr.  Maule  against  the  vote  being 
restored ;  and  in  conclusion  observed,  he  was  convinced  the  Committee, 
after  having  r^erred  to  the  whole  of  the  documents,  and  to  the  evidence 
that  had  been  given,  would  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  voter  Hugh 
Nowlan  should  be  restored  on  the  poll. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated ;  after  some  time  counsel  and  parties  were 
again  called  in,  and  informed  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the  fol- 
lowing resolution :  **  Tliat  the  Committee  had  decided  that  the  vote  of 
Hugh  Nowlan  should  not  be  placed  on  the  poll."

Mr.  Thesiger  stated  he  meant  to  attack  the  vote  of  John  Nowlan,  upon 
the  grounds  which  he  would  prove  by  his  witnesses. 

Mr.  Maule  said,  at  this  stage  of  the  proceedings,  he  must  object  to  the 
statement  which  had  been  given  in  on  the  other  side,  and  take  the  sense 
of  the  Committee  upon  the  question,  whether  Mr.Thesiger  was  in  a  position 
to  call  evidence  in  support  of  his  objection  to  the  vote  of  John  Nowlan. 
Mr.  Maule  stated,  it  appeared  to  him,  that  the  nature  of  the  objection  to 
the  particular  class  of  voters,  and  to  the  voter  in  question,  had  not  been 
specified  with  sufficient  particularity,  nor  had  he  shown  the  nature  of  the 
objection  upon  which  he  (Mr.  Thesiger)  meant  to  rely,  and  which  was 
absolutely  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  letting  liim  in  to  prove  the  facts 
alleged  against  the  voter.  Mr.  Maule  read  the  4th  section  of  47  Geo.  III., 
c.  14,  in  support  of  his  objection,  and  to  prove  that  the  Act  demands  the 
objection  intended  to  be  taken  against  any  voter  should  specify  the 
particular  grounds,  and  that  there  must  be  distinct  particulars,  pointing 
out  the  sort  of  evidence  which  the  parties  meant  to  offer,  before 
he  should  be  permitted  to  give  that  evidence.  Also,  referred  to  the 
42  Geo.  III.  c.  1£)6,  as  containing  similar  provisions,  and  contended  that 
the  words  in  this  statement,  not  being  particular  and  specific,  but  general 
enough  to  admit  them  to  two  separate  cases,  that,  therefore,  his  objection 
to  Air.  Thesiger's  proceeding  to  call  evidence  in  this  case  would  be 
allowed  by  Committee. 

Mr.  Thesiger  contended  that  the  list  in  question  did  comply  with  all  the 
requisites  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  trusted  that  the  Committee  would 
not  preclude  him  from  entering  into  evidence  with  respect  to  the  person 
whose  vote  was  not  sought  to  be  removed  from  the  poll,  and  said,  if  the 
objection  stated  sufficiently  what  the  objection  to  the  party  was,  and  the 
motive  in  assailing  the  vote,  that  would  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  intentions 
of  the  Legislature,  and  upon  looking  at  this  statement,  Mr*  Thesiger 
said,  every  body  would  know  perfectly  well  the  ground  of  objection  which 
was  meant  to  be  insisted  upon  on  his  side  to  the  voter  in  question. 

Mr.  Mauie  was  heard  in  reply. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deUberated ;   after  a  few  minutes,  counsel  and  parties 
were  again  called  in,  and  informed  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the

Mr.  Thesiger  replied,  that  he  was  entitled  to  give  in  evidence  a 
declaration  made  before  the  voter  was  polled,  and  admitted,  after  polling, 
the  declaration  could  not  be  used  against  the  sitting  member. 

Mr.  Maule  stated,  that  he  must  take  an  objection  to  the  line  of 
examination  which  Mr.  Thesiger  now  proposed  to  follow,  and  appre- 
hended it  to  be  quite  clear,  if  they  meant  on  the  other  side  to  impeach 
the  title  of  John  Nowlan  to  vote,  in  respect  of  John  Nowlan  having 
parted  with  his  interest,  they  ought  to  have  given  notice  to  the  voter 
to  produce  his  title-deed,  or  if  he  was  identified  with  the  interest  of  the 
sitting  member,  offer  his  declarations  for  that  purpose,  and  if  the  sitting 
member  was  to  be  affected  by  these  declarations  relating  to  title,  they 
ought  to  have  given  him  notice  to  produce  his  title-deed.  In  support 
of  his  proposition,  Mr.  Maule  referred  to  the  parallel  case  of  the  last 
Monmouth  election. 

Mr.  Thesiger,  in  support  of  his  right  to  proceed  with  the  examination, 
said  he  would,  in  addition  to  the  Monmouth  case  above  referred  to, 
draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  Southampton  election  case 
(Perry  &  Knapp,  222) ,  where  it  was  held  that  evidence  may  be  given 
of  the  declaration  of  a  person  after  voting,  even  though  it  may  tend 
to  affect  him  with  penal  consequences.  In  the  Ripon  case,  the  voter  had 
stated  to  two  persons  in  the  months  of  June  and  July,  that  he  had  no 
vote,  that  his  aunt  was  the  tenant  of  the  house ;  but  it  appeared  that  he 
was  rated  for  the  value  of  the  house,  and  it  being  proved  that  he  had 
lived  in  it  down  to  the  time  of  voting  in  1826,  the  Committee  determined 
the  vote  to  be  good.  In  courts  of  law,  Mr.  Thesiger  observed,  if  the 
party  wished  to  get  at  documents  in  possession  of  the  other  side,  he 
must  give  notice  to  the  party  to  produce  them,  and  if  the  party  served 
with  the  notice  did  not  obey,  it  was  then  open  to  him  to  give  secondary 
evidence  of  their  contents,  and  in  the  case  of  a  voter  whose  vote  was 
unimpeached,  he  was  treated  as  a  party ;  and  any  declaration  made  by 
a  party  against  himself  was  always  held  to  be  admissible.  In  con- 
clusion, Mr.  Thesiger  submitted  he  had  a  perfect  right  to  proceed  with 
the  evidence  of  Mr.  Elliott  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Mtmle  was  heard  in  reply. 

The  Speaker  being  announced  at  prayers,  the  Committee,  without 
having  come  to  a  decision,  acQourned.

just  before  the  rising  of  the  Committee  yesterday,  and  which  they  were 
xmable  to  adjudicate  upon  at  the  time,  on  account  of  The  Speaker  having 
been  announced  to  have  taken  the  chair. 

After  a  few  minutes,  counsel  and  parties  were  again  called  in,  and 
informed  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the  following  resolution  : 

ChairmanJ]  The  Committee  have  desired  me  to  state,  they  had  consider- 
able difficulty  with  regard  to  one  of  the  remarks  used  by  Mr.  Maule,  and 
that  having  since  the  last  adjournment  taken  the  best  means  of  ascer- 
taining what  was  the  law  on  the  subject,  and  finding  that  lawyers  may 
differ  as  well  as  committees,  that  under  these  circumstances,  looking  to 
the  nature  of  the  tribunal,  tiiey  are  of  opinion  it  is  much  better  for  the 
purposes  of  justice  that  the  evidence  should  be  admitted,  subject  to  what- 
ever weight  the  evidence  may  have,  rather  than  reject  any  evidence. 

Mr.  George  Ellioti  sworn. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger, 

Mr.  George  ElHott.      868,  YOU  Stated  yesterday,  in  answer  to  my  question,  "  There  are  27  acres 

mentioned  in  that  deed,  there  being  40  acres  in  the  original  lease ;  did  you  ever 

hewr  from  John  Nowlan  what  had  become  of  the  other  13   acres  ?" — ^your 
answer  to  that  was  "  Yes  ?" — Yes. 

868*.  What  did  you  hear  from  John  Nowlan  had  become  of  the  other  13  acres  ? 
— I  heard 

Mr.  Maule  objected  to  the  question. 

869.  What  did  you  hear  from  John  Nowlan  with  regard  to  these  13  acres  ? — 
At  the  time  I  was  about  to  prepare  that  deed  of  1834,  he  stated  to  me  that  he 
had  been  in  debt  to  Cummins  on  a  former  occasion,  and  that  he  had  given  him 
over  the  other  13  acres ;  I  am  not  sure  those  are  the  very  words. 

870.  You  say  you  are  not  quite  sure ;  but  are  these  the  words  in  substance  ? 
— ^Yes,  in  substance. 

871.1  did  not  suppose  you  could  recollect  the  precise  words ;  did  he  at  any  time 
before  the  election  say  any  thing  to  you  on  the  subject  of  his  vote  ? — Not  ante- 
cedently to  this  last  election,  but  the  one  we  had  previous. 

872.  That  was  in  1835?— July  1835. 

873.  What  did  he  say  at  that  time? — It  was,  I  believe,  a  day  or  two  before  the 
election  that  I  met  him,  and  I  believe  it  was  the  report  of  the  country. 

874.  We  must  not  hear  the  reports  of  the  country ;  you  can  tell  us  what  passed 
between  you  and  Nowlan  ? — In  consequence  of  what  I  had  heard,  I  asked  him» 
*'  was  he  going  to  vote ;  sure  you  have  parted  with  all  your  interest ;"  and  he  did 
not  deny  it,  and  said  he  would  vote. 

875.  Committee.'}  What  did  he  say? — He  said  words  tantamount  to  "  I  know 
it,"  or  "  I  am  aware  of  it." 

876.  Mr.  Thesiger.  \  You  asked  him  if  he  was  going  to  vote,  and  his  answer 
was,  he  was  aware  of  it,  or  words  tantamount  to  that,  and  that  he  was  going  to 
vote  ? — Yes,  and  he  did  vote. 

877.  Do  you  know  these  13  acres  ;  you  know  the  townlands  well? — I  cannot 
say  I  know  them  pretty  well. 

878.  Do  you  know  them  sufficiently  well  to  be  able  to  speak  at  all  about  the 
value  of  them? — I  am  no  judge  of  land. 

Mr.  Thesiger.'}  Then  I  will  not  ask  you. 

Cross-examined 
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Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Mamie.  Mr.  Georgt  EiUoU. 

879.  Being  no  judge  of  land,  what  are  you  ?  — I  am  a  solicitor.  Tm^T^^ 

880.  Living  in  Dublin?— Yes.  4      j  ^7- 

881.  Practising  in  what  they  call  the  Four  Courts? — Yes. 

882.  You  were  employed  by  John  Nowlan  as  his  solicitor  ? — No,  I  was  not. 

883.  Employed  by  the  purchaser?— Yes,  by  the  purchaser. 

884.  And  you  did  not  act  on  behalf  of  John  Nowlan? — No,  I  did  not;  he 
was  very  unwilling  I  should  act  for  Cummins. 

885.  Were  you  on  bad  terms  with  John  Nowlan? — No,  not  on  bad  terms  with 
him. 

886.  You  seem  to  deny  my  question  modo  forma  only ;  do  you  mean  that  there 
was  nothing  like  bad  terms  between  you  ? — I  knew  nothing  of  the  man  at  all  in 
the  way  of  what  you  call  bad  terms  with  a  person. 

887.  He  was  only  an  inferior  sort  of  person  to  you  in  point  of  station? — 
Yes. 

888.  Not  a  person  with  whom  you  could,  from  his  station,  be  sufficiently 
friendly,  or  be  an  enemy,  or  on  bad  terms  ? — ^No. 

889.  So  far  as  was  consistent  with  your  intimacy  with  such  a  person,  would 
you  have  been  on  bad  terms  even  if  he  had  at  all  approximated  to  your  station  ?— 
It  would  come  nearer  to  that  than  any  thing. 

890.  Then  if  it  was  not  for  the  elevation  on  one  side,  and  the  depression  of 
rank  on  the  other,  there  would  have  been  no  friendly  feeUng ;  in  short,  there  was 
no  friendly  feeling  between  you  ? — ^There  was  no  feeling  of  enmity. 

891 .  That  is  not  an  answer  to  my  question ;  was  there  an  xmfriendly  feeling  ?— • 
There  was  none. 

892.  I  hope  you  may  have  a  friendly  feeling  towards  a  person  very  much 
inferior  to  yourself? — Surely. 

893.  And  you  do  not  look  with  unfriendly  feelings  towards  all  your  inferiors  ? 
—No. 

894.  With  respect  to  Nowlan,  you  say  you  had  no  such  friendly  feeling  ?^— 
I  had  no  such  friendly  feeling,  particularly  in  money  afifairs,  because  I  v^as 
instructed  by  Cummins,  my  client  upon  that  occasion,  to  be  careful  and  guarded 
in  my  deatings  with  him. 

895.  After  that  answer,  I  need  not  ask  you  any  more  about  your  friendly  feel-  , 
ings ;   you  had  feelings  towards  him  that  dictated  that  answer,  that  addition 

"  because  y*  had  you  such  a  feeling  towards  him  as  dictated  that  answer, 
because  you  were  instructed  by  your  client  to  be  cautious  in  your  dealings  with 
him ;  did  you  introduce  such  an  addition  to  the  answer  in  the  case  of  a  man  to 
whom  you  had  a  hostile  feeling  ? — I  had  no  hostile  feeling  towards  the  man,  for 
I  knew  nothing  of  him  till  I  then  dealt  with  him. 

896.  Nowlan  remained  in  possession  of  these  townlands,  did  not  he  ? — ^No. 

897.  No  part  of  them  ? — He  resides  in  the  house,  where  I  believe  his  mother 
lives  along  with  him. 

898.  Is  not  he  in  possession  of  the  house,  then  ? — I  believe  he  is ;  in  fact,  I 
know  not 

899.  You  do  not  know  whether  he  is  in  possession  of  the  land  ? — Land — .1  do 
not  say  that. 

Mr.  Thesiger  objected  to  the  question. 

900.  Do  not  understand  me  that  I  am  saying  any  thing  at  present  to  you  but 
qnestioning  you  ;  an  interrogation  at  the  end.  I  put  a  question  to  you  with  a 
mark  of  interrogation  to  every  thing  I  say.  I  put  it  as  weU  as  I  can  by  asking 
questions  in  an  interrogative  tone.  For  any  thing  you  know  to  the  contrary, 
Mr.  Elliott,  is  not  John  Nowlan  in  possession  of  some  of  the  land  as  well  as  the 
house ;  is  not  that  so,  for  any  thing  you  know  to  the  contrary  ? — ^I  believe  him 
not  to  be  in  possesion  of  any  portion  of  the  land,  with  the  exception  of  a  garden 
attached  to  the  house  of  about  a  quarter  of  an  acre. 

901.  ITiat  is  not  an  answer  to  my  question  ? — I  intended  it. 

902.  You  will  observe,  every  thing  a  man  says  after  a  question  is  not  an 
answer ;  I  do  not  ask  you  what  you  believe,  or  what  you  heard  from  Mr. 
Cummins  ? — 

Mr.  Thesiger  objected  to  the  question. 
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Mt.  George  BiUott.      903.  For  any  thing  yon  know  to  the  contrary,  is  not  John  Nowlan  in  possession 

—       of  some  of  the  land  as  well  as  of  the  honse,  at  least,  some  of  the  land,  for  any 

4^ May  1837.      thing  you  know  to  the  contrary? — I  am  pretty  sure  he  is  not. 

904.  I  believe  I  may  ask  the  Committee  whether  that  is  an  answer  to  my 
question  ? — If  I  may  answer  the  question  without  answering  it  direct,  I  think  I 
may. 

905.  Will  you  answer  directly 

906.  Committee.'\  Do  you  know  whether  he  is  or  not  in  possession  of  any  of 
the  land,  of  your  own  knowledge  ? — ^I  know  he  has  no  possession,  except  of  the 
quantity  of  about  a  quarter  of  an  acre. 

907.  ThaX  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  ? — I  know  there  are  subsistmg 
leases  between  him  and  the  possession. 

908.  Mr.  Maulei]  Subsisting  leases  is  matter  of  title,  not  matter  of  actual  pos- 
session. Do  you  Imow  of  your  own  information  that  he  is  not  in  possession  of 
part  of  the  land  as  well  as  of  the  house  ? — I  know  he  is  not. 

909.  Will  you  swear  that  ?  —Yes. 

910.  Do  you  know  who  is  in  possession,  and  what  persons  are  not  in  posses- 
sion?— I  think  there  is  a  person  of  the  name  of  Doyle  ;  and,  I  think,  another  of 
the  name  of  Kelly. 

911.  When  you  say  you  think,  are  you  sure  of  that  ? — Yes,  that  is  what  was 
generally  said ;  they  are  residing  upon  it ;  that  is  the  general  acceptation  of  the 
country. 

912.  And  they  reside  there  ?— Yes. 

913.  He  resides  in  the  principal  mansion-house,  does  not  he? — Mansion- 
house  ? 

914.  Every  village  in  Ireland  is  a  town,  is  it  not ;  does  not  he  live  in  the 
principal  house ;  it  is  a  house  with  slates,  and  a  chimney  to  it  ?  —No,  it  is  not. 

915.  Is  it  thatched  ? — ^There  is  a  chinmey. 

916.  And  a  window? — ^Yes. 

917.  That  is  rather  a  stylish  sort  of  mansion-house ;  it  is  the  best  house  there 
is  on  the  townland,  is  it  not  ? — I  do  not  think  it  is  better  than  the  others. 

918.  Do  you  hve  in  that  part  of  the  coimtry  at  all  ? — Yes. 

919.  How  far  off  ?— About  five  miles  off. 

920.  You  do  not  visit  any  of  these  persons,  I  suppose  ?— No,  I  do  not. 

♦  921.  And  what  you  know  of  the  possession  is  seeing  Doyle  living  there  in 

some  house,  and  a  man  of  the  name  of  Kelly,  and  also  from  seeing  John  Nowlan 
and  his  mother  living  with  him  in  another  house  there  ? — Yes. 

922.  And  among  them  they  cultivated  the  land  ? — ^Yes. 

923.  That  is  your  state  of  knowledge? — In  truth,  Nowlan  told  me  he  had  set 
it  to  Doyle  and  Kelly;  that  it  was  held  by  them ;  as  well  as  I  remember,  that 
was  it. 

924.  I  suppose,  Mr.  Elliott,  you  do  not  remember  with  any  minuteness  such 
trifling  affairs  as  Mr.  Nowlan's  lands  and  tenements  ? — Yes,  and  I  should  be  in 
some  respect  confirmed  in  my  views,  because  he  registered  on  a  20  /.  fr-eebold 
out  of  those  very  lands. 

925.  I  am  speaking  of  your  own  recollection,  not  from  your  inferences,  but 
from  your  own  recollection  ;  does  your  recollection  serve  you  with  great  accu- 
racy with  respect  to  what  you  may  have  heard  Nowlan  say  about  these  matters  ? 
— O  yes. 

926.  Was  your  attention  particularly  attracted  to  it  ? — It  was  at  the  time. 

927.  You  had  probably  conversations  with  him  on  the  subject  of  his  parting 
with  his  land  ? — On  the  subject  of  parting  with  his  land  } 

928.  Yes? — I  had  a  conversation  witii  him  two  or  three  times  at  the  time  I 
was  preparing  that  deed,  and  the  other  conversation  I  alluded  to  was  with  respect 
to  his  voting  in  1835. 

929.  And  one  other  about  his  voting  ?— Yes,  at  the  time  he  was  going  to  vote. 

930.  Three  or  four  times  you  had  conversations  with  him ;  had  you  as  many 
as  that  ? — ^Yes,  I  should  say  so. 

931.  Did  you  make  any  memorandum  or  minute  of  the  conversations  ?— No. 

932.  You  are  a  professional  man;  do  not  you  know  it  is  convenient  some- 
times, with  respect  to  conversations,  to  minute  them  down  ? — Yes,  if  I  consi^ 
dered  they  were  of  that  importance  at  the  time  they  occurred. 

933.  Then  you  would  have  minuted  them  down  as  a  matter  of  course,  as  a 
paatter  Qf  business,  if  you  had  considered  them  of  consequence  ^ — Yes. 

934.    In 
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934.  In  these  three  or  four  conversations  of  which  you  have  spoken,  who  was  Mr.  Otorge  SlSott. 

? resent  heside  yourself? — Not  any  one  hut  Terence  Cummins,  the  man  whom      ^ 
was  concerned  for.                                                                                                        4  May  1837. 

935.  Terence  Cummins,  I  suppose,  is  here?— Not  to  my  knowledge. 

936.  What  conversation  was  he  present  at? — Only  when  I  was  preparing 
the  deed. 

937.  Was  he  present  at  all  the  times? — ^Nowlan  never  came  to  me,  except 
with  Cummins. 

938.  And  Nowlan  came  unwillingly  to  you,  you  say? — So  Cummins  stated 
to  me. 

939.  And  you  believed  it  ? — Yes. 

940.  Cummins  and  Nowlan  both  came  to  you,  and  the  conversations  took 
place  in  his  hearing? — ^Yes. 

941.  Is  Cummins  any  relation  of  yours  ? — ^No. 

942.  Nor  connexion  ? — No. 

943.  Is  he  a  Carlow  man  ?— Yes. 

944.  Where  does  he  live?— Close  adjoining  these  lands.  I  became  con- 
cerned for  him  in  consequence  of  his  being  a  tenant  of  my  father. 

945.  I  did  not  know  but  what  Cummins  might  be  a  person  of  higher  station  ; 
he  was  living  in  the  neighbourhood  of  these  lands  ? — Yes,  he  held  50  or  60 
acres  of  land. 

946.  Was  any  body  present  at  that  other  conversation  about  the  vote? — 
No,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection  there  was  not. 

947.  To  the  best  of  your  recollection,  are  you  certain  there  was  not ;  are  you 
in  any  doubt  about  it  ?— 'No  one  was  witbin  hearing,  but  I  was  brought  to 
speak  to  Nowlan  by  another  man,  who  told  me  Nowlan  was  going  to  vote. 

948.  That  other  man  was  a  man  of  your  party  ? — He  was ;  he  was  also  a 
tenant  of  my  father. 

949.  And  you  were  the  party  opposed  to  Nowlan ;  he  voted  in  the  same 
interest  as  he  did  the  last  ? — ^Yes. 

950.  And  you  were  a  strong  opponent  to  that  interest  ? — I  was. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Theriger. 

951.  Without  having  made  minutes  of  the  conversations  between  you  and 
Nowlan,  have  you  a  perfect  recollection  of  them,  as  you  have  stated  to  the 
Committee  ? — ^1  have  perfectly. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

952.  Did  Nowlan  owe  any  thing  to  your  client  ? — ^Yes. 

953.  Could  he  pay  it  ? — ^No ;  it  was  in  consequence  of  that  the  deed  of 
assignment  was  made. 

954.  That  made  hun  fight  shy ;  it  was  not  very  pleasant  to  Nowlan's  feelings 
to  come  to  your  office? — I  understood  so  from  Cummins;  he  owed  me  no 
money. 

955.  Did  he  owe  your  client  ? — ^No ;  the  head  landlord  and  he  were  setting  it 
to  redeem ;  there  was  an  ejectment  pending  at  the  time,  and  it  was  absolutely 
necessary  the  thing  should  be  done  in  a  hurry. 

956.  Then  Cummins  was  a  client  of  yours  ? — ^He  was. 

957.  Are  you  aware  when  he  came  into  possession  of  the  land? — 
There  was  a  tenant  in  possession^  and  Cummins  got  his  profit-rent,  which 
Nowlan  used  to  receive. 

958.  How  long  have  you  been  engaged  in  these  election  matters? — Since  the 
passing  of  the  Reform  BUI. 

gSQ,  Can  you  state  the  time  when  he  assigned  the  13  acres  over  ?— Previous 
to  that,  it  was  stated  to  me  they  were  already  assigned  over  to  Cummins. 

960.  Did  he  state  the  time  ? — ^No. 

961.  Did  he  state  in  the  conversations  the  time  he  assigned  them  over? — 
No,  not  to  me,  but  that  they  were  already  assigned. 

962.  How  long  has  Cummins  been  a  client  of  yours? — Since  I  began  to 
practice. 

963.  That  is  no  rule  ?— It  is  six  or  seven  years. 

964.  Did  you  ever  prepare  such  a  deed  of  assignment  for  those  13 
acres  ? — ^No. " 
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llr.  Oeorge  ElUott.      gg^.  Do  you  know  the    first    year  when    the    profit-rent   was    paid    to 

-T '       Chimmins  ? — The  year  that  the  deed  bears  date,  1834. 

4  May  1837.  ^gg    j^^  j^^^j  refers  to  the  first  part,  not  to  the  13  acres? — ^I  believe  not. 

967.  You  do  not  know  what  the  consideration  was  for  the  13  acres,  which 
you  say  had  been  assigned  over  by  him  ? — ^No,  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Thesiger  was  heard  to  address  the  Committee  in  support  of  his 
right  to  have  the  voter  in  question  removed  from  the  majority  of  the 
sitting  member,  and  commented  on  the  evidence  which  he  had  produced, 
and  which  he  (Mr.  T.)  contended  fully  entitled  him  to  sustain  his 
proposition. 

Mr.  MaulCy  in  support  of  the  vote,  argued  that  the  only  question  (or 
the  consideration  of  tiie  Committee  was,  whether  the  voter  in  question 
had  parted  with  his  13  acres,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  document  to 
show  such  had  been  the  fact,  and  the  suspicious  character  as  a  partisan 
of  the  evidence  of  Mr.  ElMott,  he  (Mr.  M.)  submitted  the  Committee 
would  declare  the  vote  to  be  good. 

The  Conunittee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated. 

After  a  short*  time  counsel  and  parties  were  again  called  in,  and 
«  informed,  '^  The   Committee  have   decided    that  John   Nowlan's  vote 

should  be  allowed." 

Mr.  Thes^ier  said,  after  this  decision,  in  the  absence  of  a  material 
witness,  he  must  apply  for  an  adjournment  of  the  proceedings  till 
to-morrow.

1031.  And  do  you  mean  to  say  you  compared  them  frx)m  the  beginning  to  the 
end?— Yes. 

1032.  In  what  way  did  you  compare  them  ?— The  clerk  read  the  origmal,  and 
I  read  that 

1033.  Did  you  read  every  word  of  what  is  written  there?— Yes,  in  the  margin 
andalL 

1034.  From  one  end  to  the  other?— Yes. 

1035.  All  the  figures  ? — ^AU  the  figures. 

1036.  Did  it  take  you  a  long  while  ? — ^Indeed  it  did ;  and  I  was  nearly  tired  of 
it  before  it  was  over. 

1037.  And  you  know  Patrick  Ryan  ? — I  do. 

1 038.  Do  you  know  his  place  at  TuUow  ? — Yes,  I  do.

1041.  On  the  same  freehold? — He  lives  there. 

1042.  On  the  same  freehold  ? — He  does.

1044.  Down  to  the  present  hour  ? — ^Yes. 

1045.  And  was  there  at  the  time  of  the  last  election  ? — He  was. 

1046.  And  you  say  you  compared  all  these  papers  with  the  originals  ?-^I  did. 

1 047.  All  of  them  ? — All  of  them. 

[TJie  Wittiess  withdrew,'] 

Mr.  Austin  then  produced  in  evidence  the  registry  for  the  barony  of 
Rathvilly,  which  had  only  arrived  ftom  Carlow  this  morning,  and  read  the 
following  entry:  "Patrick  Ryan,  Tullow;  freeholder,  10/.;  registered 
14  Nov.  1832." 

Entry  from  poll-book.  No.  294 :  "  Patrick  Ryan,  Tullow,  voting  on 
affidavit  of  the  15th  November  1832;  objection  made  to  voter,  and 
filed.'* 

Mr.  Austin  also  stated,  that  this  Patrick  Ryan  was  the  only  person  of 
that  name  in  the  barony  of  Rathvilly,  and  that  this  was  the  whole  of  the 
evidence  in  this  case,  and  he  should  now  proceed  shortly  to  state  the  faxAs 
and  suggest  the  points  of  law  by  which  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  convince 
the  Committee  that  this  vote  ought  to  be  removed  fix)m  the  poll.  Mr. 
Austin  observed,  the  Committee  had  first  of  aU  an  attested  copy  of  the 
petition,  of  the  schedule,  and  of  the  assignment  produced  by  the  witness, 
who  has  examined  them,  and  had  been  brought  ftom  the  custody  of  the 
proper  officer,  the  clerk  of  the  Insolvent  Debtors'  Court ;  and  the  witness 
he  had  produced  remembers  ^e  voter  in  question  signing  that  petition, 
and  appearing  in  court  and  being  discharged  by  a  judgment  of  the  Insol- 
vent Court ;  he  is  also  acquainted  with  his  handwriting,  and  upon  the 
affidavit  of  registry  being  shown  to  him,  he  says  it  is  the  signature  of  the 
same  person  who  signed  the  petition,  schedule  and  assignment;  the 
writing  of  the  same  person  whom  he  saw  discharged  by  the  Insolvent 
Debtors*  Court,  and  which  he  (Mr.  Austin)  submitted  was  conclusive  proof 
that  the  person  who  signed  that  affidavit  was  the  same  person  (Patrick 
Ryan")  who  had  been  discharged  by  Ae  Insolvent  Court  in  1834.  Mr. 
Austin  submitted  to  the  Committee,  therefore,  there  could  be  no  question 
of  the  identity  of  the  voter  entertained  in  this  case,  and  that  ^e  question 
now  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee,  and  which  had  been  suggested 
by  the  cross-^camination  of  Mr.  Maule  was,  whether  the  registration  took 
place  subsequent  to  or  before  the  proceedings  in  the  Insolvent  Debtors' 
Court,  bearing  date  in  1834.  Mr.  Austin  observed,  it  was  clear  from  the 
rest  of  the  evidence  the  voter  was  registered  in  1832,  and  the  affidavit  pro- 
307.  K  3  duced 
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5  May  1837.  duced  was  1832  ;  and  turning  to  the  register  book,  the  Committee  would 

find  that  the  only  man  in  the  barony  of  RathviUy  there  registered  was  the 

identical  voter,  and  he  was  there  registered  on  affidavit  of  same  date  as  that 
now  produced.  Mr.  Austin  further  stated,  that  his  proposition  was,  that  a 
man  having  been  discharged  by  virtue  of  the  insolvent  laws  in  Ireland,  sub* 
sequent  to  his  registry,  by  virtue  of  that  assignment,  previous  to  his  dis- 
charge,  lost  the  qualification  in  respect  of  which  he  was  entitled  to  vote. 
Mr.  Austin  referred  to  the  Irish  Reform  Act ;  the  2  Geo.  IV.  c.  24;  also  to 
the  case  of  Doe  dem.  Palmer  v.  Andrews,  12th  Moore,  the  marginal  note  of 
which  is  as  follows :  "  J.  S.,  who  was  tenant  from  year  to  year  of  certain  pre- 
mises, with  an  agreement  by  lease  demised  to  the  defendant,  as  tenant 
from  year  to  year,  J.  S.  was  discharged  under  the  Insolvent  Debtors'  Act, 
1  Geo.  IV.  c.  119 ;  the  provisional  assignee  never  took  possession  of  the 
premises,  but  J.  S.  continued  to  receive  and  pay  the  rent,  and  no  ultimate 
assignee  was  appointed.  Held  (Lord  Chief  Justice  Best  dissenting),  that  J.  S. 
could  not  maintain  ejectment,  all  his  interest  being  vitiated  by  tiie  assign- 
ment, though  not  acted  upon."  Mr.  Austin  also  referred  to  the  case  of 
Topham  v.  Dent,  6th  Bingham,  and  read  the  following  marginal  note : 
**  Plaintiff^,  a  prisoner,  assigned  all  his  effects  under  the  Insolvent  Debtors* 
Act,  June  17.  His  wife  continued  to  reside  in  his  house,  retaining  some 
of  the  furniture.  On  the  9th  of  July,  the  wife  having  been  absent  for  two 
days,  and  no  one  being  in  the  house,  the  Klefendant  committed  a  trespass, 
in  an  attempt  to  distrain  for  rent.  Held,  tliat  the  wife  had  not  a  sufficient 
possession  to  enable  the  plaintiff  to  sue  in  trespass."  Mr.  Austin  also 
stated,  that  there  was  a  parliamentary  decision  in  the  late  Dublin  Election 
Committee,  where  eleven  voters  had  executed  assignments,  and  had  after- 
wards voted  on  their  respective  leases.  Upon  that  occasion  the  question 
had  been  argued  at  great  length  on  each  side  ;  but  the  Committee  there 
had  decided  by  the  operation  of  the  Insolvent  Debtors'  Act,  that  the 
voters  who  had  been  objected  to  on  the  ground  of  their  insolvency  were 
bad  votes,  and  were  accordingly  struck  off.  Mr.  Austin  in  conclusion 
said,  that  this  vote  would  share  the  same  fate. 

Mr.  Maule  then  proceeded  to  address  the  Committee  in  defence  of  the 
vote,  and  stated  the  only  question  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee 
was,  whether  Patrick  Ryan,  who  was  registered  in  respect  of  the  freehold 
lease  in  1832,  and  who,  from  1832  down  to  the  present  time,  has  conti- 
nued in  possession  of  that  freehold  lease,  and  who,  from  that  time  down 
to  the  present  hour,  has  continued  in  possession  and  enjoyment  of  the 
leasehold  premises,  the  right  to  enjoy  which  was  conferred  by  that  lease, 
is  to  be  struck  off  the  poll,  or  disfranchised  or  not.  Mr.  Maule  pro- 
ceeded to  address  the  Committee  upon  the  points  advanced  by  Mr.  Austin, 
and  submitted  to  the  Committee,  that  the  voter  at  the  time  of  the  elec- 
tion possessed  that  land  in  respect  of  which  he  was  registered,  and  was  in 
Possession  of  the  title-deeds  which  conferred  upon  him  the  right  to  vote, 
fr.  Maule  stated,  that  it  was  under  these  circumstances  the  Committee 
were  asked  to  disfranchise  the  voter  Patrick  Ryan  ;  but  he  would  beg  the 
Committee  to  recollect,  that  at  the  time  of  the  election  the  voter  must 
have  sworn  that  he  was  still  in  possession  of  the  same  qualification,  and 
that  his  qualification  still  remained  the  same.  Mr.  Maule  was  heard  at 
some  length  to  comment  upon  the  two  cases  that  had  been  quoted  by 
Mr.  Austin  in  his  argument  before  the  Committee,  and  also  referred  to 
the  Worcester  case,  in  Rogers'  book  on  Elections,  page  147;  and  in  com- 
menting on  the  Dublin  case,  which  had  been  quoted  by  Mr.  Austin, 
Mr.  Maule  referred  to  the  case  of  a  voter,  John  Hylam,  which  had  been 
adjudicated  upon  by  the  Dublin  Election  Committee,  and  in  conclusion 
submitted,  that  the  current  of  decisions  being  in  favour  of  the  vote,  inde- 
pendent of  the  genei'al  recognized  doctrine,  that  where  there  was  a  doubt, 
the  benefit  of  that  doubt  should  be  given  to  the  party  accused,  he 
(Mr.  Maule)  trusted  that  this  Committee  would  not,  upon  such  vague  and 
indistinct  evidence,  be  the  means  of  depriving  the  voter  attacked  of  his 
elective  franchiser 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Maule  having  referred  to  two  new  cases  (the  Worcester  case  and 
the  second  Dublin  case),  Mr.  Austin  claimed  the  right  to  reply  upon 
those  two  authorities. 

*  Mr.  Austin  was  then  heard  to  address  the  Committee  in  reply.  In 
conclusion,  submitted  that  the  Committee  by  their  decision  would 
declare  that  the  vote  now  in  agitation  was  a  bad  vote,  and  would  direct 
it  to  be  removed. 

Tlie  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated. 

After  some  time,  counsel  and  parties  were  again  called  in,  and 
informed  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the  following  resolution  : 

"  The  Committee  have  decided  that  the  vote  of  Patrick  Ryan  be 
struck  off  the  poll." 

Mr.  Thesiger  now  begged  to  hand  in  the  following  List :

Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  that  he  now  proposed  to  proceed  upon  this 
list. 

Mr.  Maule  stated,  that  he  must  object  to  Mr.  Thesiger  proceeding 
upon  this  list,  on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  in  eflfect  opening  the 
registry,  which  the  Committee  had  declared  by  a  former  resolution  they 
would  not  do. 

Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  that  he  begged  leave  to  read  the  heading  of 
list  No.  4,  which  was  a  '*List  of  Persons  who  were  improperly  allowed 
to  be  registered  and  to  vote  as  Freeholders  for  Nicholas  Aylward 
Vigors,  ^quire,  at  the  last  Election  for  the  County  of  Carlow,  to  each  of 
whom  it  is  objected  that  the  Lessor  or  Grantor  of  the  Leases  to  him  had 
not  in  him  a  title  to  grant  a  Freehold  Lease,  being  possessed  of  chattel 
interest  only;  and,  secondly,  that  the  Estate  for  which  he  was  registered 
did  not  entitle  him  to  be  registered  as  a  Freeholder."  Mr.  Thesiger 
stated,  that  he  imderstood  the  Committee  by  their  former  resolution  to 
have  resolved,  that  they  had  not  conclusively  closed  the  register,  and 
therefore  apprehended,  if  it  was  to  be  opened  at  aU,  this  was  precisely 
the  case  in  which  they  would  so  determine  to  open  it.

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5  May  1837.  freehold  lease,  the  lessor  or  grantor  bemg  only  in  possession  of  the 

— — -  chattel  interest ;  he  (Mr.  T.)  need  not  inform  the  Committee  that  no 

freehold  could  he  derived  out  of  a  chattel  interest,  and  therefore  the 
qualification  in  that  respect  would  he  invalid,  and  stated  that  the 
question  was,  whether,  in  conformity  with  the  decision  of  the  Committee 
on  first  day  of  meeting,  he  was  not  entitled  to  question  the  right  of  the 
particular  person  to  vote.  Mr.  Thesiger  referred  the  Committee  to  the 
16th  and  17th  sections  of  the  Reform  Act  in  support  of  his  proposition, 
and  to  several  other  sections,  and  stated,  that  they  could  not  take  the 
objection  to  the  particular  voter  at  the  time  of  the  election,  and  that 
their  only  remedy  was  by  an  appeal  to  a  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Commons ;  and  in  conclusion,  submitted  that  if,  in  the  result,  the  decision 
of  the  Committee  should  be  adverse  to  him,  he  would  bow  to  it,  as 
he  had  done  on  former  occasions ;  but  that  it  did  appear  to  him  that  the 
present  case  was  one  in  which  the  Conmiittee  would  feel  disposed  to 
investigate  the  title  of  persons  circumstanced  as  the  present  chss  were, 
to  which  he  objected  most  rigorously. 

Mr.  Maule  stated  that  he  would  not  trouble  the  Committee  with  much 
more  than  recalling  to  their  recollection  the  statement  at  the  head  of 
list  No.  4,  and  referring  them  to  the  decision  that  they  had  come  to  on 
the  first  day  of  meeting,  and  he  (Mr.  Maule)  felt  confident,  the  more  they 
reflected  upon  that  decision,  the  more  he  felt  convinced  they  would  feel 
they  had  come  to  a  right  decision. 

Mr.  Maule  referred  to  the  16th  and  17th  sections  of  the  Reform  Act, 
which  had  been  adverted  to  by  Mr.  Thesiger,  and  commented  upon  the 
arguments  adduced  by  Mr.  Thesiger,  with  respect  to  the  conduct  which 
had  been  brought  forward  against  the  assistant  barrister  at  the  electicMi, 
and  finally  submitted,  that  the  objection  he  had  taken  to  Mr.  Thesiger's 
proceeding  to  this  class  of  voters  would  be  confirmed  by  the  decision  of  the 
Committee  upon  this  case. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated. 

After  some  time  counsel  and  parties  were  called  in,  and  informed  that  the 
Committee  had  come  to  the  following  resolution : 

"  That  the  Committee  will  not  open  the  registry  with  respect  to  the 
list,  No.  4." 

Mr.  Thesiger  stated,  that  finding,  decision  after  decision  of  the  Com- 
mittee, that  he  was  prevented  from  questioning  difierent  classes  of  voters 
to  whom  he  considered  he  had  undoubted  valid  objections,  he  was  at  a  loss 
to  know  how,  in  conformity  with  those  decisions,  it  could  be  compet^it 
to  him  to  question  the  vote  of  any  person  which  had  been  given  for  Mr. 
Vigors.    He  (Mr.  Thesiger)  had  entered  this  Committee-room  upon  the 
commencement  of  this  inquiry,  under  the  impression  that  he  had  one  of  the 
strongest  cases  that  had  been  submitted  to  Hie  attention  of  any  Committee, 
but  he  had  foimd  that  case  crumbling  little  by  little  every  day   from 
him,  and  that  this  last  decision  of  the  Committee  had  reduced  it  to 
dust.    It,  therefore,  would  be  useless  for  him  to  struggle  any  further, 
and  finding  that  he  had  miscalculated  his  case  as  far  as  a  scrutiny  was 
concerned,  he  must  retire  from  the  contest.    Hie  only  remaining  question 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  was  the  question  with  regard  to  the 
conduct  of  the  sheriff  and  his  assessor.    Mr.  Thesiger  then  adverted  at 
some  length  to  the  language  made  use  of  in  their  petition,  complaiumg  of 
the  return  of  Mr.  Vigors,  and  stated  that  he  was  frdly  prepared'to  enter 
upon  the  charges  against  the  sheriff  and  the  assessor,  and  frilly  substantiate 
them  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee,  and  had  his  witnesses  in  attend- 
ance, who  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  present  before  the  Committee.

Examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 


1048.  DID  you  attend  the  last  election  as  Counsel  for  Mr.  Bunbury  ?— I  did.       E.  Haines,  Esq. 

1 049.  Pray,  who  is  Mr.  Bunbury's  agent  ? — Mr.  Woodroffe.  

1 050.  Do  you  remember  a  person  of  the  name  of  Casey  ? — I  do.  6  May  1837. 

105 1.  Was  he  one  of  the  four  polling  deputies  ? — He  was. 

1052.  At  what  barony  was  he  deputy? — Carlow  and  St.  Mullens,  for  that 
booth. 

1053.  Do  you  remember  going  with  Mr.  Woodroffe  to  Mr.  Walsh,  the  assessor, 
respecting  Mr.  Casey? — I  remember  Mr.  Woodroffe  coming  to  the  assessor; 
my  usual  place  was  in  the  assessor's  room,  and  I  remember  Us  coming  in  there 
and  making  a  complaint  against  Mr.  Casey. 

1054.  And  you  remember  his  coining  in  there  and  making  a  complaint  ?-— 
Yes. 

1055.  State  what  the  complaint  was.  First  of  all,  who  was  in  the  room  besides 
yourself  ?— The  assessor  was  in  the  room,  and  the  sheriffl  I  am  not  quite  sure 
whether  he  was  then  in  the  room,  but  I  know  he  was  before  the  matter  was 
settled.  I  am  quite  sure  he  was  aware  of  it  before  the  matter  was  disposed  of^ 
and  the  room  was  crowded  with  a  great  number  of  other  persons. 

.   1056.  Mr.  Maule.^  Were  those  notes  you  are  referring  to  made  at  the  time  ?— 
They  were. 

1057.  Mr.  Austin.^  Will  you  state  the  nature  of  the  complaint  preferred  by 
Mr.  Woodroffe,  and  what  took  you  there  ? — ^A  voter  came  up  on  Mr.  Bunbury's 
side,  and  upon  his  coming  up  he  was  asked  by  the  deputy,  upon  being  shown  an 
affidavit,  whether  that  was  his  affidavit ;  and  Mr.  Bunbury 's  inspector  complained 
of  that  as  contrary  to  the  course  to  be  pursued  at  elections,  and  that  it  was  not  a 
proper  question  to  be  asked  the  voter,  but  the  other  persisted  in  doing  so,  and 
would  not  go  on  with  the  vote  until  he  had  received  an  answer  to  it.  • 

1058.  That  is,  Casey  did  ? — ^Yes ;  shortly  after,  a  person  came  up  upon  Mr. 
Vigors'  side,  and  the  party  then  desired  the  deputy  to  put  the  same  question,  or  a 
similar  question,  to  him  as  had  been  put  on  the  side  of  Mr.  Bunbury ;  Mr.  Bim- 
bnry's  inspector  required  that ;  Mr.  Casey  said  that  he  would  not  put  the  question, 
and  proceeded  to  poll  the  man  without  putting  the  question,  notwithstanding 
the  urgency  of  the  inspector  of  Mr.  Bunbury  to  have  it  put  That  was  the 
complamt 

1059.  When  you  say  he  asked  him  respecting  the  affidavit,  do  you  recollect 
the  precise  question  put  to  him  by  Casey  f — *'  Is  that  your  affidavit  ? "  pointing  it 
out  to  him. 

ie6o.  Was  it  with  reference  to  the  signature  of  the  affidavit,  and  requiring  him 
to  acknowledge  the  signature  before  he  would  poll  him  ?— Yes. 

1061.  That  being  the  charge,  what  did  Casey  say  before  the  assessor? — He 
said  somethii^  or  other,  and  seemed  to  be  rather  throwing  himself  upon  the  mercy 
of  the  court  than  any  tiling  else.  The  assessor  called  upon  Mr.  Casey  and  said, 
he  thought  the  charge  of  partiality  had  been  made  out  against  him. 

1062.  He  made  no  answer? — Certainly,  he  made  no  denial  of  the  complaint. 

1063.  How  was  the  matter  disposed  of? — ^Mr.  Tighe  interfered  and  stated 
something. 

1064.  Who  was  Mr.  Tighe  ? — ^He  was  counsel  for  Mr.  Vigors,  and  got  up  a 
sort  of  argument  on  the  subject,  and  at  the  close  of  it  the  assessor  disposed  of  it 
by  saying  that  he  would  not  venture  to  brand  Mr.  Casey  with  the  imputation  of 
perjury,  which  would  perhaps  stick  to  him  through  life,  and  suggested  a  plan  by 
way  of  accounting  for  it,  namely,  that  Mr.  Casey  might  have  acted  in  ignorance 
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E.  Hayes,  Esq.     of  his  duty,  and  in  the  interval  that  had  elapsed  between  the  first  voter  and  the 
second  coming  up,  that  is,  when  Vigors'  voter  came  up,  he  might  have  learnt  his 
6  May  1837.      duty  better ;  and  therefore,  he  might  have  put  it  upon  that  groimd. 

1065.  Who  suggested  that  deputy's  defence  in  the  way  that  you  have  stated? 
— ^The  assessor. 

1066.  Having  been  urged  by  Mr.  Tighe  or  Mr.  Casey? — Certainly  not. 

1067.  Did  you  apply  to  have  Mr.  Casey  removed  ? — ^We  did. 

1068.  And  that  application  was  refused? — ^Yes. 

1069.  That  was  the  decision  of  the  sheriff  and  the  assessor? — The  sheriff 
was  standing  by  the  side  of  the  assessor,  and  he  concurred  in  the  decision. 

1070.  At  what  time  did  you  go  down  to  Carlow? — ^The  election  commenced 
on  the  Tuesday,  and  I  went  down  on  the  Thursday  previous, 

1071 .  You  went  down  there  some  days  before  tiie  election  ? — ^Yes ;  six  days 
before  the  election. 

1072.  Were  you  concerned  in  managing  the  election? — Mr.  Woodroffe, who 
was  conducting  agent,  had  particular  business  to  detain  him  in  town  in  the  Four 
Courts,  and  I  being  acquainted  with  the  county  of  Carlow,  he  requested  me  to  go 
down  and  organize  them  a  little  before  the  election ;  and  I  went  down  for  tbtt 
purpose. 

1 073.  Were  you  consulted  at  all  about  the  assessor  ? — Never. 

1074.  When  did  you  learn  that  Mr.  Walsh  was  appointed  assessor? — ^I  heard 
of  it  before  I  was  appointed  as  counsel ;  before  I  left  town. 

1075.  You,  then,  had  never  been  consulted  upon  the  subject? — ^Never. 

1076.  Were  you  ever  consulted  about  the  appointment  of  the  four  deputies? 
— ^Never. 

1077.  Was  it  known  in  Carlow  that  you  were  counsel,  and  that  you  were 
down  with  respect  to  the  election  ? — ^Perfectly  well  known ;  I  was  not  three 
minutes  in  Carlow  before  I  met  the  sheriff. 

1 078.  Did  he  know  in  what  character  you  appeared  ? — He  must  have  known 
of  it.  When  I  went  into  Carlow  I  was  carried  off  fix)m  the  coach  to  the  club- 
house, and  he  was  there  conversing  with  a  number  of  gentlemen  of  the  county 
about  the  arrangement ;  and  just  as  I  came  in  I  heard  tixe  sheriff  say,  ''  Gentle- 
men, you  have  given  me  no  reason  to  alter  my  arrangements,''  and  then  he  went 
out.     They  told  me  that  they  had — 

Mr.  Maule.]  That  you  must  not  tell  us. 

1079.  Yo^  ^y  ^^^  ^^^  sheriff  had  been  speaking  to  these  gentlem^i  ? — ^Yes. 

1080.  About  this  election  ? — Yes. 

1081.  Do  not  tell  us  what  you  heard.  Was  it  after  that  conversation  that 
those  gentlemen  recommended  to  you  what  you  were  going  to  state  to  the  Com- 
mittee? Was  it  after  that-,  you  heard  the  conversation  between  those  gentlemra? 
—Yes. 

1082.  Immediately  after? — Shortly  after. 

1083.  And  then  on  the  morning  before  the  election  you  found  those  four  depu- 
ties appointed  ? — ^Yes. 

1084.  I  think,  you  before  stated  to  the  Conmiittee  on  another  day,  that  yoa 
were  present  when  Hugh  Nowlan  came  to  the  poll  ? — ^No,  not  when  he  came  to 
the  poll :  I  was  there  when  the  objection  came  up  before  the  assessor. 

1085.  The  objection  being,  as  before  stated  to  the  Committee,  that  there  was 
an  error  in  the  certificate  with  respect  to  the  barony  ? — ^Yes. 

1086.  And  after  he  presented  his  certificate,  he  was  reftised  to  be  put  upon 
thepoU?— Yes. 

1087.  Pray  do  you  remember  a  case  on  a  subsequent  day  of  a  similar  descrip- 
tion?—Yes,  I  do. 

1088.  Will  you  state  what  it  was  ? — A  person  came  up — I  was  at  the  time  ia 
the  assessor's  roon^  in  the  barony  of  Idrone  West  and  Forth,  in  the  booth  upon 
Mr.  Vigors'  side— the  deputy,  when  he  came  up,  showed  him  the  affidavit  and  said, 
"Which  do  you  poll  from?"  and  he  answered  him  and  said, "  I  pollfrom  my  affidavit." 
\*  Is  that  your  affidavit ;  look  at  it  ?"  "Yes."  He  said  it  washis  affidavit ;  this  proved 
to  be  the  affidavit  sworn ;  that  was  the  case  stated ;  I  was  not  in  the  booth ;  it 
was  stated  in  the  assessor's  room  in  which  the  assessor  adjudicated.  He  asked 
him,  "  Is  that  your  affidavit  ?"  "Yes."  He  poUed  him  from  that  book ;  then  the 
memorandum  and  the  objection  came  up,  and  that  affidavit  was  sworn  within  six

"No."     He  then  desired  the  deputy  to  go  down  and  call  the  man's      ^  ^V  ^^37- 
attention  to  that  fact,  and  said,  that  if  he  persisted  on  swearing  on  his  affidavit,  why, 
then  go  on  and  do  your  duty ;  and,  if  not,  let  him  retire  upon  any  other  document 
that  he  chooses  to  rely  upon. 

1089.  Th^t  ^^  ^®  judgment  that  he  gave? — ^Yes. 

1090.  Do  you  remember  the  name  of  that  voter? — ^The  voter's  name  was,  I 
believe,  Mooney,  of  Macduff.  It  was  Mooney ;  I  think  that  was  his  name ;  that 
man  afterwards,  I  believe,  polled  out  of  an  erased  entry  out  of  the  clerk  of  the 
peace's  book. 

1091 .  Are  you  acquainted  with  ^  form  of  oatii  required  by  the  Irish  Reform 
Act?— Yes. 

1 092.  The  freeholders'  vote  ? — ^Yes. 

1 093.  Do  you  remember  the  form  of  that  oath  ? — Yes  ;  "  I  swear  that  I  am  the 
sameA.B.in  the  affidavit  or  certificate  now  produced,  and  retain  the  qualification;'* 
in  fact,  it  is  the  identity  oath,  as  we  call  it.  ^ 

1 094.  Do  you  happen  to  know  whether  that  oath  was  administered  to  the  person 
you  have  described  as  polling  after  the  erased  entry? — Shortly  after  the  man  came 
up;  he  was  up  several  times,  making  complaints  that  he  could  not  give  them  the 
identity  oath  ;  he  had  no  affidavit  or  certificate  to  produce  from  the  man. 

1095.  What  took  place  upon  that? — He  told  him  to  go  down  and  administer 
the  oath. 

1096.  The  assessor  told  him  so  ? — Yes. 

1097.  What  form  of  oath  was  administered  to  those  persons? — I  do  not 
recollect. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Maale. 

1098.  You  went  down  the  Tuesday  before  the  election? — The  Thursday,  I 
think  it  was. 

1099.  I  thought  you  said  the  election  was  on  the  Thursday  ? — No,  on  the 
Tuesday. 

1 100.  You  went  down  as  manager  and  agent  ? — ^I  went  down  as  a  friend  of  Mr. 
Bunbury's. 

1101.  In  short,  as  a  partisan,  if  I  may  speak  so  without  offence,  supporting  his 
Bide  ? —Certainly,  I  was ;  I  went  down  to  support  him  and  was  paid  for  it. 

1 102.  You  being  a  friend,  well  acquaint^  with  Mr.  Bunbury,  you  went  dowA 
there  and  wai  paid  ?— Yes* 

1103.  That  is  sincere  sort  of  friendship  to  be  obtained  for  pay? — Exactly, 
which  I  suppose  you  work  for,  too,  to  your  client,  and  I  hope  you  do  not  think  it  the 
worse  because  it  is  paid  for. 

1104.  I  believe  gratuitous  work  is  not  so  good  as  paid  work? — I  should  say 
generally,  certainly  not. 

1105.  If  you  want  people  to  work  hard  you  must  pay  them  well  for  it,  must 
not  you  ? — ^Yes. 

1106.  You  went  down  as  a  paid  agent  and  supporter  of  Mr.  Bunbury,  and  to 
organize  the  electors,  I  think,  you  say  ? — ^Yes,  I  set  matters  a  Httle  in  order. 

1 107.  It  was  a  pretty  difficult  thing  to  do,  was  not  it  ? — Not  particularly  so. 

1108.  Did  you  announce  yourself  to  the  opposite  party  as  a  person  to  be  dealt 
with  as  an  agent  of  Mr.  Bunbury's  ?— Certairdy  not.  I  did  not  announce  myself 
to  any  body,  I  did  not  send  a  messenger  before  me  to  say  so. 

1109'.  ^^^  when  you  got  there? — I  was  perfectly  well  known  in  Carlow, 
and  every  body  knew  what  I  came  about,  and  it  did  not  require  much  announce- 
ment. 

1110.  Then,  that  they  might  know  from  report?— Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  there, 
who  acted  prominently  for  Mr.  Vigors,  and  he  knew  very  well  what  brought  me 
down. 

nil.  You  were  dealt  with  as  an  acting  agent  ?—  I  did  not  act  as  attorney. 

1112.  I  suppose  each  party  had  regular  agents  or  attomies? — Decidedljr; 
each  party  had  a  conducting  agent,  of  course. 

1113.  You  were  not  consulted,  you  say,  about  the  assessor  ? — ^No- 
il 14.  The  assessor  was  appointed  before  you  were  counsel?— I  heard  of  Mr. 

Walsh  being  appointed  in  the  hall  of  the  Four  Courts. 
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£•  Hqytifisq.  lUS-  That  wad  before  you  were  appointed  yourself  as  counsel  or  agemt,  or 

'  '■    ' —        whatever  name  you  choose  to  call  it  ? — Yes. 
t  Muy  i«37.  1116.  Does  that  account  for  your  not  being  consulted  about  it? — I  do  not 

know ;  I  was  appointed  a  pretty  good  while  before ;  I  was  appointed  on  the 

Thursday  before  the  election. 

1117.  That  is  to  say,  before  the  day  of  nomination?— Nearly  a  week,  before 
the  election. 

1118.  Tuesday  was  the  day  of  nomination  ? — Yes. 

1119.  You  were  appointed  nearly  a  week  before  the  election,  and  it  struck  you 
as  very  strange  you  were  not  consulted? — I  think  either  Mr.  Brewster  or  me 
ought  to  have  been  spoken  to  about  it. 

1 120.  Who  is  Mr.  Brewster  ?— Mr.  Brewster  was  for  many  years  the  person 
who  attended  at  the  elections  for  the  gentiemen  of  the  county  of  Carlow,  and  was 
their  confidential  adviser. 

1  i2ii  Mr.  BrewstCT  was  their  confidential  counsel  ? — ^Yes. 

1122.  Is, he  a  gentleman  living  in  Dublin? — Yes. 

1 123.  A  King's  counsel? — Yes, 

1 1 24.  Did  he  act  for  them  at  Carlow  ?— Not  upon  this  occasion. 

1 125.  He  is  not  here,  I  suppose  ? — I  have  not  seen  him  here. 

.  1126.  Have  you  been  engaged  at  many  other  elections? — ^Never  but  CMie 
before. 

11-27.  And  that  election,  I  take  for  granted,  you  were  consulted  as  to  the 
assessor? —No,  Mr.  Brewster  was  down  before  me  there;  he  was  my  senior 
counsel 

1128.  In  fact,  you  never  have  been  consulted  as  to  the  appointment  of  asses- 
sors at  elections  ?— Never. 

1 1 29.  From  whom  did  you  learn  tiiat  Mr.  Walsh  had  been  appointed  assessor? 
— I  cannot  say  at  the  present  moment. 

1 1 30.  You  say  that  you  heard  in  the  hall  of  the  Four  Courts  of  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Walsh?— Yes. 

1131.  On  the  Thursday ;  was  it  before  the  election  ? — On  the  Wednesday. 

1132.  Did  you  hear  at  the  same  time  that  he  had  beai  recommended  by  die 
Attomey-Greneral  or  Mr.  Richards  ? — ^No,  not  at  that  time. 

1  ^33-  You  have  said  already  that  he  was  in  a  confidential  situation,  to  which 
he  had  been  appointed  by  Mr.  Richards  ? — Yes. 

1134.  Is  he  not  of  a  high  character  at  the  bar  ?-p-Indeed  that  is  the  relative 
matter ;  he  is,  hardly  speaking,  a  young  man. 

1 135.  Is  he  somewhat  older  than  5%u  at  the  bar? — I  do  not  know ;  I  under- 
stand he  was  in  the  Navy ;  I  understand  that  he  spent  the  earlier  part  of  his  life 
in  the  Navy;  I  do  not  think  that  he  has  been  so  long  a  period  as  I  have  at  the  bar. 

1 136.  I  believe  Lord  Erskine  was  at  one  time  in  the  Navy  ^ — ^I  believe  so. 

1 137.  Is  he  not  a  man  of  high  reputation  and  character  at  the  bar  ? — ^I  have 
nothing  to  say  against  him. 

1 138.  Is  he  not  a  man  of  high  respectability  and  character? — I  know  nothing 
against  him ;  I  know  him  to  see  him,  and  able  to  say  that  is  Mr.  Walsh  ;  but  I 
did  not  know  him  to  address  him  before  he  went  down ;  I  know  very  little  of  his 
character,  and  I  am  very  unwilling  to  say  any  thing  against  any  gentieman  at 
the,bar. 

1139.  I  will  ask  you,  upon  your  solemn  oath,  Mr.  Hayes,  is  he  not,  to  your 
knowledge,  of  high  respectability  and  character  ? — I  know  nothing  of  him  before 
he  went  down,  except  that  he  was  Mr.  Richards'  employ^ ;  I  had  known  him 
only  at  the  election. 

1140.  But  his  character,  you  mean  to  say,  you  know  nothing  about,  nothing 
more  than  what  you  have  stated.  Have  you  not  heard  him  spoken  of  by  gentie- 
men of  the  bar  at  the  Four  Courts  in  a  very  respectful  manner ;  have  you  not 
heard  him  speak  in  court  ? — I  heard  him  make  a  motion  once  or  twice,  but  I 
really  know  nothing  of  the  gentleman's  private  reputation. 

1 14.1 .  I  am  not  asking  you  about  any  gentleman's  reputation ;  but  was  not  it 
publicly  known  in  the  Four  Courts?— I  know  nothing  of  his  public  reputation. 

1142.  You  do  not  now  believe  him  to  be  a  man  of  character  and  respect- 
ability?— It  is  very  hard  for  me  to  say;  he  was  a  yoimg  man  who  might  have  been 
six  or  seven  years  at  the  bar.  What  a  gentleman's  reputation  is,  in  six  or  seven 
years,  we  all  know.  I  know  nothing  against  him ;  he  was  a  man  of  whom  I  knew 
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very  little ;  I  had  a  very  slight  acquaintance  with  him ;  but  I  know  nothing  what-     S.  Ha^,  Em. 
ever  against  him.  ,.  '  \      * 

1 143.  lliere  was  a  complaint  against  Mr.  Casey,  you  state  ?™There  was.  *  M»y  i«37. 

1 144.  It  was  stated  that  Mr.  Casey  had  asked  a  person  something  about  affid«« 
vitfl ;  was  that  the  complaint? — ^Yes. 

1 145.  And  that  was  stated  to  be  wrong? — ^Yes. 

1146.  Did  not  the  assessor  consider  tlmt  it  was  right? — In  Mr.  Casey? 

1147.  Yes? — So  I  understood. 

1148.  And  ultimately  that  was  his  opinion? — ^Yes. 

1149.  lliat  which  he  did  before,  then,  about  asking  about  the  affidavit,  was 
wrong? — ^Yes. 

1150.  And  afterwards  he  refused  to  do  so  again ;  and  the  complaint  was,  that 
he  afterwards  reftised  to  do  so  ? — ^Yes,  to  put  a  similar  question  to  another  voter. 

1151.  And  that  which  was  admitted  to  be  right  was  reftused?— Yes. 

1152.  The  charge  made  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Bunbury  was  not  his  reftising  to  put 
the  question  again,  but  asking  it,  in  the  first  instance? — ^The  charge  was,  that  he 
had  done  that  for  one  which  he  would  not  do  for  the  other. 

1 153.  Xhere  were  two  opposite  things  that  he  was  said  to  have  done  ?— Yes. 

1154.  Were  both  of  those  things  stated  to  be  wrong?— No,  only  the  sin  of 
commission  in  the  first  instance,  lus  putting  the  question  at  all. 

1 155.  That  he  had  done  that  at  first  ? — ^Yes. 

1 156.  And  afterwards  would  not  do  it ;  he  only  had  that  one  opportunity  of 
doing  wrong  ? — ^Yes. 

1 157.  And  he  did  not  do  it  any  more  ? — ^No. 

1158.  Only  in  that  one  single  instance ;  you  mean  to  say  that  he  had  only  that 
one  opportunity  of  doing  wrong  ? — ^Yes ;  and  then  he  was  pulled  up ;  it  was  then 
brought  before  the  assessor. 

1 159.  There  were  two  opportunities,  in  the  first  instance ;  he  asked,  is  not  that 
so  ? — He  asked  the  questk)n  of  Mr.  Brewster. 

1160.  And  then  tiie  matter  was  brought  before  the  assessor? — ^Yes,  and  he 
desired  him  not  to  do  so  again. 

1 161 .  It  was  objected  to  him  that  he  had  done  wrong  in  the  first  histance  ? — 
Yes. 

1 162.  And  the  i^ssessor  told  him  not  to  do  so  any  more? — ^I  did  not  hear  of  it 
any  more. 

1 1 63.  Is  it  likely  that  you  would  hear  of  it  any  more  ?—  It  is  very  likely  I  should. 

1164.  Have  you  any  doubt  about  it?— I  have  not  any  doubt  about  it. 

1 165.  Do  not  fence  the  questions,  but  answer  them  plainly  ? — I  answered  the 
questions  very  plainly,  but  I  cannot  give  positive  answers,  as  I  have  no  grounds 
for  them. 

1 166.  As  I  understood  you,  the  assessor  admonished  Mr.  Casey  not  to  do  that 
which  had  been  complained  of  again,  and  he  did  not  do  it  agidn  ? — I  did  not  hear 
of  it  again. 

1167!  Should  you  have  heard  of  it  had  he  done  it  again? — I  think  that  it  is 
very  likely  that  I  should. 

1 168.  Do  n6t  you  know  that  in  order  to  see  that  there  should  be  no  incorrect- 
ness in  future,  that  tlie  sheriff  went  and  sat  in  Casey's  booth? — ^Yes,  so  I  have 
heard. 

1 169.  In  fact,  there  was  no  further  complaint  of  Mr.  Casey,  was  there  ? — ^I  do 
not  recollect. 

1170.  You  would  have  heard  if  there  was  one? — Most  likely  I  should; 
decidedly,  in  the  assessor's  room. 

t    1171.  And  you  were  there  to  hear  what  took  place,  were  you  not? — Yes; 
most  of  the  day  I  was  in  the  assessor's  room. 

1172.  That  was  your  business,  was  it  not  ? — Yes. 

1173.  Mr.  Casey,  as  I  understood  you,  admitted  that  he  was  wrong  in  ask- 
ing that  question,  and  made  some  apology? — I  do  not  think  he  admitted  he  was 
wrong. 

11 74.  But  I  understood  that  that  was  your  impression  ? — ^He  stated  somethii^, 
I  do  not  recollect  what,  but  I  do  not  think  it  amoimted  to  an  admission  fllat 
he  was  wrong. 

1175.  And  he  did  not  do  so  any  more? — ^No. 

1176.  Were  there  not  some  gentlemen  of  the  county  who  came  forward  on 
behalf  of  Mr.  Casey,    representing  him  as  a  person  not  likely  to  act  wrong 
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B.  Haytst  Esq.     wilfully  ? — I  do  not  remember  any  thing  of  that  kind.      I  will  tell  you  what  I 

said :  I  was  surprised  to  hear  that  Mr.  Casey,  who  I  knew  was  a  man  of  good 

6  May  1837.      character,   I  was  surprised  that  a  complaint  was  made  against  him,  and  I  was 
more  surprised  that  he  had  not  denied  it. 

1177.  The  complaint  having  been  made,  and  the  thing  having  been  done,  he  ■ 
was  admonished  not  to  do  so  any  more? — Yes. 

1178.  Was  Casey  a  man  of  good  character? — I  have  heard  him  spoken  well  : 
of ;  he  was  a  brewer  in  an  adjoining  town.  ; 

1 179.  A  man  of  respectable  station  in  life? — ^I  have  never  heard  any  thing  | 
against  him.                                                                                                                       j 

1 1 80.  He  was  a  person  of  good  repute,  and  you  expressed  your  surprise  at  his  1 
doing  any  thing  wrong  ? — ^Yes..  S 

- 1 1 81.  And  the  wrong  he  had  done  was  asking  this  question  about  the  affidavit  ?  \ 

— Yes ;  that  was  not  what  we  complained  of,  but  having  committed  the  error 
against  us,  that  he  would  not  measure  out  the  same  justice  to  both  parties  by 
addng  the  same  question  on  their  side. 

1182.  And  Mr.  Walsh,  I  think,  you  say,  decided  to  put  it  upon  the  ground 
that,  as  the  second  mode  of  conducting  himself  was  right,  he  might  b^  presumed 
to  have  discovered  his  error?— Yes. 

1 1 83.  And  he  admonished  him  not  to  do  so  any  more  ? — ^Yes- 

1 1 84.  I  think  you  said  something  about  a  person  who  was  asked  whether  such 
a  thing  was  his  affidavit ;  a  case  was  made  against  Mooney,  and  he  said  it  was? 
— Yes,  that  it  was  the  affidavit  he  intended  to  poll  upon. 

1185.  ^^  i^ot  it  insisted  upon  on  his  behalf;  were  there  not,  in  fact, 
two  affidavits  with  respect  to  that  man ;  one  of  the  year  1836,  and  one  of  the 
year  1832? — I  have  no  doubt  the  affidavit  was  offered  which  he  registered  in 
1832. 

1 186.  And  the  one  also  in  1836 ?— The  one  in  October  1836  was  produced. 

1 187.  You  were  not  in  the  booth  when  the  thing  took  place? — ^No. 

1188.  Was  it  not  insisted  on  before  the  assessor,  that  he  had  been  misled  by 
the  affidavit  being  held  up  at  a  distance,  and  asked  what  was  his  affidavit  ? — ^No. 

1189.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  did  not  hear  that  take  place? — I  beUeve 
nothing  of  the  kind  took  place ;  I  believe  it  was  admitted  that  Mr.  Reid,  the 
deputy,  had  shown  him  the  affidavit  close  enough  to  his  eyes  to  read  it. 

1 190.  In  fact  there  were  two  affidavits ;  one  before  six  months,  and  one  within 
six  months  ? — I  did  not  say  there  were  two. 

1191.  But  were  there  two  in  existence? — ^I  cannot  say;  I  do  not  know  the 
practice  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace's  office,  and  he  having  the  affidavits  of  the  per- 
sons ordered  to  be  struck  off  by  the  House  of  Commons,  and  I  do  not  know 
whether  he  keeps  them  among  the  records  of  the  county  or  what  he  did  with 
them. 

1192.  But  we  have  seen  them  all  here?— Yes,  if  you  have,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  of  it ;  I  never  saw  it,  to  my  knowledge. 

1193.  If  he  was  registered  twice  there  would  be  two  affidavits,  would  there 
not  ? — ^There  ought,  in  the  course  of  things. 

1 1 94.  And  it  was  alleged  that  the  affidavit  was  shown  him,  and  he  was  asked 
whether  that  was  his  affidavit? — ^Yes,  "  was  this  the  affidi^vit  he  intended  to  poll 
upon?" 

1 195.  Do  you  mean  to  swear  those  are  the  very  words  he  made  use  of? — ^I  do 
not  mean  to  swear  so,  because  it  may  have  been  *'  to  vote,"  or  "  relied  upon;" 
but  I  will  swear  it  was  to  that  effect. 

1196.  Not  "  is  that  your  affidavit?" — ^The  impression  conveyed  to  my  mind 
was  by  Mr.  Reid  (I  mean  to  give  you  the  case  as  made  out  in  the  assessor's  room), 
that  it  was  conveyed  clearly  that  that  was  the  affidavit  he  intended  to  rely  upon. 

1 1 97.  And  did  not  the  assessor  decide  upon  the  ground  that  it  did  not  appear 
to  him  that  the  man's  attention  had  not  been  called  to  the  date  of  it ;  and  Uiere- 
fore  he  should  be  permitted  to  rely  upon  the  valid  affidavit ;  was  not  that  the 
groimd  ? — He  never  directed  him  to  rely  upon  that. 

1 198.  Was  not  that  the  groimd  of  the  assessor's  decision,  that  the  party  might 
have  been  misled,  not  having  his  attention  called  to  the  date? — ^He  desired  the 
deputy  to  draw  his  attention  to  the  affidavit. 

1 199.  You  say,  Mr.  Reid,  the  deputy,  came  up  two  or  three  times,  and  stated 
to  The  assessor  there  was  no  certificate  or  affidavit? — Yes,  he  complained  at  least 
twice. 
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1200.  The  assessor  told  him  to  go  and  administer  the  oath  to  those  who  were     R  Ht^t^f  Esf. 
willing  to  take  it? — ^Yes.  — • 

1201.  And  you  say  there  was  no  certificate  or  affidavit;  are  you  sure  they      6 Way  1837. 
said  neither  certificate  nor  affidavit  ? — In  this  case  ? 

1202.  Yes? — ^Those  disfranchised  men;  tliere  was  no  affidavit  produced  for 
them  ;  there  was  no  affidavit  produced  at  the  election  for  those  men. 

1203.  Was  not  it  alleged  with  respect  to  them  that  the  affidavit  was  destroyed? 
— ^I  never  knew  it 

1204.  Did  not  the  clerk  of  the  peace  say  they  were  destroyed  ? — I  never  heard 
him  say  any  thing  of  the  kind. 

1205.  I^d  you  hear  the  affidavit  asked  for? — I  really  do  not  recollect. 

1206.  Try  and  recollect,  because  the  affidavit  must  have  been  a  most  material 
thing,  and  much  wanted? — I  cannot  recollect ;  they  were  not  produced,  at  any 
rate. 

1207.  Was  not  the  clerk  of  the  peace  asked  about  them,  and  examined  about 
them;  he  would  be  the  person  to  have  the  custody  of  them,  would  he  not? — 
Yes.  I  am  not  certain  whether  he  was  or  was  not  asked  about  them ;  very  likely 
he  was  asked  about  them ;  it  was  very  likely  he  was,  but  I  have  no  distinct 
recollection  about  it. 

1208.  Did  not  he  say  he  had  destroyed  them? — I  do  not  recollect  any  such 
assertion,  and  I  do  not  think,  from  what  I  know  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace, 
that  they  were  destroyed,  especially  if  you  have  had  diem  here. 

1209.  But  he  did  not  produce  them  there? — No. 

1210.  He  produced  them  here,  but  he  did  not  produce  them  there? — I  believe 
not. 

1211.  Did  not  he  give  some  reason  for  their  non-production  ?— I  believe  the 
clerk  of  the  peace*s  case  was,  that  he  relied  upon  the  authority  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  and  stated  that  he  was  ordered  to  strike  them  off  and  take  their 
affidavits  out  of  the  files,  but  that  he  had  destroyed  them,  I  never  heard  the  man 
say. 

1212.  That  he  had  taken  them  off  the  files?— Yes. 

1213.  And  therefore  would  not  produce  them? — I  believe  he  did  not  produce 
them.  ^ 

1214.  Was  not  he  asked  to  produce  them  ? — I  do  not  recollect  whether  he  was 
positively  asked  for  them  or  not.  I  am  sure  Mr.  Walsh  asked  him  what  had 
become  of  the  affidavit.  I  suppose  he  had  told  them  they  had  been  taken  off  the 
file. 

1215.  Do  you  suppose  Mr.  Walsh  was  content  with  that  answer? — I  cannot  tell. 

1216.  That  was  one  of  the  trifling  things  you  do  not  remember? — You  are 
not  satisfied  with  my  first  proposition,  and  I  cannot  speak  as  to  what  passed  in 
the  mind  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace.  I  know  the  affidavits  were  not  produced, 
but  I  cannot  give  evidence  of  what  was  passing  in  the  clerk  of  the  peace's 
mind. 

1217.  But  you  know  this  was  one  of  the  most  striking  events  in  the  whole  elec- 
tion ;  do  you  mean  to  say  you  have  no  recollection  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace  being 
asked  for  the  affidavit? — Indeed  I  do  not  distinctly  recollect  I  remember  Mr. 
Walsh  once,  when  a  case  came  on  for  discussion,  asking  for  the  affidavit,  and  the 
clerk  of  the  peace  said  that  he  had,  in  obedience,  taken  them  off  the  file,  and 
declined  to  produce  them.  They  were  not  produced,  and  that  is  the  only  fact 
I  know. 

1218.  You  remember  him  making  that  application? — I  think  he  asked  him 
where  they  were. 

1219.  Previous  to  that,  some  person  had  been  allowed  to  poll  upon  an  old 
aflidavit ;  an  affidavit  upon  which  he  had  been  registered  and  afterwards  struck 
out? — I  do  not  know  that  any  man  was  allowed  so  to  do,  but  I  told  you  no 
affidavit  was  produced. 

1220.  No  affidavit  was  produced  with  respect  to  any  of  those  men  that  were 
struck  off? — Of  the  disfranchised  men  ? 

1221.  Yes? — I  believe  there  were  none;  I  do  not  know  of  a  single  case;  it 
may  have  been  done,  but  I  do  not  know  of  a  single  case  where  one  of  those  dis- 
franchised men  polled  from  the  affidavit  made  previous  to  their  being  disfran* 
chised  by  the  House.     I  do  not  believe  there  is  any  such  case. 

1 222.  You  say  the  clefk  of  the  peace  declined  to  produce  the  affidavit? — So  I 
understood. 

367.  L  4  1223.  Was 
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JL  Af>e«»Esq.        1223.  Was  there  no  discussion  about  his  being  obliged  to  produce  them?  — 

I  do  not  recollect  at  this  moment, 

6  May  1837.  1224,  Cannot  you  give  me  an  answer  to  that?— I  do  not  recollect  any  thing 
more  passing  then,  but  I  have  a  dim  recollection  of  Mr.  Walsh  asking  what  had 
become  of  the  affidavits,  and  that  struck  me  he  was  asking  more  for  informatioQ 
than  any  thing  else,  and  it  was  then  he  got  the  answer  about  their  being  taken  off 
the  files ;  and  my  recollection  is,  that  he  went  no  further  into  the  inquiry  about 
that 

1 225.  Committee  J]  Did  you  say  that  the  clerk  of  the  peace  revised  to  produce 
these  affidavits  upon  being  asked  for  them  by  Mr.  Walsh  ? — ^My  recollection  is 
this ;  that  Mr.  Walsh  said,  **  where  are  the  affidavits  ?"  Mr.  Humfrey,  the  late 
clerk  of  the  peace,  said,  '^  in  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  House  of  Commons 
I  struck  them  off,  and  took  them  off  the  files ;"  nothing  further  was  intended ; 
it  was  rather  a  question  of  information  put  by  Mr.  Walsh  than  any  thing 
else. 

1226.  Mr.  Maule.']  The  man  was  subsequently  polled  from  the  register  book? 
— ^John  Mooney,  of  Mftcduff^  did ;  I  take  it  to  be  so,  and  I  understand  it  was 
him. 

1227.  1^6  register  book,  stating  his  name  and  description  and  freehold,  and 
state  of  his  certificate? — ^Yes,  giving  an  outline  ;  that  contained  a  scrape  of  mk 
over  it,  the  words  "  struck  off  by  Committee." 

1228.  The  assessor  held,  that  that  striking  off  did  not  disentitle  the  voter! 
—Yes. 

1229.  ^^  there  not  a  lengthened  discussion  ? — There  was  a  discussion  upon 
that,  and  upon  Coady's  vote,  and  another  of  the  name  of  Wynne,  and  I 
argued  it. 

1 230.  There  was  no  want  of  discussion  there ;  the  discussion  was  as  long  as 
the  importance  of  it  demanded  ? — ^Yes. 

1231.  All  you  had  to  urge  was  heard,  I  suppose? — ^Yes. 

1232.  And  attended  to,  as  far  as  you  can  say? — It  was  heard  ppon  those 
occasions. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

1233.  Now,  as  to  this  matter,  you  say  the  discussion  took  place  on  the  vote  of 
Coady  and  Wynne  ? — ^Yes. 

1234.  That  was,  as  to  the  propriety  of  admitting  to  the  poll  those  persons 
struck  off  by  order  of  the  House  ?-^Yes. 

1 235.  Was  any  notice  with  respect  to  those  persons  framed  before  the  election 
took  place  ? — ^Yes,  I  framed  a  notice. 

1236^  Did  you  conmiimicate  that  notice  to  the  sheriff? — I  did  not  communi- 
qate  it  to  the  sheriff,  but  it  was  to  be  served  upon  the  parties  as  they  came  up  to 
the  poll. 

1 237.  To  the  voters  ?— Yes. 

1238.  As  they  came  up  to  the  poll  ?— Yes. 

1239.  Did  you  see  the  order  of  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons "{ 
—Yes. 

1 240.  And  the  warrant  ? — I  ww  the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee,  the  order 
of  The  Speaker,  and  the  letter  from  The  Speaker  s  secretary. 

1 241 .  Where  did  you  see  them  ? — I  saw  them  in  Mr.  Humfrey's  hands. 

1 242.  At  what  time  ?— Upon  the  disciission  ;  I  do  not  think  I  saw  them  before 
the  election ;  I  saw  them  on  the  discussion  of  Edward  Wynne's  vote,  and 
tendered  them  in  evidence. 

1 243.  To  whom  ? — ^To  the  assessor. 

1244.  Was  the  sheriff  present  upon  that  occasion? — I  am  not  sure  whether 
be  was  then  present,  but  when  I  served  the  sheriff  with  the  report,  he  was  then 
present. 

1245.  Yqu  afterwards  served  the  sheriff  with  those  documents?— Yes;  I 
served  the  assessor  and  the  sheriff. 

1 246.  In  order  to  affect  them  formally  with  thqse  notices  ? — ^Yes  ;  and  I  told 
them  what  they  were,  and  gave  them  copies  of  theni ;  I  believe  it  was  in  to  the 
assessor's  that  I  gave  it. 

1247.  Was  the  sheriff  present ? —Yes,  when  I  served  one  of  them;  and  I 
said,  "  Mr.  Sheriff,  I  have  served  the-  assessor  with  one,  and  have  explained  to 
im  what  it  was." 

1248.  Was 
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1248.  Was  this  after  more  than  one  of  these  persons  had  polled? — It  was     E.  Hi^w,  Esq. 
after  Wynne  had  polled  ;  I  do  not  know  of  any  others.  — 

1249.  ^^  *^  hefore  the  discussion  upon  Coady's  vote  ? — I  think  it  was.  6  May  1837. 

1 250.  After  that  discussion  and  the  decision  of  the  assessor^  you  considered  it 
useless  to  discuss  the  matter  further  ? — ^Yes. 

1251.  You  say  that  you  had  prepared  notices  of  this  description;  had  you 
done  so  hefore  the  election  or  not? — ^Yes. 

1252.  Now,  with  respect  to  this  other  case,  upon  which  you  have  heen  cross- 
examined  hy  Mr.  Maule,  I  will  ask  you,  whether  or  not  the  charge  made  against 
the  sheriff  deputy — was  there  not  a  charge  of  partiality  brought  against  him? 
—Yes. 

1253.  It  was  put  distinctly  upon  those  terms,  the  charge  of  partiality?— 
Mr.  Woodroffe  said,  when  he  came  into  the  room,  I  have  a  charge  to  make 
against  him. 

1254.  Was  that  the  only  charge? — ^There  was  some  charge  made  against  that 
man  once  or  twice  ;  after  tiiat  there  was  none. 

Mr.  Maule  objected  to  the  question. 

1255.  You  say  he  had  been  previously  complained  of? — Yes,  I  understood  so. 

1256.  Were  you  present?— I  do  not  recollect  whether  it  was  said,  this  is  not 
the  first  or  second  complaint  of  Mr.  Casey ;  but  what  those  complaints  were  I  do 
not  know,  as  I  was  not  present. 

1 257.  Was  that  stated  when  you  were  present? — Yes. 

1258.  Upon  that  occasion  you  say  the  charge  preferred  was  a  charge  of  partia- 
lity ;  did  not  they  make  application  then,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Bunbury,  for  his 
removal.  Now,  with  respect  to  Mr.  Walsh,  you  say  you  learnt  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Walsh  in  the  hall  of  the  Four  Courts  ?— Yes. 

1 2.59.  Was  it  a  special  communication,  or  the  buzz  of  the  people  there  assem- 
bled ? — It  was  the  buzz  of  the  hall. 

1260.  You  have  been  asked  about  the  character  of  Mr.  Walsh;  did  it  ^cite 
some  surprise  his  appointment  ? — Yes. 

1261.  Was  it  known  that  Mr.  Walsh  was  a  member  of  the  General  Asso- 
ciation ? — 

Mr.  Maule  objected  to  the  question. 

1262.  Was  it  known  at  the  bar  that  Mr.  Walsh  was  a  member  of  the  General 
Association  ? — It  was  generally  believed  that  he  was  connected  with  it. 

1263.  You  say  there  was  a  buzz  in  the  hall  about  his  appointment? — Yes. 

1264.  Was  it  not  part  of  the  conversation  that  he  was  a  member  of  the 
General  Association? — ^Yes. 

1 265.  Was  that  one  of  the  topics  of  conversation  ? — 

Mr.  Maule  objected  to  the  question. 

1 266.  You  say  it  did  form  part  of  the  conversation  that  he  was  a  member  of 
that  association  ? — 

Mr.  Maule  objected  to  the  question. 

1267.  Nevertheless,  notwithstanding  Mr.  Maule's  objection,  Mr.  Hayes,  if  you 
please,  I  will  put  this  question,  and  request  an  answer,  whether  or  not  it  was  a 
part  of  that  conversation  that  Mr.  Walsh  was  a  member  of  the  General  Asso- 
ciation ? — 

Mr.  Maule  stated,  that  he  must  now  seriously  olject  to  Mr.  Austin 
putting  these  questions  to  the  witness,  with  regard  to  Mr.  Walsh  being  a 
member  of  the  General  Association.

1 269.  Mi.  Maule.]  That  you  heard  from  some  friends  of  yoxu^  ?— Yes,  mem- 
bers of  the  bar. 

1 270.  Mr.  Austin.]  From  common  friends  at  the  bar? — Yes. 

1271.  Now,  you  have  been  asked  as  to  whether  Mr.  Brewster  had  been  con- 
sulted as  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Walsh ;  was  it  known  that  Mr.  Brewster  was 
the  confidential  adviser  of  him  also  in  the  coimty  of  Carlow? — Yes,  it  must  have 
been  known. 

1272.  There  could  have  been  no  doubt  about  it  ? — Not  the  least. 

1 273.  That  he  had  been  professionally  engaged  upon  such  occasions  ? — Almost 
uniformly,  I  believe,  at  elections. 

1274.  And  he  is  a  King's  counsel  ?— Yes. 

1 275.  Mr.  Maule.]  Are  you  a  member  of  any  association  ?—  Of  any  association? 

1276.  Yes?— I  do  not  recollect  at  present ;  I  beUeve  I  am  a  member  of  a  club. 

1277.  Any  particular  liberal  club? — Indeed  I  do  not  know  ;  I  am  a  member 
of  the  Friendly  Brothers. 

1278.  There  is  a  little  squeeze  of  politics  in  that  club,  I  believe?— I  do  not 
know  that  there  is  ;  all  I  know  about  it  is,  that  none  but  Christians  can  belong 
to  it ;  but  I  know  that  the  gentlemen  in  it  are  exceedingly  Uberal. 

1279.  You  do  not  admit  Mahometans  or  Turks? — So  I  understand  ;  that  is 
one  of  the  ancient  rules  of  the  order. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

1280.  You  use  the  words  in  the  course  of  your  examination,  "  that  the  clerk 
of  the  peace  declined  to  produce  the  affidavit  ;'*  I  want  to  understand  you  dis- 
tinctly ;  do  you  mean  to  say,  that  he  used  any  words  expressing  that  he  refused 
or  declined  to  produce  them,  or  do  you  merely  mean  to  say,  that  that  was  the 
impression  conveyed  to  your  mind  ? — Yes  ;  that  he  did  not  produce  them ;  I  do 
not  mean  to  say  that  he  absolutely  refused  to  produce  them,  1  have  no  recollection 
of  his  doing  that ;  but  he  said  he  took  them  out  of  the  files,  and  he  did  not  pro- 
duce them. 

1281.  You  have  stated  that  complaints  were  made  with  regard  to  the  conduct 
of  Casey ;  I  do  not  quite  understand  you ;  do  you  mean  to  say,  that  he  said  that 
before  the  sheriff,  or  was  it  part  of  his  statement  in  the  single  case  brought 
before  the  sheriff? — In  the  single  case.  "  This  is  not  the  first  or  second  com- 
plaint," said  Mr.  Woodroffe,  "  I  have  made  against  Casey ;  and  I  have  now  a 
case  of  gross  partiaUty  to  bring  against  Mr.  Casey." 

J 282.  And  you  were  in  the  assessor's  room ? — All  the  time  of  the  election? 

1283.  Yes  ? — No ;  because  I  went  through  the  booths  and  in  the  club-house ; 
but  I  do  not  recollect,  at  present,  any  formd  complaint  but  that. 

1284.  Were  you  present  when  any  other  complaint  was  made  against  Casey 
for  partiahty ;  were  you  to  argue  the  question  ? — I  am  trying  to  tax  my  recollec- 
tion ;  I  do  not  remember  distinctly  any  other. 

1 285.  Should  you  have  been  present,  if  any  matter  of  complaint  had  been 
brought  forward;  would  it  have  been  your  duty?— Decidedly ;  if  any  formal 
complaint  was  made,  I  presume  I  should  have  been  sent  for,  even  if  I  had  been 
absent  from  the  assessor's  room. 

1286.  Upon  what  day  of  the  election  was  the  complaint  made  ?  [The  Witness 
referred  to  the  polUbook.] — ^The  16th  of  February,  I  take  it  to  be. 

1287.  That  is  the  2d  day?— Yes ;  the  2d  day's  poUing. 

1288.  What  became  of  that  man's  vote  which  was  the  subject  of  discussion  ? 
— ^Which  man  ? 

1289.  John  Mooney,  of  Macduff? — ^That  was  before  Mr.  Reid,  the  deputy,  in 
another  barony ;  Mooney,  I  understand,  voted ;  this  was  the  case  in  Carlow  and 
in  Mullens,  and  the  other  occurred  in  Idrone  West. 

1290.  The  cause  of  complaint  against  Casey  arose  out  of  some  particular 
voter  ? — ^Yes ;  I  do  not  recollect  the  name  of  the  voter. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  William  ElHott  sworn,  and  examined  by  Mr.  Austin.  MufViiUamEiHotf: 

1201.  WERE  you  engaged  at  the  last  election  for  the  county  of  Carlow  ?—       ~      ~ 
.  Yes.  "^  .  ^  May  1837. 

1 292.  Had  you  been  engaged  at  previous  elections  ? — ^Yes. 

1293.  Since  1832,  you  told  us  before  on  another  day? — ^Yes. 

1294.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  general  character  of  the  persons  who 
acted  as  deputies  at  those  former  elections  ?— Perfectly. 

1295.  Were  they  usually  persons  of  respectability? — ^Yes. 

1296.  And  intelligence  and  fitness  for  the  ofiice? — ^Yes ;  as  any  that  could  be 
found  in  the  county. 

1 297.  Were  they  all  men  of  property  ? — ^They  were. 

1298.  And  men  of  station  ? — Yes. 

1299*  ^^  y^^  know  who  acted  as  deputy  at  the  last  election?— I  do. 

1 300.  What  were  their  names  ? — ^There  was  Mr.  Casey — Patriot  Casey,  I  think 
they  call  him— Robert  Lawler,  Mr.  John  Coffey  and  Mr.  Reid. 

1301.  Do  you  happen  to  kndw  whether  or  not  any  of  those  four  gentlemen 
were  partisans,  and  if  so,  on  which  side?— I  always  considered  Mr.  Casey  a 
partisan  on  Mr.  Vigors'  side ;  I  did  not  know  Mr.  Casey  ever  much  meddled 
in  politics ;  Mr.  Lawler,  I 'should  say,  was  a  decided  one  on  Mr.  Vigors'  side. 

1302.  There  are  clubs  in  Carlow— clubs,  what  I  call  liberal  clubs? — Yes. 

1303.  Committee.']  What  has  become  of  Mr.  Reid;  on  what  side  was  he? — 
He  was  on  Mr.  Bunbury's  side. 

1 304.  By  Mr.  Austin.]  Is  there  a  liberal  club  in  Carlow  ?— Yes,  and  to  which, 
I  believe,  Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  secretary. 

1305.  I  suppose  you  are  not  a  member  of  that  club? — I  have  not  that 
honour. 

1306.  Do  you  know  whether  any  of  the  deputies  were  members  of  that 
club  ? — No,  I  cannot  take  upon  myself  to  say  that. 

1307.  Not  being  a  member  of  it  yourself? — I  have  not  seen  the  list  either. 

1308.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Woodroffe?— Yes,  I  do;  he  was  the  gentleman 
acting  as  conducting  agent  for  Mr.  Bunbury  at  the  last  election. 

1309.  Did  you  go  with  him  to  Mr.  Vigors  on  that  occasion? — I  did,  the  day 
previous  to  the  election. 

1310.  For  what  purpose? — Mr.  Woodroffe  being  a  stranger  in  our  county,  I 
went  with  him  to  introduce  him  to  the  different  parties,  and  our  business  with 
Mr.  Vigors  was  in  order  to  be  put  in  communication  with  his  conducting 
agent. 

1311.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Vigors  on  that  occasion?-^ I  did;  we  inquired,  I 
forget  first  of  all  where,  but  we  all  retired  to  the  liberal  club  for  Mr.  Vigors, 
and  there  we  met  him,  in  company  with  Mr.  Fitzgerald  and  some  other 
gentlemen. 

1 312-1 3.  And  there  you  saw  Mr.  Vigors  ? — ^Yes. 

1314.  Had  the  party  of  Mr.  Vigors  a  committee? — I  cannot  say  they  were 
Bitting  in  conunittee  at  the  time. 

1315.  Where  were  their  head-quarters  ? — In  the  Uberal  club. 

1316.  And  you  saw  Mr.  Vigors  there  ? — Yes. 

1317.  Did  Mr.  Woodroffe  or  you  communicate  your  interest  ? — ^We  told  him 
it  was  usual  to  be  put  in  communication  with  the  conducting  agent. 

1318.  Is  that  a  gentleman  whom  you  know  to  be  a  secretary  of  this  club? — 
It  is. 

1319.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Fitzgerald  ? — I  do. 
1  320.  Does  he  Uve  in  Carlow?— He  does. 

1321.  What  is  his  station  in  life ;  what  business  does  he  carry  on  ? — Upon  my 
word  I  cannot  exactly  define  it  of  late  years. 

J  322.  What  was  he  ? — He  had  been  a  pawnbroker. 

1323.  You  say  you  cannot  define  it  of  late  years  ?~No,  I  cannot ;  he  got  a 
sort  of  situation  since  the  Reform  Bill  passed,  but  I  do  not  know  what  name  tp 
give  to  it. 

1324.  Cannot  you  describe  it;  cannot  language  describe  it? — He  ia  a 
supervisor  of  every  person  who  wishes  to  register  on  the  Uberal  side ;  providing 
their  notices ;  beating  up  their  case,  and  so  far  as  that  goes :  that  is  his  only 
calling,  that  I  know  of. 
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Mf.  fi^HamElHott.       1325.  He  has  been  engaged  in  si^pervising  the  liberal  registration  since  the 

Reform  Bill? — ^Yes,  and  manager. 

6  May  1837.  1 326.  Do  you  know  whether  he  has  entirely  left  the  pawnbroking  trade  ? — Yes. 

1327.  He  now  supervises  the  votes? — ^Yes. 

1328.  And  he  is  secretary  to  the  club? — ^Yes. 

1329.  Was  he  a  supporter  of  Mr.  Bunbury  at  the  last  election?— Yes,  always 
the  most  staunch. 

1330.  That  was  the  gentleman,  I  understood  you  to  say,  who  was  mentioned  to 
Mr.  Vigors  the  day  before  the  election  as  his  consulting  agent  ? — ^Yes. 

1331.  Do  you  know  in  what  situation  Mr.  Fitzgerald  acted  during  the 
election  ? — ^He  acted  as  the  deputy  sheriff  for  Mr.  Keogh. 

1332.  When  did  he  first  act  as  deputy  sheriff  for  Mr.  Keogh? — I  thmk  it 
was  immediately  after  we  left  Mr.  Vigors'  committee-room  that  we  called  upon 
Mr.  Keogh. 

1333.  The  sheriff? — Yes.- 

1334.  Did  you  see  him? — We  did. 

>335-  Will  you  state  what  passed? — We  called  upon  him  for  the  purpose  of 
knowing  what  arrangements  he  had  made  respecting  booths,  and  said  it  was 
usual  to  consult  the  parties  upon  either  side  as  to  the  arrangements  of  those 
booths,  and  he,  in  fact,  referred  us  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  as  his  deputy,  to  manage 
the  booths ;  and  as  he  knew  the  localities  of  the  court-house  better  than  he 
did,  Mr.  Fitzgerald  would  go  down  in  a  little  while  and  would  show  him  the 
house. 

1336.  He  referred  you  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald  as  his  deputy  sheriff? — ^Yes,  as  his 
deputy  sheriff. 

1337.  You  say  he  referred  you  to  him  as  his  deputy  sheriff? — He  did. 

1338.  That  you  distinctly  state?— r Yes,  and  we  went  down  and  he  arranged 
the  booths,  some  part. 

1339.  Did  you  observe  how  and  in  what  manner  Mr.  Fitzgerald  acted  during 
the  rest  of  the  election  ? — ^Altogether  as  deputy  sheriff  to  Mr.  Keogh,  sub- 
sheriff,  as  we  call  him. 

1340.  Committee.'\  In  Ireland,  I  believe,  they  call  him  sub-sheriff,  do  they 
not  ?— Subtsheriff  is  the  more  usual  word.  He  held  the  same  situation  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  did. 

1341.  Had  he  been  sub-sheriff  before  the  election? — Mr.  Keogh  was  sworn 
into  office  a  very  short  time  before  the  election,  and  up  to  that  time  no  one 
acted  as  the  sub-sheriff  until  the  occasion  of  the  election,  when  there  was  an 
absolute  necessity  for  such  a  person.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  the  person  named  as 
his  sub-sheriff,  and  he  acted  so  during  the  election,  and  I  think  some  few  days 
siterwards,  until  another  gentleman  was  named. 

1342.  By  Mr.  Austin.]  By  sub-sheriff  you  mean  the  deputy  sheriff? — Yes. 

1343.  You  say  he  acted  so  during  the  election? — ^He  did. 

1 344.  Did  he  happen  to  furnish  you  with  a  bill  for  the  expenses  of  the  elec- 
tion ? — Yes,  one  part.  I  called  subsequently  after  the  election  to  pay  Mr.  Bun- 
bury's  proportion  of  expenses. 

1345.  Upon  whom  did  you  call  ? — On  Mr.  Fitzgerald. 

1346.  As  the  sub-sheriff? — He  was  at  that  time  out  of  office. 

1347.  He  had  been,  then,  superseded? — Yes. 

1348.  How  came  you  to  call  upon  him?— He  was  the  person  who  furnished 
the  bill  of  the  expenses  of  the  election. 

1349.  Had  he  previously  furnished  you  with  the  bill  of  expenses  ? — Yes. 

1 350.  In  consequence  of  that  you  called  upon  him  ? — Precisely. 

1351.  Is  that  the  bill?  Ihanding  the  6t7/.]— That  is  the  bill. 

135-2.  Does  that  contain  Mr.  Bunbury 's  share  of  the  expenses? — ^ITiat  is  the 
whole  sum,  and  I  paid  half  of  it. 

1353-  To  Mr.  Htzgerald? — Yes  ;  and  I  have  got  the  receipt  for  it. 

>354«  Is  there  a  charge  there  for  the  assessor? — ^There  is. 

1355-  Forty-six  pounds,  I  see,  for  attending  the  election ;  for  the  three  subse- 
quent polling  days,  30  guineas,  and  you  paid  half  of  that?— Yes,  I  did. 

1 356.  And  I  see  other  charges  ;  half  of  the  deputies  ? — ^Yes. 

^357-  Of  which  you  also  paid  half? — I  did. 

1358.  Were  you  ever  consulted  with  respect  to  the  appointment  ;of  the  asses- 
sor or  the  deputies  ? — Yes ;  as  to  the  deputies,  there  was  a  conversation  with 
Mr.  Keogh  respecting  them.    We  objected  to  some  of  the  gentlemen  named. 

1359-  What 
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1359.  What  gentlemen  had  been  named  ?— There  was  a  Mr  Wynne  named,  Mr.fFiUiamEnifat: 
who  afterwards,  the  sheriflf  told  ns,  could  not  qualify,  and  then  Mr.  Lawier  and  —     ^ 
Mr.  Reid  stood ;  we  set  down  Mr,  Reid  as  a  party  fiivourable  to  Mr.  Bunbury ;      6  May  1837^ 
and  the  other  was  Mr.  Lawier,  who  was  on  the  other  side. 

1360.  Well,  what  happened  then? — ^Then  we  claimed  a  right  of  turnabout, 
and  choosing  the  other  man ;  and  he  spoke  a  good  deal  about  it,  and  said  that 
he  would  make  up  his  mind  upon  the  subject,  and  accordingly  he  appointed 
Mr.  Casey  and  Mr.  Coffey. 

1361.  Do  you  know  the  persons  who  were  appointed  as  deputies  personally?  ^ 
—I  da 

1 362.  Now,  I  have  asked  you  as  to  your  knowledge  about  persons  who  have 
formerly  filled  that  station  ;  were  those  persons  filling  the  same  station  in  life  as 
those  who  formerly  served  the  oflice  ?— No,  they  were  not  so  respectable,  I  should 
say. 

1363.  In  your  opinion,  were  they  so  proper?— I  do  not  think  they  were  the 
same  persons  of  intelligence  or  education. 

1364.  Or  upon  whom  you  could  place  the  same  reliance? — ^Their  partisanship 
might  lead  them  perhaps  to  be  carried  away. 

1365.  Do  you  know  Mr.  French  ? — Yes,  I  do ;  I  have  seen  him  often ;  I  am  not 
personally  acquainted  with  him. 

1366.  Was  he  seen  at  the  election  in  Carlow  ? — ^Yes. 

1367.  Did  he  take  an  active  part  in  that  election  ? — He  did,  very. 

1368.  In  what  capacity  did  Mr.  French  act  in  that  election? — ^Whenever! 
saw  him — I  principally  confined  myself  to  the  booth  to  which  I  belonged,  and 
therefore  I  cannot  speak  much  to  it — ^whenever  I  did  see  him,  I  saw  him 
advocating  and  pressing  forward  every  thing  for  Mr.  Vigors. 

1369*  Was  he  interfering  in  the  election  upon  that  side? — He  was. 
1376.  Is  he  a  solicitor? — He  is,  and   I  believe  secretary  to  the  Cathcdic 
Association,  or  some  association. 

1371.  The  General  Association  ? — I  do  not  know  what  the  name  of  it  is, 
whether  Catholic  or  General  Association ;  I  think  i^is  the  Justice-rent  Associitioll. 

1372.  Mr.  Maule.]  The  parliament  in  Dublin? — ^Yes. 

1373.  He  is  secretary  to  that  association? — He  is. 

1374.  Mr.  Austin.']  Were  there  any  other  persons  present  at  that  election 
from  Dublin? — Ohi,  there  were  a  good  many. 

1375.  Inhabitants  of  C^'low? — No,  they  were  Dublin  men,  and,  as  we 
considered  them  at  the  time,  and  I  believe  I  have  no  reason  to  change  my 
opinion,  all  members  of  that  association. 

1376.  Now,  was  it  known  in  Carlow  at  the  time  the  election  took  place,  or 
believed  in  Carlow,  that  Mr.  Walsh  was  a  member  of  that  association? — Yes ; 
there  were  Mr.  Walsh,  Mr.  Tighe,  Mr.  French,  and  Mr.  Collus ;  he  was  a 
yoimg  barrister.    There  was  a  large  bar  from  the  association  down. 

1377.  How  many  barristers  were  there  on  the  behalf  of  Mr.  Bunbury? — 
No  one  but  Mr.  Hayes. 

1378.  There  was  a  large  bar,  you  say,  firom  the  association  cm  behalf  of  the 
other  candidate,  is  that  so  ? — Yes. 

1379.  When  did  the  poll  close— upon  what  day  of  the  election  ? — There  were 
four  days*  polling,  I  thiiJt. 

1380.  Do  you  remember  the  man  who  had  been  struck  off  by  order  rf  the 
House  of  Commons  coming  up  to  poll  at  the  election  ? — In  my  particular 
booth  ? 

1381.  Yes  ?-^ I  do. 

1382.  Did  you  serve  them  with  notices? — I  did  serve  them  with  some 
written  objections,  and  I  was  also  serving  them  with  a  cautionary  notice,  which 
I  was  prevented  from  doing  by  Mr.  Walsh,  but  I  tlid  serve  one  or  ]two  of 
them. 

1383.  What  was  the  nature  of  the  cautionary  notice? — ^Merely  informing 
so-and-so  that  his  name  was  struck  off  by  a  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Conmtions,  and  cautioning  them  from  voting  at  the  elections,  not  being 
qualified. 

1384.  But  did  you  serve  any  of  these  notices  at  all  ? — I  did  one,  and  I  think 
two ;  and  Mx.  Walsh  came  down  and  said  he  would  commit  me  if  I  persisted 
in  serving  them.  I  said,  that  I  had  served  one  or  two,  and  therefore  I  should 
ccmsider  it  was  tantamount  to  serviug  all  the  others. 
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Mi.WUUam Elliott.      1385.  Upon  what  day  did  these  warrant  men  chiefly  poll,  do  you  recollect  ?— 

' I  think  it  was  chiefly  on  the  third  day.     I  noted  it  in  my  book. 

6  May  1837.  1386.  How  many  ^ere  there  from  Rathvilly,  do  you  know  ?— Fifteen,  as  well 

as  I  remember. 

1387*  Did  you  object  to  them  ? — Yes. 

1388.  Did  you  object  in  writing  ? — ^Yes,  I  sent  up  what  we  call  objection 
slips  to  the  deputy  sheriff*. 

1389.  And  they  were  sent  to  the  assessor's  room? — ^No;  he  put  them  on  a 
file,  and  said  he  would  not  take  any  notice  of  them. 

1390.  Committee.'l  You  said  Mr.  Casey  was  *not  a  partisan? — Indeed,  I  have 
never  considered  him  so  myself. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Maule. 

I3gi.  You  remember  former  elections  at  Carlow? — I  do. 

1 392.  Did  the  sheriff",  upon  those  occasions,  appoint  his  own  deputies  ? — ^Yes. 

1393.  Those  whom  in  lus  discretion  he  thought  fit? — ^Yes. 

'394-  Did  he  appoint  his  own  assessor? — He  did;  he  consulted  the  parties 
9S  to  the  assessor  generally,  and  whea  he  foimd  they  did  not  agree  upon  one,  he 
chose  one  himself. 

1395.  And  when  they  did  not  agree,  he  appointed  one  himself;  do  you  mean 
that  he  did  that  sometimes,  or  did  he  do  it  in  this  instance,  upon  \n&  own  re- 
sponsibility ? — ^No,  your  question  had  reference  to  antecedent  sheriffs  generally, 
and  I  answer  generally. 

1396.  Do  you  mean  to  say  it  is  an  invariable  practice  for  the  sheriff*  to  appoint 
his  assessor  without  consulting  the  parties  ? — I  do  not ;  this  was  an  exception. 

^397-  ^^  the  election  of  1835,  was  Mr.  Vigors  consulted  about  the  choice  of 
assessor  ;  how  is  your  recollection  on  that  point  ? — I  always  understood  so.  You 
will  be  good  enough  to  recollect  this,  that  I  was  in  no  way  concerned  as  con- 
ducting agent  untU  the  last  election;  therefore  any  thing  I  give  in  evidence,  as 
to  what  has  occurred  previous  to  the  last  election,  is  only  from  report. 

1398.  And  you  know  nothing  of  it  to  your  own  knowledge  ? — Nothing  per- 
sonally. 

1399.  I  suppose  you  are  not  aware  of  Mr.  Vigors  objecting  strenuously  to  the 
assessor  in  1835  ? — I  cannot  say. 

1400.  The  last  election,  I  understood  you  to  say,  was  the  only  one  you 
know  of  personally  ? — This  is  the  only  one. 

1401.  The  deputy  of  a  poll-booth  must  be  a  person  holding  a  50/.  freehold, 
must  he  not? — ^Yes,  he  must  have  a  50  /.  freehold. 

1402.  And  those  gentlemen  who  were  appointed  to  fill  that  office  were  all 
qualified  ? — I  suppose  so  ;  they  swore  themselves  so,  I  believe. 

1403.  Mr.  Coffey  is  a  gentleman  who  does  not  meddle  in  any  respect  with 
politics  ?— I  never  considered  he  did. 

1404.  Mr.  Reid,  you  say,  is  a  good  strong  Bunbmy  man? — I  do  not  think  I 
«aid  those  words ;  he  voted  on  that  side. 

1405.  A  good  steady  voter  for  Mr.  Bunbury  ? — ^He  always  votes  on  that  side. 

1406.  And  Mr.  Lawler  votes  on  the  other  side  ? — Always. 

1407.  There  are,  I  hope,  in  Carlow,  good  and  respectable  men  on  both  sides  of 
the  question  ? — I  should  hope  so. 

1408.  Men  of  good  character? — I  should  be  very  sorry  to  say  otherwise. 

1409.  You  were  in  Mr.  Lawler's  booth? — ^Yes. 

1410.  And  he  is  a  strong  partisan  of  Mr.  Vigors,  is  he  not?— Yes,  I  consi- 
dered him  a  partisan. 

141 1.  Did  not  he,  in  his  character  of  deputy  sheriff',  you  being  present  in  his 
booth,  and  having  every  opportunity  of  observing  his  conduct,  act  with  the 
greatest  propriety  during  the  whole  election  ? — He  did. 

141 2.  1  believe  you  expressed  your  sense  of  that  to  him  at  the  end  of  the  elec- 
♦                        tion? — It  is  very  likely. 

1413.  You  express  it  now  to  the  Committee  that  he  acted  with  propriety?— 
I  cannot  say  any  thing  against  it ;  I  have  nothing  to  say  about  what  occurred  at 
other  booths,  as  I  was  only  at  one. 

1414.  I  do  not  ask  you  to  tell  me  any  thing  you  do  not  know ;  Mr.  Fitzgerald, 
you  say,  was  secretary  to  the  Liberal  Club  ?— Yes. 

141 5.  You  are  not  a  member  of  that  club,  I  take  for  granted  ? — ^No. 

1416.  is 
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1416-  Is  there  another  liberal  club  opposed  to  that  liberal  club  ?— No  club  that  Mr.  jnUiamEOiai. 

I  am  aware  of;  that  is  a  news-room,  and  also  a  liberal  club ;  that  is  a  political       • 

club  on  Reform  principles  or  liberal  principles.  6  May  1837. 

1417.  There  are  persons  who,  being  men  of  liberal  principles,  or  persons  of 
decent  character,  members  of  it,  setting  principles  aside  ? — ^Yes,  all  their  party 
belong  to  it 

1-418.  Men  of  good  character,  as  men  of  liberal  principles  can  be,  are  there  not 
there? — ^As  any  in  the  county,  but^that  is  all. 

1419.  I  am  not  asking  you  to  swear  that  they  are  good  men  generally,  but 
only  admiring  their  principles  ;  have  you  no  Tory,  or  whatever  else  you  call  it ; 
have  you  no  Conservative  Club?— No,  none. 

1420.  No  Conservative  Association  ? — No. 

1421.  No  Friendly  Brothers,  no  Christians ;  is  there  no  sort  of  association  in 
Carlow,  no  Friendly  Brothers,  or  Orange  or  Purple?— Yes,  but  they  are  not  for 
political  purposes. 

1422.  This  is  a  liberal  news-room ;  is  there  no  news-room  in  the  other  interest ; 
how  do  you  manage  for  your  '*  Standard"  and  ''John  Bull  ? " — There  is  another, 
but  it  is  not  confined  to  party. 

1423.  In  fact,  a  good  many  of  the  right  sort  of  Conservatives  being  there? — 
Yes,  a  good  many  of  the  Conservatives  being  there,  but  one  possesses  a  class  of 
subscribers  more  respectable  than  the  other  ;  they  take  in  the  "Chronicle'*  and 
"Times." 

1424.  Mr.  Au8tin.'\  The  "  Moming^Chronicle  ?" — Yes ;  I  saw  Mr.  Leeson,  the 
captain  of  our  police,  a  Roman  Catholic  gentleman  ;  he  is  a  member  of  it. 

1425.  Mr.  Maule.'\  He  is  a  sort  of  rare  bird  there.  I  thought  you  were  all 
Christians ;  but,  however,  with  regard  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  you  tell  me  he  is  the 
secretary  of  the  Liberal  Club,  and  you  say  he  was  formerly  a  pawnbroker  ? — Yes, 
so  I  always  understood. 

1426.  Did  you  know  him  when  he  was  carrying  on  that  business? — I  think  I 
have  seen  him. 

1427.  He  is  now  a  man  living  on  his  property,  is  he  not,  as  far  as  you  know  ? — 
He  must  have  property,  of  course;  I  mean,  whatever  he  spends,  I  suppose,  is  his 
own. 

1428.  That  is  a  very  good  supposition ;  he  is  a  man  who  lives  now  in  a  par- 
ticularly respectable  station? — Yes,  I  suppose  he  has  a  salary  attached  to  his 
secretaryship. 

1429.  A  liberal  salary,  perhaps  ? — A  liberal  salary,  I  suppose. 

1430.  The  former  sheriiFs,  you  say,  appointed  their  own  deputies  on  former 
occasions  ? — Yes,  they  did. 

1431 .  And  when  there  was  a  Tory  sheriff,  had  not  he  a  Tory  deputy  ? — They 
were  persons  in  that  interest ;  I  never  knew  one  of  them  to  have  been  brought  up 
on  a  charge  of  incorrectness  before  the  assessor. 

1432.  You  never  knew  any  of  them  brought  up  before  the  assessor ;  I  am  speaking 
of  the  reign  of  the  Tory  sheriffs  ;  you  never  knew  they  had  deputies  there  of  one 
way  of  thinking,  and  never  brought  up  before  the  assessor  of  those  sheriffs ;  now, 
do  you  remember,  in  1835,  one  Samuel  Horton  being  a  deputy  ? — I  do. 

'h33-  Now,  to  borrow  an  expression  fix)m  Mr.  Hayes,  was  not  he  pulled  up 
before  the  House  of  Commons  for  his  conduct  ? — I  do  not  know  any  thing  of  it ; 
I  almost  think  it  is  the  first  time  I  ever  heard  of  it. 

1434-  You  introduced  that  yourself,  that  no  complaint  was  ever  made  before  the 
assessor ;  do  not  you  know  that  Mr.  Horton  was  charged  with  gross  partiality  ? — I 
do  not  know  it,  I  am  sure  he  is  incapable  of  it. 

1435.  Whether  he  was  pulled  up  before  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons 
you  do  not  know  ? — I  do  not. 

1436.  Do  not  you  know,  Mr.  Elliott,  in  the  year  1835,  the  election  was  set  aside 
on  account  of  the  delays  occasioned  by  the  deputy  sheriff? — ^No. 

1437.  Whether  from  delays  or  otherwise  ?— It  was,  as  I  understood — 

Mr.  T^ewyer  objected  to  the  question  being  answered. 

1438.  Now,  Mr.  Keogh  was  sworn  into  office  very  shortly  before  the  election  ? 
— ^Yes,  a  few  days  only  ;  the  writ  had  been  received  by  the  former  sheriff,  Mr. 
Butler. 

1439.  He  went  out  of  office  and  Mr.  Keogh  came  in,  after  the  writ  had  been 
issued,  and,  of  course,  made  his  arrangements  hastily  ? — Yes. 
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Mr.PFiUmm  Elliott.       1440.  Was  Mr.  Keogh  acquainted  with  the  county,  or  had  he  been  abroad  a 

good  deal  ? — He  had  been  a  good  deal  abroad. 

G  May  1837.  ,44,.  For  the  last  10  or  12  years,  I  beUeve  ?— Yes. 

'    1 442.  Before  Mr.  Keogh's  time,  before  he  became  the  sheriff,  you  had  not  what 
you  call  a  liberal  sheriff  for  some  years  ? — Yes,  there  were  liberal  sheriffs. 

1 443.  I  mean,  gentlemen  of  that  party,  the  same  as  the  Liberal  Club  ? — No,  not 
of  that  party. 

1444.  They  were  of  the  opposite  party  ? — ^Yes. 

1445.  Mr.  Keogh  was  the  first  Uberal  sheriff  there  had  been  there  for  a  good 
while,  was  he  not— in  the  s^ise  I  mean,  liberal  in  politics  ? — ^Yes,  in  that  sense. 

1446.  I  mean,  liberal  in  politics  ? — Yes.  ^ 

1447- 8.  And  Mr.  Fitzgerald  you  were  referred  to  as  a  person  understanding  the 
localities  ?— Yes,  by  the  sheriff. 

i44q.  Understanding  the  locaUties? — Yes,  of  the  court-house. 

1450.  Which  Mr.  Keogh,  the  principal  sheriff,  did  not  understand;  is  that 
so  ? — Mr.  Keogh  was  not  so  well  acquainted  with  the  locaUties. 

1451.  Mr.  Keogh  wa3  c^liged  to  go  at  a  short  warning,  and  it  was  therefore 
necessary  for  him  to  get  some  one  who  could  act  competently  for  him  as  his  sub- 
sheriff ;  is  not  that  so  ? — I  understand  he  could  have  had  the  same  gentleman 
he  now  has ;  but  it  was  thought  convenient  to  let  him  have  the  advantage  of  the 
money  I  paid. 

14.52.  It  was  necessary  tbr  him  at  a  short  warning  to  get  some  one  to  act  at 
the  election  ? — He  was  there  in  the  office  long  enough  for  that. 

1453.  How  long?— A  week  after  the  issuing  of  the  writ. 

1454.  Do  you  not  know  that  Mr.  Keogh  took  a  good  deal  of  trouble  to  get  a 
person  who  was  properly  competent  ? — I  understand  he  did,  but  not  to  give  any 
thing  in  the  way  of  payment,  and,  therefore,  he  was  making  his  bargain  with 
whom  he  could. 

1455.  He  wanted  not  to  giveany  payment  himself,  but  to  do  it  upon  the  footing 
we  do  in  England  ? — Perhaps  the  principal  reason  of  that  difficulty  was  in  con- 
sequence of  his  allowing  the  emoluments  of  the  election  to  go  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald, 
taking  so  much  from  the  office. 

1456.  You  found  that  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  in  fact,  didimderstandthe  localities? — 
He  could  not  but  have  known  them. 

1 457.  And  you  made  satisfactory  arrangements  with  him  ? — ^We  made  arrange- 
ments. 

>458.  Which  were  satisfactory,  were  they  not?— No;  I  da  not  think  they 
were  satisfactory. 

1459.  I^^d  you  object  ? — We  did. 

1460.  Now,  what  was  yx>ur  objection  ? — The  sheriff  retained  for  himself  two 
rooms,  which  he  said  were  for  qualifying  the  Roman  Oathdic  voters ,j  these  tsro 
rooms,  he  gave  us  a  promise,  should  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  not  given  iip 
to  Mr.  Vigors*  interest ;  well,  we  had  not  commenced  more  than  a  few  hours 
before  they  were  opened  to  Mr.  Vigors*  friends  only ;  that  was  the  principal 
passage  to  the  two  court-houses. 

1461.  Was  that  an  arrangement  that  lock  place  aft«r  you  had  anranged  with 
Mr.  Fitzgerald  ? — We  first  of  all  arranged  the  booths. 

1462.  And  that  arrangement  was  made  with  Mr.  Fitzgerald? — Yes;  each 
party  took  a  side  as  an  entrance  to  the  bootii. 

1463.  Was  that  arrangement  made  by  agreement  between  yourselves  ? — I 
believe  the  assessor  tossed,  or  Mr.  Sheriff ;  I  do  not  know  now  which  it  was. 

1464.  Did  they  toss  fair  ? — Yes. 

1465.  There  was  no  unfairness  in  that ;  you  did  not  complain  of  any  unfairness 
in  the  toss ;  did  you  win  the  toss  ? — We  did ;  but  we  did  not  get  what  we  asked  for, 

1466.  What  was  it  you  tossed  for,  choice  of  side? — Choice  of  entranoe  to 
the  booth  or  tally-room,  as  we  call  it. 

1467.  And  though  you  won  the  toss,  they  got  the  choice,  is  that  so? — ^No  ; 
the  sheriff  took  it,  and  he  said  he  would  keep  it  exclusively  for  himself ;  and 
after  the  first  few  hours  we  found  it  in  possession  of  the  opposite  party. 

.    1468.  Did  you  make  a  complaint  about  that  ? — ^We  spoke  about  it,  but  it  i9vas 
of  no  use. 

-    1469.  You  did  not  think  it  was  a  matter  worth  having  ?^-If  we  thought 
speaking  would  have  got  it,  we  would  have  spoken  well. 

1470.   r>id 
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1470.  Did  not  you  get  the  grand  jury-room  for  your  men?— The  grand  jury-  Kx.WilUamEUim. 
room  was  the  poUmg-booth  or  court  

1471 .  Is  not  there  a  room  off  the  grand  jury-room  ? — ^There  is.  6  M«y  1*37. 

1472.  What  was  done  with  that  room? — ^We  had  that  as  a  tally-room. 
1473*  ^^  ^^^t  the  choice  for  thetally-room?— Yes. 

1474.  Did  you  choose  that  room? — Yes,  we  did;  hxA  why?  because  the 
sheriff  took  the  one  we  would  have  taken  otherwise,  which  he  afterwards  gave 
op  to  Mr.  Vigors. 

1475.  As  a  tally-room  for  him  ? — Yes ;  and  he  promised  he  would  not  give 
it  up ;  that  he  would  keep  it  all  through  to  himself. 

1476.  Was  that  the  only  tally-room  Mr.  Vigors  had? — No. 

1477.  How  many  had  yoii  ? — One  to  each  booth. 

1478.  Each  party  had  one  tally-room  to  each  booth  ?— Yes. 

1479.  Now  you  say  you  tossed  up  upon  this  occasion,  when  Mr.  Keogh  was 
sheriff,  for  choice  of  tally-rooms,  and  you  won  the  toss,  and  got  the  one  you 
chose  ;  is  that  so  ? — ^We  got  a  taUy-room,  but  not  the  tally-room. 

1480.  In  the  good  old  times,  before  Mr.  Keogh's  time,  in  the  time  of  former 
sheriffs,  did  they  fall  short  in  their  number  of  tally-rooms  ? — I  know  nothing 
whatever  about  that.

Mr.  Joseph  M.  Head  sworn. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

1 48 1 .  WERE  you  one  of  the  deputies  in  the  poll-booth  of  the  last  election  for    Mr.  J.  M.  Read. 

the  county  of  Carlow  for  Idrone  Blast  ? — I  am  not  quite  positive  with  respect  to       

the  barony,  but  1  was  one  of  the  deputies;  I  think  it  was  Idrone  West  and 

Forth. 

1482.  Do  you  remember  persons  tendering  themselves  to  be  polled  who  bad 
been  struck  off  by  order  of  the  warrant  of  The  Speaker  ? — I  do. 

1483.  Were  objections  made  to  them  ? — There  were  objections  made  to  them. 

1484.  Were  they  sent  to  the  assessor  ? — They  were. 

1485.  Were  you  present  at  any  time  when  the  assessor  adjudicated  upon  any 
of  them  ? — I  was. 

i486.  Was  any  observation  made  to  the  assessor  at  the  time  of  the  adjudica- 
tion about  the  identity  oath  ;  do  you  know  what  it  is  ? — Perfectly. 

1487.  Were  any  observations  miade  about  that  oath  of  identity  ? — I  made  an 
observation. 

1488.  What  observation  did  you  make  to  him  about  that  oath? — I  made  an 
observation  to  him,  that  I  found  it  rather  a  difficult  matter  to  mention,  or  to 
give  the  man  his  oaUi,  alluding  to  a  certain  document,  which  document  was  not 
forthcoming ;  but  the  oath  will  be  this :  ''  I  do  swear  that  I  am  tha  same  whose 
name  appears  upon  this  book  or  affidavit ;''  and  I  thought  it  singulis,  unless  I 
produced  one  or  the  other,  that  the  man  would  think  it  so  ridiculous  that  I 
shoidd  tender  him  the  oath  without  having  the  one  or  the  other. 

1489.  ''  I  swear  that  I  am  the  same  person  as  appears  upon  this  paper  now 
produced ;"  he  may  write  down  *^  as  such  registered  voter  or  voters?'^ — I  thought 
it  nonsensical. 

1490.  Ajid  you  made  that  objection  to  the  assessor? — I  did. 

1491.  Was  it  after  he  had  determined  to  allow  those  votes  ?— I  am  not  quite 
positive  about  that. 

1492.  It  wa^  rather  then  during  the  discussion? — It  was  rather  during  the 
timf. 

1493.  ^^  y^^  recollpct  the  n^me  of  the  voter  that  was  imder  discussion  at 
that  time  ? — I  made  a  memorandum  pf  the  name  of  that  voter. 

1494.  Look  at  th^t  memorandum  and  state  what  it  was? — Patrick  Curran's 
case  was  being  decided  upon  at  th^t  time. 

1495.  Whose  case  was  the©  before  him;  Patrick  Curran  was  one  of  those 
men,  was  not  he  ? — Yes. 

1496.  Who  else  ? — I  think  it  was  John  Coady,  of  Feemorp. 

1497.  What  observation  did  yoi?  make  with  respect  to  the  oath? — I  told  him 
I  coidd  not  adn'-^ister  the  oath,  and  that  there  was  a  difficulty  in  so  doing ;  but 
h^  told  me  that  I  should  have  administer^  the  oath  withoot  having  mentioned 
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Mr  J.  M.Read.   certificate  or  affidavit;  I  said,  if  I  did  so,  I  should  subject  myself  to  their  jnst

1498.  Did  he  make  any  further  observation  to  you  ?— He  said,  '*  I  am  not  to 
sit  here  to  discuss  points  of  law  with  you ;  you  will  go  to  your  booth  and  do 

your  duty." 

1499.  Did  he  give  you  any  further  directions  about  the  oath  ? — ^He  said,  "  Go 
down  and  administer  without  the  words  certificate  or  affidavit.'' 

1500.  To  what  class  of  voters  was  he  alluding,  when  he  told  you  that  the 
oath  should  be  administered,  omitting  those  words? — ^To  those  men  who  were  not 
allowed  to  produce  their  certificates  or  affidavits. 

1501 .  You  say  he  told  you  to  omit  the  words  "  certificate  or  affidavit ;"  did  he 
suggest  any  other  words  instead  ? — I  do  not  recollect  that  he  did ;  I  do  not 
remember  his  telling  me  to  do  so. 

1502.  What  oath  was  administered  to  them  upon  polling?— "I,  A.  B.,  do 
swear  that  I  am  the  same  whose  name  appears  in  the  clerk  of  the  peace's  book 
now  produced,"  or  words  to  that  effect ;  there  was  some  large  book  by  him : 
**  I  swear  that  I  am  the  same  whose  name  appears  in  the  clerk  of  the  peace's 
book  now  produced ;  that  my  qualification  still  continues,  and  that  I  have  not 
voted  before  at  this  election." 

1 503.  And  were  they  so  sworn  ? — They  were. 

1504.  You  say  the  clerk  of  the  peace's  book ;  was  it  a  book  of  that  large 
description  ? — i  es  ;  there  was  one  for  each  barony ;  they  were  handed  to  me 
from  the  deputy  clerk  of  the  peace. 

1505.  Did  you  observe  the  mode  in  which  they  were  sworn  ? — I  did  ;  I  had 
been  deputy  some  time  before,  and  I  knew  the  booths  right  well. 

1506.  Did  you  observe  that  the  entry  upon  which  they  were  sworn  was 
obliterated  ?— It  was  obliterated ;  it  was  expimged. 

1 507.  Was  there  any  memorandum  written  against  the  entry  ?— I  think  it  was 
erased  or  expunged  by  order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

1508.  Struck  out  ? — Struck  out ;  that  was  the  word. 

1 509.  It  was  upon  the  production  of  that  document,  and  the  administering  the 
oath  you  have  described,  that  those  persons  were  admitted  to  poll  ? — They  were 
admitted  to  take  the  identity  oath  and  substitute  another  oath,  and  then  they 

pol]^. 

1510.  What  was  the  other  oath? — ^Relative  to  taking  a  bribe. 

1511.  And  then  they  polled  ? — ^Yes. 

Gross-examined  by  Mr*  Maule. 

1512.  You  say  the  men  were  not  allowed  to  produce  their  certificates  or 
affidavits  ? — I  said  so. 

1513.  How  do  you  mean  ;  that  they  were  not  allowed  to  produce  their  certifi- 
cates or  affidavits? — ^When  the  country  people  were  feeUng  in  their  pockets, 
there  was  a  cry  got  up  directly  among  them^  saying,  "  Keep  it  quiet,  keep  it 
quiet." 

1514.  Those  people  saying  keep  it  quiet ;  do  not  you  know  that  the  clerk  of 
the  peace  was  called  upon  to  produce  the  old,  and  refused  to  do  so  ? — ^There  were 
affidavits  produced,  but  whetiier  they  were  old  or  new,  it  was  not  my  business  to 
examine,  unless  they  were  handed  up  to  me,  as  president  of  that  court,  for  my 
inspection. 

1515.  Independentiy  of  your  being  the  president  of  that  court,  and  without 
confining  you  to  your  judicial  knowledge,  do  not  you  know  that  the  clerk  of  the 
peace  has  been  called  upon  to  produce  the  affidavits,  in  respect  of  which  they 
were  to  be  registered  in  1832,  but  refused  to  do  so  ? — ^The  clerk  of  the  peace  ? 

1516.  Yes  ? — I  am  not  aware  that  he  refused  to  do  any  such  thing. 

1517.  Or  declined? — I  do  not  think  he  did  ;  I  am  sure  he  did  not ;  I  am  sure 
he  produced  every  document  when  called  upon  to  do  so. 

1518.  Do  you  icnow  Mr.  Elliott  ?— Perfectiy  well. 

1519.  And  Mr.  Hayes? — I  have  seen  him,  I  know. 

1520.  Do  you  know  whether  the  clerk  of  the  peace  had  declined  to  produce 
those  documents  ? — I  never  heard  that  he  did ;  I  think  the  clerk  of  the  peace 
would  be  above  such  a  thing ;  and  more  particularly,  he  is  my  nephew,  and  I  am 
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quite  sensible  that  he  would  not  do  any  such  thing,  and  would  not  secrete  any   Mr.  J.  M.  Bead. 
document  that  was  necessary  for  the  public  administration  of  justice.  ■ » 

1521 .  Were  not  the  old  afedavits  of  1832— this  man  being  struck  off  by  order      ^  Ma>  1837. 
of  the  House  of  Commons ;  you  are  aware  of  that  ? — ^Yes. 

1 522.  Those  men  had  registered  in  1832 ;  are  you  aware  of  that? — I  have  no 
knowledge  of  that. 

1523.  Are  you  not  aware  that  the  affidavits  of  1832  were  looked  for  and  sought 
for  ? — Upon  my  word  I  never  heard  it,  and  know  nothing  about  it. 

1524.  That  did  not  come  within  your  knowledge  ? — ^That  was  an  affair  between 
the  agent,  the  assessor  and  the  clerk  of  the  peace. 

1 525.  Do  you  remember  one  Michael  Kealy  coming  up  to  vote  in  your  barony  ? 
— ^It  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  recollect  the  name  of  every  voter. 

1526.  He  is  Michael  Kealy  of  Augheroghoo  ? — I  am  a  stranger  in  Carlow 
myself,  although  I  am  an  Irishman ;  for  I  have  been  many  years  abroad,  and  have 
only  lately  retmmed. 

1527.  Are  you  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  dialect  to  pronounce  this  most 
unpronoimceable  word? — It  is  Augheroghoo. 

1528.  He  came  up  and  voted  for  Mr,  Vigors,  did  not  he? — ^Faith,  I  do  not 
know  who  he  voted  for. 

1529.  This  is  your  poll-book  ? — Yes. 

1530.  He  voted  for  Vigors  ? — It  appears  by  that  book  he  did. 

1 531 .  And  there  was  an  objection,  was  there  not,  by  Mr.  Bunbury's  agent,  that 
his  certificate  was  dated  19th  October  1836  ? — Yes. 

1532.  And  he  was  disallowed  and  struck  off,  was  not  that  so  ?— He  was  ;  it 
appears  by  that  book  he  was  struck  off. 

1533.  That  book  is  a  convincing  proof  that  there  must  have  been  an  objection 
gone  up  to  the  assessor,  that  objection  allowed,  and  the  voter  struck  off? — Yes, 
precisely. 

1534-  Was  not  he  a  man  who  produced  the  register  of  1836,  and  afterwards 
desired  to  go  back  upon  his  affidavit  of  1832  ? — I  am  not  acquainted  with  the 
particulars,  only  that  the  man's  name  went  up  and  came  down  rejected. 

1 535.  And  this  voter  had  been  disfranchised  by  order  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons ;  and  further,  that  the  affidavit  of  the  voter  was  within  six  months  ? — Yes. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Atistin. 

1536.  That  was  sent  up  [referring  to  affidavits]  upon  Michael  Kealy  tendering 
himself  to  vote  ? — It  was. 

1 537.  The  voter  has  been  disfranchised  by  order  of  the  House  of  Conmions ; 
and  further,  that  the  affidavit  was  within  six  months  ? — Yes. 

1538.  And  the  vote  was  disallowed  ? — Yes. 

^  539'  Th^t  was  on  the  second  day  ? — Yes,  it  was. 

1 540.  You  stated  that  other  voters  came  up  who  polled  upon  the  register  ? — 
The  other  voters  of  that  description  ;  they  then,  as  I  said  before,  were  imwilling 
to  produce  their  certificates  or  affidavits. 

1 541 .  And  they  would  not  produce  their  certificates  or  affidavits  ? — ^They  would, 
if  let 

1 542.  But  they  did  not  ? — ^No. 

1543.  They  were  polled  from  the  registry? — From  the  clerk  of  the  peace's 
book. 

1544.  Upon  the  third  day? — A  good  deal  of  that  polling  went  on,  on  that 
day. 

1545.  And  the  same  upon  the  fourth? — I  think  a  few  upon  the  fourth;  they 
began  to  run  out  a  httle  towards  the  last. 

1 546.  Was  there  any  other  person  besides  those  men  who  voted  upon  the 
registry-book  and  not  upon  the  affidavit  ?~:Wlien  a  man  tendered  his  vote,  if  he 
did  not  do  so  from  his  certificate  he  looked  for  the  affidavit,  and  if  that  was  not 
forthcoming,  we  had  reference  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace's  book,  and  the  man 
polled  accordingly. 

1547.  And  in  many  of  those  cases  were  the  dates  of  registry  previous  to  the  year 
1835? — If  they  were  not  polled  within  the  prescribed  time,  they  would  not  admit 
them. 

1 548.  In  many  of  those  cases  where  the  voters  were  allowed  to  poll  from  the 
registry-book,  was  the  date  of   the  registry  1835? — I  do  not  un4erstand  the 
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^Mr.  J.  Af.  Read,   question ;  yet  Mr.  Maule  stated,  that  it  might  be  taken  as  admitted  and  examined 
-— —      by  the  Committee. 
6  May  1837.  1548*.  You  say  you  have  been  often  before  a  deputy? — Yes. 

1549.  What  times  were  those? — ^The  yeM  previous  to  this  election ;  a  year 
and  a  few  months ;  eight  or  nine  months  between  each ;  probably  it  may  have 
been  a  year. 

1 550.  In  the  first  election  that  you  were  deputy,  who  were  the  deputy  sherifiis  ? 
— ^The  first  election  that  I  was  deputy  at,  ^ere  was  a  Mr.  Simon  Clark  and  Samuel 
Horton  too,  and  Mr.  Feltis,  and  I  was  the  fourth. 

1551-  And  who  were  they  at  the  second  election  ? — ^I  think,  then,  Mr.  Horton 
would  not  be  pestered  with  it ;  then  there  was  some  other  gentleman  appointed 
to  it,  but  I  do  not  recollect  his  name. 

1552.  Do  you  know  those  gentlemen  personally? — Yes,  I  do. 

^553*  Take  Mr.  Simon  Clark  first;  what  were  his  politics? — One  of  the 
right  sort. 

1554-  Was  Mr.  Horton  one  of  the  right  sort,  as  you  call  it  ? — Yes. 

1555.  And  Mr.  Feltis,  was  he  of  the  right  or  wrong  sort  ? — ^He  was  one  of 
the  right  sort  too,  I  believe. 

1556.  Do  you  know  whether  they  were  what  are  called  Orangemen? — I  do 
not  know. 

1557.  With  regard  to  Simon  Clark,  he  was  upon  the  second  election  as 
deputy,  was  not  he  ? — Yes. 

1558.  And  Mr.  Feltis  ?— Yes. 

1559.  You  do  not  remember  the  fourth  ? — ^No. 

1560.  Do  you  know  whether  he  was  of  the  right  or  wrong  sort? — If  I  heard 
his  name,  I  could  telL 

1561.  Mr.  Maule.']  Was  it  James  Smith? — ^No. 

1562.  Ommittee.']  Do  you  remember  the  assessor  at  the  former  dection? — 
Yes. 

1563.  Who  was  he  ? — ^The  first  man  was  Mr.  Toombe ;  I  remember  him  per- 
fectly  well. 

1564.  Do  you  remember  the  second  ? — I  think  the  second  was  Mr.  HatchelL 

1565.  Do  you  know  any  thing  of  their  politics  ? — I  could  not  well  judge,  I  am 
rather  a  stranger  in  Ireland  altogether ;  although  I  am  a  native  of  the  country, 
I  have  been  20  years  in  a  foreign  land. 

1 566.  Who  were  the  sheriffs  in  those  two  years  ? — ^The  first  one  was  Mr,  John 
Watson,  of  B . 

1567.  Was  he  one  of  the  right  sort  ? — I  think  he  was. 

1568.  And  who  was  the  sub-sheriff? — The  sub-sheriff  was  Mr.  Henry  Butler. 

J 569.  Was  he  of  the  right  sort? — 1  think  he  dealt  fairly  between  both  parties, 
but  I  do  not  think  he  is  of  the  right  sort 

1 570.  He  was  not  one  of  the  right  sort  ? — He  was  a  very  good  man,  and  a  v^y 
good  fellow. 

1571.  What  do  you  mean  by  calling  these  people  the  right  sort? — I  mean  a 
man  who  considers  the  institutions  of  his  country  the  most  material  part  of  his 
catechism. 

1572.  Does  being  of  the  right  sort  mean  that  he  is  an  Orangeman  ? — ^No. 

1573.  Is  this  the  first  election  that  there  was  any  of  the  wrong  sort ;  it  is  a 
plain  question,  therefore  you  will  give  it  a  plain  njaawer  1 — Will  you  be  good 
enough  to  repeat  the  question  ? 

1574.  Before  this  last  election  were  there  any  of  the  wrong  sort? — ^Therehave 
been  a  great  many  elections  before  my  time.  This  is  the  first  within  my.  time ; 
there  have  been  many  who  I  denominate  of  the  right  sort 

1575.  Are  you  aware  of  any  of  the  gentlemen  that  you  have  named  belonging 
to  any  particular  liberal  club  ? — I  do  not  think  they  do ;  and  I  think  Mr.  Toombe 
was  a  very  proper  man,  and  Mr.  Hatchell  too. 

1 576.  Mr.  Maule.}  Is  Mr.  Toombe  a  nephew  of  Chief  Baron  Joy  ? — 


Mr.  TTiesiger  objected  to  Mr.  Maule  asking  the  question. 
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Mr.  Thomas  Crawford  Butler  sworn.

1577.  WERE  you  tlie  agent  for  Mr.  Bimbury  at  the  last  election  ?— Yes,  Mr.  T.  C.BuOer. 
I  was.  " 

1578.  IntheldponeWeBtbarony?— I  was.  6  May  1837. 

1579.  J^  you  recollect  one  WiUiam  Brennan  and  John  Coady  coming  up  to 
poll  ? — I  do. 

1 580^  And  other  Toters  of  that  description  ? — Yes. 

1581.  Do  you  remember  Mr.  Read  putting  the  identity  oath  to  them? — Yes. 

1582.  In  consequence  of  what  circumstance? — In  consequence  of  the  circum- 
stance of  the  persons  polling  having  no  certificate  or  affidavit 

1583.  In  consequence  of  what,  do  you  say — ^because  they  had  no  certificate  or 
affidavit? — ^Yes,  because  they  had  no  certificate  or  affidavit ;  that  was  what  gave 
rise  to  itfirst 

1584.  Now,  did  you  observe  in  what  form  the  oath  was  put  to  them  ? — ^In  one 
of  those  cases  the  person  swore,  '*  Inm  A.  B.,  the  same  person  who  appears  in 
this  erased  entry'*  (or,  obliterated  entry,  I  think  was  the  word)  "  in  the  clerk  of 
the  peace's  book.'* 

1 585.  "  And  that  is  my  qualification  V — ^^  And  that  my  qualificaticm,  as  therein 
expressed,  still  continues.*'   It  is  the  usual  identity  oath. 

1586.  Only  altering  it  as  circumstances  required? — Saying  obliterated  entry, 
"  as  appears  upon  the  obliterated  entry." 

1587.  And  they  admitted  the  vote  upon  the  oath  so  administered  ? — Yes. 

1588.  Objections  were  taken  and  sent  up  to  the  assessor? — Yes,  it  was  upon 
the  first  objection  being  taken  that  we  all  went  up  to  the  assessor's  room,  where 
it  was  argued. 

1589.  Do  you  recollect  Michael  Kealy  coming  up  to  vote  ? — Yes. 

1590.  Do  you  remember  what  day  he  came  up  to  vote ;  was  it  the  second  day? 
—I  think  it  was. 

1591 .  On  the  second  day  of  the  election ;  not  the  first  day's  polling  ? — I  think 
it  was  the  second  day. 

1592.  Did  you  send  up  an  objection  to  him  ? — I  did. 

1 593.  Look  at  this ;  is  this  the  objection  sent  up  ?  [handing  it  to  PFitness.]  — That 
was  it 

1594-  Was  it  allowed  or  disallowed?—  Allowed. 

1595.  His  vote,  I  mean ;  was  it  allowed  or  disallowed? — Disallowed,  I  believe. 

1596.  The  objection  was  allowed  and  the  vote  disallowed? — Yes. 

1597.  Do  you  recollect  Dennis  Whelan  and  John  Mooney  tendering  them- 
selves to  vote  for  Mr.  Vigors  ? — ^Yes. 

1 598.  Monday,  was  not  it  ? — Yes,  on  the  third  day,  Dennis  Whelan. 

1 599.  And  that  is  on  the  third  day  also  ? — On  the  third  day. 

1 600.  Upon  what  affidavit,  if  any,  did  they  seek  to  be  polled  ? — From  affidavit 
dated  13th  October  1836. 

1601.  Both  of  them? — Yes. 

1602.  Was  that  after  Michael  Kealy  had  been  disallowed  on  the  re-registry  of 
1836?— Yes. 

1603.  Did  you  object  to  Whelan  and  Mooney  pdling  upon  sudi  an  affidavit  ? 
~I  did. 

itk)4.  What  was  the  decisicm  of  the  assessor  upon  that  subject  ? — ^They  were 
allowed ;  the  votes  were  allowed. 

1605.  ^  ^J^^t  ^^^  ^^^  tl^  allowed  to  poll? — ^As  I  first  mentioned,  by 
taking  the  affidavit ;  the  identity  oath  mentioning  that  I  am  the  same  so-and- 
so  upon  the  certificate,  only  altering  it  by  saying, ''  I  am  the  same  that  appears 
upon  the  obliterated  entry." 

1606.  Were  they  allowed  to  withdraw  from  the  affidavit,  and  poll  upon  the 
registry  ? — Yes,  and  so  ordered  to  be  done. 

1 607.  That  was  after  Hugh  Nowlan's  vote  had  been  decided  upon,  or  was  it 
before  ;  do  you  know  whether  it  was  after  or  before  ? — No. 

1608.  You  cannot  speak  to  that  ?-r-No.

i6ii.  You  say  that  Mooney  and  Whelan  polled  on  the  old  registry  of 
1832?— No ;  John  Mooney  polled  from  his  affidavit,  dated  the  19th  October  1836, 
on  the  third  day. 

i6i2.  Are  you  sure  of  that  ? — Yes  ;  John  Mooney,  of  Macduff. 

1613.  And  .Whelan  did  the  same  thing,  I  think  you  say? — He  polled  on  the 
same  day,  polling  from  the  erased  entry  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace's  book, 
although  he  appeared  to  be  registered  in  1836. 

1614.  He  also  appeared  to  be  registered  in  1836  ? — He  produced  the  affidavit, 
and  he  was  just  polling. 

1615.  And  then  withdrew  that? — No;  he  polled;  my  objection  was,  he 
polled  upon  it.  In  point  of  fact,  he  polled  twice  ;  he  first  polled  upon  the 
affidavit  and  the  erased  entry. 

1616.  By  polling,  you  mean  to  swear  that  his  name  was  taken  down? — Only 
once.

1618.  Takent  down  in  the  poll-book? — I  do  not  know  how  it  was  taken 
down. 

1619.  What  you  have  there  is  a  memorandum-book  of  your  own? — It  is  my 
own  check-book. 

1620.  That  is  a  private  book  you  alone  had  access  to? — Yes. 

162 1 .  Kept  for  the  use  of  your  employer  ?  —  Yes. 

1 622.  For  your  private  information  ? — Yes. 

1623.  What  you  put  down  was  your  own  construction  of  what  took  place  ? — 
It  was  the  fact.    I  put  no  constructions,  but  merely  the  facts. 

1624.  Just  read  what  you  took  down?—**  Objection  being  disfranchised,  also 
not  producing  his  certificate,  and  no  affidavit  being  filed,  and  polling  from  an 
erased  entry  in  the  clerk  of  the  peace's  book  in  1832,  though  he  appeared  to  be 
re-registered  in  1836.     Too  late." 

1625.  That  is  the  statement  you  wrote  down?— Yes.

1628.  Did  you  not  object  in  this  form,  that  **  Voter  being  disfranchised  by 
order  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  further,  that  no 
certificate  from  which  voter  could  be  polled  was  produced,  and  further  polling 
from  an  entry  in  the  clerk  of  the  peace's  book,  although  some  being  erased, 
and  consequently  the  oath  of  identity  could  not  have  been  properly  taken  by 
voter,  as  no  document  was  produced,  and  further  voter's  names  appearing  in 
the  same  book  as  having  been  re-registered  in  October  1836,  and  consequently 
too  late.V  That  was  the  objection  that  you  took,  was  not  it?

1638.  You  being  an  attorney,  do  you  mean  to  say  that  you  considered  your-  6  May  1837. 
self  as  not  taking  a  frivolous  objection  upon  such  a  groimd  as  that  ? — Let  me  see 

the  book.  [7%e  book  was  handed  to  the  Witness.] 

1639.  ^id  you  not  take  such  an  objection? — I  recollect  taking  the  objection. 

1640.  Verbally,  in  the  assessor's  room?— No,  I  wrote  it  down. 

1641 .  Did  you  send  it  up  to  the  assessor  to  be  argued  ?— No. 

1642.  Did  you  give  it  to  the  deputy  sheriflF? — No,  nor  did  I  intend  it  to  be 
seen ;  it  was  foimd  two  days  after  the  election,  near  the  place  where  I  sat. 

1643.  I^id  you  consider  that  as  a  serious  objection?—  If  I  had  sent  it  up  in  a 
serious  manner,  I  should  consider  you  said  it  was  perfectly  right  in  saying  it  was 
frivolous. 

1 644.  Were  you  not  called  to  order  and  reproved  by  the  assessor  for  sending 
up  to  him  frivolous  objections  ? — No,  not  for  that  one. 

1645.  Was  there  any  objection  to  a  clergyman  of  the  county  that  he  was  non 
compos  mentis  ? — ^Yes. 

1646.  .A  gentleman  who  serves  the  cure  of  the  parish  adjoining? — ^Yes. 

1647.  A  Protestant  clergyman? — Yes,  and  a  very  long  and  intimate  friend  of 
my  own. 

1 648.  And  you  sent  up  an  objection  that  he  was  non  compos  mentis  ? — ^Yes, 
and  I  was  ready  to  prove  it,  if  the  assessor  would  have  consulted  with  me. 

1649.  '^^s  ^s  a  gentleman  who  serves  the  office  of  curate  in  the  parish,  and 
you  associated  with  him  ? — ^Do  not  misimderstand  me ;  the  gentleman  had  been 
so  before,  and  that  was  my  reason  for  mentioning  it ;  he  had  been  several  months 
confined  with  a  strait  waistcoat. 

1650.  How  long  ago  ? — Four  or  five  years  ago. 

1651.  Confined  in  some  strait  waistcoat  for  the  brain  fever  or  insanity? — 
It  was  not  a  brain  fever,  but  insanity. 

1 652.  Since  that  time  he  has  been  serving  his  cure  in  the  neighbouring  parish? 
—Yes. 

1653.  And  is  a  connexion  of  your  own  ? — Yes. 

1654.  Was  he  at  the  time  at  large,  serving  his  cure,  and  moving  in  society  ? — 
He  was. 

1655.  And  you  were  ready  then  to  prove,  upon  your  oath,  that  he  was  insane 
at  the  time  of  the  election  ? — Yes. 

1 656.  And  you  mean  to  say,  that  you  were  ready  to  prove,  four  or  five  years 
ago,  Uiat  he  was  confined  for  some  few  months  ? — ^Yes. 

1657.  He  being  of  soimd  mind  at  the  election  ? — I  do  not  know. 

1658.  Do  you  know  anything  to  the  contrary? — Only  from  his  curious 
writings. 

1659.  Were  those  writings  in  favour  of  Mr.  Vigors ;  are  those  the  curious 
vnritings  ? — The  first  letter  that  he  wrote  upon  this  subject  appeared  before  his 
voting,  and  is  a  very  extraordinary  production,  and,  knowing  his  fatuity,  I  thought 
that  his  malady  had  returned. 

1660.  And  you  were  ready  to  go  before  the  assessor  and  swear  to  the  case  you 
have  described  to  the  Committee  ? — I  have  nothing  to  say  to  it. 

1661.  Did  you  consider  that  as  a  serious  objection? — I  did,  and  I  did  at  the 
time. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

1662.  You  say  your  suspicions  had  been  roused  in  consequence  of  what  you 
formerly  knew  ?— Yes. 

Mr.  Maule  stated  he  had  said  no  such  thing,  as  his  suspicions  being 
roused. 

1663.  Well,  you  had  been  formerly  acquainted  with  the  malady  of  this  gentle- 
man? — ^Yes. 

1 664.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  that  you  had  noticed  some  things  which 
had  been  promulgated  by  this  gentleman  previous  to  the  election  ?

1665.  Did  they  arouse  a  suspicion  in  your  mind? — A  very  strong  one.

1674.  Cowmttee.']  That  paper  never  went  before  the  assessor  as  an  objection  ? 
—No. 

1675.  Not  the  one  about  the  fool  ?— No.

1680.  Do  you  remember  the  termination  of  the  electiim  and  (he  parties 
leaving  the  town  ?— I  do. 

1681.  Did  yoij  happen  to  see  Mr.  Walsh  leave  the  town?— I  did,  the  day 
after. 

1682.  In  what  way  did  he  leave  the  town? — ^He  left  it  in  his  carriage  and 
horses  decorated  with  laurel — ^both  carriage  and  horses. 

1683.  Whose  carriage  was  it? — It  was  a  private  carriage  ;  an  open  carriage. 

1684.  You  saw  him  leave  the  town  in  that  triumphal  state— an  ovation? — 
Yes. 

1685.  And  that  was  the  day  after  the  election? — Sunday  morning,  about 
deven  o'clock. 

1686.  Were  any  people  about?— Yes,  there  were;  the  streets  are  generally 
filled  at  that  time ;  there  were  persons  about ;  the  streets  were  partly  filled  at 
that  time. 

1687*  And  what  was  the  time  of  the  day ;  was  it  at  the  time  the  sheriff  was 
leaving  his  lodgings  ? — Yes ;  at  the  time  the  sheriff  was  leaving  his  lod^uogs. 

1688.  And  what  o'clock  was  it? — About  eleven  o'clock  in  the  day. 

1689.  On  a  Simday  morning? — Yes. 

1 690.  Did  it  attract  your  attention,  the  fact  of  the  decoration  of  the  carriage 
and  horses  ?— Particularly  so. 

1691.  And  other  persons  too?— I  presume  it  did;  but  it  attracted  my  atten- 
tion particularly. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  M^e. 

1692.  You  say  there  was  a  carriage  decorated  witii  laurel?  —Yes. 

1 693.  How  many  gentlemen  were  there  in  it  ?— None  but  the  sheriff's  asses- 
sor, Mr.  Walsh. 

1694.  No  one  else  ? — None  that  I  saw. 

1695.  N<me  that  you  saw  ?— No ;  nor  do  I  think  there  was. 

1696.  Do  not  you  know  that  that  carriage,  on  your  oath,  belonged  to  Mr. 
CoUus  ? — Upon  my  oath,  I  do  not  believe  it ;  it  is  not  like  the  carriage  I  have 
seen  Mr.  CoUus  driving  in. 

1697.  I  am  speaking  of  the  brother  of  the  sub-sheriff;  do  not  you  know 
there  was  a  Mr.  CoUus,  a  friend  of  Mr.  Vigors,  who  came  from  Dublin  ?— I  do 
not  know  that. 

1698.  You  saw  this  at  the  lodgings  of  Mr.  Ryan?— Yea. 

1 699.  Which  was  where  Mr.  Walsh  lodged  ?— I  do  not  kiw)w. 

1700.  Was  he  stopping  there?— The  carriage  and  horses  started  from  that 


door. 
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1701:.  Wa»  Mr.  Wabfc  ia  it  ?— Yes. 

1 7091.  Any  body  ebe  f~-I  belkve  not ;  I  took  particvdai:  notice  of  the  carriage,

1 703.  And  whether  it  stopped  to  take  up  any  body  else,  of  course  you  cannot 
tell  ?

1704.  Had  you  iseen  the  assessor  arrive? — ^No ;  I  saw  him  ccme  out  of  the 
lod^gs. 

1 705.  YoTjhaii  not  seen  him  arrive  in,  Cwlow  ?— I  ^ad ji^en  him  in  Carlow ; 
I  did  not  see  him  arrive  there. 

1706.  Do  yo^  call  upoia  us  to  believe  that  the  assesaw  cdmfi  to  Carlow  in  a 
carriage  of  his  own  ? — 1  do  not  want  to  convey  any  such  thing. 

1707.  I  suppose,  Mr.  Malcolmson,  that  the  carriage  was  not  Mr.  Walsh's 
<WA^— X  d^  Bp^  knpw ;  I  know  nothing;  about  the  owner  of  the  carriage,  or  who 
ovflied  the  cffln^ia^;  it  appeared  so  extraordinary  to  me,  that  I  mentioned  the 
drctmistance  to  some  gentlemen  immedji^ely  al^rj,  who  agreed  with  me  in 
thinking  it  was  rather  extraordinary  that  a  gentleman  who  had  presided  as 
judge  should  travel  off  in  that  way  with  his  carriage  and  horses  decOTated  with 
laurels. 

1708.  I  dare  say  you  published  something  about  it,  did  not  you? — I  do  not 
thmk  that  I  did. 

1 709.  Are  not  you  the  editor  of  the  Orange  Sentinel  ? — ^No ;  I  am  the  pro- 
piietor  of  the  ♦*  Carlow  SentmeL** 

1710.  Which  is  a  newspaper  of  what  they  caU  the  right  sort  ?— It  is  conducted 
upon  Conservative  principles;  fair  principles,  as  I  conceive. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

171 1 .  Whatever  the  principles  of  that  newspaper  may  be,  you  have  no  doubt 
you  saw  Mr.  Walsh  in  the  way  you  have  stated  ? — ^Yes,  that  is  so. 

1712.  With  his  carriage  and  horses  decorated  with  laurels  ? — No  ;  I  have  no 
doubt. 

Mr.  Austin^]  Now,  Sir,  my  friend,  Mr.  TTiesiger,  having  yesterday  put 
you  in  possession  of  the  purpose  for  which  this  evidence  has  been  called, 
and  that  purpose  having  been  fulfilled,  I  now  beg  to  inform  you  that  I  shall 
present  before  you  no  other  witnesses  upon  this  head  of  inquiry  to  the 
Committee,  and  shall  leave  the'  effect  of  it  to  be  judged  by  you. , 

Mr.  Maule  proceeded  to  address  the  Committee  upon  the  whole  case, 
animadverting  upon  the  testimony  that  had  been  last  adduced.

Chairman-^  I  am  desired  to  inform  you  that  Mr.  Maule  should  confine 
himself  to  the  case,  with  regard  to  the  sheriff.

^^  ^^^'  The  Committee  resolved  to  deliberate  before  they  came  to  a  resolution 

respecting  the  conduct  of  the  sheriff,  upon  the  evidence  which,  had  beea 
brought  before  them  on  Saturday. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared. 

The  Committee  deliberated. 

After  some  time,  counsel  and  parties  were  again  called  in,  and  informed 
that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the  following  resolution : 

Chairman.]  The  Committee  have  resolved,  "  That  they  do  not  consider 
there  are  grounds  to  report  specially  on  the  conduct  of  the  sheriff,  and 
they  do  not  consider  that  the  petition,  so  far  as  regards  the  conduct  of  tiie 
sheriff,  to  be  frivolous  and  vexatious." 

The  Committee  have  desired  me  likewise  to  state  their  unanimous 
opinion,  as  there  have  been  grave  charges  preferred  against  the  sheriff, 
they  feel  themselves  bound  to  state,  they  are  imanimously  of  opinion,  that 
the  charge  of  criminal  partiality,  such  as  affects  his  character  as  a  gentie- 
man,  has  not  been  proved  against  him. 

Mr.  Austin.]  Now,  Sir,  I  apprehend  the  case  is  closed  on  both  sides. 

Mr.  Maule.]  Yes. 

Mr.  Austin.]  All,  then,  we  have  now  to  ei^pect  is  your  report,  which,  I 
presume,  will  be  drawn  in  the  usual^form. 

Chairman.]  Are  we  boimd  to  report  as  a  special  report ;  is  it  necessary 
that  our  resolutions  should  state  that  the  opposition  of  the  sheriff  is  not 
vexatious  ?    I  believe  they  did  not  do  that  in  the  Longford  Committee. 

Mr.  Austin.]  I  may  venture  to  speak  confidently  upon  this  point,  because, 
in  a  court  of  law  I  was  concerned  in  a  case  of  this  sort,  where  it  was  held, 
that  the  whole  of  the  resolutions  the  Committee  had  come  to  were  void 
with  respect  to  the  sheriff,  because  the  sheriff  having  appeared,  there  was 
no  special  report.  The  point  having  been  raised,  probably  the  Committee 
will  be  of  opinion  that  they  ought  to  avoid  it. 

Chairman.]  I  merely  say  that  the  opposition  is  not  firivolous  and 
vexatious. 

Mr.  Austin.]  That  is  all  that  is  necessary.  I  understood  your  question 
to  apply,  as  to  whether  you  should  report  about  the  opposition  of  the 
sheriff  not  being  frivolous  or  vexatious. 

Mr.  Thesiger.]  Perhaps  if  any  thing  is  said  about  the  sheriff,  if  the 
Committee  should  report  that  that  part  of  the  petition  complaining  of  his 
conduct  is  not  frivolous  or  vexatious,  the  Committee  will  introduce  that 
into  their  report. 

Mr.  Austin.]  Perhaps,  Sir,  you  will  be  good  enough  to  refer  to  the 
9  Geo.  4,  c.  22,  it  is  the  41st  section. 

Chairman.']  Yes,  I  will  read  it :  "  That  every  such  select  committee 
shall  try  the  merits  of  the  return  or  election,  and  shall  determine  by  a 

majority 
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sitting  members,  or  either  of  them,  be  duly  retmned  or  elected,  or  whether  — 
the  election  be  void,  or  whether  a  new  writ  ought  to  issue,  which  deter- 
mination shall  be  final,  &c.  to  all  intents  and  purposes ;  and  the  House, 
on  being  informed  thereof  by  the  chairman  of  the  said  select  committee, 
shall  order  the  same  to  be  entered  in  their  journals,  &c.,  and  shall  also 
report  to  the  House  whether  such  petition  did  or  did  not  appear  to  them 
to  be  frivolous  or  vexatious  ;  and  in  like  manner  report  with  respect  to 
every  party  who  shall  have  appeared  before  them  in  opposition  to  such 
petition,  whether  the  oppo^on  of  such  party  did  or  did  not  appear  to 
them  to  be  frivolous  or  vexatious  ;  and  if  no  party  shall  have  appeared 
before  them  in  opposition  to  such  petition,  they  shall  then  report  to  the 
House  whether  such  election  or  return,  or  such  alleged  omission  of  a 
return  as  shall  be  complained  of  in  such  petition,  &c.,  did  or  did  not 
iqppear  to  them  to  be  vexatious  or  corrupt."  Under  these  words  it  strikes 
me^  as  the  sheriff  has  appeared  as  a  distinct  party,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  say  i&  the  report,  that  we  do  not  or  do  consid^  his  opposition  to  be 
frivolous  or  vexatious. 

Mr.  AustinJ]  Precisely  so ;  your  report  will  be,  that  Mr.  Vigors  is  en- 
titled to  the  seat ;  then,  that  the  petition  was  not  frivolous  and  vexatious, 
nor  th^  opposition ;  then,  alsoj  that  the  petition  was  not  frivolous  against 
the  sheriff,  nor  that  the  opposition  of  thQ  sheriff  was  frivolous,  or  vex- 
atious. Then,  Sir,  if  you  will  allow  me,  there  is  another  remark,  the 
name  of  Patrick  Ryan,  the  insolvent  vote  which  was  struck  off,  stands  in 
a  different  position  from  the  names  of  the  other  voters  who  have  been 
strudc  off. 

Chairman.']  We  shall  report  that  we  have  struck  off  certain  names,  and 
then  I  shall  rejpdrt  isomething  rn  this  form,  *'  That  Hie  Committee  have 
likewise  struck  off  the  vote  of  Patrick  Ryan,  &c.  as  having  polled  at  the 
said  election,  who,  since  the  registration  and  before  the  election,  has  been 
disqualified,  by  reason  of,"  &c.  I  think  it  right  to  distinguish  the  vote  of 
Patrick  Ryan  from  the  other  votes. 

Mr;  Austin.]  Perhaps  you  will  also  judge  whether  he  ought  not  to  be 
removed  from  the  register,  by  order  of  The  Speaker's  waanmt. 

«  .  CbmmuM.}  If  it  is  "Hie  Speaker'*  duty  to  do  th^t,  he  will  remove  him 
from  the  registry ;  but  we  will  not  enter  into  that ;  I  believe  it  was  not 
done  in  the  former  Carlow  case. 

Mr.  MatUe.}  TTien  I  am  quite  sure  you  will  not  do  it  now. 

Chairman.']  In  the  last  Carlow  case  I  think  they  say,  **  ought  not  to  be 
placed  on  the  register."  In  the  case  of  the  bankrupt,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  occurred  between  the  registration  and  the  polling,  and  that  he 
ought  not  to  remain ;  the  words  are,  *^  The  Committee  have  altered  the 
poll  taken  at.  the  said  election,  by  striking  off  the  following  names,  who 
ou^t  not  to  vote  and  ought  not  to  be  placed  on  the  registry.*' 

Mr.  Austin.]  In  that  case  the  persons  were  struck  off  on  the  ground 
that  at  the  time  of  the  registration  they  were  not  in  possession  of  the 
qualification,  and  therefore  it  was  essential  to  the  Committee  to  report 
they  were  not  on  the  registry.  We  do  not  say  Patrick  Ryan  ought  not 
to  be  placed  on  the  register,  but  that,  having  been  placed  on  the  register, 
he  was  subsequently  disqualified,  and  therefore  I  apprehend  the  report 
should  be,  that,  being  disqualified,  he  ought  to  be  in  this  instance  removed 
from  the  registry. 

Chairman.]  That  is  a  result  with  which  we  have  nothing  to  do. 

Mr.  Thesiger.]  Unless  there  is  something  in  the  report  to  show  that  he 
voted  within  the  six  months,  The  Speaker  will  have  no  authority  to  re- 
move  him  from  the  registry. 

Chainnan.^  We  shall  put  it,  that  "  having  voted,  and  before  the  time 

of  election  had  become  disqualified."    We  diall  state  all  the  facts  upon 
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«  May  1837.  which  The  Speaker  may  exercise  a  jurisdiction,  but  we  do  not  give  any 

'  ■  opinion  as  to  his  jurisdiction. 

Mr.  Thesiger.']  Even  the  term  "  cUsqualified  "  may  be  ambiguous,  he- 
cause  he  may  only  for  a  time  be  disqualified,  and  the  next  moment  may 
dnjoy  it. 

Mr.  Austin.}  In  the  former  Carlow  case,  the  Committee  resolved  that 
*'  they  ought  not  to  be  placed  on  the  register  ;'*  and  I  think  it  is  nearly 
an  analogous  decision,  ^t  *^  he  ought  not  to  remain  on  the  register ;"  you 
cannot  say  he  ought  not  to  be  placed  on  the  registry. 

Chairman.']  The  Speaker  can,  of  course,  exercise  whatever  authority  he 
has ;  he  can  exercise  his  right,  duty  or  authority  in  transmittii^  the 
warrant  to  the  sheriff.  Have  you  adverted  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  ? 
— *  *  Where  a  Select  Committee  reports  to  this  House  the  name  of  any  voter 
who  ought  not  to  be  placed  on  the  poll,  &c.  then  Mr.  Speaker  shaU  issue 
his  directions." 

Mr.  Austin.]  Will  the  Committee  state  that  he  was  struck  off  oa 
account  of  insolvency  subsequent  to  the  registration  ? 

Chairman.]  Yes,  I  think  it  is  fair  to  state  that ;  but  of  course  I  only 
speak  my  own  individual  opinion,  as  I  have  not  yet  consulted  the  feeling 
of  the  Committee  upon  it 

Mr.  Maule.]  I  hope  the  unanimous  resolution  which  the  Committee  has 
come  to — it  ^^nll  be  highly  satis&ctory  to  us  that  the  whole  of  it  should 
appear  on  your  minutes* 

Chairman.]  Yes,  we  have  desired  the  short-hand  writer  to  take  it  down, 
md  it  will  appear  on  our  minutes.  With  regard  to  the  point  ct  insoU 
vency  in  the  case  of  the  vot^,  Patrick  Ryan,  how  would  you  propose  us 
to  state  the  disqualification  ? 

Mr.  Austin.]  That  he  was  disqulified  from  voting^  by  reason  of 
insolvency. 

Chairman.]  Perhaps  I  had  hettet  take  the  words  of  your  own 
statement? 

Mr.  Austin.]  **  By  reason  of  having  been  discharged,  by  force  of  the 
Insolvent  Debtors'  Act,  after  registration.'^

Mr.  WrangJkom  proposed  to  put  in  the  Poll-books,  and  Mr.  Thesiger  stated  he  sboold 
not  raise  any  objection  to  their  admissibility.

Mr.  Wrangham  proposed  to  strike  off  the  poll  the  vote  of  Henry  Lyo<A,  being  one  of  the 
two  votes  comprised  in  the  first  class,  which  contains  the  names  of  persons  whose  votes  bad 
been  adjudicated  upon.

Mr.  Wrangham  then  proposed  to  strike  off  the  vote  of  Michael  Reynolds,  of  FencloDgh, 
in  the  barony  of  Abbyshrule ;  and  stated,  that  it  would  be  for  the  convenience  of  the 
Committee  that  the  objection  which  was  intended  to  be  raised  to  opening  the  register 
should  then  be  taken. 

The  affidavit  as  to  registering  a  person  of  the  name  of  Michael  Reynolds  was  then  put  in ;

2.  You  have  filled  that  office  for  several  years? — Since  the  year  1880.  E«q« 

3.  You  were  in  that  situation  at  the  last  election,  in  the  month  of  December  ? —  "• 
I  was. 

4.  Who  was  then  the  returning  officer  ?-^Sir  Percy  Nugent. 

319.  A  5.  Did 
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J.  V.  Craw/ordf        5.  Did  you  receive  from  him,  within  21  days  of  the  final  close  of  the  poll,  on 
^^-  that  occasion,  the  poll-books  taken  at  that  election  ? — I  did  ;   I  received  them  the 

day  after  the  election, 
u  April  1837.          g^  jj^^^  y^^  brought  them  with  you  here  ?— I  have. 

7.  Have  you  retained  them  in  your  custody  from  that  period  to  the  present  time  ? 
— ^1111  the  present  time  in  my  custody. 

8.  I  believe  you  sealed  them  up  on  receiving  them  ? — The  high  sheriff  sealed 
them  at  my  request.

14.  Will  you  tell  the  Committee  under  what  circiunstances  the  seal  was  broken^ 
and  under  what  circumstances,  if  any,  the  seal  was  subsequently  affixed  ? — It  was 
broken  in  consequence  of  receiving  that  summons,  calling  on  me  for  a  certificate 
of  the  time  when  a  man  of  the  name  of  Samuel  Murphy  voted,  and  I  could  not  give 
it  without  opening  the  books.

61.  How  long  did  the  examination  by  that  gentleman  continue.^ — Not  more 
than  from  five  to  ten  minutes. 

62.  And  were  you  present  during  the  whole  time  of  the  examination  ? — 
Certainly ;  with  the  book  before  me  on  the  desk. 

Mr.  Wranghqm  then  proposed  to  put  in  the  poll-books,  and  Mr,  Thesiger 
stated  be  should  not  raise  any  objection  to  their  admissibilitv. 

The  three  poll-books  were  then  put  in^ 

Mr.  Wrangham  then  proposed  to  strike  off  the  poll  the  vote  of  Henry 
L3mch,  being  one  of  two  votes  comprised  in  the  first  class,  which  contains 
the  names  of  two  persons  whose  votes  had  been  adjudicated  upon,  and 
had  been  determined  by  a  Committee  of  the  House  pf  Commons,  oq  the 
trial  of  a  petition  complaining  of  an  undue  election  and  return  for  th|e  said 
county  of  Longfbrd,  to  be  bad  votes,  and  had  been  reported  as  such  to  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  whose  names  had  been  removed  from  the  registry 
in  obedience  to  the  warrant  of  The  Speaker,  issued  in  pursuance  of  a 
resolution  pf  the  House  of  Commons,  but  who,  nevertheless,  voted  at  said 
election  for  the  Sitting  Member* 

Mr.  Thesiger  took  a  preliminary  objection  to  going  into  that  question  at 
all  upon  these  two  votes,  pn  the  ground  that  there  was  no  valid  objection 
stated  to  these  votes  in  the  Heading  of  the  class,  according  to  the  pror 
visions  of  the  two  Acts  of  Parliament  of  42  Geo.  3,  c.  106,  8.  3,  and  the 
47  Geo.

67.  Produce  it,  if  you  please?

71.  The  Committee.']  The  Henry  Lynch  whose  name  you  were  ordered  to 
strike  out,  did  you  strike  out  that  name  ? — I  did. 

72.  Mr.  Wrangham.]  Will  you  point  out  on  the  register  the  place  from  where 
you  struck  out  his  name  ? — I  will ;  Henry  Lynch,  of  Clooneen. 

73.  What  barony  is  that? — The  barony  of  Granard,  No.  1286. 

74*  You  cannot  undertake  to  say  there  is  not  another  person  of  that  name  on  the 
register? — Indeed  I  could  not,  without  going  over  it 

75.  Can  you  tell  me  whether  in  that  barony  there  is? — No ;  because  this  is  a 
gaieral  record  of  the  county. 

Mr.  WratJgham.]  If  my  friend  does  not  admit  the  absence  of  the  name 
from  the  register,  1  must  request  the  witness  to  look  over  the  register. 

Mr.  Thesige?'.]  1  do  not  admit  The  Speaker's  warrant  authorized  him  to 
strike  out  the  name  of  Henry  Lynch,  of  the  barony  of  XSranard ;  it  gives 
merely  the  name  of  Henry  Lynch.

the  name  of  Henry  Lynch  simply? — Because,  at  the  time  I  received  that  warrant, 

I  had  documents  in  my  possession  which  proved  to  me 14  April  1837* 

Mr.  Thesiqer  objected  to  the  witness  referring  to  documents  in  his  pos- 
session which  were  not  produced  before  the  Committee. 

77.  The  Committee.^  Is  not  the  clerk  of  the  peace  obliged  by  the  Act  of  Par- 
liament to  keep  an  alphabetical  list? — ^Not  of  the  record,  but  of  the  barony  books ; 
this  is  the  general  register ;  the  barony  books  are  an  alphabetical  copy;  this  is  the 
original  registry  book. 

78.  Mr.  Wrangham.']  I  must  now  trouble  you  to  look  at  the  documents  in  your 
hand,  and  examine  the  register  of  the  county,  and  tell  me  whether  there  is  any 
other  person  bearing  the  name  of  Henry  Lynch  on  the  register? — There  was  no 
Henry  Lynch  at  that  time  on  the  record  but  that  one. 

79.  I  understand  you  to  describe  him  as  Henry  Lynch,  of  Clooneen,  of  the 
barony  of  Granard  ?

Mr.  Wrangham!]  Now  I  put  in  the  poll-book,  to  show  that  Henry

80.  Have  you  the  register  of  this  year,  the  existing  register?— Yes,  I  have,  of 
every  man  registered  in  the  county. 

81.  Now  I  must  trouble  you  to  tell  me  whether  Henry  Lynch,  of  Clooneen,  in 
the  barony  of  Granard,  has  been  since  that  put  on  the  register  ? — No,  he  has 
not.

137.  How  is  the  land  occupied  by  Keaman,  in  what  way?— He  farms  it  by 
tillage  and  grazing. 

138.  Does  he  live  with  his  family  in  the  dwelling-house  ? — He  does. 

139.  What  family  has  her — I  cannot  say  how  many  children  he  has. 

140.  He  has  children  ?— Yes. 

141.  Does  he  support  all  of  them  out  of  the  farm  ? — He  supports  himself  by 
labour  one  way  or  the  other ;  I  cannot  say  whether  out  of  the  farm  or  not. 

142.  By  the  Committee.^]  Can  you  not  tell  me  whether  he  has  other  means  of 
support  ? — Nothing  except  labour ;  he  may  labour  for  other  people ;  he  has  one 
or  two  sons. 

143.  Do  you  know  that  he  does  get  any  thing  byjabour? — I  do  not  of  my  own 
knowledge. 

144*  As  far  as  you  know,  has  he  any  means  of  supporting  his  family  excepting 
his  farm  ? — I  do  not  know. 

145.  By  the  Committee.']  You  do  not  know  the  number  of  children  ? — I  do  not 
know  the  number  of  children. 

146.  By  Mr.  Robinson.]  What  tax  does  he  pay  ? — I  do  not  know. 

147.  The  county  rates?— -The  county  rates  vary  much  ,•  they  will  be  double  as 
much  in  one  case  as  they  will  in  another  case ;  what  the  rate  is  in  that  town  I  do 
not  know. 

148.  What  Reynolds  pays  you  do  not  know? — No  ;  as  to  his  taxes  or  rent  I 
know  nothing  at  all  about  them. 

149»  By  the  Committee.]  How  long  have  you  known  Reynolds? — I  have 
known  him  many  years  ;  before  he  was  a  man  at  all,  I  knew  him. 

1 50.  How  many  years  has  he  lived  on  his  farm  ? — I  do  consider  he  was  born 
on  it. 

151.  Do  you  know  whether  he  has  a  lease,  or  a  term  of  it  ? — I  cannot  tell  how 
he  holds  it;  as  to  his  having  a  lease,  I  am  unacquainted  with  it. 

1 52.  You  think  he  was  born  there  ? — I  do ;  I  am  sure  of  that. 

>53-  You  are  quite  sure  he  has  lived  there  many  years  ? — Yes,  for  a  number 
of  years. 

1 54.  Upon  the  farm  ? — ^Yes. 

155.  Have  you  heard  him  give  an  opinion  as  to  what  the  value  of  itis?— ' 
I  have  never  had  any  conversation  with  him  upon  it. 

156.  On  the  farm  he  lives?— Yes. 

157.  And  his  children  ? — Yes,  and  his  children  also*

■■    ■■  occupier? — ^That  is  according  to  the  rent  he  pays;  I  do  not  know  what  rent

163.  Has  he  voted  before  for  this  county  ? — I  do  not  kifow. 

1 64.  Do  you  not  know  who  voted  in  your  township  or  barony  ? — I  do  not  know 
a  tithe  of  those  who  voted. 

165.  Do  you  not  on  your  oath  know  whether  Reynolds  voted  for  the  election 
at  Longford  ? — Never,  except  the  last  one. 

166.  You  do  not  know  wnether  he  did  or  not?— I  do  not  know. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Whitcsides. 

'  167.  You  have  been  asked  about  land  at  Ardandra  ? — Yes. 

168.  You  say  that  that  is  higher  rent,  more  than  1/.  12^.  6  d.? — I  believe 
Keenan  pays  21.  10^. 

169.  Is  there  any  difference  between  Keenan's  farm  and  Reynolds's  farm  ? — 
The  greatest  that  can  be  as  to  the  quality  of  the  land. 

1 70.  Would  you  rather  pay  2  /.  6^.  for  Keenan's  farm,  or  1  /.  12  ^.  for  Reynolds  s  ? 
—If  you  put  it  to  my  choice,  I  would  rather  take  the  land  at  2  /.  6*.  than  the  land 
mil.  12s. 

171.  You  have  been  asked  about  Cannon's  farm? — Yes. 

172.  What  kind  of  land  is  that,  better  or  worse  than  Reynolds's  ? — ^There  is  a 
part  of  Cannon's  farm  the  most  superior  land  in  the  county. 

_  173.  It  is  not  dear  at  40^.  an  acre? — Not  the  least;  and  there  is  a  very  ex- 
cellent house  upon  it. 

174.  It  is  not  an  excellent  house  that  Reynolds  lives  in? — No,  it  is  very  far 
from  it 

175.  You  think  that  the  rent  of  IL  \2s.6d.  is  the  full  value  of  the  farm  ? — 
I  do  consider  it. 

176.  And  you  think  Cannon's  land  is  worth  40*.  an  acre? — I  do. 

177.  And  that  it  is  some  of  the  best  land  in  the  county? — Part  of  it  is  the  best 
land  in  the  county. 

178.  Keenan's  lets  for  505.  ? — Yes,  it  does. 

179.  Is  that  some  of  the  best  land  in  the  county? — No,  not  so  good  as  that 
which  lets  for  40*. 

180.  That  which  lets  for  50s.  is  not  so  good  as  that  which  lets  at  40*.  ? — No. 

181.  Your  calculation  is  in  Irish  acres? — Entirely  Irish  acres. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.]

Robert  Cox.  182.  WHERE  do  you  live  ? — I  live  in  a  place  called  Agher,  in  the  county  of

"  184.  Do  you  hold  any  land  in  your  own  hands  ? — I  do. 
1 85.  How  much  ? — About  250  acres  in  my  own  hands. 
'.  186.  Are  you  well  acquainted  with  the  value  of  land  in  the  barony  of  Abby- 
shrule, in  the  county  of  Longford  ? — I  am. 

187.  You  are  a  fanner  by  business  ? — Yes. 

188.  Do  you  know  a  farm  held  by  Michael  Reynolds,  in  the  barony  of  Abby- 
shrule?— I  do. 

1 89.  Have  you  been  over  it  ? — Yes. 

190.  Have  you  examined  it? — Yes,  examined  it. 

191.  What  sort  of  a  house  is  there  upon  it? — An  indifferent  thatched  house. 

^  192.,  What  kind  of  land  is  it  ? — A  little  of  it  is  pretty  good,  and  part  is  ^itK 
bottom  and  part  with  tail. 

193.  What  do  you  mean  by  that  ? — I  mean  where  it  b  land  that  has  not  been 
reclaimed  and  inclined  to  water. 

194.  What 
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1 94.  What  do  you  think  the  value  of  that  land  is  per  acre  ? — One  pound  twelve       UobeH  Cdx. 
shillings  and  sixpence.  — 

195.  Is  that  the  full  value  of  it  ?— That  is  the  full  value.  '^  ^P"*  *'»7- 

1 96.  Will  you  undertake  to  swear  that  that  is  the  highest  value  that  any  tenant 
would  pay  for  it;  1/.  12^.  6^.? — I  will;  any  tenant  who  would  expect  to  pay 
4he  rent 

197.  Do  you  think  a  solvent  tenant  would  give  10/.  per  year  more  for  it  ?-~ 
I  think  not 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

198.  When  did  you  examine  the  land  ? — On  the  14th  of  February  I  commenced 
my  examination. 

199.  Do  you  live  near  Reynolds  ? — Not  a  mile  and  a  quarter  from  him. 

300.  Are  you  well  acquainted  with  him  ? — Yes,  sir,  and  have  known  the  land 
a  long  time. 

201.  Is  his  a  lai^  family? — ^He  has  a  good  many  children;  some  of  them 
went  to  England ;  I  am  not  particularly  acquainted  with  his  fieunily. 

202.  Does  he  support  them  out  of  his  £etrm  ? —  I  cannot  say  how  he  supports  them. 

203.  Do  you  know  of  his  having  any  other  means  of  supporting  them  ? — I  know 
of  his  making  the  roads  there ;  a  new  road  his  sons  were  employed  in  making ; 
I  saw  them  at  it. 

204.  When  were  they  engaged  in  that  way  ? — About  a  year  ago. 

205.  Generally,  I  suppose,  he  has  no  other  means  of  supporting  them,  except 
the  farm  itself? — I  cannot  say  how  he  supports  them. 

206.  You  know  nothing  of  his  having  any  other  employment  but  this  piece  of 
road -making  ? — I  cannot  say  what  he  was  employed  at ;  I  never  looked  after  him 
to  know  what  he  was  at. 

207.  What  part  of  the  land  is  it  you  called  pretty  good  ? — Opposite  the  house; 

208.  How  much  ? — I  think  there  is  about  a  third  of  it  bad,  not  so  good  as  the 
rest 

209.  Do  you  comprehend  all  that  one-third  under  the  head  of  tail  ? — ^What  I 
call  bottom  part 

210.  You  never  recollect  any  part  of  it  being  let,  in  point  of  fact,  to  nother 
person  ? — No,  I  do  not 

211.  Can  you  tell  me  what  the  average  value  of  land  b  about  it  ? — ^I  inquired 
into  the  average  value  of  land. 

212.  According  to  your  own  judgment,  what  would  be  about  the  average  value 
of  land  there? — If  the  land  is  gocnl  it  is  valued  high ;  when  it  is  bad  it  is  valued 
low. 

213.  How  did  you  get  your  average  then  ;  you  say  this  land  is  worth  32s.  6d. 
per  acre ;  how  did  you  get  this  average ;  what  made  you  fix  it  at  32  s.  6d.  ? — By 
talking  it  over,  and  putting  together  what  we  considered  to  be  the  fair  price,  the 
best  possiblej^ice  that  we  could  fix  it  at. 

214.  Did  you,  in  your  own  mind,  fix  the  value  on  that  which  you  called  the 
good  land  ? — I  did  not  immediately  do  it. 

215.  Did  you  do  it? — I  did  not. 

21 6.  Did  you  take  in  the  whole  farm,  by  looking  over  the  good  and  bad,  and 
take  the  average  price  that  the  farm  was  worth  so  much,  and  you  would  give  no 
more  for  it? — I  did  not  fix  the  value  of  what  I  thought  the  best  land. 

217.  Did  you  fix  the  value  of  that  which  you  thought  the  worst  part  of  the 
land  ? — No. 

218.  You  came  to  the  general  conclusion  that  the  good  and  bad  together 
was  worth  32^.  6(/.  an  aere  ? — ^Yes,  I  took  land  myself  in  the  place ;  I  did  not  go 
and  value  the  bad  and  good  ;  I  bid  for  the  farm  and  took  it. 

219.  The  Committee.]  Who  desired  you  to  value  the  farm  ? — Mr.  Fox  sent  to 
me  to  request  that  I  would  go  and  value  the  land. 

220.  Which  Mr.  Fox  was  that  ? — Young  Mr.  Fox,  the  nephew  of  the  candidate 
for  the  county. 

221.  Mr.  Fox  asked  you  to  value  it  ? — Yes  ;  I  refused  to  go  at  first,  and  I  was 
applied  to  again,  and  went  then. 

222.  Then  you  did  value  it  at  the  desire  of  Mr.  Fox  ? — At  the  desire  of  young 
Mr.  Fox. 

223.  Who  paid  you  for  that  valuation  ?— No  one. 

224.  Do  you  expect  to  be  paid  ? — I  do  not. 

225.  Then  you  aid  it  voluntarily  ?— I  was  sent  for  to  do  it^  but  I  expect  nothing 
for  it 

319.  B  2  226.  You 
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Boktrt  Owr.  226.  You  did  it  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Fox  ? — Young  Mr.  Fox. 

"  227.  Are  you  a  yaluer  of  land  by  profession  ? — I  am   not,  I  am  only  a  farmer

228.  You  were  asked  twice  to  value  the  land  ? — I  was. 

229.  Both  times  by  Mr.  Fox  ? — Not  by  Mr.  Fox  ;  he  applied  to  me  first,  and 
I  refused  him,  and  then  Mr.  Shaw  came  to  me  and  said,  ^^  Mr.  Fox  requested  I 
would  go  and  value.** 

230.  Who  is  Mr.  Shaw  ? — ^The  man  who  was  examined  before  me  as  a  witness* 

231.  Is  it  common  in  Ireland  for  persons  to  value  lands  without  payment  for 
their  trouble  ? — I  have  valued  lands  before  without  any  payment;  I  was  appointed 
by  commissioners  to  value  land  before. 

232.  If  you  advertised  through  the  county  of  Longford  that  you  valued  for 
i^othing,  vpu  would  have  plenty  of  employment? — I  did  value  land  before,  and  got 
nothing  for  it. 

233.  Did  you  go  with  Mr.  Shaw  to  value  this  land  ? — I  did. 

234.  Was  it  he  or  yen,  or  both  together,  who  fixed  the  value  at  1  /.  12^.  6d.  per 
acre  ? — We  went  together  on  some  days,  and  other  days  I  could  not  attend  ;  there 
was  one  farm  I  did  not  go  with  him  on. 

235.  Who  fixed  the  value ;  did  you  or  Mr.  Shaw  fix  the  value  at  the  W.  12^.  6dL 
an  acre,  or  did  both  join  ? — Every  man  kept  a  book  ;  then  we  asked  each  other  to 
say  what  was  the  value  of  this  and  that,  and  then  we  agreed  upon  it. 

236.  When  you  came  to  meet  with  your  books,  did  you  find  that  you  agreed 
so  entirely  that  there  was  not  any  difference  between  you  ;  did  you  agree  together? 
— On  this  farm  we  had  no  difference;  I  think  so;  we  had  difference  in  other 
farms. 

237.  When  did  you  value  it  ? — I  cannot  say ;  since  the  14th  of  February. 
•   238.  Is  that  since  the  election  ?  —Yes. 

239.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  this  yaluation,  which  happens  to  agree  with  the 
witnesses  just  examined,  you  did  not  communicate  to  them  what  it  was  ? — Wc 
stated  what  the  value  of  the  house  was,  and  so  on,  and  we  agreed  on  it 

240.  The  value  you  put  on  this  farm,  would  you  have  taken  the  farm  at  the 
^amerent  if  you  haa  wanted  the  farm.^ — I  would  not  have  taken  it  at  that  rent 

241.  Not  at  1  /.  12*.  6rf.  an  acre  ?— No. 

242.  You  would  not  give  that  for  it? — I  would  not 

243.  Then  why  did  you  value  it  at  that  ? — Because  I  knew  that  if  a  man 
wanted  a  small  farm  he  would  go  higher  than  I  would. 

244.  Would  he  be  a  solvent  tenant  ? — I  think  any  man  taking  it,  it  was  the 
highest  penny  that  any  man  would  give  for  it. 

245.  When  you  value  land,  do  you  not  value  it  according  to  what  you  think 
a  person  ought  to  give  for  it  ? — I  valued  it  at  what  I  thought  was  the  highest 
price  any  man  would  give  for  it ;  I  might  have  valued  it  a  little  over  the  fair  value ; 
it  would  not  suit  me.  4« 

246.  By  Mr.  Whitesides.]  You  said  you  were  employed  by  commissioners  to 
value  land;  by  what  commissioners  were  you  appointed? — ^There  was  a  dif- 
ference as  to  a  farm  upon  a  lawsuit,  a  family  lawsuit,  and  I  was  appointed  one 
of  the  persons  to  value  it. 

247.  You  say  that  you  valued  a  farm  before ;  did  you  value  this  farm  in  the 
same  way  as  the  other  farms,  as  fairly  ? — Fjcactly  the  same. 

248.  Bv  Mr.  Robinson.]  What  were  the  farms  in  respect  of  which  you  did  not 
join  with  Mr.  Shaw  as  to  value  ?  — -I  cannot  say  the  farms ;  there  are  some  of  the 
farms  that  were  not  returned. 

249.  How  many  farms  did  you  value  with  Mr.  Shaw  ? — I  think  23  or  24. 

250.  In  about  how  many  of  them  did  you  and  Mr.  Shaw  differ  ? — Not  more  than 
jone  or  two. 

35 1«  Will  you  swear  that  there  were  not  more  than  two  in  which  you  dif- 
fered ?— No  ;  because  we  both  looked  over  the  farms. 

252.  Will  you  swear  that  there  were  not  more  than  two  in  which  you  differed 
with  Mr.  Shaw  ?— I  think  not  more  than  two  or  three ;  I  will  swear  not  more. 

253*  Was  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  valuation  with  Mr.  Shaw,  or  at  the  end 
of  it?^I  think  at  the  latter  end  of  it 

254.  The  two  or  three  in  which  you  differed  was  about  the  latter  end  of  the 
valuation  ? — Yes. 

255.  Can  you  not  recollect  one  single  instance  in  which  you  differed  with  Mr. 
Shaw  ?— A  man  of  the  name  of  Hagan ;  he  is  not  here ;  we  did  not  return  him. 
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256.  No  one  you  did  return  you  differed  about  ? — Not  one. 

257.  You  only  returned  those  you  agreed  upon  ? — Certainly* 

258.  Whom  do  you  rent  under  yourself  ? — Mr.  Mallone,  of  Westmeath^  a  place 
called  Thirs. 

259.  In  Longford  ? — Mr.  Wilder. 

260.  Are  you  employed  in  any  other  way  under  Mr.  Fox  ? — Not  one  employ* 
ment ;  I  never  had  any  employment  from  Mr.  Fox,  never. 

261.  Have  you  any  objection  to  state  what  you  pay  for  the  land  yourself,  for 
the  250  acres,  the  actual  rent? — I  cannot  tell  exactly;  I  pay  40^.  an  acre  for 
some  land,  and  only  1  /.  an  acre  for  more. 

262.  Do  you  pay  50^.  for  any? — No;  I  have  106  acres  for  200/.  a  year,  and 
a  slate  house  on  it  two  stories  high. 

263.  How  is  the  land  you  pay  40  s.  an  acre  for ;  better  or  worse  than  Reynolds^s 
farm  ? — Entirely  better  than  it 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.']

Examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

264.  WHERE  do  you  reside,  sir? — In  the  county  of  Longford. 

265.  Are  you  acquainted  whh  the  value  of  land  in  that  county? — I  am. 

266.  Do  you  know  the  farm  held  by  Michael  Reynolds,  in  the  barony  of 
Abbyshrule  ? — Yes. 

267.  Tell  the  Committee  what  kind  of  farm  it  is  ? — ^There  is  a  great  deal  of  it 
moorland,  and  some  upland ;  the  upland  is  tolerably  good,  but  the  part  which  is 

•moorland   is  irreclaimable,  in  consequence  of  the  river  which  borders  it  being 
nearly  as  high,  not  being  sunk. 

268.  Will  yoa  state  to  the  Committee  what,  in  your  judgment,  is  the  value  of 
that  farm  by  the  acre  ? — I  should  state  that  33  s.  is  a  high  rent  for  it. 

269.  Do  you  think  a  solvent  or  responsible  tenant  would  give  10  /.  more  for  it  ? 
— I  do  not  think  he  could  pay  it. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

270.  Where  do  you  liver— At  Carboy,  in  the  county  of  Longford. 

271.  How  far  from  the  farm  you  spoke  of? — Between  five  and  six  miles. 

272.  Did  you  go  over  the  farm  to  make  the  valuation  ? — Not  to  make  the  valuft* 
tion;  I  did  not. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

273.  Do  you  live  near  this  farm  ? — ^Within  five  or  six  Irish  miles. 

274.  That  is  a  considerable  distance  ? — Yes. 

275.  How  came  you  to  know  the  farm  so  well  ? — I  have  a  general  knowledge 
.of  that  part  of  the  country. 

276.  Only  from  general  knowledge? — I  have  a  general  knowledge  of  tl^e 
neighbourhood. 

277.  Have  you  walked  over  this  farm  ?— I  cannot  say  that  I  did. 

278.  How  did  you  form  your  opinion? — By  riding  round  it,  and  over  it  and 
on  it 

279.  What  do  you  consider  the  average  value  of  land  in  that  part  of  Ireland? 
— I  ^ink  about  30  s.  an  acre. 

280.  You  have  a  farm  yourself? — I  have. 

281.  May  I  ask  you  what  you  pay  per  acre  for  that  ? — Seventeen  shillings  and 
sixpence  for  one,  and  31  ^.  for  another. 

282.  Whose  land  is  that? — Sir  George  Featherstone's. 

283.  You  pay  nothing  higher  than  31^.? — Nothing  higher,  and  it  is  consi- 
dered some  of  the  best  land  in  the  county. 

284.  Is  your  lease  an  old  lease  of  considerable  standing? — One  is,  and  the 
other  is  not. 

285.  How  long  ? — I  have  the  last  farm  not  two  years  in  my  possession. 

286.  What,  the  former  one? — ^That  was  held  by  my  father. 

287.  Which  is  the  higher  rent  r — ^The  late  taking. 

288.  Did  you,  in  the  last  instance,  value  the  farm ;  were  you  desired  to  do  sp^? 
— I  was  not. 

319.  B  3  *        289.  You 
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289.  You  never  properly  valued  it;  you  did  not  go  for  the  putrpose  of  valuing 
it  ? — Wo,  merely  from  my  own  observation. 

290.  Having  made  the  observation,  you  are  competent  to  form  an  opinion  that 
it  was  not  worth  more  per  acre  than  30*.  ?— I  say  that  33*.  is  a  high  rent,  from 
the  nature  of  the  soil. 

291.  Do  you  consider  your  ^ls.6d.  land  better  than  any  land  on  this  farm?-- 
I  cannot  say  better  than  anv  land ;  the  upland  attached  tb  the  farm  is  pretty  good. 

292.  Is  it  as  good  ? — Fully  as  good.

— ^Yes,  I  h^ve  viewed  land  in  the  barony  of  Abbyshrule. 

296.  Do  you  hold  land  there  yourself? — ^I  do. 

297.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  farm  of  Michael  Reynolds,  at  Tenelough?— 
Yes,  I  am. 

298.  Have  you  gone  over  it  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  valuation  ? — I  hare. 

299.  When  ? — ^In  last  February. 

300.  Did  you  make  a  careful  valuation  of  the  farm  ? — I  have. 

301.  Taking  it  all  the  way  round,  what  do  you  say  it  is  worth  per  acre?— 
I  think  upon  an  average  from  2L6s.  to  21.  8s. 

302.  By  the  Committee.']  An  Irish  acre  ? — Yes,  an  Irish  acre. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

303.  You  say  you  are  a  farmer  at  present  ? — Yes. 

304.  How  long  have  you  been  a  farmer? — Eight  years. 

305.  When  did  you  take  your  last  farm,  the  farm  you  have  now  ? — In  Maj 
last. 

306.  From  whom  did  you  take  that  farm  ? — It  is  the  property  of  Colonel 
White. 

307.  Had  you  a  farm  before  you  got  that  in  last  May  ? — ^My  brother  and  I 
had  one. 

308.  Had  you  an  interest  in  it  ? — Yes,  I  had ;  I  paid  half  the  rent  of  it.

477.  N0W9  ^  ^^^  P^^  ^f  ^^  l^^d  t^^^  ^^  much  impoverished  and  worn 
out  ?— No. 

478.  What  should  you  say  that  acre  was  worth  ? — If  it  was  set,  as  we  term  it 
in  Ireland  in  con-acre,  it  might  fetch  3  /.  or  4/. 

479.  You  say  the  house  was  venr  indiflFerent  ? — Very. 

480.  Were  there  offices  attached  to  it? — Yes,  there  are  a  few ;  there  are  two, 
I  think ;  very  poor  little  hovels. 

481.  Do  you  know  Quane?*^!  do. 

483^  Has  he  any  family  ? — I  believe  he  has. 

483.  Do  they  live  with  him  there  ? — I  cannot  exactly  say. 

484.  How  far  do  you  live  from  him  ?^-I  dare  say  nearly  four  miles ;  betweeil 
three  or  four  miles. 

485.  Do  you  know  of  their  living  any  where  else  ? — I  do  not 

486.  Have  you  any  doubt  that  they  all  live  with  him  ? — I  cannot  say  whether 
they  do  or  do  not. 

487.  Are  they  supported  by  him  ? — If  they  live  with  him,  of  course  they  are. 
488^  Do  you  know  of  any  of  his  family  being  supported  otherwise  than  by 

him  ? — I  do  not. 

489.  Do  you  know  of  his  having  any  means  of  supporting  them  except  by  that 
house  and  farm  ? — Not  to  mv  knowledge. 

490.  Did  you  examine  this  farm  very  correctly  ? — ^I  did. 

491.  You  can  tell  us  what  stock  there  was  on  it,  perhaps  ? — I  did  not  see  any. 

492.  When  you  spoke  of  the  land,  there  were  13  acres,  he  told  you,  in  all,  and 
you  said  some  of  the  land  was  of  a  naturally  good  quality  ? — Yes. 

493*  How  much  ? — I  should  suppose  between  nve  and  six  acres,  as  nearly  as 
I  can  guess. 

494.  What  would  be  the  value  of  that? — I  should  say,  taking  the  whole  of  this 
meadow,  together 

495.  I  do  not  ask  you  that? — On  the  whole,  I  should  say,  the  very  outside 
value  I  could  put  on  it  would  be  1 1  5  «.  an  acre. 

496.  I  am  speaking  of  the  naturally  good  ? — ^The  good  and  bad  together. 

497.  I  am  not  asking  you  as  to  the  good  and  bad  ;  I  would  rather  have  it 
separately,  the  five  or  six  acres  ?-^I  say  the  best  part  of  the  landi  about  five  or  six 
acres,  would  not  be  worth  more  than  1  /.  12  «•  an  acre. 

498.  You  think  it  is  not  worth  more  than  I  /.  12  ^.  f — No. 

499.  And  what  would  the  rest  be  worth  ? — From  1  /.  to  1  /.  5  s. 

500.  What  do  you  mean  by  saying  the  average  is  1  /.  12  s.,  when  you  say  th^ 
best  is  1  L  12  s.  and  the  worst  1/.  5  s.} — Giving  him  credit  for  his  acre  of 
meadow. 

501.  Then  his  acre  of  meadow  at  1  /•  5  5.  would  be  worth  3  /.  ? — It  would. 

502.  Do  you  know  the  land  in  the  barony  generally  ? — Yes,  I  have  known  it 
generally. 

503.  Pray  how  came  you  to  go  and  value ;  who  sent  you  ?— I  was  adced  by 
Mr.  Courtenay. 

504.  Who  IS  Mr.  Courtenay  ? — He  is  the  agent  of  Mr.  Fox. 

505.  And  you  knew  you  went  to  value  for  the  purpose  of  giving  evidence  ?— 
I  did,  and  I  told  the  tenant  so  on  the  land. 

506.  Did  the  tenant  object  to  your  seeing  the  farm  ? — No,  that  man  did  not 
object;  so  far  from  it,  he  walked  with  me. 

507.  Did  he  answer  such  inquiries  as  you  made  of  him  ? — He  did.. 

508.  Did  you  ask  him  what  the  value  was  at  all  ? — I  did. 

509.  What  did  he  tell  you  ? — He  said  he  thought  he  paid  enough,  and  if  be 
had  to  register  again,  he  would  not  do  it. 

510.  When  was  that;  when  you  were  valuing? — The  day  I  viewed  it.

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511.  He  said  that  at  once,  did  he,  of  his  own  accord?— He  did,  without  the    Mr.  A.JohitHati.

512.  What  did  you  say  to  that? — I  made  no  reply  that  I  recollect  now.  J8  April  1837. 

513.  Mr.  fVrangham.]  You  thought  that  called  for  no  reply,  I  suppose? — 
No.

514.  Will  you  explain  to  the  Committee  what  the  meaning  of  con-acre  is  in 
Ireland  ?— It  is  setting  or  letting  a  small  portion  by  the  rood,  half-rood^  licre  or 
half-acre,  for  meadow,  potatoes  or  oats. 

515.  And  is  it  the  fact  that  the  landlords,  where  they  let  hmd  for  con-acre, 
manure  the  land  themselves  ? — The  landlords  generally  are  against  the  system  of 
letting  land  in  that  way,  because  it  takes  the  manure  oiffthe  ground. 

510.  The  Committee^]  The  land  is  manured  by  the  landlord? — No,  the  land- 
lord has  nothing  to  do  but  to  receive  the  rent ;  the  tenant  receives  the  con-acre 
rent*

619.  When  land  agents  are  employed  by  clubs,  they  are,  generally  speakings 
paid  as  other  people  are  paid ;  you  were  not  paid  ? — No.

— No, 
I  am  not. 

624.  What  are  you  r — I  hold  land. 

625.  Whom  do  you  hold  it  under  ?— Colonel  Henry  White. 

626.  Is  he  the  brother  of  the  Sitting  Member? — He  is. 

627.  How  long  is  it  since  you  got  a  lease  from  him  ? — I  have  not  a  lease  from 
him. 

628.  How  long  is  it  siqceyou  have  held  the  land? — I  purchased  the  interest  in 
a  lease  of  a  person  who  held  under  him. 

629.  Who  is  he  ? — Mr.  Higgins. 

630.  Whereabout  is  that  ? — -In  the  neighbourhood  of  Ballymahon. 

631 .  Let  me  look  at  the  book  ? — 

[The  book  was  handed  to  the  learned  Counsel.^ 

632.  This  is  a  copy,  is  it  not  ? — Yes,  it  is. 

633.  When  did  you  make  it  ? — About  a  fortnight  ago,  I  think. 

634.  Where  did  you  make  it?  — At  home,  in  my  own  house. 

635.  Who  was  with  you  ? — Nobody.' 

636.  What  have  you  done  with  the  original  ? — The  original  is  behind  me  at 
home. 

637.  Why  did  you  not  bring  it  ? — 1  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  bring  it. 

638.  I  see  you  have  got  James  M*Cormick  of  Streamstown ;  when  was  that 
alteration  made  from  21.  Os.  5idAo2l.7s.  ? — I  dare  sav  it  was  made  at  the  time. 

639.  When  was  that  made,  on  your  solemn  oath  ?^ — At  the  very  time. 

640.  Do  you  mean  to  swear  it  was  done  at  the  same  time  with  this  alteration 
from  2l.0s.5id.to2i  7  s.  ? — I  will  swear  it  was  done  at  the  very  time.

648.  You  told  me  you  had  never  calculated  whether  the  21.  5  s.  6d.  would  be 
under  the  mark,  and  the  21.

660.  Mr.  FTrangham.]  You  have  a  good  house  on  your  farm? — Yes,  it  is 
a  tolerably  good  house,  but  not  so  good  as  I  could  wish. 

661.  When  you  tookpossession  of  this  farm  under  the  purchase,  what  was  the 
state  of  your  house  ? — The  same  state  it  is  in  at  present ;  I  made  no  improve- 
ment in  it. 

662.  With  that  bad  house  on  it,  you  think  it  is  worth  your  while  to  give  the 
consideration  of  400  /.  for  the  unexpired  term  ? — I  would  not  take  600  /.  or  700  /. 
for  it. 

663.  You  think  it  is  worth  more  rent  than  you  pay  for  it? — I  do. 

664.  Consequently,  you  would  not  take  less  than  6OO/.  for  it? — I  would  net 
take  600  /•  for  it. 

665.  Was  not  that  400/.  an  arrear  of  rent  by  the  old  tenant? — Not  to  my 
knowledge. 

666.  Do  you  not  believe  it? — He  owed  half  a  year's  rent;  I  think  it  was  not 
due,  it  had  not  become  due  ;  I  paid  half  a  year's  rent. 

667.  The  Committee.']  To  whom  did  you  pay  the  400/.  ? — To  a  man  of  the 
name  of  Higgins,  the  person  I  got  the  farm  from,  whose  interest  I  purchased. 

668.  You  paid  it  to  the  man  who  was  the  previous  occupier?—  Precisely. 

669.  And  he  gave  you  a  receipt  for  that  400/.  ? — He  gave  me  a  receipt  for 
the  400/. 

670.  That  was  in  full  consideration  for  your  obtaining  possession  ? — Yes,  in 
full  consideration ;  there  was  half  a  year's  rent  due,  but  it  was  not  demanded ;  it 
was  demanded  of  me,  and  I  paid  it  before  I  got  possession.

68 1.  You  do  not  value  the  house  as  high  as  3  /.  ? — No,  I  should  say  3  /.  is  too 
high  for  it ;  about  2  L  10^. 

682.  You  think  3  /.  is  rather  high  ? — ^Yes,  rather  too  much. 

683.  Still  you  think  the  farm  worth  2l.7s.6d.  an  acre?— Yes,  1  think  he 
would  get  that  for  it,  if  he  were  to  put  it  up  in  the  market.

689.  When  was  that? — Some  time  in  the  month  of  February  last. 

690.  Were  you  sent  there  by  the  Liberal  Club  ? — I  was. 

691.  Did  you  nmke  a  careful  examination  of  the  land  and  house  of  James 
M^Cormick?— Idid. 

692.  What  did  you  say  the  land  is  worth  per  acre? — I  think  it  would  set  from 
2  /.  5  *.  to  2  f.  7  ^.  6  d.  an  acre ;  I  divided  the  land  into  two  classes. 

693.  You  made  a  careful  examination  of  it  ? — I  did ;  I  divided  the  land  into 
two  classes.

Examined  by  Mr.  FThitesides. 

705.  DID  you  attend  at  the  registry  for  the  county  of  Longford  in  October 
1832?— I  did. 

706.  Do  you  recollect  James  Hennesey  coming  forward  to  be  registered?— 
I  do. 

707.  Was  there  an  objection  taken  to  him  ? — ^There  was  an  objection. 

708.  What  was  the  objection  ? — He  had  no  lease  to  produce ;  he  swore  that 
his  house  was  burnt,  and  his  lease  was  in  a  chest  which  he  kept  in  his  house 
which  was  burnt. 

709.  By  the  Committee.]  Did  you  hear  him  swear  so  ? — Yes. 

710.  By  Mr.  Whitesides.]  What  quantity  of  land  did  he  register  out  of?— 
Fourteen  acres  and  12  perches. 

711.  At  what  rent? — Twenty  pounds  fifteen  shillings;  1/.  9^.  6Jrf.  per 
acre. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

712.  Was  this  man  objected  to  at  the  registry  ? — He  was. 

713.  By  whom? — By  a  counsel. 

714.  Were  there  counsel  on  both  sides? — There  were. 

715.  And 
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715.  And  a  great  deal  of  evidence  was  given  with  regard  to  all  the  votes  that   Mr.  G.  Gardiner. 
were  objected  to  ? — Sometimes.  

716.  Now,  in  this  case,  was  there  evidence  called  on  both  sides? — We  got  a     ^*  ^^P"^  *^^* 
witness  called  to  account  for  the  non-production  of  the  lease. 

717.  I  ask,  was  there  evidence  called  on  both  sides? — I  have  not  a  note  to 
ascertain  that. 

718.  Have  you  any  recollection  on  the  subject? — I  would  not  wish  to  speak 
from  memory. 

719.  Your  memory  is  in  that  book  ;  is  it  all  that  you  have  told  us  ? — It  is. 

720.  And  unless  you  found  a  note  in  the  book,  you  have  no  memory  out  of  it  ? 
— I  have. 

721.  None  but  this? — ^This  refreshes  my  memory  as  to  the  things  which 
occurred  at  that  time. 

722.  Is  it  refreshed  enough  to  be  able  to  tell  the  Committee  whether  there  was 
an  examination  on  both  sides  on  oath,  with  regard  to  this  vote  ? — I  know  there  was 
an  examination  by  counsel  on  both  sides. 

723.  As  to  whether  there  were  witnesses  produced  against  the  vote,  as  well  as 
witnesses  in  favour  of  it? — Wherever  there  was  a  witness  produced,  either  for  or 
against  a  vote,  I  took  down  the  observation. 

724.  My  question  is,  whether  you  have  recollection  enough  to  tell  us  whether 
there  were  witnesses  offered  against  the  claims  to  register,  as  well  as  in  favour  of 
the  claims  ? — In  this  case  I  have  no  note  of  a  witness  being  called,  either  to  sustain 
or  discredit  it ;  nothing  but  the  examination  of  the  man  as  to  the  lease,  and  the 
cross-examination  of  the  counsel  on  both  sides.

729.  Was  he  cross-examined  at  the  time  by  the  counsel  ? — He  was. 

730.  Was  the  claimant  himself  cross-examined?— He  was. 

731.  And  you  cannot  tell  us  whether  there  were  any  witnesses  offered  in  oppo- 
sition to  this  claim  or  not  ? — There  were  no  witnesses  to  value  either  on  one  side  or 
the  other,  but  merely  witnesses  as  to  the  title. 

732.  Do  you  mean,  on  your  oath,  to  say  there  were  no  witnesses  offered  in 
opposition  to  the  claim  ? — I  do,  or  else  I  should  have  a  note  of  them. 

733.  The  result  is,  you  assume  there  were  no  witnesses  called,  because  you 
have  bo  note  of  it? — From  both  my  recollection  and  the  circumstance  that  I  would 
have  it. 

734.  What  did  you  mean  by  telling  us,  five  minutes  ago,  you  had  no  recollection 
whether  any  witnesses  were  called  in  opposition  to  the  claim  or  not  ? — I  do  not 
recollect  I  said  so. 

735*  Can  you  not  recollect  what  you  said  five  minutes  ago ;  do  not  you  recollect 
you  have  told  us  that  you  could  not  say  whether  there  were  any  witnesses  called 
in  opposition  to  the  claim  or  not?

I  have  no  doubt ;  there  was  no  opposition  but  the  cross-examination  of  the  counsel. 

745.  You  have  now  not  the  slightest  doubt  in  the  world  there  was  00  opposition, 
except  the  cross-examination  of  the  counsel,  and  no  witnesses  produced? — I  have 
no  doubt  of  it. 

746.  Are  you  quite  sure  about  the  cross-examination  of  counsel? — I  am. 

747.  You  have  a  perfectly  refreshed  and  lively  recollection  of  that  cross-exami- 
nation ? — I  am  well  convinced  of  it. 

748.  Is  that  from  the  notes  in  your  note-book  here,  or  the  tablet  of  your  memory, 
a  little  higher  up  ? — ^Without  any  note  of  that ;  it  was  the  general  practice  for 
every  claimant  to  be  cross-examined. 

749.  It  was  the  general  practice,  and  therefore  you  have  no  doubt  about  it?— 
No. 

750.  And  they  were  pretty  severely  handled  sometimes,  were  they? — Sometimes. 

751.  Do  you  remember  whether  in  this  particular  case,  though  it  is  five  years 
ago,  do  you  remember  whether  James  Hennesey  was  subjected  to  a  severe  scrutiny 
by  the  cross-examining  counsel  ?

752.  He  was  cross-examined  enough,  I  dare  say? — In  some  cases  they  ar^  a 
great  deal  more  scrutinized  than  in  odiers. 

753.  I  take  that  for  granted ;  and  therefore  I  ask  you  whether  in  this  particu- 
lar case  James  Hennesey  was  scrutinized,  as  you  call  it,  more  or  less  than  others  ? — 
There  were  some  who  were  more,  where  evidence  was  produced  against  the  claim. 

754.  You  have  no  recollection  of  this  particular  ease,  have  you  ? — I  know  this 
case  was  not  so  severely  scrutinized  as  other  cases. 

755.  How  do  you  know  he  was  objeoted  to  at  all? — ^Why,  he  was  under  ex- 
amination as  a  claimant. 

756.  Have  you  any  recollection  of  that  ? — I  have. 

757.  How  do  you  know  it  ? — ^When  he  was  accounting  for  the  non-production 
of  the  lease,  the  counsel  cross-examined  him  very  severely  about  it,  till  he  brought 
forward  the  evidence  to  prove  that  it  was  executed. 

758.  By  the  Committee. "l  In  what  capacity  did  you  attend  at  the  last  Longford 
election  ? — As  poll-clerk. 

759.  Do  you  happen  to  know  whether  this  individual,  about  whom  we  are  now 
examining,  voted  at  the  previous  Longford  election  ? — I  was  not  in  the  booth  when 
he  polled. 

760.  Do  you  know  whether  this  individual  about  whom  we  are  talking  voted 
at  the  previous  election  for  Longford?— He  did  at  the  election  after  the  Reform 
register. 

761.  Do  you  know  whether  he  voted  in  respect  of  the  freehold  he  now  holds? 
—He  did. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Wkitesides. 

762.  Were  those  witnesses  cross-examined  generally  on  the  subject  of  value  ? — 
They  were. 

763.  Mr.  Thesiger.]  What  did  you  attend  at  the  registration  for? — For  the 
purpose  of  collecting  the  acreable  value  of  the  land,  and  taking  notes  of  the 
evidence. 

764.  By  whom  were  you  employed  ?— By  a  gentleman  on  the  Conservative  side. 

765.  By  the  Committee.']  Do  you  recollect  the  form  in  which  objections  were 
maae  to  voters ;  do  you  recollect  what  occurred  when  on  either  side  an  objection 
was  made  to  a  voter? — When  an  objection  was  made,  generally  the  counsel  who 
made  the  objection  cross-examined. 

766.  Do  you  happen  to  recollect  in  what  way  that  was  done  ;  did  the  counsel 
say,  "  I  object  to  that  vote"  ? — Whenever  a  claimant  came  forward,  the  notice 
was  handed  to  the  party  opposing ;  the  summons  was  served  on  the  tenant  to 
oppose,  and  it  was  handed  to  the  party  opposing  the  claim,  and  then  the  counsel 
proceeded. 

767.  The  notice  having  been  previously  served  ? — Opposite  the  claim  the  notice 
is  served  for. 

768.  What  was  the  form  observed  in  taking  the  objection  ? — There  was  a  mere 
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verbal  notice  in  form  taken  at  the  time;  became  forward  to  claim  before  the    Mr.  G.  Gardiner. 
barrister  to  the  counsel  verbally.  

769.  That  he  objected  to  the  vote,  and  wished  to  examine  him  with  respect  to     18  April  1837. 
the  vote  ? — Yes. 

770.  Who  was  the  counsel?— Counsellor  Lendrick. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.'] 

Mr.  Thesiger  submitted,  on  the  evidence  given,  that  Mr.  Whitesides  was 
not  entitled  to  go  into  the  objection  to  this  vote,  according  to  the  terms  of 
the  resolution  which  the  Committee  had  come  to. 

Mr.  Whitesides  was  heard  in  reply. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared  ;  upon  Counsel  and  Agents  being  called 
in,  they  were  informed  by  the  Chairman  that  the  Committee  had  come  to 
the  following  resolution  : — 

•'  That  sufficient  grounds  were  not  established  to  question  the  vote  of 
John  Hennesey/* 

Mr.  George  Gardiner^  re-called. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

77 1 .  Have  you  got  your  note-book  ? — \^No  answer.] 

Mr.  Thesiger  objected  to  Mr.  Wrangham's  giving  any  further  evidence 
upon  this  vote,  and  asked  the  Committee  to  declare  that  the  vote  of  John 
Hennesey  be  retained  on  the  poll. 

Mr.  Wrangham  submitted  that  that  should  not  be  done,  and  that  by  the 
resolution  of  the  Committee  he  was  not  precluded  from  giving  additional 
evidence  in  support  of  the  objection  to  this  vote. 

Mr.  Thesiger  replied. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared,  but  no  decision  was  come  to,  and  the 
Committee  adjourned.

773.  Did  you  see  any  individual  occasionally  come  out  of  this  room,  and  enter       — — 
into  communication  with  persons  on  tlie  outside  ? — I  did. 
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Mr.  A.  Bowki.         774.  Were  the  persons  with  whom  that  individual  communicated,  witnesses  wbo 

had  been  coming  into  this  room  backwards  and  forwards? — They  were. 

19  April  1837.         yy^^  Had  he  any  note-book  in  his  hand  ? — He  had  a  slip  of  paper  and  a  pencil, 
»  on  which,  it  appeared  to  me,  he  was  writing  down  what  the  witnesses  that  were 

sent  in  by  Mr.  Courtenay  were  saying,  and  communicating  it  to  the  persons  who 
were  to  come  in  on  the  other  side. 

776.  Were  you  in  the  room  when  he  had  this  piece  of  paper,  taking  a  note?— 
I  was. 

777.  Had  he  the  piece  of  paper,  writing  on  it,  at  the  time  the  witnesses  were 
giving  their  evidence  ? — He  had. 

778.  Mr.  Austin.]  In  this  room,  was  it? — Allow  me  to  explain  ;  I  never  stood 
in  this  room  until  after  the  Committee  got  up  every  day  till  now,  so  that  I  could 
not  mean  to  say  any  such  thing ;  I  meant  to  say  it  was  in  the  room  where  all  the 
witnesses  were  standing. 

779.  Committee.]  You  say  you  saw  him  writing  down  the  answers  ? — He  had 
a  slip  of  paper  in  his  hand,  and  a  pencil,  and  it  appeared  to  me  he  was  communi- 
cating to  them  what  he  had  written  down. 

780.  Mr.  Harrison.']  Did  this  occur  more  than  once? — It  did. 

781.  I  ask  you  whether  you  observed  what  you  have  now  mentioned  more  thaii 
once  ? — Yes,  more  than  twice  or  thrice ;  five  or  six  times. 

782.  You  spoke  of  the  witnesses'  room;  that  is  a  large  room  at  the  ftirther  end  ? 
— Yes,  or  in  the  passage,  as  the  case  might  be. 

783.  Do  you  know  the  individual  ? — ^1  do. 

784.  Do  you  know  his  name? — I  do. 

785.  Do  you  know  in  what  interest  he  is  ;  is  he  an  agent  ? — I  do  not  think 
he  is. 

786.  With  whom  does  he — in  the  outer  room,  where  the  witnesses  are  waiting, 
with  which  party  does  he  associate,  the  petitioners  on  the  one  side  or  the  other? 
— Mr.  White's,  certainly. 

787.  Can  you  point  out  the  individual  ? — I  can. 

788.  Where  is  he ;  is  he  in  the  room? — ^There  he  is — [pointing  him  otU.] 

789.  What  is  his  name  ? — Mr.  Michael  Ticman. 

790.  This,  you  say,  you  observed  five  or  six  times? — I  did. 

791.  Committee.]  Did  you  see  him  come  out  of  this  room? — I  did,  and  come 
into  the  room,  but  I  was  not  in  this  room  at  all. 

792.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Irish  Committee  proceedings? — No. 

793.  He  is  not  what  is  called  a  polisher? — I  really  do  not  know. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

794.  You  say  this  gentleman,  whoever  he  is,  associates  with  Mr.  White's 
party  ? — Yes. 

795.  In  the  other  room  ? — Yes, 

796.  He  is  not  an  agent  ? — I  do  not  know. 

797.  Are  you  an  agent  of  the  other  party,  connected  with  Mr.  Fox? — ^I  am  a 
witness. 

798.  On  which  side  ? — On  Mr.  Fox's  side. 

799.  Did  not  you  come  here  to  break  down  the  evidence  in  support  of  the 
votes  ? — I  have  come  here  to  give  testimony. 

800.  About  value? — Yes. 

801.  Pray  with  what  witnesses  were  you  associating  in  the  other  room? — 
Why,  of  course,  Mr.  Fox's. 

802.  Why,  of  course,  Mr.  Fox's? — Of  course  I  would  rather  associate  with 
those  I  came  here  with  than  with  any  others. 

803.  Then  I  suppose  Mr.  Tieman  might,  of  course,  rather  associate  with  the 
persons  whom  he  came  here  to  support? — I  suppose  so. 

804.  Have  you  happened  to  speak  a  word  to  any  of  Mr.  Fox's  witnesses  in  that 
room  ? — I  have. 

805.  You  have  talked  about  the  election  with  Mr.  Fox's  witnesses  ? — Certainly. 

806.  About  the  question  of  value,  with  Mr.  Fox's  witnesses  ? — Frequently. 

807.  And  you  have  seen  people  with  papers  in  their  hands? — Yes,  1  have 
seen  people  with  papers  in  their  hands,  but  I  did  not  see  anybody  acting  in  the 
way  this  person  did. 

808.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  saw  the  contents  of  the  paper  that  was  in  the 
bands  of  that  person  ? — I  say  no  such  thing.

879.  Now,  will  you  undertake  to  swear  as  to  the  date  of  the  notice  that  you 
i^erved  ? — As  well  as  1  can  recollecl,  it  was  either  the  i4th  or  15th  February. 

880.  And  what  name  was  inserted  in  the  notice  ? — John  Ledwith* 

881  •  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  remember  that  from  the  inspection  of  the  notice? 
— I  do. 

882.  You  read  the  notice,  and  remember  that  fact  ? — I  am  positive. 

883.  You  are  positive  about  that  ? — Yes. 

884.  Why  are  you  not  so  positive  about  the  date,  '^  dated  this  blank  dav  of 
February  ?" — ^I  did  not  carry  it  so  well  in  my  recollection ;  I  have  it  marked  in 
my  due-book)  which  is  at  my  hoteL 

885.  This  was  in  last  February,  you  say  ? — It  was. 

886.  You  are  positive  his  name  was  signed  to  it  ? — I  am  positive  it  was. 

887.  Pray,  in  whose  handwriting  was  that  notice,  or  at  least  so  much  of  it  as 
was  written  ? — ^The  part  which  was  written  was,  1  believe,  in  Mr.  Courtenay  8 
handwritings. 

888.  Did  you  read  the  whole  notice  through? — I  am  not  sure  whether  I  read 
it  or  not ;  I  have  read  manv  of  them, 

889.  You  say  you  served  it  in  February? — Yes. 

890.  Do  you  know  at  what  time  the  notice  required  the  party  to  produce  his 
lease  ? — I  believe  it  was  for  the  1 1th  of  April.

— Not  any. 

902.  By  Mr.  Wrangham.']  Have  you  a  copy  at  your  hotel  ? — ^I  have  a  copy  at 
home,  but  not  exactly  a  copy  as  to  the  person. 

903.  Have  you  a  copy  at  your  hotel  ? — ^I  have. 

904.  Where  is  that  ?  —At  my  hotel,  at  the  Golden  Cross. 

905.  Go  and  fetch  it  ? — I  will. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.']

910.  Is  that  a  copy  of  the  notice  you  served  on  the  voter? — It  is.

912.  Is  that  the  paper  ? — It  is. 

913.  You  abide  by  that  answer? — I  do. 

9i4«  Is  that  a  copy? — It  is,  with  the  exception  of  the  name  of  Mr.  Courtenay 
and  John  Ledwith. 

915*  And  you  are  positive  the  date  was  the  16th  ? — No,  I  am  positive  it  is  not ; 
I  got  that  notice  the  day  after,  and  it  has  been  in  my  possession  ever  since. 

916.  Where  did  you  get  that  from? — From  the  committee-room  in  Longford. 

917.  Do  you  mean  to  say  the  notice  you  served  on  the  voter  was  a  notice  like 
this  I  hold  in  my  hand  in  all  respects,  excepting  as  to  the  date,  excepting  as  to 
the  name  of  the  agent,  and  excepting  as  to  the  name  of  the  voter  r — Yes,  I  served 
the  voter  on  the  15th  February. 

918*  You  served  him  on  the  15th  ;  with  the  exception  of  the  date  of  the  notice, 
and  the  name  of  the  agent,  and' the  name  of  the  voter,  is  this  notice  a  copy  of  that 
you  served  ?

927.  Where  are  the  rest? — I  have  no  other. 

928.  This  is  the  only  one  remaining? — That  is  all. 

929.  Why  did  you  not  bring  the  book  ? — I  did  not  think  it  was  necessary. 

930.  Is  that  the  whole  of  the  explanation  you  are  prepared  to  give  to  this 
Committee  of  the  evidence  you  gave  before  you  went  to  your  hotel ;  pray  do  give 
any  explanation  you  can  ? — I  want  to  hear  the  question. 

931.  Is  that  the  only  explanation  you  propose  to  give  to  this  Committee  with 
respect  to  your  former  statement  as  to  the  date  of  the  former  notice  ? — It  is  the 
only  explanation  1  can  give  ;  I  did  not  exactly  understand  the  thing ;  now  I  have 
had  reference  to  my  book,  I  am  positive  this  was  a  copy  of  the  notice,  and  that 
I  served  it  on  the  15th.

932.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  you  was  under  a  misapprehension,  when  you 
was  examined  before,  as  to  the  day  to  which  the  notice  referred,  and  that  you 
have  since  had  an  opportunity  of  correcting  that  mistake?

— On  the  15th  February  I  accompanied  Johnstone  on 
horseback  to  the  voter  John  Ledwith,  and  saw  him  in  one  of  his  fields,  and  had 
a  conversation  with  him,  and  I  saw  Johnstone  hand  him  a  notice  ordered  by  the 
agent  for  the  petitioners  in  this  case.

949.  Be  so  good  as  to  read  that  notice,  and  tell  me  whether  that  was  a  copy  of 
the  notice  you  served ;  I  should  tell  you,  the  last  witness  has  sworn  that  that  is  a 
copy  of  the  notice  he  served  ? — All  the  notices  served  were  printed,  and  that  is 
the  same  as  the  printed  notices.

953,  DO  you  know  the  farm  held  by  one  John  Ledwith,  of  the  barony  of  j.lLRickardion. 
Moydow? — I  do.  

954,  You  have  stated  already  that  you  visited  the  farm  ? — I  did. 

955-  About  what  time  was  it? — On  the  15tfi  of  February  I  went  there 
specially  ;  I  have  known  the  farm  a  long  time. 

956.  Do  you  reside  in  that  part  of  the  country? — I  do;  within  two  miles 
of  it. 

957.  State  to  the  C  ommittee  what  kind  of  farm  it  is  which  Ledwith  holds ; 
what  do  you  state  that  the  farm  is  worth  per  acre  ? — Thirty-two  shillings  an  acre 
is  a  high  rent  for  it,  in  my  opinion. 

958.  Do  you  think  that  a  solvent  and  responsible  person  would  give  10/.  for 
it,  over  and  above  that  rent  ? — I  think  not.

/.  R.  Richardson.       960.  Is  it  near  the  farm  of  a  man  called  Quane? — It  adjoins  it. 

961.  Is  that  the  man  struck  off  by  the  Committee  yesterday? — ^The   same 

aoAprai837.  person. 

962.  And  paying  the  same  rent,  32^.  ?—  Yes. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

963.  Were  you  employed  to  value  the  land  ? — I  was  requested  to  visit  it,  and 
state  what  mi^t  be  the  value  before  this  Committee,  if  it  was  necessary. 

964.  Have  you  ever  been  employed  to  value  land  ? — I  do  not  understand  the 
question  "employed.'* 

965.  Have  you  ever  been  employed  to  value  land? — I  have  never  been 
emploved. 

96^.  Are  you  in  the  profession  of  a  valuer? — No,  I  am  not. 

967.  Do  you  hold  any  land  yourself? — 1  do. 

968.  To  any  great  extent? — I  hold  in  my  possession  about  13  or  14  acres,  but 
I  set  land  of  my  own. 

969.  To  what  extent  have  you  set  land  ? — ^From  300  to  400  acres. 

970.  Have  you  done  this  on  your  own  valuation,  or  have  you  employed  some 
land-agent  or  surveyor  to  value  it? — At  the  time  I  set  it,  which  waa 'about  15 
years  ago,  I  got  a  person  to  assist  me  in  laving  out  thet  fkrms,  and  &xfng  what 
might  be  a  competent  rent  for  each  person.  '** 

971.  A  land-valuer? — Not  a  land-valuer ;  a  person  in  whose  opinion!  could 
place  confidence,  and  on  whose  advice  I  could  rely. 

972.  You  placed  confidence  and  followed  his  advice  in  setting  out  your 
land  ? — ^Yes,  in  the  laying  out  of  my  land,  with  my  own  assistance  at  the  time. 

973.  By  the  advice  of  this  gentleman,  and  your  own  assistance  } — Yes ;  that 
is  15  or  16  years  ago. 

974*  When  you  had  not  had  much  experience,  I  should  think  ? — When  I  was 
of  age. 

975.  Have  you  set  any  lands  since  that  time,  any  lands  of  your  own? — One  or 
two  farms  only  of  my  own, 

976.  To  some  extent  ? — One  farm  was  about  30  acres,  the  other  was  smaller. 

977.  Who  was  it  applied  to  you  to  vbit  this  land  ? — The  persons  employed  in 
this  petition. 

978.  How  came  they  to  apply  to  yoo,  not  being  a  valuer? — Residing  as  a 
country  gentleman,  and  having  been  residing  constantly  in  the  comity  of  Longford 
for  the  last  years,  and  having  a  general  knowledge  of  the  place,  and  being  a 
land-owner  myself. 

979.  Did  they  eive  any  particulars  of  the  holding  of  Led  with  before  you 
went  over  the  land? — ^They  did  not  give  me  any  particulars  of  it  before  I  went 
over  the  land.

984.  Pray  have  you  ever  been  employed  to  value  or  visit  any  other  land  for 
the  party  to  which  you  are  attached  ?

985.  Before  this  year? — At  the  last  election  petition  I  was  asked  to  give 
evidence  here  if  necessary,  and  I  visited  some^  but  I  did  not  come  over  on  that 
petition. 

986.  Are  those  the  only  two  occasions  in  which  you  have  been  a  visitor  of 
land,  I  must  not  say  a  valuer  ? — ^Those  are  the  only  two  occasions. 

087.  Do  you  know  a  person  of  the  name  of  Bannam  ? — I  do  ;  I  know  a  man 
of  the  name  of  Robert  Bannam  ;  I  know  the  name,  and  I  know  the  man.

— I  may  be  allowed  to  state 
I  know  three  persons  of  the  name  of  Bannam ;  one  is  not  a  tenant  of  mine,  another 
is  a  tenant  of  my  mother's,  and  another  is  a  tenant  of  my  own  ;  which  of  the  three 
do  you  allude  to  ? 

992.  I  will  take  your  own  tenant,  Patrick? — It  is  either  11.  15s.  or  1/.  17^., 
as  well  as  I  can  recollect.

997.  What  should  you  say  is  the  value  of  that  house  r — The  house  is  in  very 
bad  repair  as  a  dwelling-house ;  it  is  on  the  road-side. 

998.  I  did  not  ask  that ;  I  asked  you  what  was  the  value  of  it,  taking  it  in  its 
pieaent  state  ;  will  you  be  kind  enough  not  to  give  me  any  other  answer  than  that 
which  I  request  of  you  ? — I  will  not  undertake  to  state  the  value  of  the  house  ; 
I  do  not  consider  myself  competent  to  do  it. 

999.  You  do  not  consider  yourself  a  competent  judge  to  value  that  house  ? — ' 
Not  to  place  a  value  on  it,  I  do  not 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  IVrangham. 

1000.  Will  you  state  to  the  Committee  why  you  cannot  place  a  value  on  that 
house  ? — Because,  in  its  present  state,  it  would  require  so  much  to  make  it  com- 
fortable, that  you  could  build  a  better  house  for  the  sum  it  would  take  to  repair 
that,  from  its  great  length,  and  the  straggling  way  it  is  in. 

1001.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  you  cannot  put  an  assignable  value  on  it?  — 
I  cannot. 

1002.  You  have  spoken  about  your  lands;  are  the  lands  and  farms  you  let 
yourself  situate  near  Led  withes  ? — m ;  I  dare  say  they  are  a  mile  and  a  half  from 
each  other,  at  all  events. 

1003.  Have  you  taken  a  valuation  of  the  land,  and  what  do  you  consider  the 
highest  amount  of  rent  for  any  portion  of  the  land  held  by  Ledwith,  and  the  least? 
— In  Ledwith  s  farm,  between  four  and  five  acres  of  it  is  of  a  good  description  of 
ground,  which  might  be  worth  from  I  /.  15*.  to  1/.  16*.  an  acre,  by  itself;  but 
there  is  a  large  quantity  of  it  bottoms  towards  the  lower  end,  for  which,  I  think, 
11.  5  s.  would  be  a  high  rent. 

1004.  Committee.^  You  are  speaking  of  Irish  acres? — Yes,  of  Irish  acres. 

1005.  Mr.  Wrangham.']  How  much  is  there  of  that?— I  think  there  is  five  or 
six  acres  of  that  upland,  and  the  remainder  bottoms,  but  there  is  one  part  of  that 
bottom  worse  than  the  other  part ;  it  runs  down. 

1006.  Committee.']  In  letting  farms  of  this  description,  is  it  the  practice  to  fix 
a  specific  rent  on  the  house,  or  is  it  usual  to  let  the  land  and  house  together  as 
part  of  the  farm  ? — It  is  usual  to  let  the  land  and  house  together  as  part  of  the 
farm. 

1007.  A  specific  value  is  never  put  on  the  house? — Never,  for  they  are  such 
a  description  of  houses  as  not  to  be  worth  it. 

1008.  In  the  case  of  your  tenant  Bannam,  is  his  land  better  or  worse  than  this 
land  of  Ledwith's  ? — It  is  better,  and  there  is  not  the  same  mixture  of  bad  land 
with  it. 

1009.  Is  Led  with's  best  land  of  the  same  description  as  your  tenant's  land?— 
Indeed,  I  dare  say  they  are  about  the  same  class. 

1010.  You  let  yours  at  a  little  higher  price  than  you  put  on  Ledwith's? — 
Indeed,  I  think  not ;  I  think  mine  is  IL  15s.  or  1  /.  17^. 

1011.  You  only  allow  him  1/.  15^.  or  1/.  16^.  ? — There  is  a  good  deal  of  bog, 
which  I  give  to  my  tenants  there.

1012.  Is  the  bouse  included  in  your  tenant's  land? — The  man  himself  has 
built  a  new  house  on  it  within  this  year  and  a  half. 

1013.  In  the  event  of  your  having  land  to  let,  which  has  no  house  on  it  when 
it  is  let,  who  builds  the  house  ? — ^The  tenant. 

1014.  If  that  farm  within  two  years  became  at  liberty,  would  that  farm  be  of 
more  value  with  the  house  on  it  than  it  is  without  it  ?— That  would  depend  on 
the  kind  of  house  built ;  such  a  house  as  my  tenant  has  built  would  add  to  the 
value  of  the  farm. 

1015.  Is  it  a  slated  housfe? — No,  it  is  not. 

1016.  I  think  you  told  us  before  you  were  secretary  to  a  farming  society? — 
There  is  an  agricultural  society  in  the  county,  in  which  each  gentleman  takes  a 
turn,  and  it  became  my  turn  to  be  secretary  this  year. 

1017.  It  does  not  imply  any  superiority  one  over  another? — No. 

101 8.  Are  you  a  magistrate  of  the  county  of  Longford  ? — I  am. 

Matthew  ShatVy  sworn. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

1019.  DO  you  know  this  farm  ofLedwith's? — At  what  place? 
10*20.  At  Ballycloughan,  in  the  barony  of  Moydow? — I  do. 

1021.  You  know  the  farm,  you  say? — I  do. 

1022.  What  description  of  farm  is  it  ? — A  small  portion  of  the  land  I  consider  is 
good  land,  but  not  the  best. 

1023.  How  much  is  there  of  that  description? — I  think^  at  the  mosty  it  is  some- 
thing about  four  acres ;  it  may  be  a  little  more. 

1024.  Of  what  description  is  the  rest  of  the  land  ? — ^Very  bad. 

1025.  What  sort  of  a  thing  is  the  house? — ^The  house  is  only  very  middling. 

1026.  Now,  taking  this  land,  which  is  rather  of  a  better  description,  though 
not  the  best,  and  the  land  which  is  very  bad,  and  the  house  which  is  but  middling, 
what  is  the  rent  per  acre  for  the  whole,  which  in  your  judgment  a  solvent  and 
responsible  tenant  could  fairly  afford  to  give  ? — ^The  rent,  I  consider  a  solvent 
tenant  could  pay  for  it,  at  the  highest,  is  1  /.  12^. 

1027.  If  you  had  the  setting  of  it,  would  you  expect  to  get  more  than  that? — 
I  would  be  well  satisfied  to  give  it  for  that  rent,  if  I  could  get  a  good  tenant 
for  it. 

1028.  Is  this  farm  adjoining  Quane's  farm  ? — It  just  adjoins  it. 

1029.  Have  you  known  this  place  for  many  years  ? — Many  years ;  I  knew  the 
father  of  the  tenant ;  I  believe  the  father  is  still  living ;  I  was  well  acquainted 
with  the  father. 

1030.  And  have  you  been  recently  to  see  it,  and  to  examine  it  again? — ^Yes,  I 
went  lately  to  see  it. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

1031 .  Pray  were  you  brought  up  as  a  land- valuer  ? — Not  immediately  as  a  land- 
valuer,  but  I  was  often  troubled  on  that  occasion. 

1032.  Then  you  have  not  been  educated  as  a  land-valuer? — No,  I  cannot 
say  I  was. 

1033.  Pray  do  you  hold  any  land  yourself? — I  do. 

1034.  Who  is  your  landlord? — I  hold  land  of  Mr.  Fox  ;  I  hold  land  of  Mr. 
Crawford  ;  I  hold  land  of  the  estate  of  Sir  John  Pearce ;  and  I  hold  land  of 
Lady  Ross. 

1035.  Is  Mr.  Fox  any  relation  of  the  candidate? — He  is. 

1036.  What  relation  ? — His  nephew. 

1037.  And  I  suppose  that  is  the  reason  they  selected  you  to  go  and  value  this 
farm  ? — As  to  that  I  cannot  say. 

1038.  I  dare  say  you  can  if  you  try  ? — Whether  they  considered  my  judgment 
was  good,  or  being  a  tenant,  I  cannot  say  which. 

1039.  Have  you  had  much  experience  in  valuing  before  ?— I  have  been  troubled 
on  that  business. 

1040.  And  it  was  a  great  trouble  to  you? — It  was  more  trouble  than  profit,  I 
know ;  that  I  can  say. 

1041.  How  often  have  you  been  troubled  on  that  business? — I  was  troubled 
by  the  late  Mrs.  Fox ;  I  had  to  go  over  the  greater  part  of  her  estate,  and  arrange 
the  rents  for  her  tenants. 

1042.  To 
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1042.  To  value? — Yes,  to  value.  Matthew  Skm. 

JO43.  Was  that  the  only  occasion  you  was  troubled? — I   was   upon  other       ■ 
occasions.  «o  April  1837. 

1044.  Who  has  employed  you  besides  the  Fox  family  to  value?— I  will  not 
immediately  say  any  x>ne. 

1045.  Did  you  know,  before  you  went  over  this  farm  of  Led  with  s,  what  rent 
he  paid  ?  —No,  nor  do  I  know  it  still. 

1046.  You  mean  to  tell  the  Committee  you  have  not  the  l^ast  notion  what  rent 
he  pays  ? — I  mean  to  tell  the  Committee  I  do  not  know  the  rent. 

1047.  You  do  not  know  the  rent? — I  do  not  know  the  rent  of  the  farm  of  a 
single  person  that  ever  I  went  to  view  ;  the  agent  was  going  to  give  me  a  return 
of  the  rents,  and  I  told  him  not  to  give  me  ^y  such  thing,  and  I  said  if  I  went 
out  I  would  give  my  own  opinion. 

1048.  You  knew  the  object  was  to  show  the  parties  had  no  vote  ? — I  did. 

1049.  ^^^  ^^  ^^  ^^^y  in^portant,  therefore,  for  the  party  for  which  you  was 
employed  to  set  it  as  low  as  possible  ? — That  I  should  set  it  at  the  highest  value 
I  could  put  on  it. 

1050.  Do  yon  not  know  it  was  very  important  for  the  party  that  engaged  you, 
that  the  land  should  be  set  as  low  as  possible  ? — ^That  I  should  value  the  land  as 
low  as  possible,  do  you  mean  ?  1  do  not  know  how  to  answer  it. 

1051.  Perhaps,  if  you  consider  a  little,  you  may  be  able  to  do  so;  try  again; 
just  apply  your  mind  to  it ;  do  not  you  know  it  was  to  the  advantage  of  the  party 
who  employed  you,  that  the  land  should  be  set  at  as  low  a  rate  as  possible  ? — 
I  cannot  take  it  in  that  kind  of  way. 

1052.  That  you  should  value  it,  or  it  should  be  valued,  rather,  at  as  low  a  rate 
as  possible? — I  will  answer  that,  to  be  sure ;  but  I  was  not  to  consider  that;  that 
was  not  to  guide  me  in  my  valuing  by  any  means. 

1053.  That  you  knew  before  you  went  to  value  the  different  farms  you  were 
employed  to  value  ? — Yes. 

1054.  Will  you  tell  me  what  you  consider  to  be  a  fair  rent  for  the  better  part 
of  the  land,  the  four  or  rather  more  than  four  acres  ? — I  consider  that  those  four 
acres  (I  think  there  are  four,  there  may  be  a  little  more)  may  be  worth  2L  an 
acre;  and  I  think  a  man  holding  them  at  2/.,  if  I  may  be  allowed  to  say  so, — a  man 
holding  them  at  2  /.,  they  would  be  of  better  value  to  him  than  holding  the  rest  of 
the  land  to  make  up  the  rent ;  but  I  do  not  look  at  it  in  that  way. 

1055.  What  do  you  mean  by  saying  it  would  be  better  value  to  him  holding 
ttese  at  2  /.  than  holding  the  rest  of  the  land  f — I  consider  it  would  be  better  for 
the  man  to  hold  them  at  2/.,  than  the  remainder  of  the  land  to  make  np  the 
entirety. 

1056.  What  entirety;  the  entirety  of  what? — To  make  up  the  whole  of  the 
rent ;  I  did  not  calculate  it  in  that  way  to  know  what  it  would  come  to ;  I  con* 
sider  the  man  who  held  it  at  2/.  would  have  a  better  holding  than  supposing  he 
held  the  rest  of  the  land  at  1  /.  Supposing  the  four  acres  had  reduced  the  bad 
land  down  to  1  /.,  I  consider  the  man  who  held  the  four  acres  to  have  a  better 
holding  than  the  man  who  held  the  rest  at  1  /.,  to  make  up  the  entire  rent  of 
1/.  ]2s. 

1057.  What  do  you  consider  would  be  the  value  of  the  remainder  of  the  land, 
putting  those  four  acres  aside? — 1  would  hold  the  four  acres  myself  to-morrow,  if 
1  wanted  a  thing  of  the  kind,  before  I  would  hold  the  remainder ;  I  would  become 
tenant  of  the  four  acres  at  2  /.  before  I  would  become  tenant  of  the  remainder  at  1  /. 

1058.  Do  you  consider  the  remainder  is  not  worth  1/.  an  acre? — I  consider 
that  a  very  high  value. 

1059.  What  should  you  consider  would  be  a  fair  value  for  the  remainder,  which 
you  consider  would  be  high-rented  at  1  /.  ? — I  consider  that  would  be  a  high  rent. 

1060.  Too  high  a  rent? — I  think  it  would  go  at  1  /. 

1061.  Do  you  think  it  would  go  at  more? — I  am  not  inclined  to  think  it  would. 

1062.  Yoii  have  spoken  of  the  house  which  my  friend  wanted  to  make  an 
indifferent  one,  but  which  you  say  is  a  middling  one? — Yes. 

1063.  What  do  you  think  would  be  the  fair  value  of  that  house  ? — I  do  not 
recollect  at  all  what  I  thought  the  house  would  be  worth  in  value ;  I  did  not  look 
at  it  in  that  kind  of  way. 

1064.  You  know  what  the  house  is  ? — I  do. 

1065.  And  you  cannot  tell  the  Committee  what  you  consider  would  be  a  fair 
value  for  it? — I  cannot,  because  I  did  not  look  at  it. 

319.  F  2  1066.  And 
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AtamewSiav.         ic66.  And  you  cannot  therefore  form  any  judgment  on  the  subject? — No; 

because  I  cannot  form  a  judgment  on  what  I  did  not  look  aL 

to  April  1837*  1067.  You  looked  at  it,  and  saw  it  was  a  middling  house  ? — I  did. 

1068.  You  say  you  have  had  great  experience  in  these  matters ;  tell  the  Com- 
mittee, remembering  what  the  house  is,  what  the  value  of  it,  in  your  judgment, 
would  be? — I  did  not  go  to  value  the  house ;  the  way  I  valued  it  was  in  this  way  ; 
I  said,  if  this  farm  was  out  of  lease,  including  the  house  aad  all,  that  32  s.  would 
be  a  fair  value  for  the  house  and  land  altogether. 

1069.  The  Committee.]  In  letting  farms  of  this  description  in  Ireland,  is  it  the 
pactice  to  throw  the  house  into  the  farm  ?— Always ;  they  pay  nothing  for  the 
house. 

1070.  Mr.  Tbesiger.]  How  did  you  arrive  at  your  S2s.  a&  acre  ?^-That  is  my 
opinion  as  to  the  value. 

1071.  You  have  given  us  the  value  of  the  better  part,  and  the  estimated  value 
of  the  worst  part;  how  did  you  arrive  at  your  32 «.  an  acre  as  an  average? — I 
looJLed  at  the  entire  farm,  and  knowing  the  farm  heretofiore  perfectly,  I  considered 
the  I  /.  12^.  an  acre  was  a  full  and  fair  value  for  it  to  be  set  at. 

.  }073.  You  did  not  strike  any  average  or  any  balance  between  the  different 
qualities  of  the  land  ? — I  made  no  calculation  to  make  up  so  much  land  at  such  a 
rate ;  no  such  thing. 

1073.  You  took  a  general  view  of  the  whole? — Yes,  just  so. 

1074.  An  enlarged  view ;  comprehensive? — Yes. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Wrcmgham. 

1075.  You  have  been  employed  before  to  value  land  ? — I  have. 

1076.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  that  Mrs.  Fox  was  your  landlady? — 
She  was  not  my  landlady ;  it  was  an  estate  in  her  own  right ;  she  asked  me  to 
value  it. 

1077.  You  are  a  tenant  of  the  family? — I  was  a  tenant  of  her  husband. 

1078.  Do  I  understand  you  to  state,  that  when  she  wanted  the  estate  valued  for 
the  purpose  of  fixing  the  rent,  she  selected  you  for  the  purpose  of  putting  a  value 
on  that  estate  ? — She  did. 

1079.  You  mentioned  a  number  of  people  that  you  have  held  under ;  how  many 
acres  have  you  held  altogether? — I  hold  better  than  200  acres;  I  hold  more  land 
in  Westmeath  than  I  do  in  Longford. 

1080.  You  hold  200  Irish  acres,  of  course,  I  presume? — I  do. 

1081.  Are  you  frequently  troubled  and  referred  to  for  the  purpose  of  setting  a 
value  on  lands  of  this  kind? — I  have  been  troubled  in  this  way;  when  neigh- 
bours have  asked  me  to  do  these  sort  of  things  I  have  done  it  for  them. 

1082.  I  think  you  say,  that  looking  at  this  house,  and  the  land  of  the  better  and 
the  worse  quality,  and  the  quantity  of  each,  that  you  are  prepared  to  tell  the  Com- 
mittee that  I/.  12^.  per  acre  rent,  including  both  descriptions  of  land  and  the 
house,  was  not  a  high  rent? — That  is  my  opinion. 

1083.  And  that  value  you  put  on  it  without  any  knowledge  whatever,  and 
having  declined  to  be  informed  of  the  amount  at  which  the  tenant  was  rated  ? — 
Certainly  I  did. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.']

Examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

Andrew  Joknstone.       1 084.  I  THINK  you  Stated  to  the  Committee  that  you  have  been  over  this  farm 
'  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  value  ? — I  did. 

1085.  W^hat  is  the  value  that  you  put  upon  this  farm  per  acre  as  the  rent  which 
a  solvent  and  responsible  tenant  could  fairly  afford  to  give  for  it,  including  the 
house,  and  including  the  whole  of  the  farm  ? — From  the  view  I  took  of  it,  I  thought 
about  33^.  would  be  a  very  high  rent  for  it. 

1086.  That  is  33*.  per  acre  1— Yes,  it  is. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

1087.  Did  you  go  alone  to  value? — No,  I  did  not. 

1088.  Who  went  with  you? — Mr.  Richardson. 

1089.  Did  you  assist  Mr.  Richardson  with  your  judgment  ? — I  did. 

1090.  You 
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1090.  You  told  bim  what  you  considered  would  be  a  fair  value? — We  spoke   Andrew  Johnstone. 
generally  of  the  value  and  the  description  of  the  ground.  > 

1091.  How  much  did  you  state  the  value  of  the  best  part  of  the  land  at  per      «o  April  1^37. 
acre  ? — There  was  only  a  small  portion  of  it  good  land. 

1092.  Why  do  you  not  answer  my  question ;  how  much  did  you  value  the  best 
part  of  the  land  at  per  acre  ? — I  think  from  1  /.  18*.  to  2/. 

1093.  How  much  was  there  of  that?-  I  valued  it  at  from  \L  to  \U2s.  ox 
1  /.  3*.  per  acre. 

1094.  Did  Mr.  Richardson  agree  with  you  in  your  view,  or  differ  from  you  ? — 
I  think,  in  general,  we  agreed  ;  sometimes  he  valued  something  higher  than  me, 
and  sometimes  I  valued  something  higher  than  him. 

1095.  I  am  speaking  of  this  particular  farm ;  did  you  agree  in  the  particulars  of 
value  with  regard  to  this  farm? — No;  I  set  1^.  an  acre  higher  than  Mr. 
Richardson. 

1096.  In  what  part  of  the  farm? — On  the  whole. 

1097.  In  the  particulars  of  your  valuation,  the  details  of  the  valuation,  taking, 
for  instance,  that  there  was  from  four  and  five  acres  wcurth  from  1  /.  18^.  to  2/., 
did  Mr.  Richardson  agree  with  you  in  that  ? — I  do  not  exactly  recollect  with 
regard  to  the  division. 

1098.  Pay  attention  to  the  question,  and  remember  you  are  on  your  oath  ;  I 
ask  you  whether  Mr.  Richardson  did  or  not  agree  with  you  in  that  part  of 
your  valuation  ? — I  cannot  exactly  say ;  I  do  not  recollect 

1099.  Did  you  not  tell  the  Committee  a  short  time  ago  that  he  took  your 
advice  about  it  ? — I  did  not ;  I  said  we  agreed  generally. 

1 100.  Did  you  not  say  that  he  took  your  advice  when  he  went  over  the  land 
with  you  ? — 1  do  not  think  I  said  so. 

1101.  Are  you  sure  of  it? — I  do  not  recollect  that  I  did;  we  assisted  each 
other. 

1102.  Did  you  agree  or  differ? — I  am  positive  that  he  said  he  considered 
1/.  \2s.  would  be  a  high  rent,  and  I  said  I  considered  it  might  be  worth  I^. 
more,  at  a  very  high  rent. 

1 103.  Did  you  know  what  the  rent  was?— I  did  not. 

1104.  Do  you  mean  to  swear  you  did  not  know  what  Ledwith's  rent  was? — 
I  do. 

1105.  What  did  you  value  the  worst  part  of  the  land  at? — I  said  from 
1 /.  to  1/.  2^.  orlZ.  3*. 

1106.  Did  Mr.  Richardson  agree  with  you  there? — I  do  not  recollect;  we  took 
the  farm  together. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Wrangkam. 

1107.  You  do  not  recollect  every  word  that  passed  between  you  and  Mr. 
Richardson  ? — It  is  impossible. 

-    1108.  Is  that  the  mode  they  let  farms  at  in  Ireland,  taking  the  value  per 
acre  in  the  whole,  and  not  the  value  of  each  particular  acre  by  itself? — Yes. 

Mr.  fVrafigkam.]  That  is  my  case. 

Francis  DavySy  sworn. 

Examiued  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

1 109.  I  BELIEVE  you  are  a  farmer? — I  am. 

1110.  To  what  amount  do  you  hold  land ;  how  much.^ — I  hold  near  400  acres. 

1111.  Are  you  a  tenant  on  Mr.  Fox  s  estate  ? — I  hold  land  from  a  Mr.  Fox. 

1112.  Do  you  know  whether  he  is  the  candidate  here  ? — No. 

1113.  Is  it  a  relation  of  his  ? — Yes. 

1114.  Are  you  well  acquainted  with  the  value  of  land  in  the  barony  of 
Moydow  ? — ^Tolerably  well ;  I  have  spent  all  my  time  in  forming  from  the  age 
of  17  upwards,  since  I  was  capable  of  attending  to  it. 

1115.  Were  you  required  to  go  over  the  land  of  Led  with  to  ascertain  what  you 
considered  to  be  the  fair  value  of  it? — I  was. 

1116.  Who  employed  you  ? — The  Liberal  Club  of  Longford. 

1117.  Did  you  go  carefully  over  the  farm  ? — I  did ;  1  walked  over  the  land. 

1118.  And  examined  it  fully,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  its  value  .^ — Yes, 
that  was  my  business  to  do  it.

1 1 23.  What  do  you  consider  the  dwelling-house  to  be  worth ;  what  the  dwelling- 
house  would  set  for? — From  its  locality,  being  so  near  a  place  of  worship,  I  think 
it  would  set  from  8/.  to  lOi.  a  year ;  I  mean  the  dwelling-house,  with  the  offices 
attached  to  it* 

1124»  From  the  advantage  it  possesses? — From  the  advantage  it  possesses ;  it 
is  immediately  near  a  house  of  Catholic  worship. 

1125.  I^  ^^^^  ^  great  recommendation  to  persons  who  take  a  house? — There 
is  generally  in  a  neighbourhood  of  that  kind  a  house  licensed  to  sell  spirits. 

1 1 26.  Do  vou  mean  to  say  that  a  bouse  of  this  kind  in  the  neighbourhood  of  a 
place  of  worship  would  be  licensed  to  sell  spirits  ? — Yes,  I  do. 

1127.  Is  it  a  large  house? — It  is  a  comfortable  farm-house. 

1128.  With  extensive  offices? — Yes,  I  think  with  three  offices,  barn,  stable 
and  cowhouse. 

1 1 29.  In  your  judgment,  would  a  solvent  and  responsible  tenant  be  found  to 
give  10/.  a  year  for  the  house  and  the  land  above  the  29/.  19 j.  a  year? — I  think 
there  could  be  a  solvent  tenant  got. 

■  1 130.  Who  would  give  that  beyond  it? — Yes. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  JVrangham. 

1131.  What  rent  would  you  swear  you  think  a  solvent  and  responsible  tenant 
could  afford  to  give  for  the  whole  ? — I  think  from  2  /.  4^.  to  2/.  5  J.,  taking  it  all. 

1 132.  You  told  my  friend  a  solvent  and  responsible  tenant  would  give  10/.  over 
and  above  the  rent  the  tenant  pays  already;  you  know  the  rent  the  tenant  pays? 
— I  have  heard  it  from  him. 

1 133.  You  knew  it  at  the  time  you  were  valuing? — I  did. 

1134.  You  knew,  I  presume,  it  was  important  for  the  purposes  of  the  Liberal 
Club  that  it  should  be  valued  at  10/.  above  that? — I  dare  say  the  club  might 
have  thought  so. 

1135.  Did  you  think  so ;  did  you  not  know  that  it  was  important  at  the  time 
you  were  valuing,  and  were  aware  of  the  rent  the  tenant  actually  paid,  that  it  was 
important  for  the  purpose  of  your  employers  that  it  should  be  worth  10/,  more? — 
I  might  have  known  it  was  important. 

1 1 36.  Did  you  know  it  ?  —I  did  know  it. 

1 137.  Have  you  known  this  land  a  long  time? — No,  not  for  a  long  time. 

1 138.  Have  you  ever  seen  it  before,  to  go  over  it  before  you  went  this  time  ?— 
No,  I  have  not. 

1 1 39.  I  understand  you  did  not  measure  what  was  the  good  part  and  what  was 
the  bad  ? — ^No,  I  did  not  measure  it. 

1 140.  How  long  were  you  on  the  ground  ? — I  was  twice  on  the  ground,  at  two 
different  times. 

1141.  How  long  each  different  time  ? — I  dare  say  half  an  hour  each  time. 

1 142.  Was  the  tenant  with  you  each  time? — He  was  each  time. 

1 143.  The  voter  ? — Yes,  the  voter. 

1 144.  Did  you  mutually  assist  each  other  in  putting  a  value  <m  the  different 
parts  of  the  land? — I  did  not  tell  him  what  I  valued  it  at. 

1 145.  Did  he  tell  you  what  he  wished  to  value  it  at  ? — He  did  not. 

1 146.  He  told  you  what  rent  he  paid  ? — He  did. 

1 147.  How  far  do  you  live  from  this  ? — In  the  neighbourhood. 

1 148.  From  the  voter's  house,  Ledwith  ? — I  do  not  know  exactly,  perhaps  fipom 
eight  to  nine  miles. 

1149.  Are  they  Irish  miles? — Yes. 

1150.  You  have  been  asked  the  names  of  the  persons  under  whom  you  have 
held  land ;  you  say  you  have  held  land  under  Mr.  Fox,  a  relation  of  the  candidate ; 
do  you  hold  under  Mr.  White  ?-^I  do. 

1151.  Is 
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1151.  Is  that  the  Mr.  White  the  Sitting  Member,  or  his  brother  ? — ^The  Sitting     FfamU  Davyt. 
Member;  I  hold  a  small  farm  under  the  Sitting  Member. — 

1 152.  Are  you  quite  sure  you  hold  under  Mr.  Fox,  not  your  family? — Myself.       «^  April  1837. 

1 153.  With  respect  to  the  house,  you  say  it  might  be  worth  8/.  or  10/.  a  year, 
because  it  is  near  the  chapel  ? — Yes. 

1154.  Then  you  told  us  it  might  have  a  license  to  sell  spirits  ? — ^The  man  told 
me  he  could  get  10/.  a  year  for  it. 

1 155.  We  do  not  want  to  hear  what  the  voter  said  ;  you  say  he  might  have 
a  license  to  sell  spirits  ;  is  the  value  of  8/.  or  10/.  a  year,  which  you  put  upon  it, 
the  value  it  would  bear  if  it  had  a  license  to  sell  spirits  or  without  it  ? — The  situ- 
ation of  it,  where  it  is  placed,  I  think  enhances  the  value. 

1156.  Is  the  value  of  8/.  or  10/.  a  year,  which  you  put  on  it,  the  value  you  put 
on  tlie  house  as  it  is  now,  or  the  house  when  licensed  to  sell  spirits  ? — ^As  it  is  now. 

1 157.  Then  why  did  you  give  as  a  reason  for  that  value  that  it  might  have  a 
license  to  sell  spirits ;  if  you  say  it  is  worth  8/.  or  10/.  by  itself,  why  did  you  give 
the  reason  for  that  value  that  it  might  have  a  license  to  sell  spirits,  if  you  did  not 
reckon  that  license  as  part  of  the  value  of  the  house  ? — I  did  not  reckon  it  as  part 
of  the  value  of  the  house  ;  but  I  say  I  think  from  the  situation  of  the  house  and 
the  locality  of  it,  it  is  worth  8/.  or  10/. 

1158.  Did  you  not  say  the  license  to  sell  spirits  is  a  reason  for  the  situation 
making  it  so  valuable ;  did  you  say  that  or  not  ? — 1  did  say  so. 

1 159.  You  said  the  capability  of  its  having  a  license  for  selling  spirits  is  what 
rendered  its  situation  more  valuable ;  I  ask  you  whether  you  did  not  take  into 
consideration  the  fact  of  its  having  a  license  to  sell  spirits  in  the  value  you  put  on 
the  house? — I  attached  the  value  of  the  house  to  the  situation  in  which  it  is  placed. 

ii6o.  Is  not  the  value  of  the  situation  derivable  from  the  facility  of  being 
licensed  to  sell  spirits  ? — Yes. 

1 161.  What  sort  of  a  house  is  it;  a  slated  house? — No,  a  thatched  house. 

1 1 62.  How  many  rooms  in  it  ? — I  do  not  know  exactly,  though  I  have  been  in  it. 

1163.  Do  you  know  any  thing  about  the  number  of  rooms? — I  think  three 
apartments  entirely;  I  would  not  swear  positively  to  that;  there  are  decidedly  two. 

1 1 64.  Will  you  swear  to  the  number  of  chimneys  in  it  ? — There  is  one  chimney, 
I  cannot  say  there  is  more. 

1 165.  Will  you  take  on  yourself  to  swear  there  is  more  than  one  chimney  in  that 
house  ? — I  will  not. 

1 166.  Or  more  than  one  fire-place  ?—  No. 

1 167.  Will  you  swear  there  is  more  than  one? — I  will  not;  I  have  only  been 
in  the  kitchen  apartment. 

1168.  Did  you  put  a  value  of  8/.  or  10/.  a  year  on  a  house  of  this  kind  by  only 
going  into  the  kitchen  apartment,  and  not  knowing  how  many  other  apartments 
there  were  ?— 1  did  ;  when  I  said  it  was  worth  10/.  I  included  the  ofiices. 

1 1 69.  But  you  have  not  seen  more  than  one  apartment  in  the  house  ? — I  have 
not. 

1 170  Have  you  had  any  experience  in  the  expense  of  building  such  a  house 
as  this  ? — I  have  not. 

1171.  Will  you  take  on  yourself  to  swear  it  will  cost  more  than  8/.  or  10/.  to 
build  this  house? — If  you  include  roofing  and  every  thing,  it  would  cost  more 
than  10/.  to  build  it.  ,  .       . 

1172.  How  much  would  it  cost  to  build  that  house? — I  think  it  would  cost 
between  10/.  and  12/.  to  build  it. 

1 173.  And  then  you  think  tiiat  a  house  that  would  cost  10/.  or  12/.  to  build 
new,  would  fairly  fetch  from  a  solvent  and  responsible  tenant  the  whole  cost  price 
in  the  shape  of  one  year's  rent? — I  include  the  offices  with  it. 

1 1 74.  How  much  would  it  take  to  build  the  offices  ? — I  think  the  house  would 
set,  with  the  offices,  at  from  10/.  to  12/. 

1175.  How  much  would  it  cost  to  build  the  offices  ? — From  10/.  to  12/*  more; 
and  I  think  I  am  speaking  rather  low. 

1 1 76.  What  are  the  offices? — They  consist  of  a  bam,  a  stable  and  a  cow-house. 

1177.  Is  there  not  a  pig-sty?— I  am  not  quite  sure;  I  dare  say  there  is. 

1 178.  But  you  do  not  know?— I  do  not  recollect. 

1179.  You  cannot  tell  us  whether  there  is  a  pig-sty  or  not? — I  cannot  say 
whether  there  is  or  not ;  I  dare  say  there  is  ;  there  is  always  one  attached  to  such 
a  house.

1182.  Having  no  recollection  of  whether  there  is  or  not  a  pig-sty,  you  put  a 
value  on  the  offices  ? — Yes. 

1 183.  You  say  they  might  cost  from  10/.  to  I2A  more  to  build  ? — Yes,  I  do, 
ii  84.  Of  what  size  is  this  bam  ?  —It  is  about  12  by  14  feet ;  I  did  not  measure  it. 

1 185.  >Vhat  is  it  built  of  ?— Stone. 

1186.  And  what  eke? — Mortar. 

1 1 87.  Is  it  not  mud  ? — I  think  not. 

1 1 88.  Will  you  not  swear  it  is  mud  ? — I  will  not ;  but  I  think  it  is  stone. 

1 1 89.  Have  you  any  doubt  as  to  whether  it  is  mud  or  stone  ? — I  will  not  swear 
positively  which  it  is;  it  is  whitewashed. 

1190.  Now  let  us  have  the  stable ;  how  long  is  the  stabler — The  stable  is  a 
small  house,  capable  of  holding  two  or  three  horses. 

1 191.  Two  or  three  small  horses  ? — The  ordinary  size  they  are  in  that  country. 

1 192.  Is  that  large  or  small? — From  12  to  16  hands  high. 

1193.  Which  do  you  mean;  12  is  small,  and  16  is  large;  that  is  no 
description  of  the  size  of  a  horse  to  say  it  is  from  12  to  16  hands  high ;  what  is 
the  ordinary  run  of  horses  there  that  this  stable  is  capable  of  accommodating ;  ane 
they  small  horses  of  12  hands,  or  the  larger  ones  of  16  ? — It  is  capable  of  holding 
either  the  one  or  the  other ;  the  height  of  a  horse  makes  no  difference  in  the 
width  he  occupies  in  the  stable. 

1 194.  Will  you  swear  the  stable  is  16  hands  high  ? — It  is  more  than  16  hands 
high. 

1195.  Now  what  is  it  built  of? — ^Thesame  materials  that  the  bam  is  built  of. 

1196.  Do  you  know  what  materials  the  bam  is  built  of  ? — It  is  covered  with 
lime  outside. 

1197.  I  ask  you  whether  you  know  what  materials  the  bam  is  built  of? — It 
may  be  stone,  or  it  may  be  mud,  for  all  I  know. 

1 198.  The  stable  may  be  stone  or  mud,  for  what  you  know  of  ? — Yes. 

1 1 99.  How  came  you  to  swear  that  the  materials  are  the  same,  when  you  do 
not  know  what  the  materials  of  either  of  them  are? — Offices  of  this  kind  are 
generally  built  of  the  one  material  or  the  other  in  that  part  of  Ireland. 

]  200.  Is  that  the  only  reason  you  have  to  give  why  you  are  prepared  to  swear 
they  are  built  either  of  mud  or  stone? — I  think  they  might  be  built  of  either  one 
or  the  other. 

1201.  Do  you  know  any  thing  about  it  ? — I  have  not  examined  them  particularly. 

1202.  Do  you  know  any  thing  about  it? — Nothing  more  than  what  I  have 
already  told  you. 

1203.  You  know  nothing  more  than  entire  ignorance  on  the  subject? — I  know 
they  are  not  built  of  rods ;  they  are  built  of  lime  and  stone,  or  mud  covered  with 
lime  outside. 

1204.  Which  they  are  built  of,  you  do  not  know  ?  — I  do  not  know. 

1205.  Does  it  not  make  much  difference,  whether  a  place  is  built  of  mud,  or  if 
it  was  built  of  lime  and  stone  ? — Not  in  the  building  of  offices;  where  they  have 
not  a  facility  of  getting  lime  and  stone,  they  generally  use  mud. 

1206.  As  built  of  M-hat  materials  do  you  put  this  value  of  10/.  on  the  offices  ? 
— I  put  the  value  on  them  as  being  built  of  lime  and  stone. 

1207.  And  you  cannot  tell  whether  they  are  not  built  of  mud  ? — To  the  best  of 
my  opinion  and  recollection,  they  are  built  of  lime,  and  stone. 

1208.  Taking  all  the  things  together  at  your  own  valuation,  and  supposing  this 
fact  of  lime  and  stone  to  exist  there,  you  say  the  whole  cost  of  building  the 
whole  thing  would  be  about  22/.,  house  and  offices,  and  all? — From  22/.  to  24/. 

1209.  That  is,  to  build  them  new  ? — ^Yes,  to  build  them  new. 

1210.  Are  they  new  now  ? — ^They  have  been  some  time  built. 

1211.  Are  they  in  good  condition  now?— They  are  in  a  tolerably  good  con- 
dition. 

1212.  Does  that  mean  they  are  not  in  a  tolerably  bad  condition? — I  think  the 
offices  are  newly  thatched,  and  altogether  they  appear  to  me  to  be  as  comfort- 
able as  I  see  farms  of  that  class  in  Ireland. 

1213.  I  am  speaking  of  the  house;  in  what  condition  is  that  house  in? — It 
is  in  a  tolerably  good  condition. 

1214.  Pray 
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1214.  Pray  explain  what  vou  mean  by  a  tolerably  good  condition? — It  is  neither     Francis  Dav^. 
new  nor  old,  nor  wants  much  repair.  

1215.  Do  you  mean  it  as  neither  standing  nor  falling  down  ? — I  am  sure  it  is      «o  April  1837. 
standing ;  it  has  no  appearance  of  falling. 

1216.  Will  you  undertake  to  swear  it  is  in  a  good  condition  ? — I  will  undertake 
to  swear  it  is  in  a  good  condition. 

1217.  Will  you  undertake  to  swear  it  is  as  valuable  now  as  it  was  when 
originally  built  ?— No,  it  is  not. 

1218.  The  value  is  impaired  ? — It  is. 

1219.  What  value  do  you  put  on  it  now,  to  buy  it  out  and  out;  you  tell  me^ 
from  22/.  to  24/.  would  build  it ;  I  ask  you  what  the  value  is  in  its  present  con- 
dition ? — I  do  not  know  what  you  mean  by  that. 

1220.  You  say  it  would  cost  from  22/.  to  24/.  to  build  it  new,  and  it  is  not  in 
so  good  a  condition  as  if  it  was  new ;  I  ask  you  what  it  is  worth  now  to  buy  it  out 
and  out? — I  think  21.  would  put  it  in  as  good  repair  as  if  it  was  new. 

1221.  Do  you  think  from  20/.  to  22/.  is  what  it  would  sell  for  as  it  stands  now? 
— I  do  not  know  what  you  mean  by  sell. 

1222.  If  that  house  was  in  the  market  to  be  sold,  do  you  think  it  would  fetch 
from  20/.  to  22/.  as  a  price  for  it ;  not  to  set,  but  to  buy  it  out  and  out? — I  do 
not  know  what  you  mean  by  sell ;  do  you  mean,  to  sell  the  house,  and  convert  the 
materials  of  the  house  into  money  ? 

1 223.  To  buy  the  house  as  a  house,  as  it  is  to  live  in? — I  do  not  know  what  it 
would  bring,  because  I  never  knew  an  instance  of  that  kind  in  Ireland. 

1 224.  How  came  you  to  put  a  value  on  the  house  by  itself,  without  the  land, 
and  besides  the  land  ? — For  a  person  to  live  in  it. 

1225.  I  am  supposing  the  case  of  a  person  buying  it  for  the  purpose  of  living 
in  it ;  will  you  undertake  to  swear  any  body  would  give  20/.  for  it  to  buy  the 
house  and  offices,  and  to  go  and  reside  there  ? — I  do ;  any  body  would  give  20/.

1229.  Let  us  clearly  understand  this ;  in  the  value  you  are  giving  of  this  land, 
and  so  forth,  do  you  mean  that  the  land,  with  no  house  at  all  on  it,  (put  this 
beautiful  house  out  of  your  imagination),  do  you  mean  the  land  would  let,  eight  or 
pine  acres,  from  2/.  9^^  to  21.  lOs. ;  the  remainder,  from  33^.  to  34^.,  without 
any  house  or  offices  at  all  on  it? — I  do  think  it  would;  and  my  reason  for 
thinking  so  is,  I  have  land  of  a  much  inferior  quality  between  Lan  and  Bally- 
inahon,  which  is  set  at  two  guineas  an  acre.

1233.  Due  in  respect  of  the  land  ? — ^There  are  not. 

1 234.  You  do  not  know  of  an v  arrears  ? — I  do  not  know  of  arrears ;  the  tenants 
t^etween  Lan  and  Baliymahon  h^ve  had  their  rents  paid,  and  that  part  of  the 
country  is  called  Callas. 

1235.  How  far  is  that  from  Ballycloughan  ? — About  10  or  11  miles. 

1236.  Is  it  not  nearer  to  a  town  than  Ballycloughan  ?— Yes,  it  is  nearer  to  a 
m  arket. 

1237.  Very  considerably,  is  it  not  ? — Not  much. 

1238.  How  much  ?---Not  above  a  mile  or  two,  as  far  as  I  can  judge  ;  1  do  not 
know  the  exact  distance  between  Ballycloughan  and  Longford  ;  1  do  not  think  it 
is  more  than  eight  or  nine  miles. 

1239.  How  far  is  the  land  you  speak  of  from  a  market? — Between  seven  and 
eight  miles. 

1 240.  What  market-town  is  that  ? — Baliymahon.

Mr*  Harrison  then  applied  to  the  Committee  to  have  summonses  or 
notices,  under  the  sanction  of  the  Committee,  headed  as  they  were  in  the 
Gralway  case,  in  order  to  give  them  the  authority  of  the  Committee,  issued 
to  the  voters  to  produce  their  deeds  in  the  same  form  in  which  it  was 
done  in  the  Galway  case,  and  that  if  they  could  not  serve  them  on  the 
individual^  that  service  on  the  wife,  son  or  daughter,  or  at  the  house, 
should  be  deemed  good  service.  He  stated  as  the  ground  of  his  applica- 
tion, that  the  persons  who  had  been  employed  to  serve  the  notices  had 
been  prevented  doing  so  by  violence  and  intimidation.

1259.  What  was  it? — He  told  me  to  begone  off  his  land;  what  brQyght  me 
there  ? 

i26o«  Was  there  any  thing  else  said  to  you  ?— Yes.

1264.  Were  you  prevented  serving  any  notices  ? — I  was. 

1 265.  In  any  other  part  of  the  county  ? — I  was. 

1 266   Was  that  about  the  same  time  ? — It  was  not* 

1 267.  After  or  before  ? — After. 

1268.  In  what  part  of  the  county  ?-«-^The  barony  of  Ardagh. 

1269.  By  Mr.  Austin.']  In  what  barony  did  old  M 'Glynn  live?— Longford. 

1 270.  By  Mr.  Whitesides.l  Now  you  are  speaking  of  the  barony  of  Ard«^gU  ? 
— Yes. 

-    1271.  Who  interrupted  you  there? — I  was  interrupted  at  a  place  called  Cart- 
nerwalL 

1272.  Were  you  trying  to  serve  notices  there  ? — I  wa?. 

1273.  Were  you  interrupted  there? — I  was. 

1274.  Will  you  state  by  what  persons? — I  wilh 

1275.  Were  you  going  to  serve  a  notice  at  that  place? — I  was  going  to  serve  a 
notice  on  Tom  Hopkins. 

1276.  He  is  a  voter,  is  he  ? — ^He  is. 

1277.  Did  you  see  Hopkins  ? — No. 

1278.  What  was  done  to  you  at  Tom  Hopkins's  house  ?— Wheji  I  went  up  to 
the  door  to  serve  the  notice,  there  was  a  girl  in  the  garden^  and  she  shouted  to 
them  to  shut  the  door  against  me,  and  when  I  went  up  to  the  door,  the  door  was 
slapped  in  my  face  by  another  girL 

1279.  ^^^  y^^  t'y  *o  g®^  in?— She  would  not  let  me  in. 

1280.  Was  there  any  thing  said  to  you  by  any  body  there? — Yes,  after  I  had 
put  the  notice  through  the  window,  through  a  pane  that  was  broken  in  it. 

1281.  What  did  they  shout? — They  shouted  ''mad  dog!"  after  me,,  and  sent 
the  dogs  after  me. 

1282.  Who  did  this  ? — ^The  servants  about  the  house,  and  the  people  of  Tom 
Hopkins. 

1283.  Did  you  make  off? — I  did. 

1284.  Did  you  try  to  serve  notices  iq  other  places  ? — I  did. 

1285.  Where? — A  place  called  Carrickmoor,  in  the  barony  of  Longford. 

1286.  What^happened  to  you  there? — I  had  to  withdraw  from  the  place;  the 
parties  followed  me. 

1287.  By  'Mr.  Austin.']  Who  was  the  voter  ?r— A  man  ofthe  name  of  Arthur  Reed. 

1288.  By  Mr.  Whitesidcs.]  Yqu  say  you  were  forced  to  withdraw,  by  the  party 
following  you  ?— i-I  was. 

1289.  Following  you  to  do  what? — I  could  not  see;  I  did  not  wait  for  them. 

1290.  How  many  were  there  in  that  party? — I  suppose  between  50  and  60. 

1 291 .  What  was  their  demeanour? — I  do  not  know  what  their  demeanour  was ; 
they  shouted  to  me  to  stand,  and  I  ran  away. 

1292.  Did  they  say  any  thing  to  yeu  ? — Yes. 

1 293.  What? — They  asked  me  to  wait,  and  asked  me  if  I  had  any  thing  for 
them. 

1 294.  There  were  40  or  50  men  running  after  you  at  the  same  time  ? — Not  40  or 
50,  but  about  20,  after  me. 

'  295.  Were  you  able  to  effect  the  service  of  the  notices  at  that  place  ? — Not  at 
that  time. 

1296.  Were  you  in  fear  of  bodily  harm  happening  to  you,  if  you  had  attempted 
to  serve  the  notices  ? — I  was  in  bodily  fear  of  my  life,  and  I  went  to  a  magistrate 
and  made  application  to  him  at  the  time. 

1297.  You  were  in  bodily  fear  in  attempting  to  serve  the  notice  ?-^I  was. 

1 298.  You  did  not  succeed  in  serving  it  ? — Not  on  that  day. 
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Willum  Myrrwm.       ^  ^99'  ^^  i\itT^  any  other  part  of  the  county  you  went  to  serve  notices  in  ?— I 

,    -  *  did  in  different  parts,  but  I  was  not  abused. 

tj  Apitl  i8S7.         13^0.  Did  tne  treatment  you   received  prevent  you   serving  any  of   those 
notices? — 

Mr.  Austin  objected  to  the  question. 

1301.  Mr.  Whitesides.'\  When  did  you  stop  serving  notices?— On  the  8th  of 
April  I  dropped  serving  them. 

1302.  Would  you,  without  assistance,  undertake  to  serve  notices  on  tenants 
to  produce  their  leases  in  the  county  of  Longford,  in  respect  of  this  election 
petition  ? — 

Mr.  Austin  objected  to  the  question. 

Mr.  Wrangham  was  heard  in  answer  to  the  objection. 

The  Committee  were  of  opinion  that  the  question  could  not  be  put. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

1303.  Why  do  you  refer  to  this  book,  Mr.  Morrison?— To  keep  me  in  memory 
of  the  day  I  was  out,  and  the  person  I  served,  and  how  I  served  him. 

1304.  You  have  got  no  minute  of  any  outrage  in  the  case  of  old  M'Glynn  ?— I 
kept  it  in  my  mind. 

1305.  Mr.  Wkitesides.]  Do  you  know  a  man  of  the  name  of  Armstrong,  who  was 
employed  to  serve  notices  ? — I  do. 

1 306.  Do  you  know  where  he  is  ? — I  believe  he  is  in  Ireland. 

1307.  Mr.  Austin."]  All  that  vou  kept  in  your  mind? — Certainly. 

1308.  I  understand  that  old  M'Glynn  abused  you  ? — He  did. 

1309.  Did  he  remind  vou  of  any  circumstance  that  might  have  taken  place  m 
the  former  part  of  your  life  ? — No. 

1310.  He  did  not  ?— No. 

1311.  Then  his  abuse  was  not  of  that  description  r — No. 

1312.  Whatever  the  abuse  was,  you  succeeded  in  serving  him  with  the  notice? — 
Yes,  I  did. 

1313.  And  you  was  not  knocked  down? — No,  nor  struck. 

1314.  ThatisoldM'Glynn?— Yes. 

1315.  Now,  find  one  in  your  book,  Tom  Hopkins? — Here  it  is— [pointing  ii 
out.] 

1316.  Did  you  write  this  yourself?—!  did. 

1317*  **  Thomas  Hopkins,  5th  April  ;'*  is  this  a  correct  account  of  the  trans- 
action?— It  is. 

1318.  **  Served  his  house,  servants;  the  shout  riz,  *mad  dog!  Tory, Tory!'" 
is  that  so  ? — Certainly. 

1319.  You  say, "  Tory"  they  called  you  ? — Yes. 

1320.  Did  they  bellow  it  loud  ? — Yes. 

1321.  Did  that  not  annoy  you  very  much  to  be  called  a  Tory  ? — It  did  not 

1322.  Did  it  put  you  in  peril  of  your  life  to  be  called  a  Tory  ? — They  set  the 
dogs  afler  me. 

1323.  What  sort  of  dogs  ? — A  mastiff  dog  and  a  small  dog. 

1324.  Did  they  tear  the  calf  of  your  leg? — They  did  not;  they  came  very 
near  me,  and  I  got  up  into  a  car,  and  they  were  very  near  getting  upon 
the  car. 

1325.  You  popped  that  notice  in,  did  you  ? — Yes,  I  did. 

1326.  Those  two,  therefore,  I  see  you  have  put  down  as  being  served?— 
Yes. 

1327.  Now,  find  me  Arthur  Reed,  will  you?-  1  will;  here  it  is — [pmnting 
out.] 

1328.  I  see  against  Arthur  Reed,  "8th  April,"  you  have  put  down  *' served 
personally"  ? — I  did. 

1329.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  did  serve  him  ?-^I  did  on  the  8th  April. 

1330.  Is  that  so? — It  is. 

1331.  Is  that  the  man  where  you  said  you  saw  I  do  not  how  many  people 
who  called  on  you  to  stop,  and  you  ran  away  ? — That  was  two  days  after. 

1332.  Then  two  days  after  you  served  him  personally? — I  did  serve  him  in 
the  morning  at  six  o'clock. 

1333-  When 
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1333.  When  did  you  begin  to  serve  in  the  county  of  Longford  ? — From  the    WiOiam  Marrmm. 
10th  February  to  the  8th  of  April.  

1334.  Did  you  go  on  serving  every  day  till  the  8th  April  ? — No,  I  did  not.  ^*  ^P"^  ^*37» 

1335.  When  did  you  discontinue?— I  will  show  you  from  the  book}  I  quit 
serving  on  the  17th  February. 

1336.  When  did  you  begin  to  serve  again? — The  Ist  April. 

1337.  That  was  when  the  first  election  petition  was  superseded,  and  you 
began  again  on  the  1st  April,  and  continued  till  the  8th  ?  —I  did. 

1338.  How  many  people  might  you  serve  in  the  course  of  that  time? — I  should 
think  beyond  25. 

^339-  Pi^y*  ^^^  you  known  in  the  county  of  Longford? — I  am  known  very 
well. 

1340.  Do  you  believe  that  that  voter,  old  M*Glynn,  as  you  call  him,  knew 
you  ? — He  did,  he  was  a  neighbour  of  my  own. 

1341.  Did  Hopkins  know  you  ? — Hopkins  was  not  there  at  the  house. 

1342.  Did  Hopkins  know  you? — I  do  not  think  he  did. 

1343.  Did  the  two  girls  know  you  ? — I  do  not  think  they  did. 

1344.  Did  Arthur  Reed  know  you? — He  did  know  me  well. 

1345.  You  believe  Hopkins  did  know  you,  and  old  M*Glynn  certainly  did? — 
Yes. 

1346.  Did  they  know  you  had  been  dismissed  from  the  police? — I  do  not 
doubt  M*Glynn  knew  it. 

1 347.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  doubt  that  any  person  who  had  the  happiness 
of  knowing  you  in  the  county  of  Longford  did  know  you  was  dismissed  from  the 
police  ? — I  was  dismissed  from  it,  but  I  was  offered  the  situation  afterwards,  and 
I  would  not  take  it. 

1348.  Did  not  they  know  that  you  had  been  dismissed  from  the  police? — 
I  dare  say  some  of  them  did. 

'349-  l^id  not  all  the  neighbourhood  know  it?— It  was  known  in  some  places. 

1350.  Were  not  you  dismissed  from  the  police  for  some  awkward  offence,  and 
if  so,  what  was  it  ? — I  do  not  know  whether  it  was  or  not. 

135^-  What  was  it? — I  cannot  say,  but  I  was  offered  the  situation  afterwards 
in  the  police,  and  I  would  not  take  it. 

1352-  You  refused  it  with  indignation? — I  refused  it. 

^353*  With  indignation?— No. 

>354-  What  was  the  cause  of  your  refusing  it? — I  could  do  better  at  home  on 
my  land. 

'355-  Was  you  dismissed  for  any  offence? — I  cannot  say  ;  I  do  not  know  for 
what  offence  I  was  dismissed. 

1356.  Then  I  understand  you  distinctly  to  swear  you  do  not  know  what  you 
were  dismissed  for? — I  do  not  know. 

1357.  That  you  swear  once  and  again  ? — I  do  not  know. 

1358.  1  ask  you  once  more;  you  swear  you  do  not  know  what  you  were 
dismissed  for  ? — No. 

^359-  Were  you  never  informed  by  the  police  what  you  were  dismissed  for? — 
I  was. 

1360.  Was  you  ever  tried  in  a  court  of  justice? — ^Yes,  I  was. 

1361.  As  a  criminal  ? — As  a  criminal  I  was. 

1362.  Pray,  sir,  what  were  you  tried  for  ? — For  being  attacked  on  my  duty,  and 
firing  at  a  mob. 

1363.  It  was  in  consequence  of  your  conduct  on  that  occasion  that  you  was 
dismissed  from  the  police,  was  it  not  ?— -I  do  not  think  it  was. 

1364.  What  did  they  tell  you  you  was  dismissed  for? — It  was  not  for  that. 
13^>5-  What  was  it? — I  cannot  say. 

1 366.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  will  swear  you  do  not  know  what  you  was  dis- 
missed for  ? — I  do  not  know. 

1 367.  You  say  you  were  told  what  it  was  you  were  dismissed  for,  but  you  cannot 
tell  me  what  it  was  ? — I  do  not  know ;  I  cannot  answer  what  I  was  dismissed  for ; 
but  after  I  was  tried  and  acquitted  by  the  jury,  I  was  offered  my  situation  back 
again,  and  I  refused  it. 

1368.  When  was  you  dismissed  from  the  police  ? — About  last  March  four  years, 
about  that  time. 

1369.  Was  that  the  time  when  you  fired  at  the  mob? — I  fired  at  them  before 
that. 
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WaUm  MivrriiOH.      1 370.  Were  you  not  dismissed  immediately  after  you  fired  at  the  mob,  or  shortly 

■■  utter  1 — I  was  not. 

31  April  1837.         1371.  How  long  after  ? — From  before  Christmas  to  March. 

1372.  When  did  you  fire  at  them,  at  Christmas  or  before  Christmas? — Before 
Christmas. 

1373.  When  was  you  tried  ? — At  the  assizes  afterwards. 

1374.  In  what  month  were  those  assizes? — I  believe  they  were  in  March. 

1375.  And  after  you  was  tried  in  March,  you  was  dismissed  from  the  police? 
— 1  was  dismissed  before  that. 

1376.  How  long  before? — A  few  days. 

1377.  Was  it  not  known  to  all  your  acquaintances  in  the  county  of  Longford 
that  you  had  been  tried  for  firing  at  a  mob  ?— Of  course  it  was. 

1378.  Do  not  you  believe  this  man  knew  you  had  been  tried  for  firing  at  the 
mob;  I  am  speaking  of  the  three  persons,  Hopkins,  Reed  and  old  MKjrlynn? — I 
do  not  doubt  but  that  they  did. 

1379.  Was  it  not  unfortunately  the  case,  that  when  you  fired  at  the  mob,  some 
person  was  killed  by  that  act  of  yours  ? — There  was. 

1380.  And  that  you  believe  was  known  to  these  people? — I  believe  it  was. 

1381.  At  the  time  when  you  came  to  serve  election  notices  on  them? — They 
knew  it  before. 

1382.  Yon  have  told  us  you  were  employed  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Fox,  who  paid  you, 
for  instance? — I  was  paid  nothing  for  it. 

1383.  Who  hired  you  ? — I  was  not  hired  at  all. 

1384.  Who  engaged  you? — A  gentleman  not  far  off. 

1385.  What  is  his  name? — Mr.  Courtenay  sent  me. 

1386.  A  gentleman  at  Longford,  was  it? — Yes. 

1387.  Did  that  gentleman  know  you  had  shot  at  a  man  in  some  attack  or  other, 
and  killed  him  ? — 1  have  no  doubt  that  he  did. 

1388.  Therefore  this  was  known  to  him,  and  it  was  known  also  to  the  persons  to 
whom  you  were  sent  to  serve  notices  ?*^I  do  not  doubt  but  that  it  was. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

1389.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say,  before  you  stood  your  trial  for  this  attack  on 
the  mob,  this  battle  between  you  and  the  mob,  you  was  dismissed  from  your  situa- 
tion in  the  police  ? — I  was. 

1390.  You  was  tried  before  a  judge  and  jury  at  the  assizes  ? — I  was. 

1391.  Were  you  acquitted  ? — I  was. 

1392.  And  immediately  after  that  you  was  again  offered  your  situation  in  the 
police,  and  you  refused  it  ?— Yes. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

1393.  I  think  you  said  you  served  about  25  notices? — 1  think  after  the  17th 
February  I  served  about  25. 

1394.  And  of  those  25  you  found  a  difficulty  in  serving  three? — Only  two  after 
that ;  one  was  before  it. 

^  395-  Was  you  ordered  to  serve  other  notices  besides  that ;  had  you  other 
notices  put  in  your  possession  to  serve ;  were  these  notices  given  to  you  to  serve 
besides  those  25  ? — There  were. 

1396.  Why  did  you  not  serve  them  ? — One  I  made  a  mistake  in,  and  lost  it. 

1397.  But  had  you  any  number  of  notices  given  to  you  to  serve,  which,  in 
consequence  of  the  difficulty  you  met  with,  you  did  not  serve  ? — ^No ;  I  served  them 
all,  all  I  got. 

1 398.  You  was  not  deterred  by  the  difficulties  you  met  with  fromserving  any  other? 
—I  was  done  all  but  three  or  four  notices,  when  I  was  attacked  at  Reed's  place. 

1399.  Then  I  understand  you  to  say  you  served  all  the  notices  which  you  was 
ordered  by  Mr.  Fox's  agent  to  serve  ? — I  did,  all  but  one. 

1400.  All  but  one  which  you  lost? — ^Yes. 

1401.  I  think  you  said  that  you  served  that  notice  two  days  after,  which  you 
had  been  prevented  from  doing  by  the  50  men  following  you  ? — I  did  ;  I  met  him 
in  the  morning,  and  served  it  on  him  at  six  o'clock. 

1402.  Before  that  17th  February  did  you  serve  a  good  many  notices? — I  did; 
33  before  that. 

1403.  Had  you  any  difficulty  in  serving  those  notices? — Only  one  of  the  33. 

1404.  And 
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1404.  And  pray  what  was  that  difficulty ;  what  was  his  name?--That  was  old    inakift  Marrkan. 
M^Glynn.  

1405.  There  were  three  cases  of  difficulty ;  one  out  of  the  32,  and  two  out  of     «»  April  1837. 
the  26  ? — That  is  the  case, 

1406.  Then  you  served  33  on  the  first  occasion,  and  25  on  the  other  ?— Yes, 
I  did. 

1407.  Out  of  the  33  and  25  you  had  only  one  case  where  you  was  not  able,  or 
where  you  thought  it  dangerous  to  serve  the  notice  ? — Only  one. 

1408.  You  served  all  but  that  one  ? — Yes. 

1409.  Out  of  the  33  and  25  you  served  all  but  one  ? — Yes ;  there  may  be  two 
or  three  more,  there  may  be  a  few  more  than  the  25. 

1410.  That  is  not  what  I  asked  you  ;  out  of  the  32  notices  which  you  served  on 
the  first  occasion,  and  the  25  on  the  other,  how  many  notices  were  there  that 
you  did  not  serve,  that  you  was  unable  to  serve? — None  but  the  one  I  lost. 

1411.  You  served  the  whole  ? — Yes,  I  served  the  whole  of  them. 

[Tke  JViiness  was  ordered  to  withdraw  J] 


Robert  Cox^  sworn. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

1413.  DO  you  remember  going  to  value  several  farms  in  the  barony  of  Abby- 
shrule  ? — Yoa. 

141 3.  When  was  that?— On  the  14th  of  Fdbmaiy. 

1414.  Amongst  others,  did  you  go  to  value  the  farm  of  a  voter  of  the  name  of 
Matthias  M'Cormick?— I  did. 

1415.  Was  any  body  with  you  at  the  time  you  were  so  going  ? — Matthew  Shaw, 
and  a  man  of  the  name  of  William  Plant. 

1416.  Now,  had  you  with  you  any  notices  to  produce  documents,  one  of  which 
was  to  be  served  on  that  voter  M*Cormick  ? — Ye». 

1417.  Which  of  you  had  the  notice  on  his  person  ? — Shaw. 

1418.  You  were  with  him  and  a  person  of  the  name  of  Plant? — Yes. 

1419.  Did  you  go  on  the  farm  of  M*Cormick  ? — Yes. 

1420.  Did  you  or  any  of  you  attempt  to  serve  that  notice  on  the  voter? — Shaw 
put  out  the  notice  to  serve  it  on  M'Cormick. 

1421.  State  what  took  place  on  Shaw's  producing  the  notice  to  the  voter 
M'Cormick  ? — ^There  were  four  men,  who  were  armed  with  two  spades,  a  pitch- 
fork and  a  shovel. 

1422.  That  you  saw  ? — Yes. 

1423.  Go  on  and  tell  us  what  they  did  with  the  spades,  the  pitchfork  and  the 
shovel? — They  ordered  us  oflF  the  land  ;  the  moment  they  did  that,  I  called  on  the 
father,  who  was  an  elderly  man  ;  1  cannot  say  whether  he  was  the  father ;  I  called 
on  Matthias  M*Cormick,  and  requested  that  he  would  keep  the  people  back  ;  that 
if  we  had  acted  wrong  the  law  was  open  to  them,  and  not  to  take  the  law  in  their 
own  hand  and  ill-treat  us ;  the  man  with  the  pitchfork  came  up  to  Plant,  and 
struck  him  with  it  across  his  head,  and  broke  the  stick  on  his  head. 

1424.  T\i^  Committee.']  Plant,  I  presume,  accompanied  you?— He  did. 

1425.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  stick  ;  do  you  mean  the  wooden  handle  of  the 
pitchfork  ? — Yes  ;  he  kept  the  iron  in  his  hand,  and  struck  him  across  the  head 
with  it;  at  the  same  moment  another  man  came  up  with  a  spade,  and  struck  him 
across  the  arm,  and  Plant  nearly  came  to  the  ground,  but  did  not  fall  immediately; 
and  Plant  ran  away. 

1426.  By  Mr.  Wrangham.]  Tell  us  what  else  took  place? — The  man  with  the 
spade  came  up  to  Shaw. 

1427.  By  the  Committee.^  What  was  the  name  of  the  man  who  was  struck  with 
the  spade  ? — Plant  was  struck  with  the  spade. 

1428.  By  Mr,  IVranghamJ]  You  say  you  were  with  Shaw  ? — Yes,  the  man  with 
the  spade  came  up,  and  asked  Shaw  what  brought  him  there ;  and  he  gave  him  a 
thrust,  or  rather  a  punch,  with  the  spade  in  the  back ;  then  the  man  with  the 
pitchfork  turned  on  me,  and  he  asked  me  what  brought  me  there ;  and  I  said, 
"  Boys,  don't  ill-treat  us ;  if  we  are  trespassers,  we  will  go  off  quietly,  but  don't 
take  the  law  in  your  own  hands."  The  other  man  with  the  spade  came  and  struck 
me  on  the  breast  with  the  iron  of  the  spade.     At  that  time  they  were  shouting 
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Robert  Cos.       *'  mad  dog !"  and  the  country  rose  up,  and  came  running  out  with  their  coats  off, 
— —      crying  "  mad  dog,  mad  dog !" 
31  April  1837,         1429.  You  mean  by  the  country  the  country  people  ? — Yes. 

1430.  Is  "  mad  dog  "  an  ordinary  cry  for  the  assembling  of  the  populace? — I 
consider  so.  I  considered  that  I  was  to  be  killed  on  the  spot,  or  else  to  make  the 
best  of  my  way  off.  I  took  out  a  case  of  pistols  I  had  with  me,  and  I  was  forced 
to  go  backward  off  the  land,  and  put  the  pistols  to  one  and  the  other  to  keep 
them  off  from  me ;  and  in  that  way  I  got  off,  or  else  I  think  we  should  have  lost 
our  lives. 

1431.  Did  you  think  it  was  necessary  for  you,  to  preserve  your  lives,  to  pro- 
duce weapons  of  defence? — I  should  not  have  taken  out  pistols,  if  I  was  not  hard 
run  and  in  danger  of  my  life  ;  I  considered  that  we  should  all  be  killed  on  the  spot 

1432.  Was  the  demeanour  of  the  persons  who  assaulted  you  of  such  a  nature 
as  to  put  you  in  bodily  fear  of  your  life  ? — Certainly. 

1433.  Were  you  prevented  serving  the  notice  by  this  violence? — Certainly;  if 
we  had  served  the  notice,  we  should  not  have  left  the  place  with  our  lives. 

1434-5.  I  understand  the  circumstances  to  be  these :  Shaw,  the  man  with  you, 
was  in  the  act  of  tendering  the  notice ;  he  had  a  paper  in  his  hand,  which  he  was 
going  to  serve  on  M'Cormick  at  the  time  the  people  came  on  with  these  unlawful 
weapons ;  have  you  ever  since  that  time  succeeded  in  serving  a  notice  on  M'Cor- 
mick  ? — I  never  applied. 

1436.  So  far  as  you  know,  has  any  notice  ever  been  served  on  him  ? — I  do  not 
know  whether  there  was  or  not,  for  I  did  not  go  to  the  land  any  more. 

1437.  You  say  you  never  applied ;  why  did  you  not  apply  again? — Because 
I  would  not  venture  my  life  in  it. 

1438.  Then  was  the  reason  why  you  never  repeated  the  attempt  to  serve  the 
notice  on  the  voter,  that  you  believed  your  life  was  in  danger  if  you  made  the 
attempt  ? — I  am  sure  it  would. 

1439.  ^^  ^^^^  moment  would  ypn  attempt  to  serve  the  notice  on  this  voter 
without  assistance? — I  would  not. 

1440.  By  the  Committee.]  Were  you  the  notice-server  yourself,  or  did  you  only 
go  to  value  ? — Shaw  and  I  went  to  value,  and  with  the  intention  of  serving  notices. 

1441.  You  went  to  value  and  serve  notices  at  the  same  time? — Yes. 

1442.  Why  did  you  undertake  a  double  duty  at  the  same  time  ? — Shaw  brought 
the  notices  with  him  to  my  house,  and  he  said  we  would  serve  the  notices  as  we 
went  on ;  he  brought  them  to  serve ;  I  know  no  more  about  it. 

1443.  Pray  did  you  leave  that  notice;  was  it  actually  served;  was  it  left  either 
with  the  man  or  on  the  land,  or  close  to  it  ? — Not  at  all,  we  were  in  dread  to 
leave  it. 

1444.  By  Mr.  Wrangham]  You  have  stated  that  the  assault  was  committed, 
and  a  great  part  of  it  committed,  on  Plant  ? — Yes,  first  it  was. 

1445.  And  that  he  was  driven  off;  he  ran  for  his  lif^? — He  did  run. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

1446.  How  many  of  you  went  together  to  this  man's  land  ? — Three. 

1447.  When  did  you  begin  to  value? — ^The  14th. 

1448.  When  did  you  first  of  all  begin  to  value,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  evi- 
dence here  ? — I  valued  a  farm  of  M'Cormick's  previous  to  the  14th,  but  that  was; 
with  another  man,  in  company  with  Shaw  ;  we  commenced  on  the  14th. 

1449.  I  want  to  know  how  long  you  were  engaged  in  this  occupation,  how  many 
days,  when  did  you  begin,  and  when  did  you  leave  off? — We  began  on  the  14th 
February. 

1450.  When  did  you  leave  off? — I  really  do  not  know,  I  cannot  recollect  th^ 
day. 

1451.  You  have  not  got  a  memorandum-book? — I  have,  but  I  suppose  it  was 
about  four  or  five  days  we  were  out. 

1452.  What  was  the  district  you  were  appointed  to  value? — Abbyshrule. 

1453.  No  other  district  than  that? — A  few  cases  in  another. 

1454.  Principally  that  district  ? — Yes. 

'455-  Were  you  engaged  all  those  five  days?-  -Part  of  the  day  I  was;  I  did 
not  do  much  that  day ;  I  went  to  complain  to  the  magistrates  on  account  of  an 
attack  made  on  ne  that  day,  and  I  did  not  do  any  thing  after  on  that  day. 

1456.  Was 
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1456.  Was  this  the  first  day  you  began  valuing? — With  Shaw  it  was.  Robert  Coxl 

1457.  Never  mind  Shaw ;  throw  him  overboard  ? — I  valued  one  farm  previously.         — — 

1458.  The  second  was  in  company  with  Shaw? — Yes.  ai  April  1837. 

1459.  Whose  farm  did  you  value  previously  ? — James  M'Cormick's. 

1460.  What  was  the  other  name? — M^Cormick,  who  was  tried  here  the  other 
day. 

1461.  You  had  valued  James  M'Cormick's  farm  before? — Yes. 

1462.  On  what  day  did  you  value  James  M*Cormick's  land? — It  was  about 
two  or  three  days  previous  to  the  14th. 

1463.  When  you  valued  that  farm,  did  you  go  alone  or  in  company  ? — I  had  a 
man  of  the  name  of  Morgan  with  me. 

1464.  Did  you  find  James  M'Cormick  at  home  ? — We  did  not  look  for  him,  for 
we  had  no  notice  to  leave. 

1465.  Did  you  go  on  his  land  ? — We  did. 

1466.  Did  you  ask  permission? — No. 

1467.  You  went  on  his  land  and  valued  it? — Yes. 

1468.  Did  you  see  any  body  on  it,  or  did  any  body  see  you  there  ?— We  saw 
different  people ;  I  did  not  go  to  let  him  know  it. 

1469.  Did  you  meet  with  any  resistance  there  ? — No. 

1470.  I  suppose  they  did  not  see  your  pistols  sticking  out  of  your  pocket? 
— ^They  were  not  sticking  out. 

1471 .  Did  they  see  your  pistols  when  you  valued  James  M*Corraick*s  property  ? 
—  No,  they  did  not ;  there  was  no  attack  upon  me  then. 

1472.  At  that  time  they  did  not  see  your  pistols?— No;  this  is  James 
M^Cormick,  the  other  was  Matthias  M'Cormick ;  at  that  time  they  did  not  see  my 
pistols. 

1473.  You  met  with  no  interruption  in  valuing  that  land  ? — No. 

1474.  We  will  pass  over  the  day  when  you  tried  to  value  Matthias  M'Cormick's 
land;  when  was  the  next  attempt  of  yours? — On  the  14th. 

1475.  That  was  after  you  tried  Matthias  M^Cormick's?— No,  it  was  in  the 
act. 

1476.  Whom  did  you  try  to  value  next  ? — ^We  did  not  do  more  that  day. 

1477.  Whom  did  you  try  to  value  next;  never  mind  the  day  ? — I  think  a  man 
pf  the  name  of  Kearney. 

1478.  Did  you  go  alone,  or  in  company  ? —With  Shaw. 

1479.  ^*^  y^^  value  his  land  ? — Yes. 

1480.  Did  you  see  Kearney  ? — No. 

1481.  Did  you  see  any  body  on  his  land  ? — No. 

1482.  Did  you  ask  for  leave?— No,  I  did  not ;  I  would  rather  go  unknown  to  do 
it  if  I  could,  lest  I  should  be  attacked. 

1483.  You  were  not  attacked  there? — No. 

1484.  Did  you  find  any  diflBculty  there? — No. 

1485.  Not  the  least?— No. 

1486.  Who  was  the  next  person? — A  man  of  the  name  of  MilUvhill. 

1487.  Were  you  attacked  there  ? — No. 

1488.  Did  you  ask  leave  to  go  on  his  property  ? — No. 

1489.  Did  you  see  him  ? — I  did  not,  because  he  was  ploughing.  I  understood 
the  man  whose  land  I  went  to  value  was  dead,  and  it  h^d  come  into  his  son's 
hands. 

1490.  Did  you  value  land  after  that? — I  did. 

1491.  Did  you  serve  any  notices  after  that? — No,  nor  did  I  attempt  it. 

1492.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say,  that  in  any  of  these  instances  yoi|  asked 
leave  to  value  the  land  ? — No. 

1493.  Did  you  succeed  in  valuing  the  land  in  all,  excepting  Matthias 
M*Cormick'sland? — I  valued  Matthias  M^Cormick's  land. 

1494.  Did  you  value  the  land  in  all  the  cases  ? — Yes,  there  were  twp  cases  where 
I  could  not  get  on  the  land  j  I  was  beat  off  by  a  party  rising  out  on  me,  and  I  wap 
forced  to  go  off  the  land. 

*495»  Bid  you  attempt  to  serve  notices  there  ?-- rl  did  not. 

1496.  The  Committee,]  Who  were  they  ? — Men  of  the  name  of  Nolan  and 
Jordan. 

1497.  Mr.  At4Stin.']  I  think  you  said  you  valued  Matthias  M'Cormick  s  land  ? — 
Yes. 

1 498.  Did  you  value  it  in  company  with  Shaw  and  Plant  ? — Yes. 

319.  H  1499.    Did 
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RfAert  Cox.  1499-  ^*^  7^^  ^^^  three  go  together  ? — Yes. 

1500.  Did  you  go  at  once  on  the  land? — Certainly;  we  could  not  get  to  thd 

ti  April  1837.     house  without  going  on  the  land  first. 

1501.  Did  you  at  once  go  to  the  land  ? — No,  we  looked  on  the  land  first,  and  then 
came  to  serve  the  notices. 

1502.  You  valued  the  land  without  leave,  and  then  came  to  serve  the  notices ;  is 
that  so  ?— That  is  so,  certainly. 

1503.  Were  your  pistols  in  your  pocket  at  the  thne  you  went  on  without  leave 
to  value  these  men's  lands  ? — ^They  were. 

1504.  Loaded?— Yes. 

1505.  With  shot  or  with  ball  ?-— One  loaded  with  ball,  and  the  other  with  swan- 
drops. 

1 506.  What  are  swan-drops  ? — Rather  larger  than  duck-shot 

1507.  Are  they  a  fatal  ball  ? — I  think  they  are. 

1508.  If  you  fired  them  into  a  man's  bosom  perhaps  he  would  die  ? — I  think  he 
might. 

1509.  At  this  time  you  had  only  valued  the  land  of  James  M'Cormick  ? — ^The 
way  I  would  state  the  case. 

1510.  Be  so  ffood  as  just  to  answer  my  question ;  at  the  time  you  went  with  these 
people  on  Matthias  M^Cormick's  land,  bad  }  ou  valued  any  other  than  James 
M*Cormick*s  ?— Yes. 

1511.  Who  ? — A  man  of  the  name  of  Farrell. 

1512.  Then  you  were  not  correct  in  saying  you  had  only  valued  James  M'Cor- 
mick's  ?— That  was  previous  to  Shaw*s  coming  with  me. 

1513.  That  was  the  first  time  you  went  to  value  with  Shaw  ?  —Yes. 

1514.  Had  Shaw  any  pistols  in  his  pocket  r — I  think  not. 

1515.  Had  he  any  arms? — I  think  not 

1516.  Had  Morgan  any  ? — Morgan  was  not  with  us ;  it  was  Plant. 

1517.  Had  Plant  any  ? — He  had  not. 

1518.  Had  you  been  in  the  habit  of  valuing  property  with  pistols  in  your 
pocket  before? — I  was  in  the  habit  of  carrying  pistols  in  my  pocket  for  my  own 
preservation. 

1/1 19.  And  loaded  too  ?^ — Certainly. 

1520.  Pray  what  is  your  business  ? — I  was  acting  agent  for  a  gentleman,  and  I 
was  waylaid  in  the  year  1819,  and  was  fired  at,  and  my  father  was  shot  in  die  arm, 
and  the  man  that  was  with  us  was  shot  in  the  head,  and  I  carried  always  arms  for 
my  own  protection. 

1521.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  you  was  subject  to  some  dislike  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood ? — I  had  470/.  in  my  pocket,  and  they  thought  to  rob  me  of  it. 

1522.  It  was  not  from  any  personal  dislike  or  personal  motives  ? — I  think  not. 
1523-  ^o  I  understand  yoy  to  say  you  have  carried  arms  in  your  pocket 

ever  since  as  a  protection  against  robbery  ? — I  carry  arms  always  with  me  as  a 
protection. 

1524.  Then  you  carried  them  with  you  on  account  of  your  money,  to  protect 
you  against  robbery  ? — Yes,  and  for  the  protection  of  my  life. 

1525.  I  want  to  hear  from  you  an  explanation  of  the  reason  of  your  going 
armed  with  pistols ;  you  tell  me  the  reason  was,  you  was  attacked  in  1819  ? — 1 
was. 

1526.  And  it  was  an  attack  by  certain  persons  who  were  attempting  to  rob  you? 
— I  think  they  wanted  to  get  my  money  and  to  kill  me. 

1527.  To  kill  you  and  get  the  money? — I  do  not  know. 

1528*  I  want  to  know  whether  you  were,  or  not,  a  person  subject  to  jjersonal 
dislike  in  that  neighbourhood  ? — Part  of  the  time  I  was ;  I  went  into  the  place 
to  protect  property  for  Counsellor  Ford. 

1529.  When  was  that?— It  conunenced  in  the  year  1815;  there  had  been 
another  man  displaced  out  of  the  situation,  and  I  was  attacked  in  every  direction 
I  went. 

1530.  Was  this  in  the  county  of  Longford  ? — In  the  county  of  Westmeath. 

1531 .  I  want  to  know  what  your  reason  is  for  constantly  carrying  pistols  about 
you  ? — I  carried  them  for. the  protection  of  myself. 

1532.  Is  it  from  an  apprehension  of  robbery  or  not?— Lest  they  do  me  injury  ; 
they  have  destroyed  cattle  of  mine. 

1 533'  I  want  to  know  whether  it  is  for  fear  of  robbery  you  carry  pistols,  or 

whether 
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whether  it  is  that  you  are  a  person  for  some  reasoaor  other  subject  to  general       RAcrtCojt. 
dislike  ?— I  think  a  little  of  both.  ■ 

>534-  You  are  a  person  subject  to  some  dislike  ? — Yes.  si  April  1837. 

1535-  ^^  this  known  at  the  time  you  were  employed  to  value  land ;  did, the 
parties  who  employed  you  to  value  it  know  you  carried  pistols  about  you  ? — I 
cannot  say. 

1436.  bid  you  inibrm  them  that  you  carried  pistols  about  you  ?-^Not  I  did  not 

1437.  But  you  did  carry  pistols  about  you  on  all  these  occasions?  —I  did. 

1438.  When  you  valuea  the  land  of  Matthias  M'Cormick,  did  Shaw  and  Plant 
take  any  part  in  it? — Shaw  did. 

^539*  Who  was  the  Tegular  notice-server,  Shaw,  Plant,  or  you? — Shaw  carried 
the  papers  to  serve. 

1540.  You  and  Shaw  looked  over  the  property,  and  what  did  Plant  do  T-^-He 
walked  with  us. 

1541.  How  long  were  you  occupied  in  valuing  the  land  ? — I  suppose  we  were 
about  three  quarters  of  an  hour  on  the  land  before  we  were  attacked. 

1542.  Had  you  finished  your  valuation  ?— We  had ;  we  had  walked  round  the 
land  and  finished  our  valuation,  and  had  come  up  to  the  house  to  inspect  the  house, 
to  see  what  condition  it  was  in,  and  to  serve  the  notice. 

1543.  Had  you  seen  anybody  on  the  land  during  this  time  ? — Not  anybody  we 
met,  but  one  man  was  outside  the  ditch,  and  he  ran  up  to  M'Cormick  before  us. 

1544.  Did  you  rap  at  the  door? — The  door  was  open. 
1545-  Did  you  eq  in  ?— We  did  not 

1546.  Who  produced  the  notice? — Shaw. 

1547.  To  whom  did  he  offer  it?— He  had  it  in  hi$  hand,  and  was  going  to  hand 
it  to  Matthias  M'Cormick  in  the  door-way. 

1548.  Was  Matthias  M^Cormick  standing  in  the  door- way  ? — He  was  stationed 
outside  the  door. 

1549.  How  long  had  he  been  standing  there? — We  called  him  out;  we  asked 
if  he  was  there,  and  they  said  **  Yes,'*  and  he  came  out  to  us. 

1550.  Then  you  tendered  him  this  notice  ?— Shaw  did. 

1551.  During  the  valuing  pf  the  land  you  met  with  no  interruption  ?— ^No;  we 
met  with  no  one  to  interrupt  us. 

1552.  Did  you  leave  the  notice,  or  did  you  bring  it  off  with  you  ? — We  did  not 
leave  it,  but  brought  it  with  us. 

^553-  Did  you  pull  out  your  pistols  on  the  land  ? — No. 

1554*  Where  did  you  pull  out  your  pistols  ?— Not  till  I  was  struck,  and  the 
other  man  was  struck. 

1555-  Where  was  it  ? — ^I  think  about  30  perches  above  the  house,  gomg  on 
towards  the  road  to  quit  the  land. 

1556.  At  that  time  you  saw  Plant  had  been  struck  twice?— Yes,  twice. 

1557.  He  had  been  struck  with  the  handle  of  the  pitchfork? — ^Yes. 

1558.  They  did  not  present  the  sharp  end  of  the  pitchfork  to  him,  but  struck 
him  with  the  handle  ? — Yes. 

1559.  And  with  the  handle  of  the  spade  too  ?— No;  with  the  iron  part  of  the 
spade ;  they  struck  him  across  the  arm. 

1560.  Did  he  go  off  with  you,  Plant?— He  went  faster  than  I  did,  for  he  ran 
as  fast  as  he  could. 

1561.  He  was  not  knocked  down? — No,  I  saw  the  bruise;  he  took  off  his  coat 
and  showed  me  where  he  was  struck  on  the  arm,  and  he  was  hardly  able  to  hold 
up  his  hand  to  his  head. 

1562.  There  was  a  contusion  and  an  extravasation  of  blood  ? — I  cannot  say. 
^563.  Has  he  been  disabled,  or  is  bis  arm  still  in  use  to  serve  another  notice, 

or  draw  another  trigger  ? — I  have  seen  him  since. 

1564.  His  arm  was  as  well  as  ever? — I  suppose  it  is. 

1565.  To  whom  was  that  shove  or  poke  directed,  was  it  to  you  ?— Shaw  got  the 
shove. 

1566.  In  what  part  of  his  person  was  the  shove  applied? — In  the  middle  of 
his  back. 

1567.  Not  lower  ? — Not  lower. 

1568.  With  which  end  of  the  pitchfork  was  it  applied  ? — The  iron  part. 

1569.  Was  he  killed?— No. 

1570.  Did  they  kill  him  ?— No. 

1571.  Did  it  hurt  him  ? — I  cannot  say.  ^ . ,

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Robert  Cox.  1572.  Did  it  appear  to  hurt  him;  do  you  mean  to  say  it  was  a  blow  of  the 

least  importance  ? — It  was  a  punch. 

«i  April  1837.         1573.  Was  this  after  the  blow  with  the  pitchfork  ? — Yes. 

1574.  And  after  the  other  blows? — ^Yes,  it  was. 

1575.  The  punch  was  given  him  by  the  same  man? — The  same  man  who 
struck  Plant  struck  him. 

1576.  Did  Shaw  apply  a  plaster  to  his  back? — I  cannot  say. 

1577.  Was  not  the  blow  applied  to  Shaw,  which  you  call  a  shove ;  was  it  any 
thing  else  than  applying  the  spade  to  his  back  and  shoving  him  on  ? — It  was 
taking  it  in  the  two  hands  and  thrusting  him  in  the  back* 

1578.  You  saw  him  after  the  punch  had  been  applied;  did  it  appear  to  hurt 
him  ? — ^He  was  not  much  hurt ;  I  think  not. 

1579.  Was  he  hurt  at  all  ? — I  cannot  say. 

1580.  Do  you  believe  it  from  the  appearance  of  it  ? — I  consider  a  man  getting 
a  punch  in  the  loins  from  a  spade,  cannot  but  be  hurt. 

1581.  I  want  to  know  how  long  after  this  it  was  you  held  out  your  pistols, 
the  one  loaded  with  ball,  the  other  with  swan-shot  ? — Not  till  I  was  struck  twice 
myself. 

1582.  Where  was  that? — ^The  first  I  got  was  a  punch  in  the  shoulder,  and  a 
blow  in  the  breast,  which  hurt  me  very  much,  and  I  was  affected  for  a  month 
after,  which  prevented  me  from  drawing  my  breath,  and  I  could  hardly  turn  in 
my  bed. 

1583-  Was  that  the  time  when  you  drew  out  your  pistols? — It  was  after  I 
got  that. 

1584.  And  then  you  went  off?— I  did. 

1585.  After  this  punch  you  got,  which  prevented  you  drawing  your  breath, 
you  vaJued  somebody  else's  property  ? — No. 

1586.  Not  at  all  ?— Not  on  that  day. 

1587.  You  say  you  could  not  draw  your  breath  for  a  month  ? — I  could  hardly 
turn  in  my  bed  for  a  month. 

1588.  But  perhaps  you  were  enabled  to  value  land  after  that? — I  did  value 
land  after  that. 

1589.  Whose  land? — Different  people. 

1590.  With  the  pistols  in  your  pocket? — ^Yes. 

1591.  Loaded  also  with  ball  and  swan-shot? — ^The  same  lead  is  in  still. 

1592.  Had  you  notices  with  you  then? — We  gave  up  the  notices,  and  would 
not  serve  them ;  we  were  in  dread  to  serve  them. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

1593.  You  mean  to  say  it  was  serving  the  notice,  and  not  valuing  the  land, 
that  gave  the  offence  ? — We  considered  we  could  value  the  land,  but  the  moment 
we  left  a  notice,  we  considered  the  notice  would  go  round,  and  the  country  would 
rise  out  on  us. 

1594.  But  you  think  it  was  the  serving  of  the  notice,  and  not  the  valuing  the 
land,  which  gave  that  offence  which  caused  the  country  to  rise  ? — We  could  value 
the  land  without  apprising  the  country  we  were  valuing  land ;  the  people  would  not 
know  we  were  on  the  land,  and  we  could  value  it. 

1595.  The  people  would  not  know  what  you  were  about? — They  would  not, 
but  on  leaving  the  notice,  and  on  their  reading  the  notice,  they  would  know  what 
it  was ;  and  my  opinion  and  Shaw's  opinion  was,  that  this  would  go  round,  and  the 
country  would  rise  out  on  us. 

1596.  Serving  the  notice  was  that  which  you  thought  the  dangerous  part  of 
your  calling? — Certainly  so. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  IVrangham. 

^597-  My  friend  asked  you  what  was  the  reason  why  you  carried  loaded  pistols, 
and  you  stated  it  was  for  your  protection  against  robbery  and  against  any  attack 
on  you,  owin^  to  a  personal  dislike  existing?— Yes. 

1598.  I  ask  you  what  was  the  cause  of  that  personal  dislike  which  you  believe 
to  have  existed  against  you  ? — ^The  only  thing,  I  consider,  was  replacing  another 
man  in  his  situation  in  doing  business  with  Counsellor  Ford. 

'599'  1^0  you  mean  to  state  to  the  Committee  you  believed  your  life  was  in 
danger,  and  you  was  obliged  to  carry  arms  about  you  for  your  own  protection, 

because 
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because  you  had  taken  a  situation,  and  had  incurred  the  public  dislike  for  taking 
the  place  of  another  person  ? — Certainly. 

1600.  Was  it  after  this  that  this  attack  was  made  on  you  and  your  father,  when 
one  man  was  shot  through  the  head  and  your  father  through  the  arm?— It  was. 

i6ci.  And  did  that  appear  to  you  to  be  a  sufficient  ground  for  rendering  it 
very  advisable  that  you  should  have  arms  on  your  person  for  your  own  protection? 
— ^Yes,  I  was  advised  to  carry  arms. 

16012.  I  think  you  told  the  Committee  you  gave  up  serving  notices  from  the 
time  this  attack  was  made  upon  you  ? — Certainly,  I  would  not  serve  them. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

1603.  ^^  y^^  happen  to  recollect  how  many  notices  you  served? — Not  one  of 
them,  none  at  all ;  the  first  one  we  commenced  to  serve  we  were  attacked  on. 

1 604.  I  distinctly  understand  you  to  say,  you  never  attempted  to  serve  more 
than  one  notice? — No  more,  and  then  we  were  attacked  on  that  first  notice, 

1605.  And  not  being  able  to  serve  that  notice,  you  did  not  attempt. to  serve  any 
other? — No. 

1606.  For  fear  of  the  consequences? — Certainly. 

1607.  How  many  notices  were  given  you  to  serve? — I  think  about  26. 

1608.  Can  you  tell  me  the  names  of  any  of  those  persons  on  whom  the  notices 
were  to  be  served? — I  cannot  recollect  them. 

1 6og.  I  did  not  ask  you  the  whole,  but  I  ask  you  of  some  ? — There  was  Matthias 
M^Cormick,  Nolan,  Farrell  and  Jordan. 

1610.  What  became  of  those  notices  after  you  gave  up  the  attempt  to  serve 
them  ? — Shaw  brought  them  from  me  and  out  of  my  company ;  I  do  not  know 
what  became  of  them. 

1611.  You  gave  them  to  Shaw? — Shaw  brought  them  with  him.

1614.  Did  you  go  to  the  land  of  a  man  named  Matthias  M*Cormick  ? — What  is 
the  name  of  the  townland  ? 

1615.  Did  you  go  to  his  land  at  Lishmahan? — I  did. 

1616.  Did  you  walk  over  the  land  and  go  up  towards  the  house? — I  went  up 
to  M'Cormick's  house,  after  walking  over  a  great  part  of  the  land. 

1617.  Did  you  see  M^Cormick?— I  did. 

1618.  Had  you  a  notice  to  serve  on  him  ? — I  had. 

1619.  What  did  you  do  with  that ;  did  you  take  it  out,  and  hand  it  to  him  ? — 
I  held  it  in  my  hand. 

1620.  Where  was  he? — He  was  outside  his  own  door,  speaking  to  me  in  the 
street. 

1621.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  street? — What  we  call  the  street,  the  place 
outside  the  door. 

1622.  Having  it  in  your  hand  in  that  way,  what  took  place? — We  were  ordered 
by  four  men  to  quit  the  place  immediately. 

1623.  Were  you  attacked? — Yes. 

1624.  Who  was  attacked  first? — The  thing  was  general;  we  were  ordered 
immediately  to  quit  the  place.  Cox,  with  another  man  who  came  with  us,  was 
first  attacked. 

1625.  What  was  the  name  of  the  other  man? — Plant. 

3  626.  Plant  was  attacked,  and  Cox  was  attacked  ? — They  were. 

1627.  What  happened  to  you  ? — ^They  put  either  a  spaoe  or  a  shovel  to  my 
back,  and  gave  me  a  push,  and  desired  me  to  begone  likewise. 

1628.  Were  you  at  that  time  going  off  the  land? — Yes,  in  the  act  of 
going  off. 

1629.  What  sort  of  a  shove  was  it? — I  got  no  injury  by  it;  they  put  it  to  my 
back  and  pushed  me  on. 

1630.  By  Mr.  Austin.]  Helped  you  off?— Yes.

1 635.  In  what  way  was  Cox  attacked  ? — I  saw  Cox  get  two  or  three  punches ; 
he  got  one  on  the  breast  and  another  blow  on  the  arm . 

1636.  Did  you  run  away  to  get  off  the  land  ?— Yes,  we  got  away  as  fast  as  we 
could. 

1637.  Cox  had  pistols,  had  he  not?— He  had. 

1638.  Did  he  pull  out  his  pistols? — He  did  when  he  was  struck  the  second 
time. 

1639.  9^  y^^  ^  considerable  number  of  notices  with  you  to  serve? — I  had. 

1640.  Did  you,  after  this,  attempt  to  serve  any  of  the  other  notices? — No, 
not  one. 

1641.  What  did  you  do  with  them? — I  returned  them  the  next  morning;  I 
sent  them  into  Longford. 

1642.  Can  you  tell  how  many  you  had,  about  what  number  ?-««*I  cannot  say 
exactly^  but  I  had  a  notice  for  every  man  whose  land  was  returned  to  me  to 
view. 

1643.  Does  that  enable  jrou  to  state  what  was  about  the  number  ?-r-A8  well 
as  I  recollect,  I  had  about  23  or  24 ;  I  bad  beyond  ^.

You  were  so  unlucky  then  as  to  go  with  Cox  for  the  first  time  ? — ^That 
was  the  first  time  I  tried  to  serve  a  notice,  and  to  look  at  the  land  too. 

1649.  You  say  you  had  a  notice  for  every  man  who  was  returned  to  you  to 
view  ? — I  had. 

1650.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  were  ordered  to  view  the  property  of  so  many 
people  ? — ^There  was  a  list  given  of  so  many  men  of  such  a  townland,  and  1  was 
to  view  them. 

1651.  And  for  every  man  whose  farm  you  were  ordered  to  value  there  was  a 
notice  ?— There  was  a  notice  given  to  me.

1690.  You  never  had  occasion  to  pull  out  your  pistols  in  valuing  land? — No. 

1691.  The  Committee.']  You  say  you  returned  the  notices  in  consequence  of  the 
reception  you  met  with ;  you  returned  the  notices,  and  did  not  serve  them  f — I 
did  the  next  morning.

I  do  not  say  there  are  cases  where  the  only  question  was  about  the  production  of 
the  lease  ;  but  I  say  there  are  many  cases  where  such  a  thing  might  have  arisen, 
and  wherever  it  did,  I  made  a  point  of  entering  it  in  my  note. 

1757.  Were  there  not  some  cases  before  the  assistant  barrister,  in  which  the 
only  question  asked  of  the  voter  was  touching  the  production  of  the  lease,  or  the 
instrument  under  which  he  held  ? — I  do  not  know  till  I  look  over  my  notes,  and 
then  I  will  know. 

1758.  You  cannot  swear,  without  looking  at  those  notes,  but  that  some  persons 
might  have  been  objected  to  on  that  ground  only  ? — Certainly  not. 

1759.  Have  you  any  doubt  whatever,  without  looking  at  your  notes,  that  in 
many  cases  that  was  the  only  question  asked  of  the  freeholder  ? — I  have  no 
recollection  on  the  subject,  except  what  that  notice  affi>rds  me. 

1 760.  You  can  give  me  no  opinion  either  way  on  it  ? — I  cannot  without  refer- 
ring to  the  notes. 

1761.  Just  answer  this  ;  supposing  you  find  nothing  about  the  sort  of  question 
that  was  asked  of  the  freeholder  in  the  note  respecting  him,  will  you  be  able  to 
say  whether  he  was  objected  to  on  the  ground  of  value,  or  whether  simply  on  the 
production  of  the  lease  ? — I  will.

1765.  According  to  the  best  of  your  judgment  and  belief,  if  there  is  not  some 
note  at  the  time  about  the  production  of  the  lease,  that  question  was  never  asked 
at  ail  ? — I  think  so. 

1766.  If  there  is  nothing  except  "admitted"  against  that,  it  means  that  the  only 
objection  was  on  the  ground  of  value,  that  that  was  the  objection  ? — If  the  body 
of  the  note  does  not  contain  it,  then  it  was  not  made. 

1767.  What  was  not  made? — An  objection  on  any  other  ground  except  value. 

1768.  Look  at  this  book,  and  show  me  any  case  where  the  non-production  of 
the  lease  is  mentioned,  and  show  me  one  where  the  question  of  the  non-production 
of  the  lease  was  gone  into  ? — I  do  not  know  of  any  particular  case  on  that ;  I  can 
show  you  where  there  are  other  objections  made  besides  as  to  value. 

1769.  What  entry  did  you  make  in  that  book,  where  the  only  difficulty  was 
the  non-production  of  the  lease  ? — I  do  not  recollect  any  one  case  of  that  kind. 

1770.  Do  you  mean  to  say  there  was  no  such  case? — I  cannot  say  so  utitil

Then,  if  I  understand  you,  there  are  many  cases  where  the  non-produc- 
tion of  the  lease  was  the  objection  taken? — There  are  cases  where  the  non- 
production  of  the  lease  was  the  ground  of  objection  ;  I  did  not  know  that  there 
was  this,  till  I  opened  the  book,  and  it  presented  itself. 

1773.  There  were  cases  in  which  the  non-production  of  the  lease  was  the  only 
objection  taken  ? — There  were  such  cases.

1777.  You  are  positive  he  was  objected  to  on  account  of  the  insufficiency  of 
value  ? — I  am. 

1778.  Mr.  Robinson.]  You  found  your  opinion  exclusively  on  this  entry? — 
I  do ;  I  found  my  opinion  on  the  general  rule  which  I  adopted  in  making  the 
entries. 

1779.  And  you  believe,  unless  in  those  cases  where  the  words  are  written,  the 
man  was  objected  to  on  the  ground  of  value  ? — Yes,  except  it  be  otherwise  stated 
in  the  note.

1862.  Are  you  an  extensive  land-owner  yourself? — ^Tolerably  so. 

1 863.  Are  you  well  acquainted  with  the  value  of  land  ? — 1  have  been  brought 
up  to  it  from  my  infancy. 

1 864.  What  do  you  mean  by  saying  you  have  been  brought  up  to  the  valuation 
of  land  from  your  infancy  ? — I  have  been  brought  up  to  farming. 

1865.  Have  you  acted  under  the  Tithe  Composition  Act  as  a  valuer  ? — I  did. 

1866.  You  are  a  commissioner  elected  by  the  parish  for  that  purpose? — Yes; 
by  the  parish  in  which  I  reside. 

1867.  Were  yoii  appointed  at  any  time  to  value  Lord  Lorton's  estate? — ^Yes. 

1 868.  When  was  that  ? — This  time  three  years. 

1869.  Did  you  visit  the  farm  of  one  Matthew  Donohoe,  in  Upper  Droomard, 
in  the  barony  of  Longford  ? — Yes. 

1870.  Do  you  know  that  farm?— Yes,  perfectly. 

1871.  Will  you  describe  to  the  Committee  the  condition  of  that  farm,  and  what 
you  believe  the  value  of  that  to  be  per  acre,  that  a  solvent  and  responsible  tenant 
would  pay  for  it  ? — It  is  a  farm  situated  low  ;  mountain  farm  ;  all  that  neighbour- 
hood is  mountain,  at  least  formerly  was ;  the  principal  of  it  even  is  now.

Did  you  happen  to  value  the  estate  of  Matthew  Donohoe,  of  the  barony 
of  Droomard, of  the  county  of  Longford? — I  did  not  value  the  estate }  I  valued 
his  farm. 

1 896.  Will  you  tell  the  Committee  what  kind  of  a  farm  it  is,  and  what  it  is 
worth  ? — It  is  low  mountainy  moory  land. 

1 897.  According  to  the  best  of  your  judgment,  what  rent  could  a  solvent  and 
responsible  tenant  afford  to  pay  for  that  farm  ?

1912.  Did  you  go  at  all  over  the  house  of  Matthew  Donohoe  ?— Yes,  I  went 
by  the  house. 

1913.  But  not  in?  — No,  not  in.

Examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

ykuThmoiNtibitt.      1915.  ARE  you  a  land-owner  in  the  county  of  Leitrim  ? — I  am. 
— —  '^Q'^^*  Do  you  occupy  much  land  ? — About  60  acres. 

1917.  Are  you  well  acquainted  with  the  value  of  land  ? — Very  well. 

1918.  Did  you  go  over  the  farm  of  Matthew  Donohoe  at  any  time  ? — I  did. 

1919.  When  ? — I  think  in  February  last 

1920.  Did  you  go  alone,  or  with  anybody  else? — Yes;  there  was  a  Mr. 
Gregory  with  me. 

1921.  Did  you  examine  it? — I  did. 

1922.  What,  in  your  judgment,  is  the  value  of  it  per  acre  ? — I  think  it  is  worth, 
as  I  saw  it  situated,  I  think  it  is  worth  1  /.  15^. 

1923.  Are  you  a  judge  of  that  sort  of  holding  ? — Yes,  I  am. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

1924.  Where  do  you  live? — I  live  in  the  county  of  Leitrim. 

1925.  How  far  might  that  be,  at  a  rough  guess,  from  this  farm;  how  many 
miles  ? — I  think  it  is  about  eight  or  nine  miles. 

1926.  I  ask  you  in  whose  emplo}rment  you  are  in  the  county  of  Leitrim  ? — I  am 
in  no  man's  employment;  I  g^ve  employment,  I  suppose,  to  the  amount  of  300/. 
a  year  to  labourers. 

1927.  Extracting  iron  ore? — No ;  I  do  extract  some  iron  ore. 

1928.  Is  not  that  your  principal  business  ? — It  is  not ;  farming  is  my  principal 
business,  and  what  I  have  been  reared  to. 

1929.  Have  you  been  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Whites  brother  in  Leitrim? 
— ^Never, 

1930.  For  elections  ?— Yes. 

1931.  And  you  were  brought,  as  I  understand  you,  from  Leitrim  to  this  farm 
in  the  county  of  Longford,  to  value  ? — I  was. 

1932.  When  were  you  brought  ? — In  February  last. 
^933-  Who  brought  you  ? — Nobody. 

1934-  Who  sent  you  ? — I  went  myself,  but  Mr.  Welsh  sent  me. 
>935-  Did  Mr.  Welsh  go  with  you? — No. 

1936.  Who  is  Mr.  Welsh  ? — A  land-agent  in  the  county  of  Leitrim. 

1937.  He  is  Mr.  White's  agent,  is  not  he?  — Just  so. 

1938.  Had  you  ever  been  in  that  country,  or  on  that  farm  before,  in  your  life? 
— I  never  was  there. 

1939.  Do  you  know  any  thing  of  the  rate  of  letting  lands  in  that  district  of 
country? — I  believe  the  rate  is  pretty  much  the  same  as  it  is  in  my  own 
country. 

1940.  Do  you  know  any  thing,  of  your  own  knowledge,  of  the  rate  at  which 
farms  are  let  in  that  district  of  the  county  of  Lon^ord  ? — I  do ;  I  know  lands  let 
bigher  in  the  county  of  Longford  generally  than  tney  do  in  the  county  Leitrim. 

1941.  And  you  think,  that  as  lauds  are  let  in  the  county  of  Longford,  the  35^. 
an  acre  for  this  mountain  farm  is  a  fair  rent  ? — I  do  consider  it  a  fair  rent 

1942.  And  a  solvent  tenant  could  afford  to  pay  it? — I  think  so. 

1943.  Were  you  ever  in  the  barony  of  Abbyshrule  ? — I  was. 

1944.  Did  you  ever  hear  that  a  great  district  in  that  barony  is  let  at  32^.  an 
?icre  ? — I  never  did. 

1 945.  Would  you  be  surprised  to  hear  that  circumstance,  tliat  land  was  let  at 
32^.  ? — ^There  might  be  lands  let  at  32  5.,  and  they  might  not  be  worth  32^. 

1946.  You  have  been  at  Abbyshrule  for  the  purpose  of  valuing  land? — I  have 
been  there. 

1947.  Is  there  not,  according  to  your  judgment,  a  great  deal  of  very  fine  land 
in  Abbyshrule  } — ^There  is,  and  a  great  deal  of  very  bad  land. 

1948.  Is 
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1948.  Is  not  this  farm  you  have  been  speaking  about,  what  is  called  a  mountain  Mr  T/iOme$NeslniL 
farm?— I  have  seen  no  signs  of  mountain  about  it;   it  is  all  well  tilled  land,       ■ 
reclaimed.  «i  Afril  1837. 

1949.  It  is  reclaimed,  you  say  ? — It  was. 

1 950.  From  what  ? — From  what  it  originally  was. 

1951.  What  was  it  reclaimed  from  ? — It  bore  the.  marks  of  being  reclaimed, 
because  it  was  well  laid  out,  and  some  timber  planted  on  it. 

1952.  What  timber;  what  kind  of  timber  ? — Young  trees. 
'953-  What  sort  of  trees  ? — Alder. 

1954.  Reclaimed  from  what,  I  want  to  know  r — Made  better  by  improvement; 
it  seemed  to  me  to  be  improved  and  well  managed. 

'955-  Reclaimed  from  what ;  why  did  you  use  the  expression  reclaimed?— 
I  use  it  in  this  sense. 

1956.  It  is  not  reclaimed  from  waste? — There  is  waste  attached  to  it,  which  is 
now  in  a  state  of  being  reclaimed  ;  something  between  four  and  five  acres ;  which 
adds  to  the  value  of  it. 

^957»  The  waste  does?— Yes. 

1958.  Is  not  that  part  of  the  farm  itself? — It  is  not  part  of  the  land  in  the 
lease  ;  it  appeared  to  me  to  be  waste ;  I  should  suppose  so. 

1959.  I  ask  you  how  you  know  the  waste  land  which  is  close  beside  it ;  is  not 
part  of  the  reclaimed  land  in  the  lease  ? — I  was  told  so. 

i960.  Who  told  you  that? — ^The  persons  on  the  land;  and  they  showed  , me 
the  lease,  and  I  looked  to  see  what  the  reserved  rent  was. 

196K  And  you  saw  what  the  amount  of  the  rent  was  ? — I  did. 

1962.  And  did  you  know  it  was  necessary  that  the  land  should  be  worth  10/. 
a  year  more  than  that,  in  order  to  give  the  tenant  a  right  to  vote  ? — Since  the  10/. 
franchise  was  established,  I  always  knew  that  it  was  necessary. 

1963.  And  what  was  the  rent  reserved  per  acre? — The  entire  rent  was 
8/.  Is.Sd. 

1964.  How  much  was  that  by  the  acre  of  the  farm? — ^The  reserved  rent  was 
8/.  Is.Sd. 

1965.  How  do  you  know  the  four  or  five  acres  of  waste  land  were  not  part  of  the 
land  demised  by  the  lease  ?  —I  do  not  know  it  froip  any  other  than  the  two  reasons 
I  have  just  mentioned  ;  in  the  first  place,  the  people  pointed  it  out  to  me  as  being 
waste  attached  to  the  land ;  and  in  the  next  place,  in  general  it  is  waste  of  that 
description  which  is  attached  to  land  and  never  charged  for. 

1966.  Do  you  mean  to  tell  the  Committee,  in  a  farm  of  12  acres,  it  is  the 
custom  in  Ireland,  or  usual,  to  have  four  or  five  acres  of  waste  land  attached  to  it  r 
— I  have  sometimes  seen  it,  but  not  generally. 

1967.  Where  did  you  ever  see  four  or  five  acres  of  waste  thrown  in  ? — I  have 
seen  it,  and  more  acres  of  waste  even  than  that  reserved. 

1968.  Where  there  were  four  or  five  acres  demised  in  a  lease  of  12  acres? — ^Yes, 
there  was. 

1969.  There  were  merely  12  acres? — ^Twelve acres  and  10  perches. 

1970.  Nothing  more? — ^There  appeared  to  me  to  be  nothing  more. 

1971.  You  say  that  the  amount  of  land  mentioned  in  the  lease  was  12  acres  10 
perches? — Yes. 

1972.  Those  five  acres  were  thrown  in  ?— They  were  pointed  out  to  me  as  being 
thrown  in. 

1973.  Who  is  the  landlord  ? — Lord  Southwell,  and  all  his  land  appears  to  be  let 
considerably  under  the  value. 

1974.  Did  you  visit  the  other  parts  of  his  land  ?  — I  did. 

1975-  Can  you  tell  me  the  date  of  the  lease,  if  you  looked  at  it? — I  cannot  tell 
the  date. 

1976.  The  tenant  showed  you  the  lease? — Every  tenant  on  Lord  Southwell's 
property,  with  the  exception  of  two,  showed  me  their  leases. 

1977.  Do  you  know  you  put  a  value  equal  to  double  the  rent  on  this? — I  never 
ealculated  that ;  I  think  it  is  worth  35  s.  an  acre  as  it  is  now  situated ;  if  there  were 
no  house  or  place  on  it,  I  think  it  would  be  worth  'SOs.  an  acre. 

1978.  Are  you  aware  that  you  now  treble  the  rent? — I  do  not  think  I  do. 

1979.  Do  you  say  it  is  worth  305.  an  acre  with  no  house? — 1  say  the  land 
is  worth  30^.  an  acre  if  there  was  no  house  on  it ;  and  I  say,  with  the  house  and  the 
improvements  on  it,  it  is  worth  35*. 

1980.  Five  shillings  an  acre  you  put  on  the  value  of  the  house?— Yes. 
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Mr.ThomasNeshitt, 


Re-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

21  A   iliSq?  '"D^^*  Taking  the  house  and  the  land  together,  what  is  your  deliberate  opinion 

^  as  to  its  value  per  acre? — 1  think  it  is  worth  35^.  per  acre. 

1982.  You  believe  that?— 1  do,  and  will  swear  it. 

1983.  As  to  this  waste  land  you  speak  of,  did  it  appear  to  you  there  were  eigfht 
or  12  acres  without  the  waste  land? — It  appeared  to  me  there  were  12  acres,  without 
taking  the  waste  lands. 

1984.  The  Committee.']  Does  this  waste  land  belong  to  him  alone,  or  does  he 
share  it  in  common  with  all  the  neighbours? — I  believe,  to  him  alone;  it  seems  to 
me  to  be  meered  in  vi  ith  his  land. 

1985.  How  much  do  you  in  general  add  for  the  house ;  is  not  5^.  a  high  acreage 
to  add  for  the  house  ? — ^Where  the  farms  are  small,  the  houses  are  of  more  value ; 
the  larger  the  farm,  the  more  it  takes  from  the  value  of  the  house. 

1986.  Have  you  been  much  employed  in  what  you  term  setting  farms  and  letting 
farms  ? — I  valued  entire  estates  for  gentlemen. 

1987.  Have  persons  taken  farms  on  your  valuation? — ^Yes,  frequently,  and 
have  asked  me  to  value  their  farms.  I  must  say  I  am  not  a  high  valuer  of  land 
at  all. 

1988.  Do  you  feel  confident,  on  your  valuation  of  35^.  an  acre,  you  could  put 
in  a  solvent  tenant  ? — I  think  I  could. 

*    1989.  Has  anvbody  taken  land  upon  your  setting? — Yes. 

1990.  Were  those  five  acres  of  waste  enclosed  by  a  wall? — By  a  ditch. 

1991.  Do  you  mean  to  say  those  five  acres  were  in  addition  to  the  12  acres  the 
man's  holding  was  ? — It  appeared  so  to  me. 

1992.  Did  he  tell  you  so  ? — He  did. 

1993.  And  they  were  not  specified  in  his  lease? — ^They  were  not  specified  in 
the  lease. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.^ 

Thomas  Gregory,  sworn. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 
Thomas  Gregory.        1994.  ARE  you  a  land-owner  in  Ireland  ? — I  am. 

^995*  Where  do  you  hold  land  ?~In  the  county  of  Leitrim. 

1996.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  value  of  land? — I  am. 

1997.  Do  you  know  a  farm  occupied  by  Matthew  Donohoe  ?  —I  do. 

1998.  Did  you  go  over  it  at  any  time  to  value  it  ? — Yes. 

1999.  You  went  with  Mr.  Nesbitt? — Yes. 

2000.  What  did  it  appear  to  you  to  be  worth  per  acre  ? — It  appeared  to  me  to 
be  worth  from  35^.  to  37^.  an  acre ;  at  least  that. 

2001.  Did  there  appear  to  you  to  be  waste  land  attached  to  it? — There  was. 

2002.  Is  it  at  all  unusual  for  land-owners  in  Ireland  to  throw  in  pieces  of  waste 
to  their  tenants? — It  is  usual  for  landlords,  when  there  is  waste,  to  give  it  to  than 
to  improve  upon,  if  it  is  in  the  townland  where  their  farms  are. 

2003.  Committee.']  Was  there  any  waste  attached  to  the  farm? — ^There  was 
waste  pointed  out  to  me  as  attached  to  it. 

2004.  Mr.  Robinson.]  You  say  that  is  not  unusual  ? — Not  unusual  at  all,  parti- 
jcularly  with  the  owner  of  that  property.  Lord  Southwell. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

5005.  Did  you  go  with  the  last  witness,  Nesbitt?— Yes. 

2006.  You  went  together  ? — We  travelled  on  it  one  day. 

2007.  You  were  on  at  the  same  time  ? — We  went  on  it  one  day. 

2008.  Did  you  go  at  the  same  time  ? — We  were  never  there  but  once  to  view  it 

2009.  How  long  were  you  there  ? — We  took  the  whole  day  to  go  over  it. 

2010.  Over  the  one  farm,  do  you  mean  ? — No. 

20 1 1 .  How  long  were  you  on  this  farm  ? — I  cannot  say ;  we  might  be  an  hour  or 
two,  or  more ;  we  did  it  in  one  day,  this  and  some  other  farms. 

2012.  I  want  to  know  how  long  you  were  on  this  land?— -I  think  we  could 
Jiot  be  less  than  a  couple  of  hours,  but  I  am  not  positive,  because  12  acres  of  land 
we  should  not  be  long  walking  over. 

2013.  How  many  farms  did  you  go  over  the  same  day?— I  think  at  least 
about  half  a  dozen. 

2014.  I  suppose 
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2014.  I  suppose  you  know  how  many,  whether  it  was  half  a  dozea  or  ftve  ?--     Thon,as  Gn^ory. 
They  are  small  farms,  between  12  and  14  acres.  ■ 

2015.  Can  you  tell  me  whether  there  were  five  or  half  a  dozen  you  valued? —      ««  April  1837. 
We  valued  at  least  half  a  dozen. 

2016.  Did  you  not  go  over  more  than  half  a  dozen? — I  think  we  did. 

2017.  Can  you  state  positively  you  did  not  value  a  dozen  on  that  day  r — There 
were  not  a  dozen. 

2018.  How  far  short  ? — There  might  be  six  or  eight. 

2019.  I  want  to  know  how  many  farms  you  valued  ? — It  might  be  as  many  as 
Lord  Southwell  had  in  that  division  ;•  that  is  the  very  first  farm  we  met  wjJtb. 

.    2020.  You  will  not  say  there  were  not  eight  that  you  valued  ? — There  migat  be 
eight,  but  I  cannot  be  positive ;   I  can  tell  if  I  look  at  my  notes. 

2021.  Where  are  your  notes  ? — I  have  them  in  town. 

2022.  Where  are  they,  outside  ? — No. 

2023.  Are  they  inside  here  ? — No,  at  my  lodgings. 

2024.  Why  did  you  not  bring  them  with  you? — Because  I  had  them  perfectly 
well  in  my  mind. 

2025.  When  did  you  look  at  them  last  r — This  morning. 

2026.  How  long  were  you  employed  this  day  in  valuing  the  farms?— The 
entire  day. 

2027.  This  is  in  February  you  are  speaking  of? — Yes. 

2^028.  What  time  in  the  morning  did  you  begin  ? — Tolerably  early. 

2029.  About  what  time  was  it  ? — Eight  or  nine  o'clock. 

2030.  And  what  time  did  you  give  over  ? — At  nightfall. 

2031.  What  time  did  you  give  over,  tell  me  that? — It  might  be  five  or  six 
o'clock;  we  were  the  whole  day  about  it,  and  that  was  the  first  division  we 
got  into. 

2032.  You  did  not  value  in  the  dark  ? — No. 

2033.  What  part  of  February  was  it ;  was  it  early  in  the  month  or  late  that 
you  valued? — It  may  be  tolerably  early,  about  the  middle  of  February  or  there- 
abouts ;  it  was  early. 

2034.  Was  it  very  early? — Yes,  it  was,  because  we  wished  to  have  the 
valuation  over  before  the  28th. 

2035.  Was  it  early  or  in  the  middle  of  February  that  you  valued  these  lands  ; 
was  it  in  the  middle  ? — Not  so  late  as  the  middle,  it  was  early  in  February. 

2036.  You  told  me  first  that  it  was  about  the  middle ;  then  that  it  was 
rather  early;  then  that  it  was  very  early;  which  do  you  mean? — It  would  be 
earlier  than  the  middle,  as  far  as  I  can  recollect 

2037.  Do  you  mean  to  say,  that  earlier  than  the  middle  of  February  you 
remained  on  the  land  valuing  it  till  six  o'clock  ? — 1  do  not  say  so ;  we  valued  as 
long  as  it  was  light. 

2038.  Were  you  not  the  same  time  in  valuing  each  of  these  farms  ? — We 
'went  through  every  farm,  and  this  was  the  first  we  commenced  with ;  we  went 
from  one  to  the  other. 

•    2039.  Did   you  expend  the    same   time,   whatever   it   was    on  one   as   the 
ether  ? — Much  the  same. 

2040.  And  you  say  you  were  two  hours  on  this  farm  ? — It  might  be  an  hour  or 
two  ;  we  kept  no  regular  account  of  it 

2041.  Where  do  you  live? — In  Leitrim. 

2042.  How  far  from  this  place  you  are  speaking  of? — I  live  at  least  eight  or 
nine  miles  from  it. 

2043.  Irish  miles? — Yes,  of  course. 

2044.  Were  you  ever  on  this  farm  before? — I  was  frequently  on  the  townlands 
before. 

2045.  Had  you  ever  been  on  this  farm  before? — I  had. 

2046.  Do  you  know  any  land  of  the  same  quality  as  this  in  that  immediate 
neighbourhood  let  at  any  thing  like  the  price  you  have  put  on  this,  1/.  17^*  a-n 
acre  ? — 1  believe  I  do. 

2047.  Are  you  sure  of  it  ? — I  have  been  told  so. 

"  2048.  You  tell  us  you  are  a  person  conversant  with  these  matters;  do  you 
know  any  land  of  the  same  quality  as  this  in  the  same  neighbourhood  which 
has  been  let  at  the  same  price  as  you  put  on  this,  or  any  thing  like  it  ?—  I  was 
speaking  to  a  man  of  the  name  of  Donohoe,  who  has  some  of  this  land. 

2049.  ^^  y^^  know  any  instance  within  your  own  knowledge  of  a  farm  of 
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Tkomai  Orfgory.    the  same  quality  in  this  neighbourhood  let  at  any  thing  like  the  same  rent  you 

are  putting  on  it? — This  I  can  tell  you,  that   from  what  I  have  seen  of  that 

ai  April  1837.     neighbourhood,   there  is   some  of    the    best    quality  of   land    in   that  neigh- 
bourhood. 

2050.  What  sort  of  land  is  it  generally  in  that  neighbourhood  ? — It  is  dry 
ground,  and  horses  could  work  in  it. 

2051 .  Is  that  what  you  mean  by  dry  ground  that  horses  could  work  in  it  ? — Yes. 

2052.  Do  any  trees  grow  on  it  ? — Yes. 

2053.  What  kind? — Deal. 

2054.  Any  thing  else  ?— I  have  seen  a  lot  of  deal  trees  planted  on  it 

2055.  You  say  this  is  dry  land  ? — Yes. 

2056.  Are  there  any  alders  growing  on  it  ? — Yes,  I  have  seen  alders  in  the 
garden ;  I  think  I  saw  a  few  alders  growing  in  it ;  I  know  I  saw  a  great  many 
larch  trees. 

2057.  Was  it  on  the  diy  land  you  spoke  of  that  the  alders  were  planted? — 
They  were  sprinkled  about  the  bouse  and  garden. 

2058.  Was  it  on  the  dry  land  you  saw  these  alders  planted  ? — It  is  tolerably 
dry  land,  because  it  was  about  the  garden  and  the  haggitt. 

2059.  Is  your  definition  of  dry  land,  land  on  which  horses  can  work? — Yes. 

2060.  That  it  was  not  so  wet  but  that  horses  could  work  it? — Yes. 

2061.  That  is  what  you  understand  by  diy  land? — Yes,  certainly. 

2062.  These  acres  of  waste  you  speak  of,  were  they  on  the  side  of  the  culti- 
vated land  ? — Down  at  the  bottom,  near  the  lake. 

2063.  Did  they  join  on  the  other  land  which  is  cultivated? — No,  I  believe  not; 
the  division  of  waste  ground  Lord  Southwell  gives  the  tenants  for  the  purpose  of 
improving. 

2064.  Do  you  know  whether  there  is  other  land  intervening  between  the  culti- 
vated land  and  the  waste  land  you  speak  of  or  not  ? — I  believe  not 

2065.  First  of  all  you  say  it  does  not  join,  and  then  you  say  there  is  nothing 
between  them ;  explain  what  you  mean? — ^The  land  is  adjoining  the  lake. 

2066.  Was  it  adjoining  the  cultivated  land,  I  ask  you  ? — No,  it  is  pasture. 

2067.  Was  it  joining  on  the  cultivated  land;  did  it  join  it? — I  believe  it  did, 
as  well  as  I  can  recollect. 

2068.  Have  you  any  doubt  whether  or  not  there  was  land  of  other  persons 
between  that  waste  and  this  cultivated  farm  or  not? — It  was  not  pointed  out  to  me 
that  there  was. 

2069.  Was  the  waste  land  pointed  out  to  you  ? — It  was. 

2070.  This  portion  of  waste  land  which  the  tenant  said  belonged  to  him  ? — Yes. 

2071 .  I  ask  you  whether,  between  the  portion  so  pointed  out,  there  was  any  land 
intervening  between  the  waste  so  pointed  out  and  the  cultivated  farm  we  are 
speaking  of? — There  was  land  belonging  to  one  Sheridan  that  came  very  close  to 
this  piece  of  land  ;  some  land  of  one  of  the  tenants  of  Lord  Southwell  came  very 
near  to  this  piece  of  land. 

2072.  Is  this  land,  waste  and  cultivated,  all  One  piece,  or  is  it  in  two  portions? — 
The  piece  of  waste  land  comes  close  to  the  bottom,  at  the  north-west  of  this  farm. 

2073.  Is  it  part  of  the  same  plot  of  ground,  or  are  there  other  lands  brought  in 
between  the  two  ?—  I  do  not  think  there  is ;  he  has  a  pass  from  his  land  to  the 
waste,  from  this  land  of  his  own  leading  to  the  waste. 

2074.  Is  there  a  road  going  out  of  the  cultivated  land,  and  crossing  to  the  virast^ 
land  ? — To  cross  to  the  waste  land. 

2075.  Is  the  waste  land  one  piece  with  the  cultivated  land  ? — ^I  think  it  is  one 
piece. 

2076.  Is  that  included  in  the  lease? — I  believe  not. 

2077.  How  do  you  know  that? — I  have  seen  the  lease. 

2078.  When  did  you  see  it? — On  the  same  day. 

2079.  Then  it  is  not  in  the  lease  ?— I  believe  not. 

2080.  Do  you  know  for  what  term  beholds  it? — Three  lives. 

2081.  I  am  speaking  of  the  waste;  do  you  know  for  how  long  a  term  he  holds 
the  waster — I  do  not. 

2082.  You  say  this  is  so  dry  as  that  horses  can  work  in  it? — I  think  it  is  tillage 
land. 

2083.  How  much  of  the  tillage  land  is  there?— He  might  have  from  three  to 
four  acres,  as  well  as  I  can  recollect. 

2084.  You  say  three  or  four  acres  of  this  is  tillage  land? — There  might  be. 

2085.  Is 
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2085.  Is  that  of  a  better  quality  than  the  rest  of  the  land  ? — It  is  of  a  drier 
quality  than  some  of  the  rest. 

2086.  'Then  some  of  the  rest  is  less  dry? — There  generally  is  a  tail  to  each  farm, 
more  or  less,  and  that  is  generally  made  use  of  as  pasture  for  cows. 

2087.  Do  I  understand  you,  except  those  three  or  four  acres  of  tillage,  the  rest 
is  of  a  wetter  kind  ? — Yes, 

2088.  Is  it  wetter  or  drier  than  the  land  which  is  in  tillage  ? — It  is  something 
wetter. 

2o8g.  Is  there  not  a  lake  or  piece  of  water  that  overflows  part  of  it  occasionally? 
— That  lake  is  situate  at  the  bottom  of  the  townland,  and  it  is  adjoining  that  lake 
that  this  waste  is. 

2090.  Is  this  waste  a  bog  ? — Some  of  the  waste  is  cut  out  of  a  bog. 

2091.  Do  you  mean  where  the  peat  is  cut  off? — Bog,  with  the  turf  cut  away. 

2092.  What  is  the  value  of  turf  land  when  the  turf  is  cut  away? — When  the 
turf  is  cut,  they  generally  reclaim  it,  and  make  meadow  land  of  it. 

2093.  Is  the  land  of  which  this  consists,  land  of  that  kind,  reclaimed  ?-— 
Generaily. 

2094.  What  this  farm  consists  of,  is  bog  land  of  that  kind  reclaimed  ? — ^The 
waste. 

2095.  Is  this  land,  the  tillage  land  and  all,  land  reclaimed  from  the  waste  ? — 
No,  it  never  was  waste ;  the  tillage  was  never  waste. 

2096.  What  is  the  manure  that  is  used  for  land  of  this  description? — It  is  lime. 

2097.  Is  lime  the  proper  manure  for  it? — It  is. 

2098.  How  many  miles  is  lime  to  be  found  from  this ;  is  it  not  12  miles  ? — No. 

2099.  How  many  miles  is  it  ?— It  might  be  four  or  five,  but  I  am  not  positive ; 
I  do  not  know  the  distance  they  bring  lime  to  it ;  I  saw  marks  of  lime  on  the 
ground. 

2100.  Could  he  get  a  crop  of  oats  from  this  land  without  using  lime  as  manure  ? 
— He  could. 

2101.  You  let  land  yourself? — I  do. 

2102.  Where  is  it  ? — Very  near  Longford. 

2103.  Have  you  not  some  land  at  Arvagh  ? — No. 

2104.  Have  you  land  at  Drumlish  ? — I  have  land  at  Drumlish. 

2105.  What  sort  of  land  is  that  with  reference  to  this  land,  better  or  worse?— 
It  is  worse. 

2106.  That  Sheridan  you  spoke  of,  he  lives  close  by  ? — He  has  a  farm  close  by. 

2107.  Is  his  land  of  the  same  quality  as  the  land  you  spoke  of? — It  is  on  or 
about  the  same  quality. 

2108.  Do  you  happen  to  know  whether  or  not  he  is  not  the  same  man  whose 
vote  was  struck  off  by  this  Conunittee  ? — 

Mr.  Thesiger  objected  to  the  question.

I  consider  the  land  would  be  worth  per  acre  what  I  stated  to  the  Committee. 

2111.  Committee^]  What  was  the  rent  you  stated? — I  said,  from   1/.  5^.  to 

II  7s.  6d.,  including  house,  offices  and  land;  those  are  the  words  I  expressed, 
including  house,  offices  and  land.

^  set  on  the  house,  let  me  ask  you  now  what  value  it  was  you  set  on  the  house  and 

32  April  1837.  Qflices? — I  consider  a  house  and  offices  of  that  description  could  not'  be  fitted  up 
for — the  most  trifling  farm-h6use  could  not  be  fitted  up  for  less  than  30/.  at 
least ;  it  could  not  be  done,  in  my  opinion,  for  30/. ;  it  could  not  be  fitted  up  for 
less,  if  not  oven 

2113.  What  would  be  the  annual  additional  value  which  you  would  give  to 
the  farm  in  respect  of  the  house  and  offices ;  how  much  per  acre  would  you  add 
for  the  house  and  offices  ? — It  could  not  be  estimated  at  less  tlian  l>eyond  5^.  an 
acre;  it  might  be  more  than  5^.  an  acre,  but  not  less  ;  I  only  made  an  estimate, 
including  the  house  and  offices  and  land ;  I  valued  the  house  and  offices  and 
land  ;  what  I  mean  to  say  is,  it  was  a  comfortable  farm  for  this  class  of  people, 
and  that  it  was  worth  the  rent  I  stated. 

2JI14.  Now,  what  is  that  house  built  of? — There  is  son^  of  it  built  with  stone 
and  lime,  and  there  might  be  a  course  or  two  of  mud,  and  a  rough-cast  of  lime 
and  sand  ;  there  are  three  apartments  in  it 

2115.  You  have  carefully  examined  the  house? — I  did  see  the  house^  and 
I  went  into  it. 

2116.  Did  you  carefully  examine  it? — I  went  into  it. 

2117.  Will  you  take  on  yourself  to  swear  that  all  but  a  very  small  portion  is 
built  of  mud,  and  mud  only  ? — I  see  the  wall  is  rough-casted,  as  it  is  called  in 
the  country,  with  lime  and  sand. 

2118.  Will  you  take  on  yourself  to  swear  there  is  any  part  of  it  built  of  stone 
and  mortar  ? — The  lower  part  of  it  is  built  with  some  stone,  as  well  as  I  can 
recollect ;  but  it  appears  to  me  to  be  a  comfortable  house  for  the  description  of 
persons  holding  such  a  farm ;  there  were  two  or  three  apartments  in  it  very  tho- 
roughly glazed. 

2119.  You  say  in  the  lower  part  of  it  there  was  some  stone  ?-*-There  is,  as  well 
as  I  can  recollect. 

2 1 20.  Will  you  take  on  yourself  to  say  the  stone  rises  from  the  ground  ? — 
There  might  be  a  few  courses  of  work. 

2121.  Bo  you  mean  there  might  be  two  or.  three  rows  of  stone  at  the  bottom? 
—There  might  be,  but  I  am  not  quite  positive. 

2122.  You  will  not  take  on  yourself  to  swear  they  are  there  ? — I  have  seen  the 
house  ;  it  is  comfortable  for  a  man  of  that  kind  to  live  in,  with  a  bam,  cow-house 
and  stable  attached  to  it. 

2123.  Will  you  now,  after  consideration,  take  on  yourself  to  swear  there  is  a 
single  row  of  stone  in  the  building  of  that  house  ? — There  must  be  a  row  of 
stone. 

2124.  Will  you  take  on  yourself  to  swear  there  is? — I  believe  there  is. 

2 1 25.  Will  you  swear  it  ? — I  form  a  strong  belief. 

2126.  Will  vou  say  positively,  on  your  oath,  there  is  a  single  row  of  stone  in 
the  building  of  that  house?— I  will. 

2127.  How  many? — ^There  is  one  at  all  events,  and  probably  more;  I  am 
certain  there  is  one. 

21 28.  You  will  undertake  to  swear  there  is  one  row  of  stone,  and  probably  two? 
— There  might  be. 

2 1 29.  Is  that  your  notion  of  a  house  built  with  stone  and  mortar,  with  a  few 
courses  of  mud,  as  you  said  before  ? — I  never  sai<l  any  thing  about  the  house  at 
all  until  to-day  ;  I  have  seen  it,  and  it  was  all  rough-casted  with  lime  and  sand. 

2130.  When  I  first  asked  you  the  question  this  morning  what  the  house  was 
built  of,  you  told  me  it  was  built  of  stone  and  mortar,  and  there  might  be  a  few 
courses  of  mud  ? — There  might. 

2131.  And  now  you  say  there  is  one  row  of  stone? — I  could  not  be  positive  of 
the  height  the  wall  was  built  of  stone ;  I  cannot  be  positive  of  it,  because  I  saw  it 
rough-casted  {  it  was  a  very  comfortable  house  fon  people  in  that  class,  and  well 
stocked  ;  I  saw  a  good  many  packs  of  grain  piled  up,  to  show  the  man  was  com- 
fortable, and  he  appeared  to  me  to  be  independent. 

3132.  Can  you  say  whether  it  is  built  of  mud,  or  whether  it  is  what  is  under- 
'  stood  as  a  mud-house,  or  not  ? — There  might  be  some  mud  in  it. 

2133.  Can  you  say  it  is  not  what  is  commonly  understood  by  the  term  of 
mudhouse,  built  of  mud? — When  there  are  mud-houses  built,  there  must  be 
a  course  or  two  of  stone  at  the  bottom. 

2134.  Then  is  that  the  description  of  house  this  is,  a  house  with  a  course  or 

two 
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two  of  stone  at  the  bottom^  and  the  rest  mud  ? — There  might  be  more  ;  I  have  Thmas  Gregoij, 

seen  it  rough -casted.  ' 

2 1 35.  You  have  looked  at  it  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  value,  and  do  you  mean  *^  ^^  *^37' 
to  tell  the  Committee  you  do  not  know  whether  there  is  one,  two  or  three  courses 

of  stone  in  it  ? — When  I  see  a  house  sufficient  to  make  a  family  comfortable,  and 
well  thatched,  I  never  mind  it  much  more ;  when  I  saw  three  apartments  in  it,  and 
saw  two  packs  of  meal  piled  up  in  the  room,  I  thought  them  comfortable ;  and 
1  saw  three  or  four  cows  at  the  door,  and  a  horse  next. 

2136.  You  say  in  this  house  there  is  one  row  of  stone,  or  there  maybe  two  or 
more ;  then  I  ask  you,  is  not  that  the  description  of  house  which  all  those  w  hich 
are  called  mud-built  are  ;  one  or  two  courses  of  stone  at  the  bottom,  and  the  rest 
mud  ? — All  mud-houses  are  generally  of  that  description. 

2137.  I  think  you  said  you  looked  at  the  lease? — I  did, 

2138.  Why  did  you  look  at  the  lease? — 1  called  for  it  in  order  to  satisfy  myself 
of  the  number  of  acres  and  the  rent. 

2139.  Now,  why  was  it  necessary  for  you  to  know  the  rent  to  satisfy  your  mind  ? 
— In  order  to  see  what  they  paid,  and  to  set  my  own  value  on  it, 

2140.  Did  the  knowledge  of  what  they  paid  in  rent  assist  you  in  putting  a  value 
on  it,  which  is  nearly  three  times  as  much  as  the  rent  r — Not  the  slightest. 

2141.  You  say  you  looked  at  the  lease  in  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  the 
rent,  to  guide  you  in  putting  a  value  on  the  property? — Not  in  the  value  of  the 
property. 

2142.  Then  why  did  you  want  to  know  the  rent  ?  —I  thought  it  was  necessary. 

2143.  Why  was  it  necessary  to  know  the  rent  ? — It  was  just  to  satisfy  my  mind 
what  it  was,  what  they  paid  for  the  land. 

2144.  But  you  did  not  think  it  at  all  necessary  to  assist  you  in  forniing  a  value? 
— I  should  be  a  bad  judge  of  land,  at  my  time  of  life,  if  I  was  not  able  to  value 
the  land  without  seeing  the  lease. 

2145.  Then  I  am  to  understand  that  you  looked  into  the  lease  merely  for 
curiosity  sake?— It  was  a  satisfaction  for  me  to  see  the  lease;  they  got  the  lease 
from  Lord  Southwell. 

2146.  I  suppose  it  was  a  satisfaction  also  to  see  by  that  lease  they  only  paid 
13 s.  Bdi  an  acre  for  their  land? — I  should  have  known  it  from  the  registry. 

2147.  Was  it  a  satisfaction  or  not  to  know  they  paid  so  little  for  the  land  ? — It 
was  a  satisfaction  to  my  mind  to  look  into  the  lease. 

2148.  Was  it  a  satisfaction  to  your  mind  to  see  what  amount  of  rent  they  paid? 
— It  might  be  a  satisfaction. 

2149.  Then  it  was? — Very  likely  it  was. 

2150.  You  looked  into  the  lease  also  to  ascertain  what  was  the  holding? — To 
see  what  number  of  acres. 

2151.  Will  you  take  on  yourself  to  swear  here  before  the  Committee,  that 
these  four  or  five  acres  of  waste,  which  you  spoke  of  yesterday,  are  not  part  of  the 
12  which  are  contained  within  that  lease  ? — They  are  not, 

2152.  Will  you  take  on  yourself  to  say  that  positively  ? — I  will. 

2153.  I  believe  you  take  a  good  deal  of  interest  in  elections?— I  voted  for  the 
Member  I  liked. 

2154.  Were  you  or  were  you  not  at  the  last  election  a  very  wai-m  partisan  of 
one  party  ? — I  certainly  assisted  Mr.  White  as  a  freeholder  ought  to  assist  the 
man  he  would  vote  for. 

Re-examined  by  Mn  Robinson. 

2155.  First  as  to  the  production  of  the  lease,  is  it  not  usual  in  letting  land  to 
see  the  lease  ? — I  thought  so. 

2156.  As  to  this  house,  whether  it  was  of  marble  or  of  stone,  or  of  brick  or  of 
mud,  was  it  sufficient  for  the  occupier  of  that  land  to  live  on  ? — Very  sufficient. 

2157.  Whether  alders  grow  on  this  land,  or  whether  larches  grow  on  the  land, 
you  have  told  us  in  your  opinion  it  would  be  worth  from  1  /.  15^.  to  1/.  17*-  P^r 
acre? — I  say  so  still. 

2158.  At  all  events,  have  you  the  least  doubt  it  was  worth  1  /.  11^.  per  acre? — 
I  would  give  W.  13^.  for  it  myself  if  1  had  it  adjoining  my  ground,  and  more ;  I 
would  not  want  so  small  a  farm  in  that  couiltry,  so  far  from  my  place. 

2159-  Did  Mr.  Nesbitt  agree  with  you  in  opinion  it  was  worth  more  than 
1  /.  11^.  ?— i  believe  he  did.

aa  April  1837.  2 1 60.  You  do  not  state  what  value  you  put  on  the  house  by  itself  r — I  was 
asked  to  give  an  account  of  what  I  thought  it  would  cost,  and  I  considered  it  could 
not  be  built  under  30/.,  and  it  might  be  over  that ;  you  could  not  fit  up  the  house 
and  offices  suitable  for  a  family  for  less  than  that  sum. 

2161 .  We  heard  the  day  before  yesterday  that  a  house  could  be  built  in  Ireland 
for  10/.  ? — A  bad  one  indeed. 

2162.  As  to  the  lime,  which  is  the  proper  manure  for  this  farm,  how  near  is 
that  to  be  had  ?—  It  might  be  four  or  five  miles ;  I  am  not  positive. 

2163.  What  is  the  name  of  the  place  where  the  lime  is  to  be  got  ? — ^There  are 
some  lime-quarries  in  a  part  of  the  county  of  Leitrim. 

2 1 64.  Can  you  not  say  the  distance  from  this  place  to  the  quarry  ? — I  do  not 
know. 

2165.  You  do  not  know  it  can  be  had  within  four  or  five  miles? — Not  less,  I 
should  think. 

2166.  You  cannot  speak  that  of  your  own  knowledge? — Indeed  I  would  not  be 
positive. 

2167.  Do  you  call  this  reclaimed  land  or  not? — I  do. 

2168.  Do  you  call  it  reclaimed? — Yes,  because  it  would  produce  very  fine 
crops  by  giving  it  lime. 

2169.  You  know  what  the  tenant  pays  for  this  holding? — Yes. 

2170.  You  know  what  he  pays? — I  do. 

.    2171.  Would  you  give  10/.  annually  more  than  he  pays? — I  would;  I  say  that 
positively. 

2172.  Is  it  customaiT  in  Ireland  that  where  a  person  pays  8  /.,  what  he  is  holding 
at  8/.  should  be  worth  22/.;  is  that  the  usual  way? — ^That  is  according  to  the 
bargain  at  which  he  holds  the  land. 

2173.  I^  it  usual  ? — M^ry.  usnal,  if  he  has  a  landlord  that  gives  him  land  under 
value  when  he  reclaims  that  land. 

2174.  When  I  asked  you  the  question,  I  did  not  allude  to  the  waste  land;  it 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  waste  land  ?-^Nothing  to  do  with  it. 

2175.  I  am  not  talking  of  the  additional  waste  land,  which  has  nothing  to  do 
with  his  lease;  would  you  give  10/.  more  than  he  pays,  independently  of  that  waste 
land  ? — I  would,  and  I  would  be  at  po  loss. 

2176.  Do  you  hold  any  land  under  Lord  Southwell? — I  do. 

2177.  How  is  your  rent,  may  1  ask? — I  held  it  a.  long  time  at  the  war  prices^ 
and  I  lost  by  it,  and  he  gave  me  an  abatement  down  from  two  guineas  an  acre  to 
one  guinea ;  and  that  land  he  ^ve  me  the  liberty  of  disposing  of,  by  which  I  got 
32/.  profit  rent,  and  some  few  shillings. 

2178.  Is  that  land  in  the  same  neighbourhood  as  Donohoe's? — It  is  not  in  the 
same  barony. 

2179.  Is  it  near  it;  how  far  from  it? — It  might  be  seven  or  eight  miles  and 
more ;  the  land  I  walked  upon  would  produce  as  good  a  crop  as  the  one  I  hold  of 
Lord  Southwell. 

2 1 80.  Do  you  mean  to  say  this  land  of  Donohoe's  would  produce  as  good  a 
crop,  if  properly  tilled,  as  the  land  you  hold  of  Lord  Southwell  at  two  guineas  an 
acre  ? — I  think  it  would. 

2181.  Are  you  acquainted  with  any  other  farms  belonging  to  the  same  landlord? 
— Yes,  I  am. 

2182.  If  you  are  acquainted  with  them,  do  you  think,  in  each  of  those  other 
farms  you  are  also  acquainted  with,  that  the  tenants  have  got  a  beneficial  interest 
to  the  amount  of  10/.  above  what  they  pay? — I  am  certain  they  have. 

2183.  That  is  to  say,  lands  let  by  this  landlord  are  generally  let  so  favourably 
to  the  tenant,  as  that  he  can  make  10/.  over  and  above  his  rent  ? — No  doubt. 

2184.  However  small  that  may  be,  there  may  be  a  10/.  interest? — From  the 
number  of  acres,  I  understand,  the  tenants  have  of  Lord  Southwell,  they  have 
beneficial  interests  of  10/.  a  year. 

[7%e  fVitntss  was  ordered  to  withdraw.]

2187.  Was  it  in  April  or  October? — October. 

2188.  Do  ^ou  know  whether  the  vote  of  Thomas  Magee  was  opposed  at  that 
time  ? — I  believe  he  was. 

2189.  The  Committee.]  Do  you  know  he  was? — He  was. 

2190.  Mr.  fVrangham.l  Who  objected  to  him,  do  you  remember? — Mr. 
Courtenay. 

2191.  Mr.  Courtenay,  the  agent? — Yes. 

2192.  Was  that  on  the  ground  that  he  had  not  sufficient  value? — It  was. 

2193.  Mr.  Austin.']  You  mean  to  swear  that  was  at  the  registry  in  1832  ? — It 
was  before  Mr.  Fosbery,  in  October. 

2194.  That  was  the  time,  was  it? — It  was  at  the  time  I  saw  Mr.  Courtenay 
taking  the  objection. 

21 95.  Do  you  recollect  that  ? — Yes. 

2196.  Have  you  any  thing  to  aid  your  memory  ? — I  was  at  the  court. 

2197.  Do  you  recollect  any  persons  who  were  registered  at  that  registration  on 
producing  their  old  certificates ;  do  you  recollect  that  ? — What  is  it  ? 

2198.  Do  you  remember  any  persons  who  were  registered  at  the  October 
sessions,  in  1832,  upon  the  production  of  their  old  certificates ? — A  good  many; 
I  had  one  myself. 

2199.  You  mean  you  was  registered  yourself  on  one  ? — I  was. 

2200.  Were  they  opposed  ? — I  do  not  consider  they  were. 

2201.  You  was  not  opposed  yourself,  I  suppose? — No, 

2202.  Mr.  Wrangham.]  Your  holding  was  so  good  that  you  was  not  opposed? 
— No. 

2203.  Do  you  remember  whether  this  man  came  upon  his  old  certificate  to  be 
registered  ? — I  believe  he  did. 

2204.  And  upon  his  so  coming  up  you  say  Mr.  Courtenay  objected  to  him,  and 
opposed  him  on  the  ground  of  value  f — He  did.

2215.  Did  Mr.  Fosbery  preside  in  1831  ?— In  October. 

2216.  That  is  1832 ;  did  he  in  1831  ?— At  the  time  Mr.  Fosbery  was  there,  I 
was  there  the  whole  time  but  a  few  days.

2228.  Do  you  recollect  the  sessions  of  1832? — I  did  not  mark  what  sessions 
it  was. 

2229.  The  Committee.']  Do  you  recollect  the  sessions  of  1832  ? — If  it  is  October, 
before  Mr.  Fosbery,  I  do. 

2230.  Mr.  Austin.]  In  what  year? — 1832. 

2231.  Do  you  recollect  any  other  sessions  held  by  Mr.  Fosbery? — From  the 
time  he  came  down  first,  I  never  saw  him  in  that  county  before  or  after,  to  my 
knowledge. 

2232.  Were  any  witnesses  produced  ? — Not  in  Magee's  case. 

2233.  You  say  no  witnesses  were  produced  in  Magee's  case  ? — ^Not  before  Mr.

2234.  That  you  are  distinct  upon  ? — Yes. 

2235.  And  the  objection  was  on  the  ground  of  value? — It  was. 

223t>.  Was  he  at  that  time  registered  on  an  old  certificate,  or  without  a  certifi- 
cate ? — ^They  were  arguing  upon  the  old  certificate. 

2237.  Was  that  the  thing  that  they  discussed  before  the  barrister,  the  old  cer- 
tificate?— I  believe  it  was* 

2238.  Have  you  any  doubt  that  it  was? — I  have  no  doubt  but  that  it  was. 

2239.  Now,  sir,  was  not  the  objection  an  objection  that  he  could  not  be  regis- 
tered on  the  old  certificate? — It  was  value  first,  and  then  they  contended  on  the 
old  certificate. 

2240.  No  witnesses  were  called  about  this  matter  of  value  ? — No ;  the  man  was 
at  the  further  table,  the  same  as  I  am  here. 

2241.  They  got  rid  of  that,  and  then  contended  about  the  certificate? — They 
contended  on  the  certificate.

2248.  You  saw  him  taking  down  notes  ? — ^Yes. 

2249.  At  the  time  the  objections  were  going  on? — Yes, 

2250.  What  are  the  names  of  the  gentlemen  who  were  taking  down  the  notes  ? — 
Mr.  Ganly  and  Mr.  Gardiner. 

2251.  Are  Mr.  Ganly  and  Mr.  Gardiner  clerks  of  Mr.  Courtenay  ? — They  were 
clerks,  but  I  do  not  know  who  employed  them. 

2252.  On  Mr.  Courtenay 's  side?— Yes. 

2253.  Have  you  seen  Mr.  Ganly  in  London? — I  have, 

2254.  He  is  here  now? — Yes,  he  is. 

2255.  He  was  examined  yesterday? — I  believe  he  was.

2256.  Can  you  take  on  yourself  to  say  that  either  of  those  gentlemen  took  a 
note  of  the  objection  in  this  case  of  Magee  ?

2258.  First  of  all,  you  say  you  was  present  before  Mr.  Fosbery  came  down  some

objected  to  before  Barrister  French  ?*— I  was. 

3259.  He  was  the  assistant  barrister  of  the  county?-^— He  was. 

2260.  Was  Mr.  Fosbery  a  gentleman  who  came  down  for  the  Reform  sessions, 
as  they  were  called,  the  sessions  after  the  Reform  Bill  passed  in  October  1832, 
and  for  those  sessions  only  ? — He  was. 

2261.  He  came  down  then  for  the  first  time,  and  never  reappeared  there? — 
He  did. 

2262.  Now,  coming  to  the  time  when  he  was  roistered  by  Barrister  Fosbery, 
in  October  1832,  do  I  understand  you  to  say  he  was  then  again  objected  to  by 
Mr.  Courtenf^y? — He  was. 

2263.  First  you  say  on  the  ground  of  value  ?-^Yes. 

2264.  And  then  on  some  objection  arisine  from  his  old  certificate? — Mr, 
Courtenay,  after  he  opposed  him  on  value,  said  he  should  produce  his  lease. 

2265.  After  the  question  of  value  was  disposed  of? — Yes*

2270.  When  he  was  rejected  by  Barrister  French  ? — Yea.

2279.  What  do  you  mean  by  a  maid  girl? — A  full-grown  girl. 

2280.  A  young  woman,  was  she  not  ?^— Yes,  she  was  a  young  woman  rf  three 
or  four  and  twenty. 

2281.  At  the  time  you  served  her,  did  yousay  anvthingto  her? — I  did. 
^282.  Did  she  say  any  thing  to  you  about  her  father  r— She  did. 

2283.  What  did  she  say  T^^l  asked  where  he  was,  and  she  told  me  he  Iiad  gene 
1:0  the  priest. 

3284.  Now  is  that  what  passed  between  you  and  her? — Yes. 

2285.  Did 
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2285.  Did  you  give  her  the  notice? — Yes,  I  did,  Thonm  MoniiOH. 

2286-  Mr.  Robhison.']  What  was  the  day  you  served  it  on  the  daughter? —       — — 

The  15th  of  February.  «3  April  1837. 
\The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.'] 

Mr.  Austin  objected  that  this  service  of  the  notice  was  not  sufficient. 

Mr.  fFhitesides  was  heard  in  answer  to  the  objection. 

Mr.  Austin  replied.

Have  you  not  been  in  the  room  during  the  examination  ■     ■• 
of  the  witnesses  in  this  case  ? — 1  ^vas  in  the  room  yesterday. 

2289.  How  long  were  you  in  the  room  altogether  yesterday  ? — I  do  not  think 
I  was  an  hour. 

2290.  Committee.']  What  part  of  yesterday  was  you  in  the  room? — ^The 
afternoon. 

2291 .  What  was  going  on  ? — I  think  the  vote  of  a  man  of  the  name  of  Donohoe 
was  on. 

2292.  Mr,  Wrangham.]  Did  you,  at  the  time  you  was  in  the  room  yesterday, 
have  any  knowledge  you  were  to  be  examined  here  as  a  witness  to-day,  or  at  any 
time  ? — I  was  not  sure  whether  I  was  to  be  examined  or  not. 

Mr.  Thesiger  contended,  according  to  the  rule  which  the  Committee 
had  laid  down,  the  evidence  of  this  witness  could  not  be  received. 

The  Committee  were  of  opinion,  under  the  circumstances^  the  witnesis 
could  not  be  examined.

2293,  I    UNDERSTAND  you   are  a  land-agent  to  property  in   Longford  ^nd     Ux.W.WaVar. 

other  places  ? — Yes,  to  a  property  in  the  county  of  Longford^  and  another  in  the 

county  of  Leitrim. 

2294,  Were  you  the  tithe  valuator  for  the  parishes  in  Longford  and  Leitrim  ? 
— Yes. 

2295.  WTiat  quantity  of  land  did  you  value  at  that  time? — I  have  been  employed 
as  a  tithe  commissioner  from  time  to  time  since  the  passing  of  Mr.  Goulbum's 
first  Act 

2296.  What  quantity  of  land  may  you  have  valued  during  the  course  of  your 
experience  ? — Something  about  60,000  acres ;  not  less,  certainly. 

2297*  Did  you  value,  in  your  character  as  valuator  under  the  Tithe  Composition 
Act,  the  parish  in  which  one  Thomas  Magee,  of  Clonteen,  resides  ? — Yes,  it  is 
at  the  parish  of  Clonteen. 

3»9'  L  3  2298.  Do 
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Mr,  fF.  Walktr.        22q8.  Do  y.ou  recollect  valuing  the  farm  of  one  Thomas  Magee  in  that  parish? 

— I  find  it  in  my  tithe  composition  book,  which  I  had  in  my  hand  at  the  la^t 

34  April  1837.     quarter  sessions  for  Longford,  when  1  was  called  on  to  prove  cases  there. 

2299.  What  quantity  of  land  had  Magee  in  his  possession? — Eight  acres 
and  a  half. 

2300.  Mr.  Robinson.']  Do  you  say  that  from  your  recollection  or  from  the  book.? 
—  From  the  book  which  it  was  entered  in,  and  which  I  signed  as  one  of  the 
commissioners. 

2301.  When  did  you  last  see  that  book? — On  the  last  quarter  sessions  of 
Longford. 

2302.  Mr.  Whiteside^.]  What  month  was  that  in?— In  the  latter  end  of  March 
or  the  beginning  of  April,  immediately  before  we  left  Longford  the  last  quarter 
sessions* 

2303.  When  you  valued  the  farm,  did  you  see  this  Thomas  Magee  himself? — 
Yes,  he  showed  us  the  farm  when  we  were  first  valuing. 

2304.  He  pointed  out  the  farm  to  you,  the  quantity  of  it  ?—  He  did. 

2305.  And  what  was  the  quantity  ? — Eight  acres  and  a  half;  there  may  be  some 
perches,  but  eight  acres  and  a  half  I  am  quite  clear  about. 

2306.  Will  you  state  to  the  Committee  the  value  you  put  on  that  farm,  you 
and  your  brother  valuator?— The  valuation  of  that  farm  was  under  a  class ;  I 
should  say  the  average  was  about  25^.  an  acre. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

2307.  When  was  it  you  valued  this  farm  ? — It  was  immediately  after  the  passing 
of  the  Act,  I  should  say  in  1825  or  1826;  I  have  valued  some  in  1825,  and  I  do 
not  know  whether  any  was  valued  at  an  earlier  period  than  1825. 

2308.  This  would  be  11  or  12  years  ago  ? — Yes. 

2309.  You  say  you  have  not  seen  this  book  since  the  last  quarter  sessions  ?— 
Not  since  the  last  quarter  sessions. 

2310.  And  was  your  attention  particularly  called  to  this  person's  land? — 
Particularly,  because  the  impression  in  my  memory  was,  he  was  one  of  the  parties 
processed  for  tithes,  and  I  was  one  of  the  witnesses  brought  up  to  prove  it. 

2311.  Have  you  seen  this  farm  since  the  time  you  spoke  of  ? — I  have., 

2312.  When  last? — Some  time  in  the  month  of  February,  I  think. 

2313.  But  then  you  did  not  value  it,  as  I  understand? — I  could  not  value  it 
correctly,  because  the  man  kept  out  of  the  way,  and  would  not  show  the  boundaries, 
and  of  course,  after  a  lapse  of  10  or  12  years,  I  could  not  trace  the  boundaries 
from  my  memory. 

2314.  Committee.']  When  you  saw  the  land  in  February,  had  there  any  consi- 
derable improvements  taken  place  on  it  ? — I  did  not  see  anv. 

2315.  lou  mean  to  say  there  had  been  no  considerable  improvements? — In 
the  outward  appearance  of  the  houses  on  the  townland  there  was  some  little 
change  of  appearance,  inasmuch  as  they  were  whitewashed  there,  the  walk  of 
the  cabins* 

2316.  You  did  not  go  into  the  inside? — I  did  not. 

2317.  Your  valuation  is  formed  from  your  personal  view  of  the  land? — ^The 
first  was. 

2318.  Not  the  last? — No,  on  the  last  occasion  we  were  obliged  to  take  a 
general  view  of  the  townlands,  not  being  able  to  trace  the  meerin^. 

2319.  Do  you  know  the  number  of  acres  of  that  man's  farm  ?— It  was  returned 
to  me  at  the  time,  and  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  correctly ;  for  at  the  time  I 
was  acting  as  Tithe  Commissioner  under  Mr.  Goulbum's  law,  the  people  received 
it  as  a  boon,  and  were  glad  to  give  every  possible  information  to  the  Commissioners. 

2320.  Do  you  consider  that  the  same  land,  which  in  1825  or  1826  you  would 
value  at  1  /.  5  ^.,  has  not  improved  in  value  since  ? — I  have  seen  no  improvement,  no 
change  in  it. 

2321.  You  valued  the  land  in  1825  and  1826  as  worth  1/.  5*.  per  acre; 
would  not  that  be  of  more  value  now,  at  the  present  price? — I  think  not,  except 
the  last  year's  prices  have  been  rather  higher. 

2322.  When  did  you  see  the  land  last  ?— In  February  last. 

2323.  But  not  the  whole  of  it  ? — I  am  not  aware  whether  I  did  or  hot,  because 
1  could  not  see  the  meerings, 

2324.  You  valued  it  at  25  s.  an  acre? — I  should  value  some  of  it  higher;  taking 

it 
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it  for  granted  that  it  was  the  best  in  the  townland,  I  should  value  it  something    ^^^  f^*  Walker. 
higher ;  but  taking  it  as  the  average  of  towuland,  I  should  not  value  it  higher.  ; 

2325  Is  it  reclaimed  land  ? — Some  of  it  requires  a  great  deal  more  of  reclaiming,      ^^  ^     ^^'^^^ 
because  some  of  it  is  wet-bottom  ground. 

2326.  Has  this  Magee  any  other  land  in  his  possession  which  is  reclaimed  ? — 
Not  that  I  am  aware  of. 

2327.  Would  not  the  tenants  be  disposed  to  diminish  the  quantity  on  the  occa- 
sion you  speak  of;  would  it  be  their  interest  to  exaggerate  or  diminish  ? — It  might 
be  his  interest  to  diminish,  but  I  have  no  reason  to  think  so. 

2328.  Would  not  the  charge  be  per  acre? — Yes  ;  I  have  already  explained  to 
the  Committee  why  we  got  good  information  at  that  time ;  but  besides  that,  the 
afi^entofthis  property  was  then  the  quarter -master  Serjeant  of  the  regiment  to 
which  I  belonged,  and  furnished  me  with  every  information  I  required. 

2339.  Has  your  valuation  been  acted  upon  ever  since  ? —  Ever  since. 

2330.  By  the  Committee.']  When  you  first  saw  this  land,  you  had  the  quantity 
given  yo^  by  the  occupier? — Yes,  and  by  the  agent 

2331.  And  did  the  quantity  given  to  you  appear  to  be  something  like  the  quan- 
tity of  the  laad  you  saw  ? — Certainly. 

2332.  And  (fid  you  think  !/•  5^.  to  be  the  fair  average  of  that  land?— I 
should  think  it  a  v^ery  high  average  of  the  townland  certainly. 

233s*  You  Mpeak  Drom  your  recollection  of  that  ? — I  do,  from  seeing  the  land 
very  frequently,  and  going  over  it 

2334.  What  are  we  to  understand  by  the  term  townland  ? — It  is  a  doiominatimi 
of  certain  portions  of  land  in  Ireland ;  there  are  so  many  townlands  in  a  barony 
or  parish,  and  they  have  all  different  denominations. 

2335-  Do  you  mean  to  apply  the  term  townland  to  the  whole  of  the  land  in 
that  portion? — Not  to  all,  by  no  means ;  but  the  immediate  townland  itself  and 
Clonteen. 

2336.  Is  that  land  near  a  town  ? — That  is  where  the  man  lives,  which  is  eight 
acres  and  a  half. 

2337.  Does  it  lie  near  a  town  ? — There  is  no  such  town  as  Clonteen. 

2338.  Why  do  you  use  the  term  townland  ? — It  is  a  term  for  a  certain  deno- 
mination of  land  in  Ireland. 

2339.  We  want  to  know  what  is  the  meaning  of  the  term  ?— There  are  some 
portions  which  contain  500  acres,  and  some  not  so  much. 

2340.  Why  is  it  called  townland  ?— I  am  at  a  loss  to  explain  the  term. 

2341 .  Is  it  more  detached  from  the  town  than  any  other  land  in  the  parish  ? 
— It  is  a  distinct  portion  of  land  within  the  parish ;  there  is  no  sucb  town  as 
Clonteen. 

2342.  Is  it  what  we  call  accommodation  land  in  England  ? — It  would  be  some* 
thing  more ;  what  you  call  a  township,  as  well  as  I  understand  the  things ;  it  is  a 
mere  denomination ;  the  name  of  the  townland  is  a  denomination  ;  but  the  town- 
land  is  generally  applied  to  each  denomination,  such  as  the  townland  of  Clon- 
teen, the  townland  of  New  Forbes,  and  the  townland  of  Drumlish. 

2343.  You  only  fix  the  value  at  25^.  for  this  land,  which  you  now  describe  as 
townland  ? — For  that  townland. 

2344.  There  is  other  land  in  the  parish  worth  more  ?—  There  are  other  lands  in 
the  parish  worth  from  2/.  to  2  /.  10^.  per  acre. 

2345.  Mr.  fVhitesides.']  Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  what  the  cost  of  build- 
ing a  respectable  well-thatched  cabin,  with  three  rooms  in  it,  would  be .? — I  took 
the  notes  of  the  evidence  that  was  given  before  the  last  grand  jury  at  Longford 
on  the  subject. 

2346.  Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  ? — Do  you  mean  to  say  such  a 
house  as  Magee  has  got  ? 

2347.  Mr.  Robinson.']  Did  you  go  over  Magee's  house  ? — I  saw  the  outside 
walls ;  and  I  suppose  it  was  a  house  from  35  to  40  feet  long,  and  from  14  to  16 
feet  wide,  and  with  walls  from  eight  to  ten  feet  high ;  I  should  suppose  a  house  of 
that  kind,  with  a  little  office  attached  to  it,  might  cost  from  15/.  to  20/.;  that 
I  take  to  be  the  outside  valuation. 

2348.  By  the  Committee.]  We  have  heard  from  one  witness  that  it  would  cost 
30/.,  and  another  has  told  us  10/.  ? — Certainly  I  should  go  between  them. 

2349.  You  have  seen  houses  in  Ireland  that  cost  more  than  30/.? — I  certainly 
have.

2353-  Mr.  Whitesides.^  Did  he  tell  you  the  rent  he  paid?— He  did  after  Be 
was  rejected. 

2354.  Did  Thomas  Magee  tell  you  the  rent  he  paid  for  his  farm  r — 

Mr.  Robinson  objected  to  the  question. 

Mr.  fVhitesides  was  heard  in  support  of  his  right  to  put  the  question. 

Mr.  Robinson  replied. 

The  Committee-room  was  cleared  ;  on  Counsel  and  Agents  being  called 
in,  the  Chairman  informed  them  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : — 

"  That  the  question  be  not  put."

2357    Was  Magee  sworn  there  r — He  was. 

2358.  Did  you  hear  Thomas  Magee  swear,  on  his  oath,  what  was  the  rent  be 
paid  ? — I  cannot  remember  it ;  but  before  he  went  away  he  told  me  the  rent  he  paid. 

2359.  Did  you  see  the  receipt  given  to  Magee  for  his  rent  ? — I  did  not 

2360.  Did  Magee  show  you  yourself,  or  did  he  show  the  barrister  a  receipt  in 
your  presence  from  Lord  Damley  for  his  rent? — 

Mr.  Robinson  objected  to  the  question. 

The  Committee  were  of  opinion  the  question  could  not  be  put. 

2361.  By  the  Committee.]  Did  you  hear  him  state  to  the  barrister  what  his 
rent  was  ? — I  heard  him  speak  to  the  barrister,  but  the  barrister  objected. 

2362.  Answer  the  question  ? — I  do  not  recollect  it. 

Mr.  Whitesides  stated  that  he  had  no  further  witness  to  call  to  prove 
the  rent  actually  paid.

2388.  That  and  no  other? — It  was. 

2389.  Mr.  Robinson.]  Give  us  that  book  again,  will  you  ? — 1  will — [the  book 
was  handed  to  the  learned  Counsel.]

Mr.  W.  Walker.        2390.  I  UNDERSTOOD  you  to  sav  you  valued  as  tithe  commissioner  the  parish 
i        in  Longford,  I  believe,  of  Upper  Urumard  ? — ^That  is  the  townland  of  the  parish 
of  Lower  Killow. 

2391.  Did  you  value  Drumard  in  that  parish  ? — I  did. 

2392.  Have  you  got  the  book  with  you? — I  have. 

2393.  Will  you  be  kind  enough  just  to  look  at  the  book,  to  see  the  value  which 
you  put  on  the  farm  of  William  Donohoe;  will  you  look  at  your  entry  there 
respecting  William  Donohoe  of  Upper  Drumard  ? — 

2394.  Mr.  Mobinson.]  When  was  that  entry  made  by  you  ? — I  must  look  at  the 
date  of  the -book  ;  15th  March  1826. 

2395.  When  was  it  you  made  the  valuation  ?—  In  the  previous  year ;  at  the 
latter  end  of  the  year  1825. 

2396.  You  ma^e  the  valuation  at  the  latter  end  of  1825,  and  that  was  an  entry 
made  in  1826? — ^This  is  a  book  made  up  from  my  entries  in  my  field-books  as  1 
went  along. 

2397*  Whose  handwriting  is  that  you  have  before  jrou  ? — It  is  my  clerk  s,  and 
I  compared  it  with  my  own ;  one  of  the  clerks  accompanied  me  in  the  field,  and 
it  was  by  my  dictation  and  under  my  inspection  he  made  the  entries, 

2398.  And  that  is  o  copy  of  the  memorandum  ? — Yes. 

2399.  In  whose  handwriting  is  that  copy  ? — It  is  in  the  handwriting  of  one  of 
my  clerks  ;  this  is  the  book  that  was  made  for  the  rector  of  the  parish.  Under 
the  compensation  law,  we  were  obliged  to  furnish  a  book  to  each  tithe-owner,  and 
another  to  the  registrar  of  the  diocese ;  this  is  the  book  furnished  to  the  registrar, 
and  here  is  the  certificate  of  the  registrar  of  the  diocese  of  its  being  regularly 
compared  with  the  one  lodged. 

2400.  In  whose  handwriting  are  those  entries  in  that  book  ? — I  have  distinctly 
said  my  clerk's. 

2401.  Have  you  yourself  since  compared  those  entries  in  that  book  with  any 
other  memorandums  ? — I  compared  them  with  the  entries  taken  on  the  field  as  we 
went  along  ;  each  and  all  of  the  books  we  compared  with  the  original  book. 

2402.  Did  you  yourself  compare  them  ? — Distinctly. 

2403.  Mr.  Whitesides.]  Will  you  tell  the  Committee  the  valuation  of  this  farm? 
— According  to  the  classification  of  this  farm,  I  should  say  1/.  1  ^.  an  acre  is  the 
highest  value. 

2404.  From  your  great  experience  and  knowledge  on  the  subject,  do  I  under- 
stand you  to  swear  that  that  land,  if  let  to  a  solvent  and  responsible  tenant,  would 
be  worth  IL  1  5j  an  acre,  and  no  more  ? — Upon  my  oath,  if  i  were  setting  it  as  an 
agent  for  a  man  of  good  property,  whose  tenants  ought  to  be  comfortable,  I  would 
not  set  a  higher  value  on  it ;  I  think  18^.  would  be  a  fair  value.

2405.  When  was  it  you  made  the  valuation  ? — In  1825  or  1826.  ^4  April  1837. 

2406.  On  that  occasion  you  went  over  the  land  ? — Certainly. 

2407.  When  did  you  see  it  last? — I  have  seen  it  riding  past  frequently;  but 
since  then  1  have  not  visited  it  for  the  purpose  of  valuing  it. 

2408.  You  spoke  of  1  /.  1  s,  an  acre  being  an  average ;  do  you  noean  an  average 
of  the  whole  townlands  as  they  are  called,  or  an  average  of  the  land  held  by  this 
man  only  ?  - 1  mean  for  Donohoe's  only,  because  it  would  be  considerably  too 
high  an  average  for  the  whole  townland. 

2409.  That  is  your  opinion  ? — That  is  ray  opinion,  of  course. 

2410.  Mr.  Wrangham.]  I  think  you  have  already  told  the  Committee  you 
valued  60,000  acres  of  land  in  Ireland  ? — I  did. 

241 1 .  Committee.]  Have  you  seen  this  land  lately  ? — I  have  not ;  I  have  seen 
it  at  a  distance  from  the  road. 

2412.  You  cannot  speak  as  to  whether  it  has  been  improved  at  all? — I  passed 
over  it  in  1831,  taking  the  census  of  the  barony  in  which  it  is  placed ;  and  I  did 
not  see  any  improvement  then,  or  any  thing  to  alter  my  opinion  of  its  value. 

J413.  That  was  as  late  as  1831  ? — Yes. 

2414.  Mr.  fVhitesides.]  You  took  the  census  of  the  barony  there? — I  did. 

2415.  Mr.  Robinson.']  Who  is  the  landlord  of  this  ? — I  think  Lord  Southwell. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw^ 

William  Stephenson^  sworn. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

2416.  I  BELIEVE  you  are  a  farmer  and  land-owner  in  Longford  ? — Yes,  I  am.        W.  Stephenson. 

2417.  x\  considerable  land-holder  there? — Yes.  - 

241 8.  Do  you  understand  the  value  of  land  ? — Yes,  remarkably  well. 

2419.  You  have  valued  farms  often? — I  have  valued  farms  for  sale  and  farms 
that  were  let  for  tenants ;  1  valued  an  estate  for  a  nobleman  in  Connaught  of 
12  or  14  townlands. 

2420.  Whereabouts  do  you  live  in  the  county  of  Longford  ? — I  live  at  a  place 
called  Conadron. 

2421.  Is  th«rf  far  from  Drumard  ? — It  is  about  three  miles,  I  suppose. 

2422.  Do  you  know  the  place  there  of  a  man  of  the  name  of  William  Donohoe  ? 
— Perfectly  well. 

2423.  That  is  about  three  miles  from  your  place  ? — Yes. 

2424.  Are  you  well  acquainted  with  the  country  where  you  live? — Remark- 
ably well. 

2425.  Did  you  value  the  farm  of  William  Donohoe,  of  Upper  Drumard,  in  the 
barony  of  Longford  ? — Yes,  I  did. 

2426.  When  did  you  value  it  ? — I  cannot  say  the  day ;  some  time  in  last 
February. 

:2427.  Did  you  visit  that  farm  with  any  other  person,  for  the  purpose  of  valuing 
it  ? — Yes,  I  did,  with  Mr.  Armstrong. 

2428.  You  went  together  ? — Yes. 

2429.  Will  you  tell  distinctly  and  carefully  to  the  Committee  the  quality  of 
the  land  ? — It  is  of  a  light,  shallow  nature. 

2430.  Committee.]  What  do  you  mean  by  that ;  not  a  very  great  depth  of  soil  ? 

1  suppose  about  four  acres  or  four  and  a  half,  at  the  side  of  a  mountain,  on  the 

bill  of  Upper  Drumard. 

2431.  Mr.  Whitesides.]  Is  this  place  on  the  side  of  a  mountain,  or  is  it  not? — 
It  is  on  the  side  of  the  hill  of  Upper  Drumard. 

2<432.  I  believe  you  call  a  considerable  mountain  in  that  country  a  hill  ? — 
There  is  a  great  deal  of  mountain  in  that  country. 

124.33.  Is  this  a  mountainous  country  where  the  farm  of  Donohoe  is  ? — Yes,  it 
is  a  mountainoiis  country  ;  all  that  country,  for  10  or  11  miles,  is  so. 

2434-  It  is  a  mountainous  country  ? — It  is  all  a  mountainous  country  where  the 
farm  of  Donohoe  is. 

24.35.  Was  there  a  house  on  this  farm  ?— Yes. 

2436.  Will  you  tell  the  Committee  what  kind  of  house  it  is?— It  is  a  mud* 
-wall    house,  I  think,   with  the  foundation  of  it  built  of  stone ;  in  that  country 
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W.  SUpkemm.     there  is  three  feef,  or  perhaps  two  feet,  at  the  bottom  of  the  wall  built  of  stone  ; 
■'  the  mud  wall  is  clay  on  the  spot,  mixed  up. 

24  April  1837.  2437.  Will  you  tell  the  Committee  what  is  the  proper  kind  of  manure  for  that 

species  of  land  in  this  mountainous  country  ? — Lime. 

5438.  Now,  from  your  knowledge  of  tliat  country,  within  what  distance  do  the 
farmers  and  Donohoe  draw  their  lime  ? — I  think  they  bring  lime  from  Ballinally, 
nine  miles  and  a  half,  and  they  bring  it  above  my  place  from  a  place  called 
Taved,  at  much  about  the  same  distance ;  one  load  would  be  as  much  as  they 
would  bring  in  a  day,  for  the  country  is  bad  ;  it  is  a  hilly  country,  and  the  roadb 
are  very  hilly. 

2439.  ^^  I  understand  you  to  say  they  have  to  bring  their  lime  nine  miles  and 
a  half  ?— They  have ;  I  saw  them  bring  it  from  Ballinally. 

2440.  And  is  that  the  manure  they  use,  and  which  they  are  obliged  to  use  foi' 
that  kind  of  land  ? — They  use  the  manure  according  to  the  nature  of  the  farm,  but 
generally  that  mountain  country  must  be  first  well  limed  and  drained. 

'    2441.  Why  do  you  say  drained  ? — ^To  draw  the  water  off. 

2442.  Is  this  farm  marshy  or  wet  ? — It  is  a  little  spewy. 

2443.  Now,  then,  having  examined  this  farm  as  you  say  you  did,  and  from  your 
knowledge  of  it,  what  is  the  highest  rent  which  a  solvent  tenant  could  afford  to 
pay  for  it  ? — I  consider  that  a  solvent  man  could  not  pay  1  s.  naore  than  I  valued 
it^at,  and  that  is  18^.  an  acre. 

2444.  That  is  your  belief  as  to  what  a  solvent  tenant  could  pay? — I  valued 
land  far  superior  to  it  where  there  was  limestone  gravel,  and  limestone  in  the 
rising  to  the  gravel,  and  that  I  valued  only  at  18*.  an  acre,  with  a  very  large  com- 
monage open. 

2445.  That  estate  is  in  that  barony,  is  it? — Yes,  higher  up,  having  limestone 
and  gravel. 

2446.  And  that  you  valued  at  18*.  an  acre  ?  —Yes,  I85.  6(/.  an  acre ;  I  have  the 
valuation  in  my  hand. 

2447.  Now,  was  that  better  or  worse  land  than  Donohoe's  ? — It  is  far  superior 
and  far  better  land. 

2448.  And  I  believe  much  nearer  the  market  of  Longford? — I  should  think  it 
is  about  seven  miles  or  thereabouts. 

2449.  What  distance  is  Donohoe's  place  from  Longford?— Drumlish  is,  I 
believe,  about  13  miles  from  the  market-town  of  Longford. 

2450.  Is  that  the  market  that  Donohoe  has  for  his  farm? — He  may  go  to 
Longford  and  Granard. 

2451.  How  near  is  Granard? — I  think  about  10  or  12  miles;  I  cannot  say 
exactly. 

2452.  Did  you  value  any  farm  on  the Ballynamuck  estate  in  that  country? — I 
valued  the  whole  estate  entirely  for  Lord  Lorton. 

2453.  At  Ballynamuck  what  size  were  the  farms? — ^The  tenants  that  come  in 
get  from  18  to  32  acres  at  a  valuation. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

2454.  How  many  farms  have  you  valued  altogether  for  the  agents  of  the 
petitioners? — I  cannot  say  how  many  farms  I  have  valued. 

2455.  A  great  number? — I  should  think  about  13  townlands. 

2456.  You  have  been  employed  to  value  several  farms  for  the  petitioners?— I 
do  not  know  the  gentleman ;  the  petitioner  had  nothing  to  do  with  it 

2457.  Who  employed  you? — Lord  Lorton. 

2458.  That  is  some  time  ago  ;  I  am  speaking  of  the  present  time?— I  was  sent 
out  by  Mr.  Fox's  parly  to  value  Donohoe's  farm  and  others. 

2459.  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^'^  ^^  ^^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^  Donohoe  is  not  marshy  or  wet,  but  a 
little  spewy  ? — Yes,  it  is  a  fall  on  the  side  of  the  mountain. 

2460.  You  have  told  us  they  may  go  to  Longford  market,  or  some  other  place, 
which  is  10  miles  off;  do  you  mean  to  say  there  is  no  market  nearer  than  that? — 
Arver  market  is  about  four  miles. 

2461.  Then,  why  did  you  say,  in  answer  to  my  friend's  question  whether  he 
might  not  go  to  a  nearer  market,  that  he  might  go  to  Granard,  which  is  10  miles 
off? — I  considered  it  was  with  oats. 

*  2462.  Why  did  yt)u  not  say  that  he  might  go  to  a  market  at  four  miles/  instead 
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of  saying  he  might  go  to  a  market  11  miles  off?— It  is  a  small  petty  market  at  lV.Stephpu<m. 

Arver.  ■ 

2463.  Does  a  farm  of  about  1 1  acres  require  a  pretty  good  market  to  carry  the  ^4  Aprft  t837, 
produce  of  it  to  sale? — I  do  not  conceive  it  is  a  good  market;  I  live  within  three 

miles  of  it. 

2464.  What  kind  of  crops  are  produced  in  that  country?— All  that  is  according 
to  the  way  they  lime  it ;  it  takes  from  eight  to  14  tons  of  lime  an  acre. 

2465.  Does  it  not  produce  good  crops? — Middling  crops. 

2466.  You  say  land,  which  is  not  marshy,  but  which  produces  a  good  middling 
crop,  is  worth  18^.  an  acre,  and  being  within  four  miles  of  a  market? — It  is 
witnin  four  miles  of  Arver. 

2467.  You  say  that  land  of  this  sort,  near  a  market,  is  worth  18^.  an  acre? 
— I  have  valued  better  land   than    this  land,  near   the  town  of  Arver,  for  Mr. 

Cruikshanks. 

2468.  Never  mind  that  land  ;  you  said  that  the  land  so  situated  is  not  worth 
more  than  18^.  an  acre  ?  —  I  am  perfectly  sure  of  that. 

2469*  Did  you  examine  the  house  at  all  ? — I  passed  by  the  door ;  I  took  a 
view  of  it* 

2470.  Did  you  go  in  and  take  a  view  of  it? — I  did  not  go  into  the  house. 

2471.  Is  it  much  about  the  same  house  as  the  others  in  the  neighbourhood  ?— * 
Much  the  same,  I  think. 

2472.  Are  there  offices  attached  to  it  ? — There  is ;  I  do  not  know  whether  it  i^ 
a  barn  or  outhouse,  or  what  it  is  that  is  attached  to  the  upper  end  of  the  house  ; 
I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  a  barn  or  an  outhouse  of  some  description ;  there  id 
something  attached  to  the  upper  end. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

2473.  What  kind  of  a  place  is  Arver  ? — It  is  a  poor  miserable  place. 

2474.  For  a  man  who  had  any  oats  or  com  to  sell,  would  you  say  that  is  a 
proper  place  to  send  it  to? — There  were  never  any  oats  sold  in  it  till  this  year, 

to  my  knowledge.  -    . 

2475.  M^«  Robinson.]  As  I  understand  you,  this  year  oats  are  carried  to  that 
market  ? — ^They  are  only  striving  to  raise  a  market  in  it. 

2476.  I  suppose  Donohoe  can  strive  like  the  others  ? — I  should  suppose  thfe 
would  go  where  he  could  get  the  best  price  for  his  produce. 

2477.  If  he  pleased,  he  could  take  his  oats  to  that  place  instead  of  any  other? 
— I  have  seen  them  from  that  country  travelling  by  my  place  to  Granard  market, 
and  when  I  go  to  the  market  at  Longford,  I  see  a  number  of  them  in  that  direction. 

2478.  Cammitiee]  Do  you  know  this  voter,  William  Donohoe? — I  do  not  know 
his  Christian  name,  but  1  know  a  great  number  of  the  Donohoes. 

^  2479.  ^^  y^^  know  this  Donohoe  of  whose  farm  we  are  talking? — I  cannot 
say  I  do  perfectly ;  I  know  the  family  of  the  Donohoes,  five  or  six  of  them,  but  I 
do  not  know  their  Christian  name. 

2480.  You  do  not  know  whether  he  has  any  stock  on  his  farm? — I  really 
cannot  say. 

2481.  Did  you  see  any  when  you  went  to  value  it? — I  cannot  say  whether  I 
did  or  not. 

2482.  Do  you  know  what  Quantity  of  land  he  occupies  ? — As  much  as  10  or 
1 1  acres ;  I  am  not  sure  exactly  what  he  holds. 

2483.  Are  there  not  a  great  many  of  this  family  in  the  same  barony? — Yes. 

2484.  Do  you  know  James  Donohoe  ? — I  cannot  say ;  I  know  his  Christian 
name. 

2485.  Do  you  know  Matthew  Donohoe  ? — I  cannot  say  I  do ;  I  do  not  know 
the  Christian  names  of  any  of  the  Donohoes. 

2486.  You  know  them  by  face  ? — I  do  know  them  by  face  remarkably  welL 

2487.  How  many  do  you  know  by  face  in  this  barony  ? — I  cannot  say. 

2488.  How  do  you  know  this  farm  belongs  to  William  Donohoe? — I  was 
shown  it. 

2489.  By  whom  ? — By  a  person  who  was  there,  who  had  a  general  knowledge 
of  the  place,  and  I  heard  it  was  William  Donohoe  who  lived  there. 

2490.  Is  the  person  here  who  showed  you? — He  is. 

2491.  Who  is  he  ? — A  man  of  the  name  of  Morrison,  who  went  along  with  roe* 

2492.  What,  Marsh  r — William  Morrison. 
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nr.  St^ntm.         3493*  ^  understood  you  to  state  14  tons  of  lime  would  be  required  ior  an  acre? 
.«.««n««ir       —-It  would  be  according  to  the  quality  of  the  land. 

H'Apn)  i8a7*  2494.  How  much  is  lime  per  ton? — We  pay  6d.  per  load  for  it  at  the  quarry 
at  Tarbur  apd  other  places^  and  tbey  make  two  or  three  parts  of  a  load  to  go  dowq 
in  the  mountain  country. 

2495,  How  much  in  that  distance  would  it  cost,  putting  it  at  a  fair  price?— It 
would  cost  them  horse  and  cart  a«d  all,  to  go ;  I  should  think  about  2^.  6d^ 
and  then  there  would  be  a  man,  and  they  would  have  to  break  it  and  burn  it  at 
the  kihi. 

3496.  You  ^ay  you  live  there  ? — I  do* 

2497.  How  much  does  it  cost  now? — It  takes  about  41.  to  burn  a  kiln  of  lime^ 
and  to  lay  it  on  the  land. 

249$.  How  much  an  acre  do  you  estimate  the  cost  of  lime? — About  3/.  10*. 
to  41.  it  would  cost  an  acre. 

3499.  ^^^^  i^  *^^  landlord  of  this  property?—  Lord  Southwell* 

2500.  Mr.  Robinson.']  Land  that  is  not  wet  or  marshy  would  not  require  so 
much  lime?— The  wet  and  marshy  land  would  want  to  be  drained  well  first. 

2501.  You  say  this  is  wet  and  marshy;  now,  if  it  was  not  wet  and  marshy,  would 
it  require  so  much  lime? — ^The  description  of  wet  and  marshy  lands  lies  low,  and 
must  require  to  be  drained,  or  the  lime  is  not  of  service  to  it  if  it  is  not  drained. 

2502.  Committee.']  What  market  do  you  frequent  yourself;  do  you  go  to  Ar?er, 
or  Granard,  or  Longford  ? — I  go  to  Granard  with  oats. 

2503.  Arver  is  the  market  that  is  nearest  to  you ;  do  you  go  to  that  at  all?--' 
1  nev^r  sold  any  thing  at  Arver  yet. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.] 

James  Armstrongs  sworn. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

Jmu  Amutrong.       2504.  I  THINK  you  told  us  on  Saturday  that  you  were  a  land-owner  ? — ^Yes. 
-  ^b^5*  Have  you  acted  as  tithe  commissioner  for  the  parish? — I  have. 

2506.  I  understood  you  were  elected  by  the  parish? — I  was. 

2507.  May  I  ask  if  you  are  a  voter  yourself  for  the  county  of  Longford  ? — No, 
I  am  not ;  I  have  no  property  in  Longford  ;  I  never  interfered  at  all. 

2508.  Were  you  called  on  to  value  the  farm  of  one  William  Donohoe,  of  Upper 
Drumard,  lately  ?— Yes. 

2509.  How  lately  ? — In  February  last. 

2510.  How  far  is  that  from  the  place  where  you  live  ? — About  two  miles. 

251 1.  Have  you  land  there  yourself  ?— Not  in  the  county  of  Longford. 

2512.  Is  it  in  the  county  of  Leitrim  ? — No,  Cavan. 

2513.  Within  two  miles  of  this  farm  of  Donohoe's,  in  Upper  Drumard  ?— I  live 
within  two  miles  of  the  verge  of  the  county. 

25id.  How  far  from  William  Donohoe's  farm?— About  four  miles. 

2515.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  value  of  land  in  that  district  of  the  county? 
— Perfectly. 

2516.  Could  you  tell  the  Committee  what  kind  of  ground  it  is;  whether  it  is 
low  ground  or  high  ground  ? — There  is  a  great  piece  of  ground,  called  mountain 
ground,  perhaps  about  ten  miles  square,  and  the  principal  part  of  that  ground  is 
land  of  a  very  inferior  quality. 

2517.  Is  this  a  part  of  the  mountain  ground,  Donohoe's  farm? — Yes,  it  is  a 
part  of  that  mountain  ground. 

2518.  Did  you  examine  the  farm?— I  did,  particularly. 

2519.  Then  state  what  kind  of  land  this  farm  is;  what  is  the  quality  of  the  land  ? 
— It  is  a  farm  of  light  clay  soil;  part  of  it  very  light  red  tilling  ground,  particu- 
larly the  part  that  is  highest. 

2520.  What  kind  of  house  is  there? — It  is  a  very  inferior  mud  cabin,  part  stone 
and  part  clay. 

2521.  How  much  of  it  stone  ? —Perhaps  one-half;  I  am  not  quite  certain,  it 
may  be  one-half,  but  it  was  in  a  wretched  filthy  state. 

2522.  Can  you  state  what  is  the  proper  kind  of  manure  for  this  mountain  land  ? 
—That  part  of  the  land  is  not  worth  cultivation  without  ditching  and  draining  and 
liming ;  lime  is  the  principal  manure  that  is  calculated  to  give  a  crop  in  that  part 
•1  the  country. 

2523.  Can 
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2523.  Can  you  state  what  is  the  distance  the  tenants  of  Drumafd  hav^  to  Jamn  Amt9ftmg. 
draw  their  lime  ? — I  think  about  eight  miles.  --a— *— . 

2524.  What  do  you  think,  from  your  knowledge  and  skill  on  the  subject,  in-      «4  April  1857. 
(Juding  the  house  and  every  thing,  what  is  the  highest  value>  according  to  your 
judgment,  which  a  solvent  and  responsible  tenant  could  afford  to  pay  for  this  farm? 

— ^The  highest  value  I  could  possibly  put  upon  it  is  18^.  an  acre.  I  forgot  to 
mention  that  the  summit  of  the  farm  has  not  been  cultivated,  and  in  its  present 
state  is  not  worth  10^.  per  acre  ;  it  is  grown  over  with  furze  and  whins,  and  is  in 
a  very  bad  state. 

2525.  What  would  the  house  cost,  suppose  it  was  new? — ^The  houise  and  every 
thing  connected  with  it  would  scarcely  be  valued  at  10/.,  and  I  am  s^re  I  am  over 
the  mark. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

2526.  Did  you  go  to  the  house?— I  went  to  the  door. 

2527.  Were  you  examined  the  day  before  yesterday  as  to  Matthew  Donohoe's 
vote  ? — ^Yes. 

2528.  Commitiee.}  Do  you  know  William  Donohoe? — I  cannot  say  I  do; 
I  am  sure  I  met  him;  I  know  I  met  the  man,  but  to  know  him  distinctly  1  cannot 
say. 

2529.  Had  he  got  any  stock  on  his  farm  ? — I  do  not  recollect. 

2530.  How  do  you  know  that  William  Donohoe  occupies  land  as  to  the  value 
of  which  you  are  giving  evidence  here  ? — From  the  information  I  got,  and  I  have 
known  the  neighbourhood  perfectly  for  20  years  or  more,  and  particularly  this 
part,  because  it  is  adjacent  to  the  road. 

Mr.  Whitesides.']  That  is  my  case. 

Mr.  Thomas  Nesbitt,  sworn. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

2531.  ARE  you  a  land-owner  of  the  county  of  Longford  r — I  am.  Mr.  T.  Nesiitt. 

2532.  You  were  examined  two  or  three  days  ago,  I  believe? — I  was.  

2533'  Do  you  hold  a  considerable  quantity  of  land  ? — I  hold  in  my  own  hands 

above  60  Irish  acres. 

2354-  Are  you  well  acquainted  with  the  value  of  land? — ^Yes,  lam;  and 
ought  to  be  now. 

2535*  You  have  been  accustomed  to  it  all  your  life  ?— I  have  all  my  life,  since 
1  was  able  to  value  land. 

2536.  Were  you  employed  to  value  some  land  at  Drumard  ? — I  was. 

2537.  When  was  that? — In  the  beginning  of  February  last. 

2538.  Did  you  value  some  land  of  William  Donohoe's  there  ? — I  did. 

2539.  He  is  a  tenant  of  Lord  Southwell's  ? — Yes,  he  is. 

2540.  How  much  land  does  he  occupy  there  ? — I  believe  he  occupies  eleven 
acres  and  a  half. 

2541.  You  saw  the  place  ? — I  saw  the  place,  and  saw  his  lease. 

2542.  What  sort  of  land  do  you  say  it  is  ? — It  is  good  tillage  land,  land  I 
think  well  worth  80^.  an  acre,  and  with  the  house  and  offices  upon  it  worth  35^. 
an  acre. 

2543*  Were  the  house  and  offices  such  as  an  occupier  of  land  of  that  sort 
would  require  ? — Yes. 

2544.  Good  enough  for  such  a  farm  ? — Yes,  comfortable ;  and  plenty  of  pro- 
vision both  inside  and  outside  of  it. 

2545.  If  you  are  valuing  land,  supposing  you  do  not  put  a  value  on  the  house 
itself,  land  is  worth  so  much  the  more  if  there  is  a  house  to  live  in  on  it  ? — I  think 
the  land  would  be  a  good  take,  if  I  may  use  the  term,  at  30^.  an  acre,  without 
any  house  on  it ;  and  I  would  take  it  at  that  myself. 

2546.  Committ€e.'\  And  with  the  house  would  you  give  36^.?— Perhaps  that 
house  might  not  answer  for  me ;  but  for  a  tenant  such  as  for  whom  it  would 
answer,  it  would  be  worth  35^. ;  I  would  not  give  a  farthing  for  such  a  house,  if 
I  was  to  take  a  farm  of  that  kind. 

2547.  Mr.  Robinson.]  Was  there  stock  on  this  form  when  you  saw  it  ? — They 
had,  and  I  was  astonished  they  had  so  much  stock  on  it;  it  was  through  that 
I  made  inquiries,  and  I  came  to  know  they  had  wasteland  attached.

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JVlf.  jn.  Kesbitt.        2548.  There  was  stock  on  it  ?— Yes. 
"      •■; — ^  2549.  What  was  that  stock  ? — Cows  and  horned  cattle^ 

«4  ApiU  1637.         255a  How  Hmny  ?— I  cannot  exactly  say. 

2551.  Committee.]  You  swear  more  than  one? — ^There  was;  it  was  in  the 
month  of  February,  and  the  cattle  were  about  the  house,  and  I  ask^  them  if  the 
roajQ  fed  all  that  cattle. 

2552*  Mr.  Robinson.']  Do  not  tell  us  what  was  said  ;  what  quantity  of  stock  or 
;cattle  did  you  see  on  the  farm  ? — Horned  cattle. 

2553.  How  much  ? — I  cannot  exactly  say  the  number ;  it  appeared  to  me  to  he 
^a  good  number  to  feed  on  so  small  a  farm. 

2554.  Was  there  enough  to  catch  anybody's  notice  who  was  valuing  the  farm 
properly  ? — ^There  was. 

2555*  Who  went  with  you  ? — Mr,  Gregory, 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides, 

2556.  You  say  the  house  would  not  answer  ypu ;  I  suppose  the  farm  would  do 
to  a  nicety  ? — If  the  farm  was  large  enough,  and  was  convenient  to  me,  it  would 
answer. 

2557.  Would  the  farm  answer  you  now  in  its  present  state? — It  would  answer 
me,  if  it  was  large  enough. 

2558^  Will  you  swear  to  the  Committee  that  the  farm,  whicTi  is  worth  30^.  an 
acre  in  itself,  is  worth  35^.  with  that  house  that  is  on  it? — I  can  positively  say  it 
is,  to  the  best  of  my  judgment  and  belief,  to  a  tenant  such  as  that  farm  would 
answer  for, 

2559.  You  put  5Si  an  acre  on  the  farm  as  a  value  for  the  house  that  is  on  it?— 
I  did. 

2560.  Is  that  a  fair  and  reasonable  valuation  for  the  house,  5s.  an  acre?— 
I  think  it  is  on  four  acres  and  a  half;  if  there  were  20  acres,  I  should  not  value  it 
at  perhaps  more  than  half-a-crown  ;  it  is  according  to  the  quantity  of  the  land  ; 
if  there  was  30  acres,  the  value  of  the  house  would  be  still  less  on  the  acre. 

2561.  Then  the  house,  as  a  house,  would  become  of  a  very  different  worth, 
according  to  the  number  of  acres  that  is  attached  to  it? — If  there  is  10  acres,  it 
•becomes  more  valuable  than  if  there  was  30. 

2562.  Where  do  you  live,  may  I  ask  you  ? — I  live  in  the  county  of  Leitrim. 

2563.  How  many  miles,  on  a  fair  calculation,  do  you  think  you  live  from  this 
farm  ? — I  should  suppose  about  nine  miles  from  this  farm  ;  on  or  about  that. 

2564.  How  did  it  happen  you  was  selected  for  the  purpose  of  making  this 
valuation? — I  do  not  know,  except  this,  that  I  was  in  the  habit  of  valuing  land. 

2565.  Now,  Mr.  Nesbitt,  were  you  not  selected  because  you  have  been,  and 
very  properly,  a  most  active  and  efficient  agent  for  Colonel  White  at  every  contested 
election  for  the  last  20  years  ? — I  think  the  last  day  I  was  here  you  asked  me 
that. 

2566.  How  is  that ;  I  desire  to  ask  you  again  ? — If  you  will  tell  me  what 
Colonel  White,  I  will  give  you  an  answer. 

2567.  Then  I  will  say  Mr.  White? — There  are  three  or  four  Mr.  Whites. 

2568.  For  Mr.  White,  when  he  stood  for  Dublin  ? — I  never  was. 

2569.  By  whom  was  you  employed  ? — I  was  emploved  by  the  friends  of  old 
Mr.  Luke  White  deceased,  and  for  the  Member  for  Leitrim ;  I  was  never  em- 
ployed for  the  Member  for  Longford. 

2570.  But  for  Dublin  and  Leitrim.^ — Never  for  Dublin. 

-  2571.  Can  yon  tell  the  Committee  any  one  farm  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Donohoe's  farm  which  lets  at  1  /.  10^.  an  acre  r — No ;  I  will  tell  you  I  am  iiot 
acquainted  with  the  country,  and  I  went  on  the  farm  to  value  it  as  it  appeared  to 
me;  I  have  no  interest  in  saying  what  is  not  the  fact,  and  I  say  it  is  worth 
1  /.  10^.  an  acre,  if  there  was  no  house  on  it 

2572.  Can  you  tell  the  Committee  of  any  other  farm  in  that  district  of  country 
which  is  let  at  1/.  10*.  an  acre?— I  dftre  say  tliere  are  several  hundred  acres 
about  there,  and  it  is  all  under  the  denomination  of  Drumard  Moor. 

2573.  I  ask  you  again,  can  you  state  to  the  Committee  a  single  instance  of  any 
one  farm  (I  do  not  care  under  what  landlord)  within  that  district,  for  10  mil^ 
round,  which  brings  in  the  market  1/.  10*.? — Y^iS^  certainly;  I  pay  2/.  18*. 
myself  for  land,  and  from  that  down  to  9^. 

2574.  In  the  county  of  Longford  r — No,  in  the  county  of  Leitrim. 

2575,  Did 
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2575.  Did  I  ask  you  a  word  about  the  county  Leitrimr— You  said  10  miles  Mr^T.  NeMit. 
round.  ^ 

2576.  In  the  county  of  Longford,  or  the  barony  of  Longford,  can  you  tell  the  ^4  April  1837; 
Committee  a  single  instance  of  a  farm  let  for  W,  10^.  an  acre? — Immediately 

about  this  place,  I  do  not ;  but  iu  the  barony  of  Longford  I  dare  say  they  are  let 
a  great  deal  higher. 

2577.  Do  you  know  any  farm  in  that  district  let  at  1/.  an  acre,  of  your  own' 
knowledge,  in  the  Drumard  district? — ^The  land  about,Donohoe s  farm  is  all  set 
pretty  much  in  the  same  way,  but  in  the  barony  of  Longford  there  are  lands  let 
at  2L2s.;  there  are  diflferent  lands;  I  will  not  say  whether  they  are  all  set  at 
one  rent. 

2578.  Did  you  not  say  at  this  moment  to  me  that  the  farms  in  the  district  about 
Donohoe's  farm  are  all  set  at  pretty  much  the  same  rent  ? — That  is  Lord  South- 
well's property. 

2579.  *  ^"  meant  Lord  Southwell's  property  ? — Just  so ;  it  id  a  large  property. 

2580.  Now,  tell  me  any  other  farm,  under  any  other  landlord,  that  is  let  at  a, 
higher  rent  ? — I  am  only  acquainted  with  the  farms  over  which  I  have  had  occa- 
sion to  go. 

2581.  Now,  will  you  tell  me  within  what  distance  lime  can  be  brought  to 
Donohoe's  farm ;  is  not  lime  the  proper  manure  for  it  ? — It  does  not  appear  to  me 
tp  be  mountainy  land. 

2582.  I  ask  you  what  is  the  proper  matiure  for  that  land  ? — I  say  cow-house 
manure  and  stable  manure  is  very  fine,  and  lime  for  one  manuring  for  such  land  is 
very  fine ;  one  manuring  in  20  years. 

2583.  I  ask  you  within  what  distance  lime  can  be  brought  to  Donohoe's  farm 
within  your  knowledge  ? — ^There  is  a  man  of  the  name  of  Kane  who  has  a  quarry 
on  his  land,  and  I  think  that  is  within  about  three  miles  of  it. 

2584.  Do  you  swear  to  the  Committee,  that  of  your  own  knowledge  lime  can  be 
brought  and  is  brought  to  Donohoe  and  the  farms  about,  from  a  distance  of  three 
miles? — Indeed  I  will  not  swear  any  such  thing,  but  I  believe  it  is  not  more  than 
thaU 

2585.  Can  you  of  your  own  knowledge  swear  that  lime  can  be  brought  to  it 
within  a  distance  of  three  miles? — I  cannot,  no  more  than  this,  that  this  man's 
quarnr  is  not  more  than  three  miles  from  it ;  I  was  in  the  quariy  and  saw  it  worked. 

2506.  Do  you  think  people  who  had  lime  within  three  miles  would  send  nine 
miles  for  it  ? — I  think  they  would  not. 

2587.  How  do  you  know  the  cattle  you  saw  on  it  were  William  Donohoe's 
cattle  ?•— I  will  not  swear  they  were  his  cattle. 

2588.  There  were  some  cattle  on  the  land  ? — Yes,  there  were. 
$1589*^  And  there  are  several  Donohoes  in  that  neighbourhood  ? — Yes. 

2590.  And  there  were  some  horned  cattle  there  when  you  were  there? — I  saw 
stock  on  every  farm  I  was  on. 

2591.  Can  you  tell  the  Committee  where  the  cattle  came  from  ? — I  saw  cattle 
about  the  house. 

2592.  Were  they  grazing  in  the  field  ? — They  were  about  the  house. 

2593.  Can  you  say  how  long  they  had  been  there  ? — 1  really  cannot  say. 

2594.  Will  you  swear  they  were  there  the  day  before  ? — 1  cannot  swear  they 
♦ere  ^ere  or  were  not ;  they  seemed  to  stand  very  quietly  there. 

2595.  The  house  is  a  good  house  I  believe  ? — It  is  a  mixture  of  mud  and  stone; 

2596.  Did  you  make  a  calculation  of  the  precise  value  you  put  on  this  farm 
when  you  were  on  it? — I  took  my  notes,  and  I  would  not  alter  my  mind  for  any- 
body ;  I  would  not  change  my  mind  from  what  appeared  to  me  to  be  the  fact. 

2597.  Will  you  tell  me  this ;  where  are  your  notes,  those  iufSedlible  notes  of 
yours  ? — ^They  are  in  London. 

2598.  Whereabouts  in  London  ? — At  Charing-cross. 
^599.  Where  you  lodge,  I  presume  ? — ^Yes. 

2600.  You  knew  you  were  coming  here  to  be  examined  to-day  to  satisfy  this 
Committee  about  the  value  of  the  farm,  and  the  book  in  which  you  made  the 
entries  you  left  behind  you  ? — I  have  a  memorandum  ;  I  have  an  extract  in  my 
own  handwriting  of  it. 

2601.  You  did  not  bring  the  book  itself? — No. 

2602.  But  you  made  an  extract  from  it  ? — Yes. 

2603.  Have  you  got  the  book  at  Charing-cross  which  you  mentioned  ? — I  have. 
319.  N  2604.  Was 
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Mr.  T.  NaUit.        2604.  Was  there  a  list  furnished  you  of  the  votes  you  would  be  asked  about 

m  -  to*day  ?— The  attorney  did  tell  me  such  and  such  men  would  be  examined, 

H  April  ^937*        3605.  And  he  furnished  you  with  a  list,  and  then  you  looked  in  the  book  ? — Yes. 
3606.  Did  you  make  a  calculation  of  the  rent? — I  never  calculated  one  of  them, 
to  know  whether  they  would  bear  a  freehold  or  not« 

2607.  And  you  do  not  know  at  this  moment  whether  your  evidence  would  make 
out  a  freehold  or  not  ?— Positively  not ;  I  do  not  recollect  it. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  RMnsan. 

2608.  You  will  not  swear  this  stock  was  not  there  before  you  were  there? — ^No, 
1  will  not  swear  that. 

2600.  Have  Lord  Southwell's  tenants  usually  stock  about  their  land  ? — Every 
man  whose  land  I  was  on  had  stock. 

2610.  Did  the  tenants  appear  to  be  in  a  very  good  plight? — They  did,  and 
seemed  to  be  very  comfortable. 

2611.  They  did  not  appear  to  be  very  hard  pressed  in  the  way  of  rent;  was 
there  any  appearance  of  distress  ? — ^There  was  no  appearance  of  distress,  but  quite 
the  reverse. 

2612.  As  to  the  land  being  worth  30^.  per  acre,  have  you  any  doubt  that  at 
all  events  it  is  worth  32^.  with  the  liouse? — I  have  no  doubt  it  is  worth  that 
and  more ;  I  would  not  swear  for  any  man  but  what  I  believed. 

2613.  This  quarry  you  spoke  of  is  within  three  miles,  you  say? — Yes,  I 
think  so. 

2614.  Mr.  Whit€sides.]Do  you  know  in  whose  interest  Lord  SoothwelFs  tenants 
are? — I  believe  there  are  some  of  them  in  the  interest  of  Mr.  White. 

2615.  Committee.']  Are  you  positive  that  this  place  where  the  lime  is  got  from, 
is  within  three  miles  ? — I  should  think  so. 

2616.  Is  there  an  opportunity  of  getting^  lime  within  three  miles,  will  you  swear 
that  ?-^To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  I  tbmk  it  is  about  that. 

2617.  It  is  not  nine  miles  ? — I  do  not  think  it  is. 

261 8.  Are  you  positive  it  is  not  ? — I  am  sure  of  it. 

2619.  Does  Ponohoe  get  his  lime  there? — I  do  not  know  ;  the  lime  would  be 
the  best  for  mountain  land  in  the  first  state  of  reclaiming  from  heath,  to  bring  it 
into  tillage;  lime  would  be  the  best  manure  for  that  purpose. 

2620.  You  valued  the  land  of  this  farm  at  the  least  at  30^.  ? — Yes,  or  more. 

2621.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  would  yourself  give  that  sum? — I  would  give 
about  305.  for  it  without  a  house,  provided  it  was  a  larger  farm  than  it  is. 

.   162a.  WJth  the  house,  if  you  wanted  such  a  farm,  would  you  give  that  sum 
yourself  for  it? — I  would  ;  I  pay  myself  21. 10 s.  for  some  land. 

2623.  Mr.  Whitesides.]  In  another  part  of  the  world? — No,  in  the  county  of 
Leitrim,  where  land  is  not  so  valuable  as  in  the  county  of  Longford ;  it  is  nearer  a 
corn-market  than  the  other. 

2624.  Committee.']  How  much  would  that  house  cost  to  build  ?-^  I  think  the 
liOttSft  aad  offices  on  this  man's  farm  could  be  all  built  for  15/.,  or  from  that  to  20/. 

2625.  And  you  say  it  is  worth  21.  16s.  rent? — I  think  the  house  and  ofte^A 
could  be  built  at  20/. 

2626.  Do  you  mean  the  house  as  it  now  stands  is  worth  20/. ;  you  sav  it  could 
be  built  at  SO/.;  what  is  its  present  value? — ^That  is  the  value,  about 20/. 

2627.  Do  vou  know  this  man  William  Donohoe? — I  never  met  him  before  I 
saw  him  on  the  farm. 

26^.  Do  you  know  whether  he  has  a  family? — I  saw  a  family  in  his  house ;  I 
saw  his  wife  and  children  in  the  house. 

2629..  Has  he  several  children? — I  think  I  saw  one  or  two,  I  did  not  ask 
whether  they  were  his  children  or  not,  in  the  house. 

2630.  Is  the  house  nearly  new  ?~It  seems  to  me  to  have  been  built  some  time. 

263 1 .  Is  any  of  the  land  at  the  side  of  a  hill  or  mountain  ? — It  is  not  mountain  ; 
it  is  not  at  the  side  of  a  mountain  at  all,  but  there  is  a  skirtiog  of  bog,  what  we  call 
waste,  attached  to  it,  of  which  part  was  in  tillage. 

2632.  But  you  could  not  see  any  mountain  r — I  did  not  see  any ;  it  was  in  the 
barony  of  Longford,  and  there  is  a  good  deal  of  mountain  there. 

'  2633,  Mr.  Whitesides.]  It  is  at  the  side  of  a  hill,  is  that  what  you  say  ? — The 
land  is  all  composed  of  three;  they  call  them  the  Lower  Drumard,  the  Middle 
Drumard,  and  tne  Upper  Drumard ;  I  took  them  all  as  one.

2637.  Did  you  go  over  the  land  of  William  Donohoe  at  Drumard  ? — I  did. 

2638.  WithMr.Nesbitt?-Yes. 

2639.  What  should  you  say  the  land  is  worth  per  acre  ? — ^We  valued  the  land 
^e  other  day  at  from  35^.  to  37 «.  or  thereabouts ;  I  think  it  is  very  good  value 
at35x. 

2640.  You  mean,  by  a  very  good  value,  it  would  not  be  too  high? — Indeed,  I 
think  not. 

2641.  Do  you  know  any  thing  of  a  lime-quarry  near  ? — I  know  there  is  a  lime- 
quarry  within  five  or  six  miles,  or  less  than  that ;  there  are  different  quarries,  but 

one  quarry  is  less  than  five  miles,  at  a  place  called  M ,  on  the  road  leading 

from  where  I  reside  to  that  farm  ;  I  know  it  perfectly  well. 

2642.  Do  you  know  Donohoe  ? — Perfectly  well. 

2643.  Has  he  any  family? — He  has. 

2644.  Children  ? — Yes,  a  wife  and  family. 

2645.  Has  he  stock  on  his  farm  ?  —Yes,  he  is  rather  comfortable ;  there  is  not 
an  uncomfortable  tenant  on  any  part  of  Lord  Southwell's  estate. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr«  Whitesides. 

2646.  Lord  Southwell  is  a  paragon  of  a  landlord  ? — Yes,  he  is  a  very  gq^A 
landlord.  \ 

2647.  Why  do  you  say  every  tenant  on  his  estate  is  a  mos( comfortable  tenant?^ 
— I  like  to  do  every  gentleman  justice. 

2648.  And  you  like  to  do  the  tenants  justice?— I  do. 

2649.  You  are  a  voter  yourself  for  the  county,  I  believe  ? — I  am. 

2650.  And  voted  yourself,  of  course? — I  did. 

2651.  For  the  Sitting  Member? — Yes. 

2652.  I  believe  you  are  a  member  of  the  Liberal  Club?— I  am  not  a  member, 
but  my  son  is. 

2653.  Were  you  a  member? — I  do  not  recollect  being  one. 

2654*  Was  it  shortly  before  you  came  up  here  to  be  examined,  that  you  With- 
drew your  name  from  it  ?— I  am  quite  sure  it  was  not 

2655.  They  appointed  you  to  value  this  faVm  ? — They  did. 

2656.  You  and  Nesbitt  went  together  ?— We  did. 

2657.  Did  you  know  Mr.  Nesbitt  before  ? — Yes,  perfectly  well. 
^658.  Was  it  on  the  ground  you  settled  the  value  ? — Yes. 

2659.  And  agreed  on  35  ^.  to  37«.  ? — I  agreed  upon  37^.,  and  I  have  seen  land 
in:  the  county  at  37^.  much  worse  in  quality. 

2660.  You  declare,  from  your  knowledge  of  the  country,  you  have  seeli  much 
worse  land  than  that  fetch  a  higher  rent  ? — Yes,  I  have. 

2661.  Tell  us  in  what  part  of  the  country  there  is  land  of  the  same  quality  let 
at  37^.  an  acre  ? — In  the  parish  I  live  in. 

2662.  Do  you  mean  to  represent  to  the  Committee,  that  the  land  in  the  parish 
you  live  in,  near  Donohoe's  land,  is  o£  the  same  nature  and  quality  f — I  know  there 
is  land  in  the  parish  I  live  in  of  a  worse  quality  than  Donohoe's. 

.   2663.  Land  you  have  yourself? — Ihave  some  land  myself  of  a  vrone  qaality. 

2664.  Do  you  pay  upwards  of  37*.  ?— No,  I  do  not,  but  I  get  37*.  for  it. 

2665.  How  near  is  tnat  to  Longford  ? — Within  three  miles. 
2666*  How  far  is  this  from  Longford  ?— Nine  or  ten  miles. 

2667.  You  are  what  we  call  a  middle-man,  and  you  let  what  we  underst^d  by 
con-acre  ? — No. 

2668.  What  quantity  do  you  let  at  37*.  ?— From  10  to  15  and  20  acrts,  ac- 
cording to  the  farm. 

2669.  Within  three  miles  of  the  town  of  Longford  ? — Yes,  I  will  tell  you  what 
I  got  the  other  day;  I  got  for  land  of  a  worse  quality  30*.  an  acre  for  it,  and 
35/.  5*. 

3670.  What  was  the  quantity  precisely  ? — ^Ten  acres  precisely.

2755.  TeH  us  the  tithes  ? — One  shilling  and  seven-pence  halfpenny  for  tithes 
on  the  first  class,  and  1  ^.

2756.  Just  explain  how  from  that  you  come  at  the  average  of  1  /.  an  acre  % — 
The  first  class  of  land  I  conceive  in  that  parish  would  be  worth  from  21s.  to  30  5. 
an  acre,  abstracted  from  all  the  other  qualities  of  the  ground  ;  and  I  look  on  it  the 
second  class  in  that  parish  would  not  be  worth  more  than  from  16^.  to  18  6.

2781.  What  description  of  residence  does  that  contain  f— A  farm  at  Fur- 
mullough. 

2782.  Is  that  the  place  of  his  residence  ? — It  is. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

2783.  Is  there  no  other  Hugh  Donohoe  on  the  poll  ? — I  cannot  say. 

2784.  Do  you  know  a  place  of  that  name  ?— I  cannot  say  I  know  the  place;  I 
know  the  country  very  well ;  I  know  there  is  a  place  of  that  name  in  the  country.

2801.  You  know  this  country  perfectly  well ?-r- Remarkably  well;  I  have 
4u)own  it  for  many  years. 

2802.  Is  it  a  country  where  crops  can  be  had  without  lime  manure? — I  should 
think  not. 

2803.  What  distance  is  it  you  have  to  go  in  order  to  get  lime  ? — I  suppose 
they  go  to  Tubber,  above  my  place,  or  Ballinalee. 

2804.  Hpw  far  is  each  of  those  places  from  this  farm  ?— I  suppose  it  i»  about 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  further  down  than  the  other  man's. 

2805.  Then  it  would  be  nearly  11  miles?— I  should  tliink  it  is  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  further. 

2806.  You  say  you  know  this  country  very  well  ? — Perfectly  well. 

2807.  I^  ^^  been  stated  here  there  is  a  place  within  four  or  five  miles  of 
H^gh  Donohoe  where  they  can  get  lime? — I  do  not  know  any  thing  about  it. 

2808.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  such  a  place  ? — I  never  heard  of  such  a  place. 

2809.  Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  that  the  people  living  there,  the 
ndghbours  of  Hugh  Donohoe,  are  in  the  habit  of  getting  their  lime  either 
from  Tubber  or  Ballinalee  ?

2814.  Do  you  know  a  man  of  the  name  of  Kane  ? — ^Tom  Kane  is  the  tnan  that 
owns  the  quarry  ;  it  is  rotten  limestone. 

2815.  You  have  stated  generally  that  the  land  in  this  barony  requires  to  be 
manured  by  limestone  ? — Yes,  that  is  the  mountainous  ^H>untry, 
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WiOimn Stephenson.      2816.  Some  of  it  I  fancy  is  more  mountainy  than  others  ? — Yes.

2833.  ^^^  y^"  observe  any  stock  on  the  premises? — I  cannot  exactly  say. 

2834.  You, do  not  recollect  either? — Indeed  I  do  not;  I  do  not  recollect 
whether  I  saw  stock  or  not,  but  I  think  there  was ;  it  had  the  appearance  of 
stock.

2854.  Taking  into  consideration  the  house  that  is  on  it  ?— The  house  and  appur- 
tenances belonging  to  it. 

2855.  Taking  into  consideration  the  house  and  other  appurtenances,  what  do 
you  think  a  solvent  tenant  would  give  for  it  ?— I  think  they  would  give  that  for  it ; 
it  is  a  very  nice  holding,  and  very  well  situated. 

2856.  Committee.]  I  just  want  to  ask  if  this  land  is  as  good  as  the  last  land? 
— It  is,  and  not  better. 

2857.  Why  have  you  dropped  2^.  an  acre  in  your  value? — I  valued  it  at  the 
very  lowest;  I  am  taking  it  as  low  as  I  could. 

2858.  I  understand  you  to  say  from  35^.  to  37^.  ?— It  is  worth  that

2873.  Was  he  objected  to  on  the  ground  of  value  ? — He  was. 

2874.  This  is  the  barony  of  Longford,  not  the  barony  of  Granard  ? — I  do  not 
know  the  barony.

Jamet  Armstrong,       ^875.  DID  you  visit  the  farm  of  Mark  O'Rorke  ? — I  was  at  the  farm.

2877.  Will  you  tell  the  Committee  what  sort  of  farm  it  is? — It  is  almost  one 
of  the  worst  farms  I  have  met  with  ;  it  is  a  long  strip  at  the  edge  of  a  lake,  and  it 
is  nearly  a  mile  from  the  Longford  road,  and  half  a  mile  from  the  Leitrim  road, 
and  no  road  of  any  kind  into  it. 

2878.  That  is  rather  disadvantageous  ? — Very  disadvantageous,  particularly  in 
a  neighbourhood  like  that  for  drawing  limestone,  &c. 

2879.  How  do  they  carry  the  produce  from  the  house  to  the  road  r — I  should 
imagine  it  must  be  on  horseback,  for  I  could  not  see  any  sort  of  road  for  a  cart. 

2880.  Was  there  any  part  of  the  farm  covered  with  water  ? — Part  of  it  I  could 
not  see,  because  it  was  covered  with  water  at  the  time. 

2881.  Was  the  part  so  covered  with  water  part  of  that  farm  of  22  acres? — 
I  was  informed  by  persons  that  I  conversed  with  that  it  was,  and  I  believe 
it  was. 

2882.  What  was  it  worth  per  acre,  according  to  the  best  of  vour  judgment  ? — 
The  value  I  put  upon  it,  which  I  considered  to  be  a  high  value,  was  16  s.  per 
ficre. 

2883.   Did 
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2883.  ^^^  y^^  see  any  heather  there  ? — Yes,  the  very  field  at  the  rear  of  the  Jmr<  AnmUmg^ 
house,  which  I  conceived  to  be  the  best,  after  it  had  been  out  of  course  for  a  few  — — — 
years,  had  returned  to  heather  again.  H  April  1837. 

2884.  And  you  believe  that  to  be  the  best  field  ? — I  believe  it  was ;  a  great 
deal  of  the  farm  was  deep  moor  and  unprofitable  land  ;  most  unprofitable  land.

2885.  Is  it  all  much  the  same  sort  of  land,  or  does  it  differ? — It  differs;  part 
of  it  is  moorish  ground,  and  there  is  bog  and  clay,  and  part  of  it  is  deep  bog. 

2886.  Then  I  understand  you  to  say,  that  there  is  deep  bog,  and  there  is  part 
of  it  moory  ground  ? — Yes. 

2887.  How  much  land  did  you  examine  there  altogether? — I  cannot  say  how 
much  land  there  was ;  the  boundaries  were  shown  to  me,  and  I  valued  it. 

2888.  Who  showed  you  the  boundaries  ? — Mr.  Morrison. 

2889.  He  told  you  what  was  O'Rorkes  land  ? — He  showed  me  the  boundaries, 
which  I  believed  to  be  the  meering. 

2890.  Can  you  tell  me  how  many  acres  about  there  seemed  to  be  ? — I  really 
cannot  say. 

2891.  Have  you  not  a  sufficient  recollection^  or  have  you  no  recollection  at  all 
about  it  ? — It  was  a  long  strip. 

2892.  Have  you  any  recollection  of  the  strip  of  land  you  have  been  speaking  of? 
— Perfectly. 

2893.  Can  you  not  tell  what  was  the  quantity  of  acres  it  consisted  of? — Perhaps 
between  10  and  18  acres. 

2894.  How  much  of  it  was  good  land,  and  how  much  bad  ? — There  was  none  of 
it  good. 

2895.  How  much  was  bad  land,  and  how  much  very  bad  land  ?  ^I  suppose  nearly 
one-third  of  it  was  moory  land. 

2896.  Committee.']  What  do  you  mean  by  moory  land  ? — Something  of  the  nature 
of  bog,  where  turf  has  been  cut. 

2897.  Land  of  that  description  does  not  enable  you  to  cut  peat  ?— It  is  the  most 
unprofitable  land  we  have. 

2898.  What  is  the  value  of  the  other  part,  not  of  this  description? — I  really 
believe  the  very  best  land  in  it  is  not  worth  17^.  per  acre. 

2899.  Would  the  worst  be  worth  16^.  or  17^.  per  acre  ? — The  value  I  laid  upon 
it,  including  the  house,  bam,  and  every  thing  connected  with  it,  was  16^.  an  acre, 
which  I  say  is  a  high  value  for  such  a  farm  as  this ;  if  I  valued  it  as  between 
landlord  and  tenant,  I  would  not  lay  such  a  value  on  it. 

2900.  You  say  about  one-third  of  what  you  saw  was  of  this  boggy  description  ; 
how  much  was  that  worth  per  acre  which  was  not  of  that  description  ? — I  believe 
the  very  best  of  it  was  not  worth  more  than  17^?.  an  acre. 

2901.  And  you  say  that  the  quantity  was  from  10  to  16  acres  ? — As  near  as  I 
can  recollect  now ;  it  was  not  a  matter  of  mine ;  it  was  only  to  show  me  what  were 
the  boundaries,  and  which  I  believe  to  be  the  boundaries. 

2902.  Mr.  Whitesides.]  When  you   speak  of  seeing  the  land,  you  mean  the 

land  which  you  saw  which  was  not  covered  with  water? — Yes.  ^

Examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

2903.  DO  you  know  the  townland  of  Cormakelly  ? — I  do,  perfectly  well.  fVilUmnSt^piemom. 

2904.  How  long  have  you  known  it  ? — Upwards  of  20  years  I  have  known  the       "•"""""• — 
townland. 

2905*  Do  vou  know  Mark  O'Rorke's  farm  ? — Very  well, 

2906.  Is  there  a  considerable  portion  of  it  covered  with  water  ? — ^There  is  in 
the  part  of  the  farm  along  the  edge  of  a  lake. 

2907.  What  is  that  which  is  not  along  the  edge  of  a  lake  ? — ^The  greater  part  of 
it  is  moory  land. 

2908.  What  is  the  value  you  put  upon  it,  cabin  and  all  ? — I  would  not  put  a 
penny  higher  than  1 6  ^.  an  acre ;  it  is  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  either  the  Leitrim 
or  the  Longford  road ;  I  think  so,  if  not  more.

2912.  Do  you  know  who  is  the  voter's  immediate  landlord? — I  believe  there 
are  two  or  three  landlords. 

2913.  Mr.  Robinson J\  How  do  you  know  that? — I  am  intimately  acquainted 
with  the  gentleman  who  owns  it,  Mr.  O'Brien. 

2914.  How  do  you  know  he  owns  it? — I  saw  him  receive  the  rent  there  a{ 
different  times  ;  there  are  three  or  four  landlords. 

2915.  Mr.  JVrangham.']  Do  you  know  that  Mr.  O'Brien,  your  acquaintance, 
who  receives  the  rent,  is  a  middle-man  under  another  landlord  ? — I  do. 

2916.  Committee.']  Is  Mr.  O'Brien  the  landlord? — He  is  one  of  the  landlords, 
and  Mr.  Lefroy  is  another  landlord ;  there  are  three  or  four  landlords. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

2917.  Did  you  canvass  any  of  Mr.  O'Brien's  tenants? — I  did  not  canvass  any  at 
all  for  Mr.  Fox,  except  one  house  beside  myself. 

2918.  You  did  not  ask  this  man  O'Rorke  to  vote? — I  did  not  see  the  man 
during  the  election. 

291 9.  Nor  before  the  election  ? — Except  half  a  year  or  a  year  before  I  met  him 
drawing  limestone  at  Ballinalee. 

2920.  On  that  occasion  did  you  ask  him  to  vote? — No,  I  did  not. 

2921.  You  never  did? — No,  not  for  Mr.  Fox. 

2922.  Did  you  ever  ask  any  person  to  vote  for  anybody  ? — I  asked  him  to  vote 
for  Mr.  Lefroy  about  four  years  ago. 

2923.  Does  he  hold  the  same  land  now  ? — I  think  he  does. 

2924.  Is  it  very  unusual  to  carry  limestone  on  horseback  in  mountainous  coun-* 
ties  in  Ireland  ? — ^They  could  not  bring  it  in  any  other  way. 

2925.  How  long  have  you  known  the  land  ? — I  have  known  it  these  20  years, 

2926.  You  knew  it  before  you  asked  the  person  to  vote  for  Mr.  Lefroy  ?—  I  did 
long  before  that. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

2927.  My  friend  has  asked  you  whether  it  is  unusual  to  carry  lime  on  horse- 
back ;  is  it  usual  to  pay  a  high  rent  for  land  where  there  is  no  road  to  it^  and  you 
are  obliged  to  take  lime  on  horseback? — I  think  not. 

2928.  You  canvassed  this  voter  about  four  years  ago? — It  is  seven  years  ago 
now ;  it  was  the  time  of  the  Reform  registry.

2930.  And  you  told  me  Mr.  Lefroy  was  his  landlord  ? — He  was. 

2931.  You  asked  him  to  vote  for  Lefroy? — Yes. 

2932.  Mr.  Robinson,']  Recollect  yourself,  and  tell  us  when  it  was  you  can- 
vassed him  ? — I  think  it  was  about  four  years  ago,  at  the  time  of  the  Reform, 
registry.

2935.  What  was  the  quantity  ?  —  Twenty-two  acres. 

2936.  What  was  the  valuation  ? — Fourteen  shillings  the  highest,  I  should  say. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

2937.  Are  you  sure,  at  this  distance  of  time,  there  was  no  other  Mark  O'Rorke 
at  Cormakelly  at  that  time  r — I  think  very  likely  it  might  have  been  Matthew 
O'Rorke  at  that  time. 

2938.  On  what  principle  did  you  make  the  valuation  r — The  same  principle  as 
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Ike  rest  of  the  parish;  I  valued  14  acres  of  the  second  class^  and  eight  of  the 
third- 

iigsg.  And  the  first  class  is  from  27  s.  to  30  s.  ? — Yes,  there  is  none  of  the  first 
class  here. 

2940.  How  much  is  the  second  class  ?^ — ^That  is  from  14*.  to  16*.  and  18*.  j  it 
is  a  particularly  bad  farm,  and  therefore  I  say  16*.,  which  is  between  the  two. 

2941.  When  did  you  see  it  last? — I  have  not  been  on  the  land  since  1831. 

2942.  Do  you  recollect  it  very  well? — I  was  tithe  commissioner  in  the  neigh- 
bouring townships,  and  they  were  only  classed  last  year. 

2943.  How  much  of  the  third  class  is  there  ? — Eight  acres. 

2944.  I  forget  what  you  said  that  was? — Seven  shillings;  there  was  nothing 
placed  in  that  class  except  unreclaimed  rocky  ground,  or  bog  with  the  turf  out. 

2945.  Do  I  understand  you  that  is  the  full  value  ? — I  do  think  it  is. 

2946.  You  made  your  tithe  valuation  on  that  principle  ? — ^We  made  it  on  the 
principle  that  the  tenant  ought  to  live  by  it.  I  should  say,  if  the  tenant  lived  like 
his  own  hog,  he  could  not  pay  more  than  17*.  or  18*.  an  acre. 

2947.  Then  you  valued  it  rather  low  ? — We  valued  it  to  give  the  tenant  a  fair 
interest,  as  I  conceive  I  ought  to  value  property  if  I  valued  it  for  my  employer 
as  a  land-agent. 

2948.  Committee.}  On  your  valuation  of  14*.  an  acre,  would  the  tenant,  in  your 
opinion,  have  a  beneficial  advantage  equal  to  10/.  ? — Certainly  not;  three  or  four 
shillings  an  acre  would  be  the  utmost  beneficial  interest  he  could  have. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.'] 
Mr.  fVrangham.}  That  is  the  case  against  the  vote.

— Yes  ;  he  showed  me  the  land,  and  told  me 
it  was  22  acres.

2955.  You  say  with  the  house  and  offices  ? — Yes. 

2956.  What  sort  of  a  house  and  offices  is  it? — It  is  a  mud-wall  house,  stone 
and  mud ;  stone  in  the  under  part,  and  mud  all  the  upper. 

2957.  Is  it  not  in  a  wretched  state  ? — Indeed  it  is  not  in  good  order. 

2958.  Now  as  to  the  land  ;  did  you  go  into  the  field  just  behind  the  house  .^ — 
I  did,  and  I  can  describe  it. 

2959.  Did  you  see  any  thing  like  heather  growing  there? — There  is  a  kind  of 
blackish  moss,  or  so  ;  a  narrow  strip  by  a  rivulet. 

5960.  Something  like  the  appearance  of  a  bog  ? — Yes. 

2961.  Is  it  not  just  like  it? — It  is  not,  because  I  do  not  think  there  is  turf  on 
it ;  it  is  a  bad  description  of  land  ;  it  is  what  1  call  waste,  generally  given  in  to 
land. 

2962.  Do  you  know  any  road  that  comes  near  it  ? — I  believe  they  are  very  badly 
off  for  want  of  roads ;  I  was  obliged  to  leave  the  car  at  a  distance  to  walk  to  the 
place.

3337.  Did  you  know  that  farm  many  years  ? — I  know  it  as  long  as  I  know  my 
own  land  ;  it  is  just  adjoining  it. 

3338.  Will  you  tell  the  Committee,  from  your  knowledge  of  it,  what  rent  a 
solvent  tenant  could  afford  to  pay  for  it  ?— rThirty-five  shillings  would  be  the  out- 
side value.

3347.  His  father  lived  there  before  him,  did  he  not  ? — He  did. 

3348.  Committee.']  Is  your  land  adjoining  it  ? — The  land  I  reside  on. 

3349.  Is  there  any  of  that  land  you  pay  rent  for? — Yes. 

3350.  How  much  do  you  pay  an  acre? — I  pay  for  the  land  I  live  on,  17  Irish 
shillings  an  acre,

<wo  shillings.  . 

3355.  That,  you  think,  is  an  extreme  rent  ? — Yes,  for  a  solvent  tenant. 

3356.  I  am  not  asking  as  to  those  tenants  who  pay  a  high  rent  by  the  process 
of  exhaustion,  but  a  fair  farming  tenant  ?— I  do  not  include  that  class  of  tenants. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

3357.  Have  you  been  accustomed  to  value  land  ? — No,  except  so  far  as  letting 
my  own  land  and  my  own  observation. 

3358.  Did  you  ever  fix  a  value  on  land,  except  for  election  purposes? — Not 
except  as  to  letting  my  own  latid. 

3359.  How  long  were  you  about  Patrick  Magrath*s  premises  ?—  I  dare  say  an 
hour  or  less ;  not  quite  an  hour. 

3360.  Was  it  near  an  hour  ? — We  walked  over  two  farms  adjoining  at  the  same 
time,  and  I  dare  say  we  were  there  an  hour. 

3361.  Did  you  go  with  Johnstone? — =1  did,

3364.  Have  you  gone  over  the  farm  of  Patrick  Magrath  ? — I  have.

3368.  Mr.  Wrangham.']  When  did  you  make  that  entry  ?— The  very  moment 
I  valued  the  farm. 

3369.  Mr.  Robinson,]  Tell  me  the  value  of  that,  taking  every  thing  into  consi- 
deration ? — ^Taking  every  thing  into  consideration,  the  house  and  the  improvements, 
I  va.aed  the  land  at  2/.  lOi.  per  acre;  2/.  2s.  without  the  house  and  improve- 
ments ;  with  the  house  and  improvements  I  valued  it  at  2/.  10  ^.  If  it  were  without 
the  house  or  offices,  then  I  would  set  it  at  2  /.  2t.  an  acre  for  a  solvent  tenant, 
but  with  them  it  would  be  21.  lOs. ;  and  some  of  the  witnesses  who  came  in  to 
prove  otherwise,  admitted  to  me  outside  that  the  man  had  a  fair  interest  in  his 
land. 

3370.  WTio  was  that  ? — Andrew  Johnstone. 

3371.  What  does  the  land  let  for  in  that  neighbourhood?— I  know  John 
OTarrell,  the  brother  of  the  member  for  Kildare,  within  a  mile  or  two,  has  some 
land  set  at  2/.  8i.  an  acre,  and  the  rents  are  all  paid. 

3372.  Is  that  land  of  about  the  same  description  ? — Yes ;  I  think  it  would  give 
about  20  barrels  of  oats  to  the  acre ;  the  same  that  I  know  this  farm  would. 

3373*  And  about  the  same  degree  of  productiveness  as  you  speak  of  ?— Yes,  1 
think  sa 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  IVrangham. 

3374.  Who  is  the  landlord  of  this  farm  ?—  He  is  not  a  resident  in  Lisfarrell ; 
I  forget  his  name. 

3375«  Whom  does  this  man  hold  of? — I  tell  you  I  forget  his  name. 

3376.  There  are  two,  are  there  not ;  there  is  a  middle-man  and  head  laiidlord  ? 
-^I  do  not  know  that  there  is  ;  I  rather  think  there  is  not. 

3377*  Is  ^^  usual  mode  of  valuing  lands  to  value  them  at  so  much,  and  the 
house  at  so  much,  separately,  or  to  value  the  two  together  ?~  Lands  are  usuaHy 
set  out  without  the  house ;  but  when  the  house  and  offices  are  along  with  them, 
they  are  more  valuable  than  otherwise. 

3378.  Is  it  not  usual,  in  valuing  a  farm  for  the  purpose  of  setting  it,  to  value 
it  at  so  much  per  acre,  including  the  house  ? — I  think  so ;  but  if  you  refer  to 
the  memorandum  I  made  at  the  time,  what  I  said  was,  the  house,  with  the  im- 
provements, was  worth  AL  per  annum,  and  the  land  would  be  worth  21.  2  s.  zn 
acrCi  which  would  bring  it  up  to  the  quantity  of  land  the  man  holds  to  about 
2/.  10  5.  an  acre. 

3379*  How  long  have  you  been  in  the  habit  of  valuing  land  ? — Since  I  have 
been  13  years  old ;  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  dealing  as  a  farmer. 

3380.  How  long  have  you  been  in  the  habit  of  valuing  lapd  before  ?— I  never 
valued  land  before  except  on  this ;  I  know  the  value  of  my  own  knowledge, 
holding  from  300  to  400  acres  myself,  and  being  in  the  habit  of  setting  land  of 
my  own  to  tenants. 

3381.  You  never  valued  before,  except  on  this  occasion? — Never  on  such  a 
subject  as  this;  1  have  valued  land  often  for  my  own  affairs  and  the  afiairsof 
others. 

3382.  How  long  have  you  held  this  land  which  you  talk  about^  these  300  or 
400  acres  ? — I  have  held  what  I  hold  in  Longford  for  the  last  seven  years. 

3383-  How  much  is  that  ? — Something  short  of  100  acres. 

3384.  How  much  short? — I  think  it  is  beyond  90  ;  there  is  more  in  the  lease  ; 
in  the  lease  I  have  there  is  130  Irish  acres,  but  there  is  some  bog  included ;  the 
arable  land  is  beyond  90  acres. 

3385.  You  have  a  farm  of  90  acres  of  arable  land  ? — Yes. 

3386.  And  this  is  an  estate,  as  my  friend  calls  it,  of  nine  acres,  this  one  of 
Patrick  Magrath's  ?^ — I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  nine  or  ten ;  I  am  not  a  land 
surveyor. 

3387.  Is  this  your  memorandum  of  it :  Patrick  Magrath,  of  Lisfarrell ;  what 
is  the  meaning  of  that? — {pointing  to  sotne  entry. ^--l  thought  there  were  12  Irish 
acres  ;  I  am  since  told  that  there  were  only  10  ;  I  am  not  a  land-surveyor. 

3388.  You  tctot  down  in  your  note  12  Irish  acres ;  be  good  enough  to  go  on? 
— At  27^4  per  acre,  equal  to  205. }  good  house  and  very  good  offices ;  the  house 
and  improvements  worth  4/.  per  annum,  and  the  land  worth  21. 

3389.  What 
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33S9.  What  is  the  sort  of  persdo  who  could  take  a  farm-house  without  taking    Dmm  ffCotmor. 
H  farm ;  how  could  you  find  a  tenant  to  give  41.  for  the  house  with  the  farming-       ■    ■ 
offices,  without  taking  the  farm  along  with  it  ? — ^You  would,  if  there  is  only  half  a     W  *?*  iSagr, 
rood  of  land  along  with  it ;  I  know  houses  that  set  at  3/.  or  4/.  a  year  not  one- 
third  so  good  as  that. 

3390.  You  valued  the  land  separately  from  the  house? — I  did. 

3391.  I  ask  3rou,  if  you  ever  heard  of  such  a  thing  as  letting  the  farm*hbuse 
apart  from  the  farm  ? — I  have. 

33912.  I  ask  you  this  question,  do  you  know  and  can  you  mention  one  instance 
where  the  farm-house  and  farm-buildings  are  let  to  a  different  person  from  the 
person  to  whom  the  farm  is  let  ? — By  the  way  you  put  the  question,  you  seem  tOr 
say  there  is  a  large  quantity  of  the  farm;  but  where  there  is  a  small  quantity  of  the 
farm,  such  things  are  quite  common. 

3393*  Mention  an  instance  where  the  farm  is  to  let  to  one  person,  and  the  house 
and  offices  to  another  ? — I  could  give  an  instance. 

3394.  Then  mention  one? — Mr.  Vincent,  of  Tullabore,  had  a  house  with  about 
half  an  acre  of  land,  and  16  acres  of  land  separate  from  it,  for  which  he  wai^ 
paying  14/.  or  15/.  a  year,  and  16  acres  of  land  set  separate  from  it,  let  at  2/.  2^. 
an  acre. 

3395.  Is  that  a  cabin  like  this  ? — It  is  a  better  description  of  house  than  this. 

3396.  It  is  let  as  a  place  to  reside  in,  let  as  a  residence  to  Mr.  Vincent  ? — All 
houses  are  for  men  to  reside  in. 

3397.  But  they  are  not  all  for  Mr.  Vincent,  of  Tullabore,  to  reside  in  ;  this  is 
let  to  Mr.  Vincent  ? — Yes. 

3398.  Is  that  at  all  the  same  description  of  house  as  this  one  of  Patrick  Magrath's 
is  ? — It  is  a  better  house. 

3399.  Is  it  not  a  great  deal  better  house  ? — It  is  not  a  great  deal. 

3400.  Now  you  said  something  that  Johnstone,  one  of  the  witnesses,  said  to  you  ; 
pray  what  were  the  words  he  used  ? — Drawing  conclusions  between  a  man  of  the 
name  of  Whelan  and  Magrath^s  vote,  he  thought  Magrath  had  a  very  good  interest 
in  his  land,  but  Whelan  had  not  so  good. 

3401.  Do  you  mean  to  say  this,  that  Johnstone  said  that  he  had  an  mtereit  of 
10 /.  over  and  above  his  rent  ?— I  do  not  say  that  he  said  any  such  thing. 

3402.  What  did  he  say  ? — He  gave  me  to  understand  the  man  had  a  very  good 
interest  in  his  land. 

3403.  I  suppose  you  take  a  considerable  interest  in  elections,  do  you  ?— No 
more  than  any  other  man  of  my  politics  in  Ireland. 

3404.  Are  you  not  a  warm  partisan  at  elections  ? — I  do  the  best  for  any  man 
that  I  vote  for ;  no  one  can  accuse  me  of  being  corrupt. 

3405.  Have  you  not  been  expressing  yourself  outside  pretty  strongly  on  this 
inquiry? — I  have  heard  on  the  other  side  expressions  quite  as  strong;  I  have 
heard  Mr.  Horsman  accused  of  taking  a  golden  pill,  and  that  would  enrage  any 
man. 

3406.  Have  you  not  been  using  strong  expressions  as  to  the  conduct  of  this 
Committee  ? — When  I  heard  Mr»  Horsman  accused  of  taking  a  golden  pill, 
perhaps  I  said  there  were  persons  on  the  other  side  quite  as  corrupt 

3407.  1  want  an  answer  to  a  general  question,  whether  you  have  not,  in  your 
zeal  for  your  party,  been  using  strong  language  as  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
Committee  ? — ^I  do  not  wish  to  say  any  thing  that  would  be  offensive  to  a  Com- 
mittee, which  is  the  highest  tribunal  in  the  land. 

3408.  Did  you  or  did  you  not  do  so  in  the  other  room  ? — I  said  I  doubted  the 
correctness  of  the  decisions,  and  I  do  so  still. 

3409.  I  ask  you,  on  your  .  oath,  was  that  all  you  said,  and  do  you  mean  te 
represent  that  to  the  Committee  ? — I  said  more,  certainly. 

3410.  You  said  a  good  deal  more  i — Yes,  and  I  heard  a  great  deal  more  on  the 
other  side. 

3411.  I  ask  you  what  you  said  yourself;  did  you  not  say  a  great  deal  more 
than  you  have  repeated  here  r — I  said  more,  and  I  heard  more. 

3412.  Did  you  not  use  more  violent  language  than  that  which  you  have  repre^ 
seated  here  ? —

^  3413.  My  friend  has  asked  you  whether  you  have  ever  known  one  of  the  cabins 

55  April  18371     ^y  houses  let  without  the  land  ;  have  you  ever  known  land  let  without  a  house  ?— 
Certainly. 

3414.  When  it  is  let  without  a  house,  does  it  let  for  less  per  acre  than  when  it 
is  let  with?— Certainly. 

3415.  My  friend  asked  you  whether  it  is  usual  to  let  land  with  a  house  or 
without  a  house ;  did  you  value  this  land  with  the  house,  and  did  you  value  it 
without  the  house?— Just  so. 

3416.  If  it  was  to  let  now,  what  do  you  think  he  would  get  for  it  with  the  house? 
— ^Two  pounds  ten  shillings  an  acre  from  a  solvent  tenant. 

3417*  Committee.']  Would  you  give  that  yourself,  if  you  wanted  a  thing  of  the 
kind  J — I  would. 

3418.  You  say  that  positively  ? — I  do  ;  and  from  the  value  of  land  in  Ireland, 
any  little  capital  in  the  country  being  brought  to  bear  on  land  and  small  farms 
of  that  kind  renders  it  more  valuable  than  it  otherwise  would  be. 

3419.  You  swear  that  ? — Yes. 

3420.  Mr.  Wrangham.]  For  what  term  would  you  give  that ;  you  say  2  /.  10*. ; 
would  you  give  21.  10  s.  for  it,  taking  it  for  a  year  or  two  ? — Should  I  be  in  the 
rank  of  life  to  require  it,  the  longer  the  lease  would  be,  the  better  I  would  like  it. 

3421.  You  think  the  longer  the  term,  the  higher  the  value  is? — Yes;  that 
renders  it  more  valuable  to  the  lower  classes  in  Ireland. 

3422.  Suppose  the  land  is  not  forced,  supposing  it  is  in  an  ordinary  state  of  cul- 
tivation, would  the  land  be  of  more  value  to  let  for  a  longer  term  ?— Of  course. 

3423.  Suppose  it  to  be  at  the  moment  in  a  forced  state  of  cultivation,  so  as  to 
exhaust  the  land,  it  would  be  of  more  value  for  a  single  year? — The  land  is  in  a 
good  state  of  cultivation. 

3424.  Supposing  other  land — land,  generally  speaking ;  supposing  it  is  for  the 
time  in  a  state  of  forced  cultivation,  would  it  let  for  more  for  a  single  year  than  a 
term? — For  part  of  it  I  would  give  71.  or  8/.  an  acre  for  one  year,  to  let  in  con- 
acre ;  it  would  set  at  7  /.  or  8  /.  an  acre  for  a  single  year. 

3425.  Do  you  know  any  instance  of  a  man  letting  land  in  this  neighbourhood 
at  2  /.  10 >.  an  acre? — I  have  given  you  the  name  of  Mr.  Farrell,  the  brother  of 
the  Member  for  Kildare,  who  lets  land  at  2  /.  8  ^. ;  my  cousin  was  his  agent. 

3426.  Where  is  that  ? — Within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  this  land,  and  perhaps 
nearer. 

3427.  And  you  swear  his  land  is  of  the  same  quality  as  this? — Upon  my  oath, 
I  think  this  farm  is  as  good  land ;  the  parish  of  Ardagh  and  the  barony  of  Ardagh 
^re  considered  the  best  land  in  the  county  of  Longford. 

3428.  Mr.  Whitesides.]  Better  than  Granard  ? — I  think  it  is  as  good. 

3429.  You  hold  land  in  the  county  of  Longford  yourself? — Yes,  about  100 
acres  ;  there  are  130  in  my  lease,  but  the  rest  is  bog,  and  improved  bog. 

3430.  What  sort  of  rent  do  you  pav,  and  for  what  term  of  years  ? — I  pay  35*. 
an  acre ;  it  is  in  the  same  barony  as  this,  and  I.  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  I  clear 
ly.  an  acre  by  it ;  I  keep  my  accounts,  and,  after  paying  all  expenses,  I  have  do 
hesitation  in  saying  I  clear  1  /.  an  acre  by  it 

3431.  Is  it  in  the  same  state  of  cultivation  as  this,  or  not? — Yes,  it  is  part  for 
grazing  and  part  for  tillage ;  by  grazing  what  is  not  so  profitable,  I  clear  what 
I  tell  you. 

3432;  Is  this  not  as  good  as  your  best  land  ? — I  think,  in  the  ordinary  run,  it 
is  as  good  as  that. 

3433.  Is  this  as  good  as  your  best  ? — I  have  a  ten-acre  field  in  it,  and  I  would 
not  say  this  is  as  good  as  that  ten-acre  field,  but,  on  an  average  of  my  farm,  I 
think  it  is  as  good  ;  I  have  a  ten-acre  field  by  which  I  have  cleared  50/.,  without 
putting  any  manure  on  it  these  five  years. 

*  3434*  Mr.  fFrangkam.]  You  put  no  manure  on  it  for  five  years  ? — Without  put- 
ting manure  on  it;  I  did  not  manure  it  for  five  years  ;  I  got  five  crops  from  that 
meadow* 

3435.  Without  any  manure? — Yes,  I  am  speaking  of  one  ten-acre  field,  and  I 
would  not  say  Magrath*s  farm  is  as  good  as  that ;  but,  taking  it  on  the  whole,  it  is 
as  good  land. 

3436.  Is  not  taking  five  crops  running,  without  any  manure,  exhausting  the 
land  ? — I  was  obliged  to  graze  it. 

The 
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The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw ;  the  Committee-room  was  cleared; 
on  CouDsel  and  Agents  being  called  in,  they  were  informed  by  the  Chair* 
man  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the  following  resolution : —

—I  did, 

3554.  Did  he  do  so  at  your  request? — Yes. 

3555.  Did  you  value  the  farm  ? — I  did. 

3556.  Do  you  know  the  place? — There  are  three;  they  hold  it  in  common; 
I  could  not  exactly  see  which  was  Heslin's  farm  of  the  three. 

3557.  What  value  did  you  put  on  that  land? — ^Thirty-five  shillings  an  acre;  it 
is  all  the  same  description  of  land,  there  ia  no  difference  in  the  holding;  the  three 
are  the  same. 

3558.  Who  was  with  you? — Richardson. 

3559.  Anybody  else  ? — The  landlord,  Mr.  Little. 
356a  Did  you  see  the  tenant  there  ? — No. 

3561.  On  that  occasion  you  valued  the  land  in  company  with  Little  and 
Richardson  ? — Yes. 

3562.  What  rent  do  you  believe  a  solvent  and  responsible  tenant  could  afford 
to  pay  for  this  farm ;  you  say  these  farms  are  all  of  the  same  description  ? — They 
are,  and  I  should  not  have  known  which  was  which,  unless  the  landlord  had 
pointed  out  the  land-marks.

5*.  an  acre  as  the  highest  value 
which  a  tenant  could  give  in  the  shape  of  rent? — Yes. 

3574.  I  understand  you  to  say  that  the  utmost  profit  in  the  shape  of  additional 
rent  a  tenant  could  obtain  would  be  2s.  an  acre? — I  think  so.

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3575.  The  landlord  was  with  you  the  whole  time?-^He  was,  from  the  time  I   Andrew  Johnstone.

3576.  Committee.]  I  believe  you  described  yourself  as  a  magistrate  for   the     «5  April  1837, 
county  of  Longford  ?-t-I  do  hold  the  commission  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of 
Longford. 

3577.  Are  you  a  professional  valuer  of  property  ? — I  am  not. 

3578.  Is  it  common  for  magistrates  of  the  county  of  Longford  to  serve  notices? 
— 1  was  most  reluctant  to  do  it  in  this  and  the  adjoining  case. 

3579.  What  overcame  that  reluctance? — Richardson  was  with  me ;  I  do  not  know 
what  his  reason  was  for  asking  me  to  do  it ;  if  I  had  time  to  consider  it,  I  would  not 
have  done  it;  it  is  the  onfy  thing  connected  with  this  business  that  I  regret, 
serving  those  two.  notices.

3587.  Are  there  offices  attached  to  it? — There  are  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road ;

3591  •  Is  it  good  land  or  not  ? — ^There  are  none  of  it  of  the  first  quality. 

3592.  I  ask  you  whether  it  is  good  land  or  not  ? — ^There  is  part  of  it  moory  Ian  J, 
"not  bad,  and  part  of  it  bottoms,  which  I  consider  very  bad. 

3593.  You  say  there  is  part  not  bad,  and  part  of  it  very  bad ;  is  there  any  tolerably 
good  ? — I  will  not  say  there  is  any  of  it  what  t  call  good  land. 

3594-  There  is  none  bad,  is  there? — ^There  are  some  bottoms  very  bad.

— I  do^  because  I  recollect  the  James 
Farrell  who  lives  in  Longford  holds  no  land. 

3770.  Mr.  Robimon.']  Do  you  recollect  the  person  of  James  Farrell,  who  did 
come  up  to  register,  from  what  you  have  there  ? — I  do. 

3771.  As  wr  as  that  note  goes,  it  might  have  been  one  Farrell  or  the  other? 
—  It  could  not  be  the  Farrell  in  Longford,  because  he  holds  no  land. 

3772.  Committee.']  Was  he  registered  ? — Yes,  at  the  time. 

3773.  Then  you  are  not  enabled  to  say  whether  there  are  more  than  two  James 
Farrells  on  the  register  ? — No. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.] 

Mr.  John  V.  Crawford^  re-called. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 
Mr.  3774-  IS  there  another  James  Farrell  on  the  register  ?— There  is. 

J.  V.  Crawford.        3775-  Another  besides  the  two  that  have  been  spoken  of? — There  are  two  in 
— —      the  barony  of  Ardagh ;  there  v»ras  a  third,  but  he  is  dead. 

3776.  Committee.]  Besides  the  one  at  Longford? — ^There  are  two  James  Far- 
rells, of  Loughall. 

3777.  Mr.  ff^hitesides.]  When  was  he  registered  ? — He  was  registered  before 
the  Reform  Act;  he  was  registered  in  1829. 

3778.  Mr.  Robinson.]  Would  not  he  be  registered  also  under  the  Reform  Act? 
— He  might  if  he  liked. 

3779.  Committee.]  But  was  he  ? — ^Yes,  he  was  re-r^istered. 

3780.  Mr.Whitesid€i.]  He  made  no  fresh  affidavit  ? — No,  there  was  no  occasion 
to  make  a  fresh  one. 

3781.  Mr.  Robinson.]  He  might  have  been  objected  to,  though  he  was  re- 
gistered under  the  Reform  Act  ? — I  do  not  say  any  thing  of  that. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

3782.  I  believe  you  are  clerk  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Longford^ — I  anu 

3783.  I  suppose  you  are  a  professional  gentleman? — No,  I  am  not. 

3784.  Do  you  know  any  thing  of  the  value  of  land? — Yes,  I  do. 

3785.  A  lease  for  ever,  it  idoes  not  signify  the  quantity,  we  will  say,  of  average 
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land,  what  do  you  considi^*  to  be  the  value  per  acre  of  a  lease  for  ever,  if  the  land  Mr.    . 

is  worth  1  /.  per  acre? — I  do  not  know  this  man's  land*  •'•  ^-  Crov^ford. 

3786*  I  ask  you  of  land,  generally,  at  1  /.  per  acre  ? — I  could  not  form  any  opi-  'T     . 

nion  of  it ;  I  never  interfered  in  the  value  of  land  at  all ;  I  merely  hold  some  ^      ^'^*  *  ^^ 
myself. 

Mr.  Arthur  GriffilhSj  sworn. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Whilesides. 

3787.  YOU  are  a  solicitor,  I  believe?— Yes.  Mr.  A.  Gfiffia* 

3788.  Well  acquainted  with  the  county  of  Longford  ? — I  am,  — — _ 

3789.  You  amended  the  registry,  I  believe,  on  many  occasions  ? — I  did. 

3790.  Were  you  present  at  the  registry  of  Farrell  with  the  last  witness  Ganly 
at  the  Reform  registry  sessions? — I  was  present  at  the  registry  of  Farrell  at  the 
same  time  that  Ganly  was. 

3791.  Do  you  know  the  man  ? — I  know  James  Farrell,  of  LoughalL 

3792.  Did  you  see  him  register  in  November? — I  saw  him  in  October  or 
November  1832. 

3793.  At  the  Reform  registry? — Yes. 

3794.  Have  you  ever  happened  to  see  his  lease,  if  you  know  the  individwaj? 
— I  have* 

3795.  And  read  it? — Yes. 

3796.  Will  you  tell  the  Committee  what  the  rent  was  at  which  he  held  ? — 
He  paid  14^.  T d.  an  acre;  there  are  five  or  six  difterent  persons,  and  they  pay 
14^.  Id.  an  acre  for  the  land,  and  they  hold  seven  acres  one  pood  and  some 
perches  each. 

3797.  And  you  know  the  individual  himself? — I  do  personally,  and  I  know 
bis  hmd. 

3798.  Is  this  near  your  Icmd,  may  I  ask  you  ? — Yes,  it  is  very  near  it ;  I  have 
lived  many  years  in  the  next  meering  to  it,  and  1  have  lands  now  very  close  to  it. 

3799.  Have  you  ever  employed  this  very  man  to  work  ? — I  have  employed  him 
to  write  as  a  clerk  sometimes,  and  to  do  business  for  me. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

3800.  How  many  James  Farrells  do  you  know  ?-^I  know  three,  not  all  of  this 
land  ;  there  are  two  James  Farrells,  of  LoughalK 

3801.  Which  is  this  one? — ^Theyboth  registered. 

3802.  Committee.l  Out  of  the  same  land  ? — Yes,  jointly,  the  same  quantity  and 
the  same  rent 

3803.  Mr.  Robinson^  You  have  seen  the  lease? — I  have. 

3804.  What  is  the  number  of  acres  in  it  ? — I  cannot  tell  you  exactly  the  number 
of  acres. 

3805.  You  say  you  saw  the  lease?— I  did. 

3806*  How  many  acres,  as  far  as  you  recollect,  were  demised  by  that  lease  ? 
— I  cannot  exactly  tell  you. 

3807.  I  did  not  ask  you  that ;  I  say  as  near  as  you  can  recollect  ? — I  cannot 
tell  you. 

3808.  T)o  you  mean  to  say  you  have  no  recollection  whether  it  was  more  than 
seven  or  20  ? — It  was  a  great  deal  more  than  either. 

3809.  Do  I  understand  you  it  was  a  lease  to  this  voter  and  several  others  ? — 
It  was  a  lease  to  this  voter's  father  and  another  person,  and  their  children  divided 
it  among  themselves. 

3810.  Committee.']  And  a  lease  for  ever? — Yes,  a  lease  for  lives,  renewable 
for  ever. 

3811.  Mr.  Whitesides.']  Is  it  in  existence? — I  am  not  certain  it  is;  there  are 
two  lives  dead,  and  I  am  not  sure  whether  the  third  life  is  in  existence  or  not. 

3812.  Committee.']  You  consider  a  lease  for  ever  adds  very  much  to  the  value 
of  the  holding  per  acre  ? — I  could  get  more  rent  for  it ;  but  I  do  not  think  a  tenant 
could  pay  more  rent  for  it. 

3813.  He  has  an  interest  in  the  lease  for  ever  above  the  rent  which  he  pays? — 
Yes ;  it  would  not  produce  a  higher  acreable  value,  though  it  would  sell  much 
higher;  no  man  could  pay  more  rent  for  the. land  than  it  is  worth. 

3814.  If  the  lease  was  for  sale,  the  lease  itself  would  produce  a  considerable 
consideration  ? — It  would  sell,  but  no  tenant  could  pay  a  higher  rent  out  of  a 
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Mr.  A^  Griffiths,    lease  for  ever  than  he  could  out  of  a  lease  for  three  lives;  land  is  not  worth  more  in 

'      the  one  instance  than  the  other. 

«6  April  1837.         3815.  But  there  is  a  greater  interest  in  the  occupier  ? — If  selling  out,  there  is ; 
but  no  greater. 

3810.  Would  not  a  man  hazard  more  in  improvements  on  land  which  he  had 
on  such  conditions  ? — He  would. 

3817.  And  by  such  improvements  would  he  not  give  himself  the  chance  of  a 
greater  produce  from  the  land  ? — If  he  made  those  improvements,  he  would. 

3818.  You  say  this,  that  though  a  man  would  not  give  a  greater  rent  for  the 
lairf  by  the  acre,  yet  he  would  give  a  sum  of  money  for  the  lease? — I  say  he 
would  ffive  a  greater  rent  and  a  greater  sum  for  the  lease ;  but  I  do  not  conceive 
he  could  pay  a  higher  rent  out  of  the  one  than  the  other. 

3819.  Supposing  this  person  wished  to  part  with  the  taking,  would  he  not  get 
a  consideration  for  the  term  ? — Certainly  he  would. 

3820.  Are  you  a  magistrate  ? — No,  I  am  not. 

3821.  Mr.  iVhitesidcs,']  This  land  is  near  you,  as  I  understand  ? — It  is, 

3822.  Will  you  state  to  the  Committee,  according  to  the  best  of  your  judgment, 
what  16  the  rent  a  solvent  tenant  could  pay  for  it,  according  to  your  knowledge 
Dnd  judgment  in  this  matter  7 — I  think  the  land  is  worth,  if  it  were  in  a  common 
lease,  it  would  be  only  worth  30^. ;  and  in  a  lease  for  ever,  it  might  set  for  a 
couple  of  shillings  more ;  I  know  this  man  has  taken  ground  close  to  it  at  30^., 
which  is  much  better. 

3823.  Is  that  the  usual  rent  now  paid  ? — The  rents  are  different ;  they  differ 
according  to  the  quality  of  the  land. 

3824.  Has  he  made  any  particular  valuable  improvements  on  this  farm,  this 
James  Farrell  ? — He  has  a  comfortable  house,  though  it  is  an  old  house. 

3825. .  Including  that  old  house,  giving  him  full  credit  for  it,  is  your  estimate 
of  what  the  farm  would  produce  what  you  have  stated  to  the  Committee  ? — It  is; 
it  would  not  be  worth  within  5/.  an  acre  of  it,  if  it  was  not  for  the  house. 

3826.  You  swear  the  highest  rent  a  solvent  tenant  could  pay  for  that  would  be 
32^.  an  acre,  including  the  house? — I  think  so. 

3827.  Was  you  present  when  James  Farrell  was  registered? — Yes. 

3828.  And  you  know  the  individual  ? — Yes,  that  is  his  handwriting — [looking  at 
the  certificate  of  regutry.'] 

3829.  Committee.']  I  understand  you  cannot  inform  the  Committee  the  quantity 
of  land  this  man  has? — I  know  it  very  well ;  seven  acres  one  rood  and  something 
less  than  thirty  perches ;  and  each  of  the  persons  have  the  same,  except  one  mm. 

3830.  Was  you  present  when  he  voted?— Not  the  last  time  he  voted ;  I  saw 
him  in  the  booth  ;  I  did  not  see  him  vote. 

3831.  That  very  person? — Yes. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

3832.  Did  not  most  of  the  voters  vote  on  that  occasion ;  did  not  most  of  the 
persons  on  the  register  vote  ? — Yes ;  he  first  said  he  would  not  vote,  and  after- 
wards he  told  me  he  was  obliged  to  vote. 

3833.  You  say  you  are  acquainted  with  this  man,  James  Farrell  ? — Yes. 
5834.  Have  yoa  ever  seen  him  write  ? — Yes. 

3835.  When?— I  have  seen  him  write  within  the  last  month. 

3836.  You  have  no  doubt  this  is  his  handwriting  ?  —I  have  no  doubt  of  it 

3837.  You  have  spoken  about  the  house  on  this  land ;  what  account  do  yoa 
give  of  it? — I  say  it  is  a  comfortable  house. 

3838.  Is  it  not  a  very  good  house  indeed  ? — It  is  not  a  very  good  house  ;  it  is 
seven  feet  high  on  the  side-wall;  it  is  comfortable,  and  he  keeps  it  in  good 
order, 

3839.  These  leases  that  are  renewable  for  ever,  are  they  not  usually  at  a  low 
rent  ? — They  are,  but  they  were  not  originally  made  at  a  low  rent. 

3840.  What  do  you  know  of  what  they  were  originally  ? — I  know  the  history 
of  it ;  it  was  to  get  a  high  rent  he  got  a  lease  for  ever. 

3841.  How  long  have  you  known  Farrell? — I  have  known  him  since  I  was 
a  boy. 

3842.  Has  he  lived  at  Ardagb  all  that  time? — He  has. 

3843.  On  that  estate  ? — On  that  farm. 

.  3844.  And  his  family  with  him? — Yes. 

3845-  Di<t 
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3845.  Did  you  ever  canvass  him  to  vote  for  anybody  yourself? — I  have  asked    Mr.^.  Grifith. 
him  to  vote.  —— — 

3846.  When  was  that?— I  asked  him  to  vote  in  1833 ;  I  think  I  asked  him      «6  April  1837. 
to  vote  in  1818. 

3847.  Did  he  vote  on  the  last  occasion ;  I  do  not  mean  this  one,  but  the 
former  contest  at  Longford  ? — He  did. 

3848.  And  you  have  canvassed  him  since,  have  you ;  you  say  you  canvassed 
him  in  1818  ;  is  that  the  only  occasion  you  asked  him  to  vote  ? — 1  asked  hjm  in 
1818,  and  I  asked  him  at  the  last  election. 

3849.  Mr.  fVhitesidesJ]  My  friend  has  asked  you  about  the  year  1818;  was 
he  a  10/.  voter  then  r — No,  only  a  40*. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

3850.  In  1833  he  was  a  10/.  freeholder? — He  was. 

3851.  And  you  asked  him  to  vote,  because  jrou  thought  he  had  a  good 
vote  ? — I  did  not  luk.  him  whether  he  had  a  good  or  bad  vote. 

3852.  You  wmmt  to  be  so  well  acauainted  with  the  holding  and  value  of  \m 
property,  surely  a  respectal^  pcMim  kke  yotarBdf  would  not  ask  a  penon  to  TOte 
who  you  thought  had  not  a  good  vote? — I  never  considered  wkeAer  ft  wm 
good  or  not  \  I  was  directed  to  ask  every  man  that  was  on  the  register. 

3853.  Those  seven  acres  are  Irish  measure,  are  they  not? — Yes,  they  are. 

3854.  Will  they  not  be  near  10  acres  English? — Nearly  11,  I  believe. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.'] 


Mr.  James  R.  RicharAsoriy  re-called. 

Examined  by  Mr.  JVhiteddes. 

3855.  DO  you  know  one  James  Farrell  ? — I  do. 

3856.  Do  you  know  the  handwriting  of  James  Farrell  ? — I  have  frequently 
seen  him  write. 

3857.  How  near  is  James  Farreirs  place  to  yours  ? — By  the  road  I  dare  say  it 
is  near  a  mile ;  by  going  over  the  fields  at  the  rear  of  my  own  house^  it  is  not 
more  than  half  that  distance. 

3858.  Do  you  know  his  farm  ? — I  do. 

3859.  Do  you  know  the  quantity  of  land  on  it? — About  seven  acres. 

3860.  State  to  the  Committee,  from  your  knowledge  of  land,  what  the  highest 
rent  is  which  a  solvent  tenant  could  pay  for  that,  including  the  house  ? — From 
\L\Zs.  to  1/.  14^.  an  acre,  if  it  is  the  farm  of  the  James  Farrell  I  am 
speaking  of. 

3861.  Do  you  know  his^  handwriting  ? — I  have  some  of  his  handwriting. 

3862.  ^v.  Robinson.'l  Whose  handwriting? — ^James  FarrelFs,  whose  farm  I 
am  speaking  of. 

3863.  Mr.  Whitesides.]  Do  you  know  that  he  is  a  voter,  this  James  Farrell! — 
I  do. 

3864.  And  you  examined  his  farm  ? — I  did. 

3865.  How  long  have  you  known  that  farm  and  the  man? — I  have  known  the 
man  as  long  as  I  have  known  any  person ;  I  have  known  the  farm  since  I  came 
to  reside  in  my  own  place. 

3866.  According  to  your  judgment  and  knowledge,  the  farm  is  not  worth  more 
than  1  /.  13^.  an  acre  ? — 1  /.  13^.  or  1  /.  14^.  an  acre.

— Not  a  word;  because  I  was  satisfied  the 
notice  was  served  on  Little  Jim,  knowing  the  two  persons. 

3927.  You  say  about  seven  acres ;  you  mean  James  Farrell  is  in  the  occupation 
of  seven  acres  ? — Yes. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.'] 

Mr.  Whitesides.]  That  is  our  case. 

Mr.  Robinson  then  proposed  to  call  Mr.  O'Connor  ;  but  the  Committee 
stated  they  were  of  opinion  the  vote  of  James  Farrell  was  a  good  vote,  and 
must  therefore  be  retained  on  the  poll. 

Mr.  Whitesides.]  The  next  is  the  vote  of  Timothy  Cline ;  23  on  the  poll, 
and  55  on  the  list  of  objections.

3931.  Was  he  objected  to  on  the  ground  of  value? — Yes. 

3932.  What  quantity  of  land  did  he  swear  he  held,  and  what  rent  did  he  swear 
he  paid  ? — Sixteen  acres  and  three  roods,  and  paid  28  /.  yearly  ;  valued  it  at  45^. 
or  46^.  per  acre.

3940.  Do  you  say  ne  is  a  minor  ? — I  mean  to  say  he  is  a  minor. 
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3941 .  Are  you  the  agent  of  the  estate  ? —  My  father  and  I  are.  Ambrose  BoU. 

3942.  Do  you  know  Timothy  Cline,  of  Moydow  ? — I  do.  

3943.  Is  he  a  tenant  on  that  estate? — He  is.  a6  April  1837. 

3944.  What  quantity  of  Ismd  has  he? — Sixteen  acres  three  roods  thirteen 
perches. 

3945-  What  rent  does  he  pay  ? — ^Twenty-eight  pounds  five  shillings  and  two- 
pence. 

3946.  Does  he  pay  his  rent? — Why,  he  does ;  but  I  had  occasion  to  serve  an 
ejectment  on  him,  and  I  had  occasion  to  get  him  drove,  his  cattle  distrained. 

3947'  Was  there  an  ejectment  more  than  once? — Not  by  me, 

3948.  State  to  the  Committee  what  you  believe  to  be  the  highest  rent  a  solvent 
tenant  could  afford  to  pay  for  that  farm  ? — On  my  oath,  if  I  had  the  farm  to  let, 
I  thmk  the  highest  rent  a  solvent  tenant  could  pay  would  be  from  35  s.  to  36^.

3949.  What  is  your  age  ? — My  age  is  twenty-five  years  next  July. 

3950.  How  long  have  you  been  in  the  habit  of  valuing  land? — Seven  or  eight 
years. 

3951.  For  whom? — Eight  or  ten  diflferent  gentlemen. 

3952.  On  what  occasion  ? — I  am  a  land-agent,  and  I  receive  from  8,000  L  to 
10,000/.  a  year  rent. 

3953.  On  what  occasions  have  you  valued  land,  and  who  employed  you  to 
value  land  ? — Several  gentlemen. 

3954.  Between  landlord  and  tenant? — Yes. 

3955*  What  landlords  have  employed  you? — Mr.  Shouldham,  Mr.  Jessop, 
Mr.  Galbraith,  Mr.  Henderson  and  Dr.  Barker. 

3956.  Those  persons  have  employed  you  to  fix  a  rent  upon  farms  which  they 
let  ? — Certainly. 

3957.  You  know  this  farm,  and  the  land  about  it? — I  do,  well. 

3958.  Do  you  know  a  good  dwelling-house  and  suitable  offices  there  well  ? — 
I  do  not. 

3959.  Do  you  know  any  dwelling-house  and  offices  there? — I  know  a  very 
indifferent  dwelling-house  on  it ;  as  to  offices,  I  would  as  soon  have  no  offices ;  he 
lives  within  a  mile  of  where  my  father  resides. 

3960.  Committee.]  You  are  agent  for  this  property? — My  father  and  I. 

3961.  Does  this  man  hold  under  a  lease? — Yes. 

3962.  What  is  the  term  of  that  leaiie  ? — The  lease  is  here,  and  if  I  see  it  I  could 
tell  you ;  it  is  amongst  the  papers ;  I  brought  over  all  the  leases. 

3963.  Is  that  a  counterpart  of  the  lease  ? — Certainly. 

3964.  Committee.]  Is  the  lease  in  your  possession  an  executed  document  by  the 
landlord  and  tenant? — I  think  it  is. 

Mr.  Robinson  contended  that  the  lease  or  the  counterpart  of  it  must  be 
produced,  and  that  parole  evidence  of  its  contents  was  not  admissible. 

Mr.  Whitesides  was  heard  in  answer  to  the  objection.

3968.  How  much  is  that  in  English  currency? — Twenty-eight  pounds  five 
sbillings  and  two-pence. 

3969.  For  how  many  years? — Fourteen  years  from  29th  September  1825. 

3970.  Is  there  any  condition  in  that  lease  as  to  renewal  ? — I  do  not  think 
there  is. 

3971.  Mr.  Whitesides.]  Is  there  any  life  mentioned  in  that  lease? — His  own 
Hfe,  or  fourteen  years  ;  there  is  no  clause  for  renewal  in  it. 

3972.  Are  the  acres  English  or  Irish? — Irish. 

[TTie  Witness  wds  ordered  to  withdraw.]

Mr.  yU  Johnstone.       3973*  DID  you  go  to  value  the  land  of  Timothy  Cline  ? — I  did. 

3974*  What  was  the  highest  value  that  you  put  on  that  per  acre,  as  a  rent 

which  a  solvent  and  responsible  tenant  could  fairly  aflTord  to  give  ? — I  do  not  think 
a  solvent  tenant  could  give  more  than  1/.  12^. ;  but  Mr.  Bole  and  I  did  not  exactly 
agree ;  he  put  it  something  higher,  and  everything  above  1/.  12^.  I  should  say 
would  be  a,  rack-rent. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

3975.  You  merely  examined  this  in  the  usual  way  you  have  l>e€n  examining 
throughout'? — I  examined  it  in  that  way  as  if  I  were  going  to  take  it  myself;  I 
looked  at  it  in  the  same  manner. 

3976.  But  you  knew  nothing  about  the  land  before  ? — I  did. 

3977.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  were  previously  acquainted  with  it  ? — Not  pre- 
viously acquainted y  but  from  a  general  knowledge  of  it* 

3978.  A  casual  observer  ? — Just  so  ;  there  is  very  little  land  in  my  neighbour- 
hood that  I  have  not  a  knowledge  of. 

3979.  Has  this  man  any  family  ? — I  believe  he  has. 

.  3980.  Do  not  you  know  he  supports  himself  and  his  family  on  that  farm?— His 
family  must  be  small,  for  he  has  but  a  small  cabin,  and  half  is  set  to  a  workoian. 

3981.  Has  he  a  family? — I  believe  he  has. 

3982.  Did  you  serve  him  with  a  notice? — I  did  not* 

3983.  Did  you  see  him  when  you  were  viewing  his  land? — No. 

3984.  Did  you  ask  to  see  him  ? — No ;  Mr.  Bole  was  his  agent ;  he  knew  the 
land,  and  knew  every  thing  about  it ;  we  had  always  the  driver  of  the  estate  with 
us  ;  it  is  a  very  miserable  farm  indeed. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw,'] 
Mr.  Whitesides.]  That  is  our  case.

Examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 
Mr.  F.  Davies.         3985.  DO  you  know  Cline's  occupation  ;  do  you  know  Timothy  Cline  ? — I  do. 
3986.  Do  you  know  the  farm  he  occupies  ? — Yes,  I  have  been  on  it ;  I  know  it 

3987.  Are  you  enabled  to  state  what,  in  your  opinion,  a  solvent  tenant  would  be 
able  to  pay  for  that  farm  ? — I  think  a  solvent  tenant  would  pay  for  it,  including 
the  house  that  is  on  it,  about  21,  5  s.  an  acre. 

3988.  Did  you  go  over  the  farm  ? — I  did. 

3989.  You  went  over  it  for  the  purpose  of  valuation  ? — I  did. 

3990.  And  in  your  opinion  it  is  of  that  value? — I  think  so. 

3991.  The  whole  occupation  ? — Yes,  the  whole. 

3992.  Is  the  house  a  proper  house  for  the  occupation  of  the  farm?— It  is  a 
snug  farm-house,  a  comfortable  farm-house. 

3993.  Is  it  more  than  is  necessary  for  the  occupying  such  a  farm  ? — I  think  it 
is  suitable  for  such  a  farm. 

3994.  Then,  taking  the  whole  occupation  together,  you  are  of  opinion  it  is 
worth  2/.  5^.  per  acre? — I  think  so. 

3995-  Now  the  question  I  asked  you  was,  how  much  in  your  opinion  a  solvent 
tenant  could  pay  ? — I  think  a  solvent  tenant  could  pay  that  for  it. 

3996.  I  suppose  you  think  a  couple  of  guineas  an  acre  would  be  within  the 
marie? — Of  course  it  is  worth  a  couple  of  guineas  an  acre  ;  it  is  worth  more  than 
21.  2s.y  for  it  is  worth  2  /.  5  s.

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Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

3997.  You  are  quite  right;  if  it  was  worth  21.  5  s.  it  was  worth  21.  2s.  ? — Yes, 

3998.  You  say  the  house  is  suitable  to  the  farm? — Yes. 

3999.  Is  the  farm  suitable  to  the  house ;  is  the  farm  in  good  order  ? — It  is  in 
.good  order. 

4000.  And  a  solvent  tenant,  do  you  think,  would  pay  10/.  a  year  for  that  ? — I  do. 

4001.  W^uld  you  be  surprised  to  hear  that  the  tenant  that  is  on  it  could  not 
pay  the  rent? — L really  cannot  tell. 

4002.  Is  he  a  solvent  tenant  himself? — I  cannot  tell. 

4003.  Do  you  think  a  man  could  pay  10/.  for  it  more?~I  think  an  industrious 
man  could  pay  10/.  more. 

4004.  You  think  that,  although  this  man  pays  10/.  less,  and  does  not  pay  his 
rent? — I  do. 

4005.  Which  do  you  think  he  would  be  most  likely  to  pay,  2/.  5^.  or  2/.  2^.? 
— 1  think  an  industrious  man  would  be  able  to  pay  2/.  5s.  an  acre  for  it;  it  is 
situated  within  fdur  miles  of  one  of  the  best  market-towns  in  that  part  of  the 
country  ;  it  is  four  or  five  miles  from  one  of  the  best  corn-market  towns  in  that 
<;ountry. 

4006.  Mr.  Austin.']  What  is  the  name  of  that  town  ? — Longford. 

4007.  Mr.  Whitestdes.]  Which  would  be  the  best,  21. 5s.  or  21. 2s. ^  for  a  solvent 
tenant  to  pay  ? — ^The  smallest  rent  of  course  would  be  the  best. 

4008.  If  that  farm  was  to  be  let  again  to-morrow,  the  agent  or  owner  of  that 
-estate  would  get  10/.  a  year  more  for  it? — I  think,  if  it  was  to  be  set  to-morrow, 
a  solvent  tenant  could  be  got  to  pay  that  for  it. 

4009.  Did  you  ever  set  a  farm  in  the  county  of  Longford  ? — Yes. 

4010.  For  a  gentleman  ? — I  never  set  a  farm  except  for  myself. 

4011.  Did  you  ever  set  a  farm  between  landlord  and  tenant  in  that  county  ? — 
I  never  set  land  except  for  myself;  and  I  have  set  a  great  deal  of  worse  land  than 
that  at  2/.  2^. 

4012.  And  a  solvent  tenant  does  pay  it? — He  does. 

4013.  Committee.]  Does  Cline  occupy  the  whole  of  the  house? — He  does. 

4014.  He  does  not  underlet? — No;  he  has  none  of  his  dwelling-house 
underlet. 

4015.  What  sort  of  a  house  is  this  ? — It  is  a  comfortable  farm-house. 

4016.  What  rent  do  you  put  on  this  house  by  itself;  how  much  do  you  add  to 
tie  land  for  the  house ;  what  did  you  value  the  house  at? — I  added  about  35.  an 
store  to  the  land. 

4017.  And  how  much  would  this  house  cost  building;  you  told  us  what 
another  house  would  cost  the  other  day ;  I  suppose  you  are  skilful  ? — I  am  not 
very  well  skilled  in  building  houses. 

4018.  How  much  would  this  cost? — About  10/. 

4019.  Is  it  new  ? — No,  it  is  not  new ;  it  has  been  built  some  time. 

Mr.  Joseph  M^Gaver,  sworn. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

4020.  YOU  are  a  farmer  in  the  county  of  Longford  ? — ^Yes. 

4021.  And  you  are  acquainted  with  the  value  of  farming  occupations  there? 
— ^Yes,  I  am. 

4022.  Do  you  know  Timothy  Cline  ? — I  do. 

4023.  Do  you  know  his  farm  about  four  or  five  miles  from  Longford? — It  is 
about  four. 

4024.  Longford  is  a  good  market-town,  we  hear ;  is  that  so  ? — It  is. 

4025.  I  suppose  it  is  desirable  to  have  a  farm  near  a  town  of  that  description? 
— It  enhances  the  value  of  it. 

4026.  Do  you  know  Cline's  occupation?— He  is  a  farmer. 

4027.  Do  you  know  where  he  lives? — I  do. 

4028.  And  do  you  know  his  farm? — I  do ;  I  was  in  his  hous^ 

4029.  And  have  you  valued  the  land?— Yes,  I  have. 

4030.  Now  did  you  value  it  with  reference  to  what  a  solvent  tenant  could  afford 
to  pay  for  it  per  acre  ? — The  land  is  naturally  good  ;  and  I  think  a  solvent  tenant 
<jould  pay  21.  5  s.  an  acre  for  it. 

4031.  Now  you  say  you  are  a  farmer  yourself? — I  aim. 

4032.  How  much  do  you  occupy? — One  hundred  and  six  acres.

4035.  And  the  value  of  land  there  ? — Yes. 

4036.  And  have  been  so,  how  long? — For  16  or  17  years. 

4037.  And  you  have  no  doubt  a  solvent  tenant  might  pay  45^.  an  acre  for  this 
land? — I  should  be  glad  to  get  it  at  that. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

4038.  You  say  2  /.  5^.  an  acre? — Yes. 

4039.  You  do  not  think  it  would  let  for  10/.  more  than  the  rent  is,  then?— 
I  think  it  would. 

4040.  How  do  you  make  that  out ;  2  /.  6  ^.  an  acre  would  not  do  it  ? — I  did  not 
calculate  it. 

4041.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  never  calculated  how  much  21.  5  s.  an  acre 
would  come  to  ? — I  never  did. 

4042.  You  never  calculated  that  ? — Never. 

4043.  Of  course  you  did  not  know  what  the  rent  was  ? — I  think  I  did,  for  I 
saw  the  lease. 

4044«  What  did  you  want  to  see  the  lease  for  ? — I  asked  the  wife  for  it  when 
I  went,  and  she  showed  it  to  me. 

4045.  I  asked  you  why  you  wanted  to  see  it,  and  you  say  you  asked  the  wife, 
and  she  showed  it  you  ;  I  repeat  my  question,  why  did  you  want  to  see  the  lease? 
—To  know  the  rent  he  paid. 

4046.  And  why  did  you  want  to  know  the  rent  he  paid  ? — Because  he  himself 
was  not  at  home  to  give  me  the  information.

4053.  You  knew,  then,  it  was  necessary  he  should  have  10/.  over  and  above 
the  rent  he  paid  ? — I  never  calculated  whether  it  was  or  not. 

4054.  Did  you  know  it  was  necessary  he  should  have  10/.  over  and  above  the 
rent  he  paid,  in  order  to  have  his  vote  ? — Yes,  I  did. 

4055.  And  you  inquired  for  the  rent,  for  the  purpose  of  coming  and  giving 
evidence  here? — I  did.

' '  4056.  Did  you  ever  value  other  property  ? — ^Yes. 

4057.  Did  you  ever  value  other  property  in  your  life,  without  ascertaining  what 
the  rent  was? — At  every  place  where  we  could  get  the  lease,  we  got  it. 

4058.  Did  not  you  always  ask  what  the  rent  was  the  man  paid? — To  be  sure 
we  did,  if  we  could  come  at  it  at  all. 

4059.  That  is  one  of  the  questions  you  always  ask? — Yes. 

4060.  Committee.]  When  did  you  value  this  land  ? — The  4th  of  February. 

f  4061.  Previous  to  last  February  did  you  ever  value    land  before? — No,  I 

never  did. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.]

4444.  What  do  you  say,  in  your  judgment,  this  land  is  worth  per  acre ;  what  is

4454.  Who  did  ask  for  it? — I  think  Mr.  Bracken  did,  but  I  am  not  quite  sure. 
4455-  You  were  together,  and  you  did  not  ask  for  it,  but  it  appears  Bracken 

did  ? — As  well  as  I  can  recollect,  I  think  he  did. 

4456.  You  are  speaking  to  the  best  of  your  recollection  ? — I  am* 

4457-  To  the  best  of  your  recollection  and  belief,  did  Bracken  ask  to  see  that 

lease  ? — I  cannot  positively  swear  he  did. 

4458.  To  the  best  of  your  recollection  or  belief^  did  Bracken  ask  the  voter  to 
show  him  his  lease  ? — Indeed  I  cannot  recollect. 

4459.  Why  did  you  tell  us,  then,  that  to  the  best  of  your  recollection  he  did  ask 
him? — I  do  not  think  I  said  so. 

4460.  Will  you  now  swear  whether  he  did  or  not,  to  the  best  of  your  recollec- 
tion ? — I  know  he  did  in  some  instances. 

4461 .  Did  he  or  not  in  this  case  ask  for  the  lease,  to  the  best  of  your  recollection  ?

4468.  You  said,  since  you  left  school,  you  hacl  always  been  bred  up  to  this  ? 
— I  have  always  been  acquainted  with  land. 

4469.  Have  you,  since  you  left  school,  been  bred  up  to  another  business  ? — 
1  have. 

4470.  What  was  it  ? — Surveying. 

4471.  Do  you  mean  to  swear  you  never  was  bred  up  to  shoemaking? — I  do 
mean  to  swear  it. 

4472.  What  state  is  this  land  in  ?— I  think  it  is  in  a  very  good  state. 

4473.  There  is  none  of  it  unreclaimed? — ^There  are  some  bottoms  in  it  of  a 
good  description. 

4474.  I  ask  you  a  very  plain  question ;  is  there  any  part  or  not  of  that  land 
that  is  unreclaimed  ? — I  do  not  think  there  is. 

4475.  On  your  oath,  do  you  not  know  there  is  somer^  unreclaimed  ? — In  my 
judgment  there  is  not. 

4476.  Will  you  swear  positively  there  is  none  unreclaimed?— I  will. 

4477.  What  do  you  mean  by  saying  this  land  is  unreclaimed? — I  say  it  is  in 
an  improved  state,  and  the  man  is  a  very  industrious  person. 

4478.  We  are  talking  of  the  land,  and  not  the  man— what  do  you  mean  by 
land  being  all  reclaimed  ;  is  it  well  tilled?— I  think  there  are  between  seven  and 
eight  acres  of  it  tilled.

4521.  Did  you  go  over  the  farm  of  James  Doherty,  of  Abbyshrule? — I  went 
over  the  farm  of  James  Doherty,  in  the  barony  of  Abbyshrule. 

4522.  James  Doherty,  ofKilcurry,  I  mean?— Yes. 

4523.  Did  you  go  over  it  with  Mr.  Wallace  in  the  month  of  February  ? — I  did. 

4524.  Did  you  see  the  lease  of  the  tenant? — I  cannot  exactly  recollect. 

4525.  Did  you  carefully  value  the  land  ? — I  did. 

4526.  Did  you  at  the  time  fix  on  any  average  value  per  acre  ? — I  did. 

4527.  What  did  you  fix  upon? — Two  guineas. 

4528.  Is  that  what  you  think  it  would  be  worth  per  acre? — I  think  it  wotild 
fairly  set  at  that. 

4520.  Committee.']  To  a  solvent  tenant  ?  —Yes,  to  a  solvent  tenant. 

4530.  Mr.  Robinson.']  Taking  the  good  and  bad  ? — Yes. 

4531.  It  is  not  all  of  the  same  description,  is  it  ? — No,  the  most  part  of  it  is. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

4532.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  you  were  long  accustomed  to  value  land  7 — 
Yes. 

4533.  A  land-valuer,  I  presume? — No. 

4534.  You  say  you  have  been  long  accustomed  to  value  land  ? — ^Yes. 

4535.  Did  you  ever  follow  the  business  of  a  land- valuator ? — No;  but  I  have 
Been  often  sent  to  value. 

4536.  Can  you  tell  me  any  gentleman  in  the  county,  who  has  an  estate,  wh^ 
»cnt  you  to  value  land? — I  have  been  sent  to  value  the  land  of  C  ■,  the 
property  of  the  late  Lord  Forbes. 

4537-  When  was  that? — ^As  near  as  I  can  recollect,  I  think  it  was  in  1833,  or 
early  in  1834. 

4538.  Who  sent  for  you  ? — Mr.  Edward  Grogan,  of  Harcburt-street,  in  Dublin. 

4539.  Had  Mr.  Grogan  any  thing  to  say  to  that  estate? — He  was  about  pur- 
chasing it. 

4540.  He  was  not  the  owner  of  the  estate  ? — No. 
4.541.  Or  the  agent  of  the  estate  ?— No. 

4542.  Or  a  farmer  going  to  take  a  lease  of  it? — No. 

4543.  Did  he  purchase  the  estate  on  your  valuation  ? — No. 

4544.  Are  you  the  gentleman  who  stated  you  had  been  for  several  years  a 
baker  in  Bally mahon  ? — I  said  I  got  my  business  conducted  there. 

4545.  How  many  years  was  you  a  bdcer  there  ? — I  suppose  it  was  about  seven 
years  that  the  business  was  carried  on  for  me. 

4546.  You  cannot  recollect  whether  you  asked  for  the  lease  ? — I  cannot  charge 
Bay  memory  with  that ;  I  might  have  done  it. 

4547.  Will  you  swear  yes  or  no,  you  did  not  ask  for  the  lease? — I  will  not, 

4548.  Will  you  swear  you  asked  fiwr  the  lease  ? — I  answer  I  do  not  know  ;  I 
could  not  take  on  myself  to  swear. 

4549.  Did  you  ask  for  the  lease  on  any  farm  you  went  to?— I  did, 

4550.  Did  you  see  the  lease  ? — I  cannot  say. 

4551.  Did  you  see  the  lease,  on  your  oath? — I  cannot  charge  my  memory  with 
it  whether  I  did  or  not. 

4552.  Then  the  answer  you  give  is,  you  cannot  charge  your  memory  whether 
you  did  or  not  ? — I  cannot. 

4553.  Did  you  make  a  memorandum  of  the  farm  ? — I  did. 

4554.  Did  you  put  down  the  rent  and  the  quantity  ? — I  did. 

4555.  Will  you  swear  it  was  not  from  the  lease  you  got  that? — I  cannot  say 
whether  it  was  from  the  lease  or  the  tenant. 

4556.  Did  you  put  that  down  on  paper  or  in  any  book  ? — I  did. 

4557.  Have  vou  that  book  ? — I  have. 

4558.  Just  show  me  the  entry  ? — I  yf'\\\—\kanJing  it.] 

319.  Y4  4559-  *'Held 
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rhomu^  Bracken.       4559-  "Held  17  acres  2  roods  25  perches,  at  24/.   12^.  7d.  per  acre;''  did 

you  not  copy  that  out  of  the  lease  ? — I  cannot  charge  my  memory  whether  I  did 

27  April  1837.     or  not. 

4560.  Will  you  swear  whether  you  did  not  copy  that  from  the  lease  ? — I  tell 
you  I  cannot  say  whether  I  did  or  not. 

4561.  Do  you  recollect  every  thing  that  took  place,  either  correctly  or  per- 
fectly?—I  do, 

4562.  Except  this  fact  ? — I  do  not  recollect  this  fact. 

4563.  Did  Mr.  Wallace  ask  for  the  lease? — 1  really  cannot  say. 

4564.  And  you  do  not  know  at  this  moment  whether  you  had  the  lease  before 
you  ? — Yes,  I  cannot  say. 

4565.  Did  you  make  any  calculation,  on  your  oath,  of  what,  over  the  rent  and 
quantity,  would  give  a  clear  value  of  10/.? — On  my  oath,  I  did  not  till  after  I 
made  this  entry  ;  I  might  since,  and  I  might  not 

4566.  Now,  have  you  any  doubt  of  the  feet  that  you  made  that  calculation  since? 
—I  cannot  say  whether  I  did  or  not. 

4567.  You  cannot  say  ?— I  might  have  done  it. 

4568.  Will  you  swear  you  did  make  it? — I  cannot  say. 

4569.  You  might  have  made  it  ? — I  might. 

4570.  Will  you  give  me  leave  to  ask  you,  could  you  have  made  any  calculation 
as  to  what  would  give  the  beneficial  interest  until  you  got  the  rent  or  quantity, 
either  from  the  tenant  or  the  lease  ? — I  generally  calculated  what  the  land  would 
set  at,  and  I  noted  it  down  immediately  ;  I  might  have  made  a  calculation,  and  I 
might  not. 

4571.  Did  you  not  before  you  left  that  house ;  did  not  you  and  Wallace  make  a 
calculation,  with  reference  to  the  rent  and  the  quantity  of  land,  as  to  what  would 
give  the  voter  a  clear  beneficial  interest  ?

4572.  Is  that  the  only  answer  you  will  give  me  ? — Yes. 

4573-  Can  you  charge  your  conscience  with  it? — ^They  generally  run  hand  in 
hand. 

4574.  Did  you  and  Wallace  agree  as  to  the  valuation  of  the  land  ? — I  never 
inqirired  of  him  what  he  valued  the  land  at,  and  he  never  inquired  of  me. 

4575.  ^^u  ^^^  Wallace  went  together  to  the  farm,  and  1  now  understand  you 
to  swear  that  you  went  together,  and  you  never  inquired  of  Wallace  what  value 
he  put  on  it,  and  he  never  inquired  0/  you  ? — We  might  say  as  far  as  this,  that 
it  was  a  good  freehold,  or  it  was  not. 

4576.  Do  I  understand  you  to  swear  you  never  asked  Wallace,  who  was  with 
you,  what  valuation  he  put  on  the  fa^^,  and  be  never  asked  you,  though  you  both 
went  to  value  the  farm  and  to  agree  on  a  valuation? — Precisely  so,  or  something 
to  that  effect. 

4577*  What  do  you  mean  by  saying  that  the  only  thing  you  looked  at  was 
whether  there  was  a  good  freehold? — Whether  we  could  support  it  here  before  the 
Committee  or  not. 

4578.  The  question  you  considered  was,  whether  you  could  support  the  case 
before  the  Committee  ?

4581 .  Did  you  make  any  calculation  as  to  the  quantity  of  tillage  land  ? — •!  find 
by  this  I  entered  what  tillage  there  was  there. 

4582.  How  much  was  there  of  that? — ^There  were  five  acres  of  oats  and  two 
acres  and  a  half  of  potatoes. 

4583.  How  much  of  bottoms? — There  was  an  acre  of  bottom. 

4.584.  If  any  one  said  there  were  three  acres  of  bottom,  he  would  be  under  a 
complete  misconception? — Yes. 

4585-  What  is  the  meaning  of  a  bottom  in  the  county  of  Longford;  when  a 
man  says  bottom,  does  it  not  mean  a, wet,  marshy  kind  of  land? — It  means  a  low 
description  of  land,  and  more  inclined  to  wet  than  the  upland. 

4586.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  bottom  in  Ireland  means  prime  meadow  land  ? 
— I  have  seen  as  good  meadow  on  bottom  as  I  ever  saw. 

4587-  Do  you  mean  to  convey  to  the  Committee,  bottom  means  prime  meadow 
land  ? — As  it  can  be  brought  to  cultivation. 

4588.  Is  this  brought  to  cultivation? — I  think  it  is  in  the  original  state. 

4589.  Is 
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4589.  Is  it  unreclaimed  or  reclaimed  ? — It  is  good  in  itself,  I  never  saw  it    Thomas  Bratkcn. 
tilled.  

4590.  Is  it  reclaimed  ? — What  do  you  mean  by  reclaimed  ?  27  April  1837. 

4591.  You  are  a  farmer,  what  do  you  mean  by  reclaimed? — I  mean  land  that 
is  being  tilled,  manured  or  drained. 

4592.  Is  this  land  manured,  tilled  or  drained  ? — I  think  this  might  have  been 
manured,  but  not  tilled. 

4593.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  have  any  doubt  on  your  mind  that  this  has 
never  been  tilled  ? — I  cannot  say  that. 

4594.  You  do  not  know  whether  it  ever  haS  been  tilled  ? — I  cannot  say. 

4595.  Has  it  ever  been  tilled  ? — It  must  have  been  a  long  time  since,  from 
the  appearance. 

459().  Do  you  mean  it  ever  has  been  tilled  ? — I  cannot  say. 

4597.  Is  it  waste  ? — No,  it  is  not. 

4598.  Is  it  inclosed  meadow  land  ? — It  is. 

4599.  You  swear  that? — Yes. 

4600.  Good  meadow  land  ? — Yes. 

4601.  Is  the  house  a  good  house?— It  is  a  tolerably  good  house,  fit, for  a  man 
of  his  rank. 

4602.  What  might  the  rent  be  at  which  a  bottom  would  set,  such  as  you 
describe? — I  think  this  meadow  would  set  at  from  31.  3s.  to  41. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

4603.  You  knew  for  what  purpose  you  went  to  value ;  you  went  with  reference 
to  this  election? — I  did. 

4604.  And  you  say  there  are  eight  acres  in  tillage  ? — Yes. 

4605.  That  is  five  acres  of  oats  and  two  and  a  half  of  potatoes? — Yes. 

4606.  This  Mr.  Grogan,  who  sent  you  to  value  this  estate,  sent  you  to  value  for 
the  purpose  of  knowing  it,  in  order  to  purchase  ? — Yes,  just  so. 

4607.  You  say  you  valued  it  at  21.  2s.  an  acre? — Yes. 

4608.  If  Mr.  Wallace  valued  it  at  2/.,  you  do  not  agree  with  him? — No. 

4609.  Did  you  make  up  your  mind  as  to  what  it  was  worth  per  acre  before  you 
left  the  farm  ?— Yes,  I  did. 

4610.  Just  explain  what  you  mean  by  that  bottom  acre  being  worth  A  1.1 — I 
mean  to  say  that  bottom  meadow  of  the  description  that  is  set  in  meadow  from 
31.  3s.  to  4/.,  as  meadow  would  be  scarce  this  season  or  not. 

4611.  Do  you  mean  when  hay  is  upon  it? — Precisely  so,

46 1 5.  What  is  the  number  of  acres  he  swore  out  of? — Nineteen  acres  one  rood 
twenty-five  perches. 

4616.  And  what  rent? — One  pound  six  shillings  an  acre. 

Cross-examined  •by  Mr.  Robinson. 

4617.  Was  there  any  discussion  as  to  value  ? — ^There  was  a  discussion. 

46 18.  And  evidence  given  on  both  sides  ? — Yes. 

4619.  How  came  you  to  speak  so  accurately  to  this? — I  read  this  bodL  this 
morning. 

4620.  Read  the  whole  of  the  memorandum  of  what  passed  at  the  time? — '^  He 
held  under  a  lease  19  acres  1  rood  25  perches  Irish,  and  the  rent  amounted  to 
25/.  14  s.,  at  1  /.  6  ^.  an  acre,  situated  near  Ballymahon  canal;  said  it  was  good 
ground,  and  he  had  a  good  house  built  before  he  took  the  lease,  and  that  he  had 
paid  2  I.  an  acre,  and  1  /.

4635.  Did  you  serve  it  on  him  ? — Yes,  personally. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

4636.  You  were  the  tithe  collector,  were  you  not  ? — Yes. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.l 


Matthew  Shawy  called. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

4637.  YOU  maitioned  to  me  that  you  had  a  farm  in  the  barcmy  of  Abbyshrule? 
— I  did. 

4638.  Da  you  know  one  Matthew  M*Cormick,  of  Lislum  ? — I  do. 

4639.  Did  you  examine  his  farm  ? — I  did. 

4640.  What  day  did  you  examine  it  ? — The  14th  of  February. 

4641 .  Who  was  with  you  ? — Mr.  Cox. 

4642.  Anybody  else  ? — Cox,  and  a  man  of  the  name  of  Plant. 

4643.  You  know  the  county?—!  have  been  in  the  habit  of  passing  it  many 
years. 

4644.  Did  you  carefully  examine  this  man's  farm? — I  did  on  that  day. 

4645.  Did  you  go  over  it  ? — I  did. 

4646.  State  to  the  Committee  what  is  the  highest  rent  that  you  think  a  solvent 
and  responsible  tenant  could  aflFord  to  pay  for  it  ?^ — I  consider  1  /.  10^.  the  highest 
value  that  could  be  paid  for  it  by  a  solvent  tenant. 

4647.  Would  it  bring  1  /.  10  j.  in  the  market  ? — I  think  a  man  wanting  a  farm 
might  give  1  /.  10^.  for  it;  but  that  would  be  the  outside  price  he  could  afford 
to  pay. 

4648.  What  is  the  quality  of  the  land? — It  is  light  sandy  land,  with  a  certain 
portion  of  it  wet. 

4649.  What  is  meant  by  bottoms? — ^That  is.  low  land,  whick  is  inclined  to  a 
spring  of  water. 

4650.  Do  you  consider  bottoms  prime  meadow  ? — Where  there  are  good  bot- 
toms ;  but  where  it  is  inclined  to  springs,  it  never  is  good  for  any  thing  till  the 
sfnring  is  taken  off. 

4651.  You  think  the  highest  rent  that  could  be  paid  for  it  is  1  /.  10^.  ?— That 
is  my  opinion. 

4652.  What  sort  of  a  house  is  there  upon  it? — ^A  wretched  house. 

4653.  A  cabin  ? — Indeed  it  is. 

4654.  Did  you  see  any  offices  ?— They  are  just  of  the  same  kind. 

4655.  Did  you  include  the  offices  and  the  house  in  the  rent  you  put  on  it? — 
Yes,  I  did. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

4656.  You  did  not  allow  much  for  the  house  in  the  1/.  10^.  ? — No. 

4657.  When  did  you  first  see  the  farm,  to  fix  a  value  upon  it  ? — I  never  stood 
on  that  farm  till  that  day ;  I  have  gone  by  it. 

4658.  And  you  never  have  stood  on  it  since  ? — No.

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4659.  Haw  long  were  you  on  it  then? — About  half  an  hour. 

4660.  For  the  purpose  of  valuing  it,  to  give  evidence  before  this  Committee ;

4834.  Did  not  you  hear  there  were  a  great  many  questions  asked  about  the 
original  memorandums  ;  did  not  you  hear  we  were  inquiring  about  them? — I  did 
hear  something  about  them. 

4835.  This  is  not  the  paper  you  first  wrote  on? — No ;  but  it  was  a  true  copy 
of  it. 

4836.  Did  you  make  a  calculation  of  what  would  give  him  the  10/.  interest? 
— I  did  not ;  I  merely  put  it  down  at  what  I  valued  it.

4849.  Where  did  you  get  that  book  ? — I  bought  it  in  Granard. 

4850.  Where  did  you  get  it  last;  was  it  out  of  your  possession  at  any  time?— 

No. 

4851.  Since  when? — Not  since  I  wrote  it. 

4852.  You  swear  that? — I  do. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.^

4854.  WERE  you  present  when  John  Farrell,  of  Lislum,  came  up  to  be  regis-      -^-  -^*  ^^^ffi^^' 
tered  ? — I  was.  - 

4855.  Did  you  take  an  objection  to  him  ? — I  did. 

4856.  I  believe  you  examined  witnesses  against  him  ? — I  did  not. 
4857-  You  did  oppose  the  claim? — 1  did. 

4858.  Was  your  opposition  on  the  ground  of  want  of  value  ? — It  was. 

4859.  What  did  he  swear  out  of? — He  swore  he  had  14|  acres  of  the  land  at 
lislum  at  1  /.  12^.  an  acre. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

4860.  Hare  you  a  memorandum  of  this  ?— I  had  a  memorandum  taken  of  it. 

4861.  Just  refer  to  your  memorandum^  if  you  please? — Here  is  the  memo- 
randum. 

4862.  Just  read  it? — "  John  Farrell,  of  Lislum,  swore  he  had  14  acres  and  a 
half,  and  had  paid  11.  12^.  per  acre,  and  swore  it  was  worth  2/.  6^. ;  allowed." 

4863.  Are  you  quite  sure  you  did  not  call  any  witnesses  on  your  side  ? — I  might 
have  called  them,  but  I  do  not  think  they  were  examined.

— I  told  her  to  give 
it  to  her  father,  to  attend  the  House  of  Commons  to  defend  his  franchise. 

4892.  Committee.']  What  was  the  age  of  that  daughter  ? — Shd  was  a  large  girl

Examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

4893.  ARE  you  acquainted  with  this  holding  of  James  Farrell,  of  Lislum  ?— 
lam. 

4894.  Have  you  known  it  for  any  length  of  time  ?— I  have  known  it  for  a  length 
of  time. 

4895.  Did  you  go  at  any  time  in  the  course  of  this  year  to  value  it? — I  did,  on 
the  14th  of  February. 

4896.  Did  you  go  with  anybody  else? — Mr.  Cox  went  with  me  and  Plant. 

4897.  What  is  the  highest  rent  per  acre,  in  your  judgment,  a  solvent  and 

fairly  afford  to  give?— I  think  1  /.  12  $.  is  the  highest 


responsible  tenant  could  fairly  attord  to  give 
penny  any  one  could  afford  to  give  for  it. 


4898.  Did 
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4898.  Did  you  see  the  house  ? — I  did.  Matthew  Shaw. 

4899.  Was  it  a  very  fine  mansion  ?— No,  it  is  a  wretched  thing.  

4900.  Wretched  in  comparison  with  other  things  in  the  neighbourhood  ? — It      28  April  1837. 
was  most  wretched  indeed. 

4901.  The  offices,  as  they  are  called,  in  what  state  are  the  offices  in? — If 
any  thing,  they  are  worse  than  the  house,  for  they  are  thatched  with  what  we  call 
potato  stalks. 

4902.  What  is  it  that  are  called  potato  stalks  in  Ireland;  the  stalks  of  potatoes, 
I  suppose  ?

4917.  You  wrote  it  all  at  one  time? — Yes,  word  for  word. 

4918.  Did  Cox  and  Plant  take  down  any  memorandum  also  ? — As  to  Plant,  I 
will  say  nothing  ;  but  I  am  sure  Cox  did. 

4919.  Where  did  you  get  this  book  from  ? — I  bought  this  book  in  the  town  of 
Xongford. 

4920.  Are  you  quite  sure  of  that? — I  am  certain  of  it. 

4921.  Are  you  sure  it  was  not  bought  in  Dublin  ? — I  bought  it  of  Frederick 
M^Clellan. 

4922.  Is  this  an  exact  copy  of  the  former  book  ? — Word  for  word. 

4923.  How  many  days  before  your  coming  up  here  did  you  make  that  book 
up  ? — I  cannot  say  the  number  of  days,  because  I  made  it  up  before  I  finished 
the  views. 

4924.  Tell  me  how  long  before  you  came  up  here  ? — The  number  of  days  I 
cannot  take  upon  myself  to  say. 

4925.  I  will  give  you  a  good  latitude;  give  us  some  notion  of  the  time?— It  is 
at  least  three  weeks  before  f  came  off  here. 

4926.  Now  tell  us  when  you  came  off  here  ? — I  left  home  this  day  three  weeks.

4942.  You  know  the  land  ? — Yes  ;  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  passing  by  the 
man's  door  for  years. 

4943.  Committee.']  Were  you  at  the  registration  of  this  vote?— I  was  not 

4944.  I  believe  you  are  a  considerable  owner  of  land  ? — Yes. 

4945.  To  what  extent? — Twa hundred  acres. 

4946.  Do  not  small  occupiers  give  a  much  higher  rent  for  a  small  holding  than 
large  occupiers  give  for  a  large  holding  ? — That  is  generally  in  the  kind  of  land. 

4947.  Do  you  underlet  any  of  your  land  ? — No,  I  underlet  no  land ;  I  have 
other  land  set,  but  I  have  this  farm  of  200  acres  in  my  hands. 

4948.  You  have  other  land  set  ? — I  have. 

4949.  In  small  portions  ?— Yes. 

4950.  Do  you  not  set  those  lands  at  a  higher  rent  than  what  you  give  for 
them? — I  have  some  land  set  under  the  rent;  I  pay  for  the  entire  of  the  farm, 
which  is  of  a  more  inferior  quality. 

4951.  Have  you  not  some  land  which  you  let  at  a  higher  rent  than  what  you 
give? — No. 

4952.  None? — Not  an  inch ;  I  keep  what  we  call  the  best  part,  and  I  srt  the 
inferior  part ;  I  set  the  land  in  that  way. 

4953.  You  let  the  inferior  part  for  what  you  pay  for  the  best  part? — Some  of  it 
I  do. 

4954.  You  mean  to  say  you  let  the  inferior  land  at  the  same  rate  at  which  you 
estimated  the  rent  of  the  whole  land  ? — Exactly. 

4955.  If  you  let  the  inferior  part  for  the  same  sum  which  you  gave  for  the  best 
part,  is  it  not  clear  that  you  let  the  land  for  more  than  you  give  for  it  ? — Yes.

4958.  What  kind  of  house  is  on  the  farm  ? — A  very  little  bad-thatched  cabin. 

4959.  And  what  kind  of  offices? — Very  bad  and  very  poor ;  the  one  I  sawoD 
it  was  thatched  with  potato  stalks. 

4960.  Now,  in  your  judgment,  what  is  the  highest  rent  a  solvent  tenant  could 
afford  to  pay  for  that  ? — One  pound  twelve  shillings  I  valued  it  at. 

4961.  House  and  offices,  and  all? — Yes. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

4962.  You  went  over  this  property  with  Mr.  Shaw,  did  you  ? — Yes. 

4963.  Did  you  generally  go  in  couples,  you  and  Shaw  ? — Partly,  we  did. 

4964.  What  do  you  mean  by  partly  in  couples  ? — He  and  I  went  out  together. 

4965.  And  made  your  valuations  together? — Yes. 

4966.  And 
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4966.  And  laid  your  heads  together  in  making  your  calculations  ? — We  spoke 
to  each  other. 

4967.  You  seem  to  agree  in  a  most  wonderful  manner  with  each  other ;  did  you 
know  that  you  agreed  entirely  ? — Certainly,  we  agreed  on  the  land. 

4968.  Pray  did  you  take  any  memorandums? — I  did. 

4969.  Where  are  they  ? — Here — [handing  a  book  to  the  learned  Counsel.']

5265.  It  is  in  the  barony  of  Ardagh  ? — It  is. 

5266.  What  kind  of  farm  is  it? — It  is  light  shallow  ground  with  a  long  tail  of 
bog  and  bottoms  at  both  ends. 

5267.  Now,  not  a  head  and  tail  ? — No ;  two  tails. 

5268.  What  kind  of  house  is  on  the  farm  ? — Very  bad. 

5269.  Cabin? — ^Yes. 

5270.  What  is  the  highest  rent  you  think  a  solvent  responsible  tenant  in  that 
country  could  afford  to  pay  for  this  farm  ? — One  pound  ten  shillings. 

5271.  Would  that  be  the  higliest  rent  that  could  be  paid  for  it  ? — I  think  it  is 
the  highest  rent. 

Cross- 
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Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

5272.  Did  you  go  over  the  land  carefully? — Yes ;  I  suppose  I  have  been  on  it 
a  thousand  times. 

5273.  Did  you  ever  see  a  lime-kiln  on  it  ? — Yes. 

5274.  Would  that  make  it  worth  more  or  less  ? — Something  more. 

5275.  And  has  this  place  which  he  lives  in  always  appeared  to  vou  to  be  a 
wretched  cabin  or  a  good  dwelling  ? — The  cabin  is  a  very  bad  one ;  there  are  a 
parcel  of  loose  stones  like  abutments  placed  at  the  side  to  keep  it  from  falling. 

5276.  It  is  in  a  very  bad  state  ? — Yes. 

5277.  Is  there  not  limestone  there  ? — Yes. 

5278.  Is  it  not  very  valuable? — There  are  seven  or  eight  lime-kilns  on  the 
same  farm  ;  if  there  was  only  one,  it  would  be  very  valuable. 

5279.  Is  the  lime-kiln  valuable  there? — It  is  of  some  value. 

5280.  What  is  the  value  of  the  land  without  the  tail  you  speak  of? — Some  part 
of  it  not  worth  any  thing  at  all. 

5281.  What,  is  the  other  part  good  land  ? — I  should  say  it  would  be  dear  at 
1/.  14^.  or  1/.  15^. 

5282.  How  'much  is  worth  nothing? — There  is  a  great  deal  better  farm 
adjoining  it. 

5283.  Answer  the  question,  how  much  of  it  is  worth  nothing  ? — I  cannot  say. 

5284.  How  many  acres? — I  suppose  two  or  three,  or  there  may  be  four,  but  it 
is  worth  very  little  or  nothing. 

5285.  And  you  make  the  average  come  to  1  /.  10^.  ? — Yes. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

5286.  This  is  close  to  your  own  place? — Yes. 

5287.  Committee,']  As  you  seem  to  be  such  a  general  valuer  of  land,  you 
may  tell  us  perhaps  what  value  you  put  on  the  lime-kiln  ? — It  would  be  very  hard 
for  roe  to  do  that. 

5288.  Does  he  sell  much  lime? — I  suppose,  maybe,  a  kiln  or  two  in  the 
year. 

5289.  What  is  the  quantity  of  a  kiln? — I  dare  say,  as  kilns,  something  from 
60  to  70  barrels.  Taking  the  expense,  the  laboA,  turf,  and  the  breaking  of  the 
stone,  added  to  which,  he  has  no  horses  to  draw  this  lime  itself,  it  must  be  of 
very  little  value  indeed. 

5290.  Does  the  man  sell  the  lime  that  is  not  used  on  his  own  estate  ? — I  have 
bought  lime  myself  of  him,  and  I  was  obliged  to  draw  it  myself. 

5291.  What  did  you  pay  him  for  the  lime? — I  paid  him  sometimes  lOrf., 
sometimes  6^.,  and  sometimes  1^. 

5292.  Per  barrel? — Yes. 

5293.  What  profit  do  you  think  he  makes  in  a  barrel  of  lime? — It  must  be 
very  trifling,  taking  the  manual  labour  of  it. 

5294.  Mr.  Robinson.']  How  far  is  this  from  Longford  ? — About  three  miles. 

5295.  The  lime-kiln  is  no  more  than  three  miles  from  Longford? — Yes. 
5290.  There  is  a  great  demand  for  lime  in  Longford  for  building? — Yes,  but 

there  is  a  great  quantity  of  lime  to  be  had  in  the  neighbourhood. 

5297.  Committee.]  What  is  the  contents  of  a  barrel  of  lime ;  what  is  the 
weight  ? — It  is  about  three  hundred  weight. 

5298.  Mr.  Whitesides.]  The  price  varies,  I  understand.? — It  does. 

5299.  Committee.]  Do  you  mean  to  state  one  barrel  would  weigh  three 
hundred  weight? — Between  two  hundred  weight  and  a  half  and  three  hundred

5303.  Did  you  go  carefully  over  it  ? — Yes. 

5304.  Did  you  find  any  dwelling-house  on  it  ? — ^Yes. 

5305*  In  what  state  is  it ;  have  you  got  any  note  of  it  ? — I  have. 

5306.  Turn  to  it  if  you  can ;  is  that  a  note  made  by  you  at  the  time  ? — Exactly. 

5307.  Just  read  what  you  have  got  about  this  ? — It  is  a  very  good  dwelling- 
house,  and  a  good  barn  and  a  cow-house  for  such  class  of  persons  in  Ireland  as 
those  who  hold  15  acres  2  roods. 

5308.  Just  read  it,  will  you  ? — "  John  Kearney,  of  Cartronawar,  15  acres 
2  roods,  1/.  Is.  8d.  an  acre.** 

5309.  That  is  what  he  pays? — Yes.  "  The  land  is  good ;  an  excellent  dwelling- 
house,  bam  and  cow-house/*  that  is  for  such  a  class  farm ;  there  is  waste  to  it, 
that  it  is  worth  to  the  man  6/.  a  y^ar. 

5310.  Is  that  waste  included  in  his  lease  ? — ^Yes,  I  should  think  so ;  the  waste 
is  improved  bog,  and  that  I  know  is  never  measured  on  such  land  in  Ireland ;  and 
there  are  very  few  lands  more  valuable  than  improved  bog  when  they  are  brought 
into  cultivation  in  Ireland. 

5311.  Is  that  waste  enclosed? — Certainly;  he  grazes  cattle  on  it;  there  is  a 
lime- kiln  on  the  farm  also,  and  he  sets  turf-bank,  which  makes  the  farm  more 
valuable  for  persons  to  cut  turf  at ;  he  sets  it  to  the  lower  class  of  cotters  ;  this 
description  of  persons  is  not  such  as  the  lowei*  class  of  persons ;  there  are  two  or 
three  grades  of  persons  below  him,  unfortunately,  in  Ireland. 

53 1 2.  Does  that  lime-kiln  make  it  worth  much  more,  in  your  opinion  ? — Certainly, 
it  makes  it  more  valuable  for  manuring,  but  I  would  not  attach  much  importanoe 
to  it. 

531 3-  Is  there  also  a  demand  for  lime  for  building? — Yes,  and  he  sells  a  good 
ded  of  it  in  the  town  of  Longford,  which  is  four  miles  from  it,  and  it  is  very  near 
the  land  of  John  O'Farrell,  which  are  set  at  2  /•  8^.  an  acre. 

5314.  Is  that  land  of  the  same  soil  r — I  consider  Kearney's  to  be  as  good  a 
description  of  land  as  that. 

5315.  Committee.]  As  that  for  which  2  /.  8*.  an  acre  is  given  ? — Yes. 

53 1 6.  Mr.  Robinson.]  Taking  all  these  things  into  consideration,  what  do  you 
think  is  a  fair  rent  for  a  tenant  to  pay  for  that  land  ? — With  the  improvements,  I 
think  it  worth  21.  8s.,  and  if  there  were  no  improvements  on  it,  I  would  say  it  is 
worth  2/.  2*. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

5317.  You  need  not  go  into  the  latter  alternative,  you  know? — I  say  21.  8s. 

531 8.  And  that  is  a  fair  average  rent  for  this  particular  part  of  the  barouy  r — 
The  view  I  take  of  it  is,  if  this  man  was  setting  it,  he  would  get  from  a  solvent 
tenant  2/.  8^. ;  I  do  not  mean  to  say,  a  man  of  large  property  when  setting  such 
a  farm  would  get  21.  8  s.  for  it. 

5319.  You  know,  from  your  knowledge  of  the  country,  there  is  no  such  rent  got 
by  any  gentleman  as  2/.  8^.  for  a  large  property  of  this  kind  ? — I  am  convinced 
that  the  tenant  would  not  take  15/.  over  and  above. 

5320.  Did  you  ever  offer  it  ? — No. 

5321.  Did  you  ever  try  him? — No. 

5322.  Then  why  do  you  take  on  yourself  to  tell  the  Committee  on  your  oath, 
if  you  have  no  knowledge  on  the  subject,  that  he  would  not  take  15/.  a  year  over 
and  above  the  rent  ?~I  would  not  be  here  if  I  had  not  a  knowledge  on  the  subject 

53-^3-  Did  you  ever  offer  him  any  thing  for  the  farm? — No ;  but  I  know  the 
value  of  such  farms  in  Ireland. 

5324.  Did  you  yourself  ever  offer  him  10/.  a  year  in  Ireland? — I  know  what 
his  common  sense 

5325.  Did  you  yourself  offer  10/.  a  year  for  it? — I  have  told  you  I  did  not 

5326.  Was  you  present  when  any  body  else  offered  him  that? — I  have  told  you 
I  was  not. 

5327.  Now,  as  to  Mr.  OTerralFs  land,  how  far  is  it  from  this  man  s  place  ? — 
I  do  not  think  it  is  half  a  mile  from  this  place. 

5328.  How  near  does  Johnstone  live  to  this  farm?— I  believe  about  two  miles, 
or  something  that  way  ;  I  suppose  Johnstone  shot  snipe  on  that  farm.  I  beg 
leave  to  tell  the  Committee  that  some  of  the  lands  tnat  are  most  valuable  in 
Ireland  are  the  best  for  snipe  shooting  at  some  seasons  of  the  year ;  I  had  lands 
which  never  required  to  be  manured,  giving  meadow   worth  from  5  /.  to  6  /.  an 
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acre,  aad  that  was  land  which  abounded  with  snipe.  I  have  lands  myself  that 
for  the  last  12  years  I  have  got  from  5/.  to  6L  an  acre  for  without  ever  putting 
manure  on  it,  and  they  abound  with  snipe. 

.  5329-  The  snipe  are  found  in  the  prime  meadow  land  ? — I  said  that  Johnstone 
.might  have  said  he  shot  snipe  on  the  farm. 

533^-  Then  you  come  here  to  speak  to  what  Johnstone  might  have  said, 
instead  of  giving  evidence  as  to  facts? — I  come  to  give  the  facts,  and  to  tell  the 
whole  truth  as  far  as  I  could. 

5331.  Were  you  present  when  Mr.  More  OTerrall  let  the  farm  ? — 1  was  not ; 
but  1  was  along  with  my  first  cousin  when  he  was  receiving  the  rents,  and  I 
know  it  beyond  a  doubt. 

5332.  Were  you  present  when  he  let  the  farm  at  2/.  8s.  an  acre?~It  is  a 
%i  ell-known  fact. 

5333-  This  is  worth  21.  85.?— Yes,  with  the  improvements. 
5334.  Being  let  at  1/.? — I  do  not  know  what  it  is  let  at. 
5335*  ^^  yo^  know  the  landlord  ? — 1  do. 

5336.  Is  it  Mr.  Featherston .?— It  is. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Robinson. 

5337.  Do  I  understand  there  are  bottoms  along  many  of  the  farms  about 
there  ? — Just  so. 

5338.  Might  not  there  be  good  snipe  shooting  on  the  bottoms  when  the  rest 
of  the  land  is  of  good  quality  ?— Yes,  just  so,  excellent  grazing  land,  and  snipes 
are  abundant  on  that. 

5339.  ^^  y^^  ^^^^^  ^^y  ^^^^  ^^  y^"^  judgment  the  land  is  worth  how  much  per 
acre  ? — Two  pounds  eight  shillings  to  a  solvent  tenant ;  I  do  not  say  if  a  man  of 
large  property  was  selling  it,  he  would  get  that. 

5340.  You  mean  to  say  if  such  a  person  as  the  tenant  was  selling  that  land  ? — 
Yes. 

5341.  That  is  your  deliberate  judgment  ? — That  is  my  conviction. 

5342.  Mr.  Whitesides.]  Did  you  read  the  lease? — I  cannot  say  I  did. 

5343.  You  cannot  say  whether  there  is  any  thing  in  the  lease  as  to  the  waste 
of  which  you  spoke;  can  you  state  of  your  own  knowledge  whether  there  is  one 
word  in  the  lease  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  about  the  waste? — Lam 
confident  the  waste  I  mentioned  was  not  measured,  because  it  has  been  improved 
lately. 

5344.  Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  whether  there  is  one  word  in  the  lease 
about  the  waste? — I  have  not  seen  the  lease;  I  am  almost  certain  I  have  not. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.]

5856.  He  produced  a  lease,  according  to  your  note,  from  his  father  and 
partners,  besides  these  10  acres,  eight  acres  of  which  he  held  ;  did  he  say  he  had 
four  acres  of  bog  which  were  not  charged,  not  included  in  his  lease? — Yes. 

5857.  Just  look  at  that,  "Four  acres  of  bog  not  charged?" — He  said  he  had 
that  not  charged.

5865.  Have  you  examined  it  particularly? — I  have  been  often  passing  over  the 
land  ;  I  examined  it  upon  that  occasion. 

5866.  What  time  did  you  examine  it  ? — About  the  15th  or  16th  of  February. 

5867.  You  say  it  is  close  to  your  own  place;  now,  from  your  knowledge  of  the 
value  of  land  in  this  neighbourhood,  what  is  the  highest  rent  which  you  think  a 
solvent  and  responsible  tenant  could  afford  to  pay  for  it  ?'— I  consider  1/.  7j.  a 
very  high  rent  for  that  farm. 

5868*  Is 
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5868.  Is  there  any  bog  there  ? — A  great  deal  of  bog, 

5869.  What  kind  of  bog? — A  part  of  it  was  so  wet  that  I  conld  not  walk 
over  it. 

5870.  Mr.  Robimon,]  Is  this  land  not  part  of  Lady  Aldborough's  land  r — It  is. 

5871.  Do  you  know  whether  the  land  is  held  renewable  for  ever? — I  can  only 
speak  from  general  knowledge  ;  I  know  there  is  a  difference  of  tenure  between 
the  lands  you  are  speaking  of  and  the  others  adjoining;  one  is  for  years  and  the 
other  is  renewable  for  ever. 

5872.  Are  they  not  old  leases? — I  do  not  know  any  thing  of  my  own  know- 
ledge, I  have  never  seen  the  lease.

5877.  As  you  are  a  valuer  and  you  may  be  bold  to  say  ? — As  far  as  I  could 
judge  from  looking  at  the  size  of  the  farm. 

5878.  Tell  me  how  many  acres  you  estimated  at  1  /.  10^.  an  acre,  and  how 
many  at  less  ? — About  four  or  five  at  1  /.  10^. 

5879.  How  much  do  you  say  you  did  value  at  the  higher  rate  of  1/.  10^.  an 
acre  ? — I  think  about  four  acres.

5898.  DO  you  know  the  land  of  Barnard  Newman,  of  Cartronawar? — I  do.       Andrtw  Juhmionc. 

5899.  Did  you  go  to  value  it  ? — I  did.  

5900.  When  was  that  about?— On  the  15th  or  16th  of  February  I  was  on  it 
last. 

5901.  You  have  been  on  it  on  former  occasions? — Very  frequently. 

5902.  You  are  particularly  acquainted  with  it? — Yes. 

5903.  What  is  the  utmost  rent  per  acre,  in  your  judgment,  a  solvent  and 
responsible  tenant  could  fairly  afford  to  give  for  it? — About  1/.  13^.  would  be  a 
very  fair  rent  for  it. 

5904.  Committee.]  Do  you  know  what  he  pays  ? — I  do  not. 

5905.  Mr.  fVrangham.]  In  giving  this  value  of  1/.  12*  or  1/.  13*.,  do  you 
give  it  on  the  16  acres  alone,  or  the  16  acres  with  the  four  acres  of  bog  added 
to  them  ? — On  the  land  itself,  not  including  the  bog. 

5906.  If  the  four  acres  of  bog  were  included,  would  that  raise  your  valuation 
something  per  acre  ? — No. 

5907.  Vou  do  not  think  they  would  be  of  any  value  ? — No. 

5908.  Why  do  you  think  they  are  of  no  value? — There  is  such  a  quantity  of 
bog  in  the  neighbourhood  that  it  is  of  little  or  no  value. 

5909.  That  it  would  not  set  for  any  thing  in  the  shape  of  rent? — It  might  set 
for  turf  cutting. 

5910.  What  would  it  set  for? — I  have  a  very  large  portion  of  the  bog  just 
adjoining  it  myself,  taken  by  the  year  from  a  person,  at  a  yearly  rent,  for  fuel  for 
my  own  land  ;  I  bave  it  for  1  /.  a  year. 

5911.  How  many  acres  do  you  suppose  you  have? — I  dare  say,  altogether,  I 
have  very  nearly  two  acres ;  but  then  it  is  far  superior  to  any  bog  he  has. 

5912.  Knowing  the  bog  he  has,  can  you  give  the  Committee  a  notion  what  that 
would  let  at,  the  four  acres  of  bog  he  has  ? — I  cannot ;  I  had  a  part  of  it  some 
years  ago  myself,  at  from  7^.  to  8  5.,  and  I  threw  it  up. 

5913.  How  much  had  you  at  Is.  or  8^.? — I  cannot  exactly  say. 

5914.  Had  you  as  much  as  half  of  it? — I  dare  say  I  had  nearly  an  acre  of  it. 

5915.  And  you  threw  that  up? — It  was  so  bad  and  soft  that  I  could  not  cut 
turf  on  it 

5916.  Do  you  know  any  land  immediately  adjoining  which  has  been  lately  let 
there  ? — I  do. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Thmger. 

5917.  This  delightful  bog  of  yours,  which  is  so  valuable  and  near  this  bog  of 
Newman's,  how  distant  is  it  ? — It  may  be  100  perches. 

5918.  Have  you  the  liberty  of  grazing  on  it? — I  have  not. 
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Andrew  J chmionc.       5919-  One  hundred  perches  from  where  you  live ? — No. 

5920.  What  distance  is  it  from  where  you  live? — About  two  miles,  I  think. 

29  April  1837.  5021.  Bog  is  rather  more  valuable,  with  relation  to  a  farm,  when  it  is  close  to 

it  than  when  it  is  two  miles  off? — It  would  be  more  valuable  to  me  if  I  had  it 
beside  me. 

5922.  And  you  have  not  the  liberty  of  grazing  on  it,  but  merely  cutting  turf? 
— Nothing  more. 

5923.  And  for  two  acres  you  paid  1  /.  ? — Yes. 

5924.  How  comes  it  you  have  set  no  value  at  all  on  the  four  acres  of  bog 
attached  to  Newman's  house? — It  is  so  very  bad  that  I  think  it  is  worth  very  Uttle. 

5925.  You  have  put  no  value  on  that  at  all  ?— Very  little. 

5926.  Tell  us  what  value  you  put  on  it?— I  told  you  as  nearly  as  I  could,  from 
what  I  paid  myself  for  the  portion  I  had. 

5927.  That  is  no  answer? — I  cannot  exactly  say  what  the  value  is. 

5928.  Then  you  put  no  value  on  it  ? — Little  or  none. 

5929.  If  you  put  a  little  on  it,  tell  us  what  that  little  is  ? — If  you  wish  me,  I  will 
say  1  /.  a  year. 

5930.  f  wish  you  to  tell  the  truth  ? — I  will  say  nothing  else. 

5931.  Did  you  ever  value  the  land  before  now  ? — Never. 

5932.  Tell  me,  is  that  land  all  of  a  similar  value,  or  is  there  some  of  a  better  kind 
than  the  rest?— There  is. 

5933.  How  much? — There  may  be  six  or  seven  acres. 

5934.  At  what  value? — Five  or  six  and  thirty  shillings  an  acre;  the  best  of  it 
of  itself,  with  the  house,  might  set  at  that. 

5935.  Is  the  rest  all  of  the  same  value ;  the  remaining  part? — It  is  not. 

5936.  How  much  is  of  a  different  value  ? — There  may  be  some  worth  2s.  or 
3^.  an  acre  less ;  there  are  two  or  three  different  descriptions  of  land  in  the 
farm. 

5937.  Committee.']  Have  you  got  your  book  ? — I  did  not  take  a  note  of  this  at 
all ;  I  knew  the  land  so  well  that  I  did  not  think  it  would  be  necessary. 

5938.  Mr.  Thesiger.']  You  say  there  are  five  or  six  acres  worth  from  1/.  15^. 
to  1/.  16^.;  tell  me  how  much  the  others  are  worth? — I  suppose  three  or  four 
acres  of  the  second. 

5939.  Do  not  suppose ;  tell  me  how  much  ? — I  only  take  it  from  observation. 

5940.  Three  or  four  acres,  at  how  much? — I  dare  say  about  1  /.  10*. 

5941.  Now,  the  rest? — About  W.  5^. 

5942.  That  is,  all  the  rest? — Yes;  that  is,  to  divide  the  farm  and  set  it  in  the 
different  portions  it  would  bring  that;  but,  taking  it  altogethev*,  I  think  1/.  12;. 
or  1/.  13 5.  would  be  a  high  rent. 

5943«  As  you  are  a  man  of  figures,  will  you  tell  us  how,  with  all  these  partieu- 
lars,  you  bring  out  the  average  per  acre  ? — I  never  averaged  it ;  and  I  never  went 
into  a  calculation  before  I  came  into  this  room. 

5944.  Do  you  mean  to  say  the  divisions  you  have  given  to  the  Committee  of  the 
different  values,  is  an  extemporaneous  one  ? — It  is  quite  so,  from  my  own  know- 
ledge and  recollection  of  the  farm  here ;  I  viewed  the  farm  as  to  let,  taking  the 
whole  together. 

5945.  Then,  giving  the  utmost  rent  per  acre,  between  1/.  12^.  and  \L  13^., 
that  must  be  composed  of  the  different  values  of  the  different  portions  of  the  farm? 
— Dividing  it  in  the  way  I  have  done,  I  dare  say  it  would  average  more  than  what

5947.  You  only  guess  or  calculate  it  is  worth  1  /•  \2s.  or  1  /.  13^.  per  acre?— 
I  would  not  take  it,  myself,  at  that. 

5948.  Your  calculation  is  guess,  like  the  American's  "I  calculate"  or  **  I  gues"? 
— No,  I  am  not  a  Yankee. 

5949.  Is  not  the  bog  of  value  to  supply  fuel  for  burning  lime? — Yes. 

5950.  Do  you  not  estimate  that  at  all  ? — 1  do  not  know  that  man  bums  lime; 
I  am  sure  he  does  not ;  I  never  knew  him  to  bum  lime. 

5951.  Do  you  know  whether  there  is  a  lime-kiln  on  the  farm? — There  may  be; 
I  cannot  say. 

5952.  You  say  you  have  such  a  perfect  recollection  of  this  farm,  that  yoa  can 

give  us  all  the  particulars  without  any  memorandum ;  do  you  know  whether  there  is 

a  lime- kiln  on  it  ? — I  believe  there  is. 

5953.  Have 
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5953.  Have  you  any  doubt  about  it? — I  have  no  doubt  about  it. 

5954.  Is  there  more  than  one  dwelling-house  on  the  farm? — There  may  be  two; 
be  may  have  a  workman  in  one  of  them  now. 

5955-  Is  there  the  appearance  of  two  ? — ^Yes,  there  is  the  appearance  of  two, 

5956.  And  offices  r — Yes,  such  as  they  are. 

5957.  Miserable  places,  of  course? — One  of  the  houses  is  rather  comfortable  ; 
the  other  is  very  bad. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

5958.  I  understand  you  to  say,  that  your  mode  of  valuing  is  to  value  the  whole 
holding,  with  whatever  buildings  there  may  be  on  it  ? — Yes ;  taking  the  houses 
and  appurtenances  and  every  thing  into  calculation. 

5959.  You  do  not  value  each  acre  at  what  it  would  let  at  separately,  but  taking 
the  whole  together  in  bulk,  you  calculate,  what,  in  your  judgment,  the  whole  farm 
would  let  for? — I  valued  it  as  exactly  as  if  I  were  going  to  take  it  or  propose  for 
it  myself.

5961.  DO  you  know  the  farm  of  Bryan  Manion,  in  th€  barony  of  Ardagh  ? —    Denis  (/Connor. 
I  do.  . 

5962.  When  did  you  value  it  ? — In  the  early  part  of  February. 

5063.  We  hear  there  are  two  dwelling-houses  on  the  farm  ? — There  are ;  there 
are  nouses  and  offices  also,  which  would  cost  from  40/.  to  60/.  to  build  them. 

5964.  Are  they  of  a  good  description  ? — For  that  description  of  person  and  for 
that  description  of  farm,  they  are. 

5965.  Tliere  is  a  lime-kiln  also  on  the  premises,  is  there  not  ? — I  will  refer  to  my 
notes ;  there  is  a  lime-kiln,  and  there  are  pretty  good  windows  in  the  house,  which 
is  not  usual  in  houses  of  such  description  in  Ireland ;  and  there  are  four  acres 
waste  or  bog,  which  1  know  of  my  own  knowleds^e  from  having  read  the  lease. 

5966.  Is  that  bog  of  a  good  or  bad  quality  ? — It  is  worth  to  the  man  from  3/.  to 
5/.  per  annum. 

5967.  Is  it  of  a  good  or  bad  quality  ? — Certainly  it  is  good  for  its  use,  for 
grazing,  the  part  that  is  a  little  improved,  or  for  turf  banking. 

5968.  For  burning  lime,  or  any  domestic  purposes  ? — ^Yes. 

5969.  Are  the  lands,  exclusive  of  the  bog,  of  a  good  or  bad  quality? — They 
are  of  a  good  quality. 

5970.  I  believe  land  in  the  barony  of  Ardagh  is  pretty  good  in  quality  ? — I  con- 
sider it  is  ;  there  are  very  few  baronies  I  know  of  where  there  is  so  much  good 
land  and  so  little  of  an  inferior  quality. 

5971.  What  do  you  consider  a  fair  value  per  acre  for  this  land  ? — ^Taking  into 
consideration  the  houses  that  cost  from  40/.  to  50/.  and  the  waste,  I  would  value 
the  land  at  2  /.  10  ^.  per  acre ;  there  are  houses  which  I  do  not  consider  as  good  as 
they,  and  a  single  acre  or  two  of  land  attached,  where  there  is  a  man  who  has  a 
10/.  freehold  who  voted  at  the  last  election  for  Mr.  Fox. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

5972.  You  say  2/.  10^.  an  acre  for  the  10  acres? — I  do ;  and  were  I  in  doubt, 
something  that  came  from  a  gentleman  of  the  other  party,  just  now  would  justify 
me  that  it  is  good  land. 

5973.  Is  the  land  of  this  farm  all  pretty  much  of  the  same  quality  throughout  ? 
— it  is  of  the  same  kind  as  the  entire  townland ;  some  divided  into  bottom  and  some 
as  townland. 

5974.  Is  the  land  on  this  farm  pretty  much  of  the  same  quality  throughout  ? — 
should  think  so. 

5975.  That  is  to  say  one  acre  is  as  good  as  another  ? — No ;  it  is  pretty  much 
of  a  uniform  quality. 

5976.  What  do  you  mean  by  uniform  quality? — There  is  no  farm  of  10  acres 
where  they  are  all  equally  good,  every  acre  of  the  same  quality. 

5977.  You  mean  by  sayi^[|  it  is  of  a  uniform  quality  that  some  acres  differ  froni 
others  ? — I  say  some  acres  do  di^er  from  others. 
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Dmtis  (XComat.        597^-  You  told  me  just  now  it  was  of  a  uniform  quality  ? — When  did  I  tell  yoa 

^-      it  was  of  a  uniform  quality  ?  1  told  you  some  was  for  grass  and  some  for  tillage;

5979.  Then  it  is  not  of  a  uniform  quality  ?— Just  so,  if  you  like  to  take  ilsa 

5980.  How  much  is  there  of  a  better  kind? — I  do  not  know. 

5981 .  Not  at  all  ? — I  do  not. 

5982.  You  cannot  tell  me  whether  there  are  20  acres  or  two  acres  ?— I  am  sore 
the  larger  proportion  is  of  the  best  quality. 

5983.  Can  you  tell  me  whether  there  are  10  acres  or  two  of  the  best  quality?— 
1  am  sure  the  larger  part  of  the  farm  is  of  a  better  quality. 

5984.  More  than  half  of  the  farm? — Yes. 

5985.  At  what  should  you  put  it  ? — If  it  was  set  separately,  I  would  not  know 
how  to  value  it ;  I  viewed  it  as  if  it  was  altogether,  and  I  made  no  other 
valuation. 

5986.  That  is  the  ordinary  mode  in  that  country  of  valuing  the  wholes  on  an 
average? — Just  so. 

^987.  And  other  parties  who  go  to  value  it  would  take  that  as  their  mode  of 
valuation  ? — ^They  would  do  it  in  what  way  they  please. 

5988.  Is  that  the  proper  hiode  of  valuing  the  farm  ? — I  consider  the  proper  mode 
of  valuing  the  farm  for  me  was,  to  value  the  whole  with  reference  to  the  evidence 
I  was  to  give. 

5989.  What  was  proper  for  you  was  proper  for  other  people,  was  itnot.^— 
Upon  my  oath  I  think  so. 

5990.  You  say  half  of  it  is  of  a  better  quality  ? — More  than  half;  I  cannot  be 
particular  as  to  that ;  I  am  not  a  land-surveyor. 

599 1.  '5  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^  ^^  pretty  much  the  same;  it  is  uniform  to  this;  but  is  it 
much  the  same  ? — It  is  very  good  for  its  use,  and  that  is  for  grazing. 

5992.  The  remainder  of  the  land,  you  say,  more  than  one-half,  is  of  a  superior 
quality  ;  is  the  lesser  part  that  remains  of  the  same  quality  ? — I  do  say,  for 
grazing  cattle,  it  would  be  worth  2/.  or  21.  5  s. 

5993'  You  say  more  than  one-half  is  of  a  particular  quality  ;  I  ask  you  as  to 
the  rest,  is  it  of  a  different  quality,  or  does  acre  differ  from  acre  of  that  ?— Cer- 
tainly ;  what  I  have  referred  to  of  the  upland  is  superior  to  the  other  part. 

5994.  I  am  speaking  of  the  remainder  of  it? — It  is  inferior  to  the  upland. 

5995.  Is  it  acre  by  acre  of  the  same  value  with  itself,  putting  the  upland  out  of 
the  question,  leaving  the  seven  acres  which  is  not  of  the  same  value  with  that,  are 
they  of  the  same  value  ? — I  did  not  say  seven  acres. 

5996.  You  say  more  than  one-half  is  of  a  superior  quality ;  we  have  taken 
that ;  then  turn  your  attention  to  the  remainder ;  of  the  remainder,  is  the  rest  of 
a  uniform  quality  throughout,  or  does  it  differ,  one  part  of  that  remainder  fipom 
another  part  of  it  ? — ^There  might  be  an  acre,  perhaps,  worse  than  the  rest,  even 
in  the  rest  of  that. 

5997.  Is  there  ? — I  cannot  say  whether  there  is  or  not. 

5998.  You  went  to  value  the  farm?  — I  did,  and  went  over  it 

5999.  And  you  cannot  tell  whether  there  are  three  qualities  of  land  in  it  or  two? 
— I  rather  think  there  are  but  two. 

6000.  What  do  mean  then  by  telling  us  there  might  be  an  acre  of  less  value?— 
Because  there  might  be  round  the  skirts  of  the  farm  a  small  portion  which  is  not 
so  good. 

6001.  Whether  there  is  or  not,  you  cannot  tell? — Certainly;  if  there  is,  it  is 
not  over  an  acre. 

6002.  Can  you  tell  whether  there  is  or  is  not? — I  think  not. 

6003.  Can  you  not  give  me  more  than  thoughts  about  it ;  is  there  or  is  there 
not? — I  think  not. 

6004.  Is  this  the  valuation  which  you  put  on  it ;  2/.  lOs.  a  year,  I  think  you 
say;  is  that  the  value  you  would  put  between  landlord  and  tenant? — I  declare  I 
would  not  do  that.

6065.  How  do  you  know  that  it  was  this  Michael  Carney  that  lived  at  Cartro- 
nawar  ? — He  told  me  he  was. 

6066.  Did  you  ask  him  ? — ^Yes,  and  he  told  me  he  was. 

6067.  And  then  you  served  the  notice  ? — I  gave  him  the  notice  then.

6074.  Mr.  Robinson^]  Have  you  got  the  lease? — I  have  not  the  lease. 

6075.  Mr.  fVhitesides.]  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  what  rent  he 
pays  ? — I  saw  the  lease. 

6076.  His  land  is  near  it  ? — It  is.

6079.  Is  there  a  lime-kiln  upon  it? — Yes. 

6080.  Tell  me  what  the  note  of  it  is  ? — Michael  Carney  has  three  roods  of  land 

that  goes  along  with  his  houses ;  they  are  worth  8  /.  a  year.  , 

6081 .  How  many  houses  are  there  upon  the  land  ? — Four  or  five  houses ;  I  can 
swear  to  four ;  that  includes  his  own  house. 

6082.  What  do  you  say  is  the  value  of  them  to  let  by  the  year ;  what  are  they 
worth,  do  you  think? — They  are  worth,  to  let,  7/.  or  8A  a  year. 

6083.  Are  they  occupied  now  or  not? — They  were  occuupied  when  I  valued 
the  land. 

6084.  When  was  that  ? — In  last  February. 

6085.  I  asked  vou  before,  whether  there  was  a  lime-kiln  on  the  land  r — ^There 
is  a  lime-kiln  on  the  land,  and  there  is  a  bog  attached  to  it,  a  waste  bog. 

6086.  Is  the  lime  of  value  for  the  purpose  of  manure  ? — Certainly. 

6087.  Do  you  know  whether  these  houses  were  occupied,  or  by  whom  they 
were  occupied  at  the  time  of  the  registration  ? — I  do  not  know. 

6088.  When  you  went  to  value  them  they  were  occupied  ? — They  were  occu- 
pied, and  are  still  occupied. 

6089.  What  is  the  value,  taking  into  consideration  the  advantaige  of  the  lime- 
kiln and  the  bog ;  what  do  you  say  the  land  is  worth  per  acre,  supposing  there 
were  no  houses  upon  it  but  one  common  farm-house  ?^— Two  pounds  ten  shillings 
an  acre. 

6oyo.  What  sort  of  houses  are  the  others  ? — They  are  not  so  good  as  the  one  he 
himself  lives  in,  but  they  are  such  a  class  of  houses  as  persons  who  hold  no  land, 
except  perhaps  a  rood,  generally  reside  in.

6094.  Does  the  lime-kiln  add  considerably  to  the  value  of  the  farm  ? — I  think 
it  does.

6095.  Have  you  ever  seen  him  bum  any  lime? — I  never  did. 

6096.  You  talk  of  these  houses;  I  ask  you,  whether  if  they  are  worth  7/.  a   ' 
year,  they  are  set  to  cottiers  ?— They  would  always  let. 

6097.  You  consider  that  these  houses  would  always  let? — There  are  three, 
perhaps  four  families,  live  in  the  houses  upon  this  farm. 

6098.  There  were  families  in  the  houses  at  the  time  you  were  there  ? — Yes. 

6099.  ^^  ^^^  ^*^  ^^  ground  of  seven  acres  of  land  you  have  four  or  five  families 
locatad  ? — So  it  turns  out. 

6100.  Now  it  is  worth  21.  \0s.  an  acre,  you  say? — Yes,  I  do. 

6101 .  Is  that  what  some  of  these  wretched  people  would  be  induced  to  give,  or 
the  fair  value  which  the  land  would  bring  a  landlord  in  the  market? — I  am  not 
speaking  of  a  landlord's  rent ;  I  mean  between  such  a  man  as  himself  and  another 
man  of  the  same  description. 

6i02,  I  am  not  speaking  of  what  might  be  wrung  out  of  these  wretched  crea- 
tures, but  what  is  the  fair  market  value  in  the  shape  of  rent  which  that  would  bring 
in  the  market  if  it  were  to  be  set  by  the  landlord  ?— The  landlord  would  get  2/.

6105.  Do  you  remember  what  the  rent  was  you  put  on  Newman's? — Yes,  I  do. 

6106.  Was  it  not  2/.  55.  ?~It  was. 

6107.  Have  you  not  put  the  same  value  on  this? — I  have. 

61 08.  Do  you  think  the  value  is  different,  or  the  same  as  Newman's  ? — I  think, 
319.  H  H  2  of 
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Denis  O'^Connor.  of  the  two,  being  a  smaller  quantity  of  land,  there  is  less  of  what  you  call  bottom 
land  for  it. 

a^  April  1837.  6109.  I  ask  you  whether  there  is  any  assignable  diflference  in  the  value  per 
acre  of  Barnard  Newman's  holding  and  Michael  Carney's  holding  ? — If  there  is 
any  diflference  it  is  very  trifling,  but  of  the  two  I  consider  Carney's  is  the  best, 
particularly  as  there  are  so  many  houses  on  it.

— It  must  be  a  middliQ| 
farm  from  the  price  I  allowed  for  it ;  the  lands  must  be  middling  or  pretty  good 
from  the  price  I  put  on  it. 

6373.  Is  there  a  house  upon  it  ? — There  is  a  cabin  upon  it. 

6374.  Now,  taking  the  cabin  and  every  thing  you  saw  on  the  farm,  according 
to  the  best  of  your  judgment,  what  rent  could  a  solvent  tenant  afford  to  pay  fef

6400.  How  much  land  is  there  in  his  farm? — I  think  about  13  acres;  I  think 
there  is  something  more. 

6401 .  There  is  a  rood,  or  something  more,  is  there  not  ? — I  do  not  exactly  know. 

6402.  When  did  you  value  the  farm  ?— I  was  present  on  it  twice  to  value;  I 
went  to  value  it  in  February,  a  few  days  before  I  came  here. 

6403.  In  what  state  of  cultivation  was  the  land  ? — It  was  in  the  best  state  of 
any  farms  I  saw  in  the  county  of  Longford. 

6404.  What  sort  of  house  is  there  upon  it? — A  very  good  htmse.

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Ptier  Daly.  6405.  Is  there  a  stable  on  it? — Yes,  there  is.

10*.;  speaking  of  mud  houses,  was  there 
stone  at  the  bottom  and  mud  at  the  top ;  what  ie  the  cost  of  building  a  house  of 
that  kind  ? — I  should  say  about  4/. 

6557.  What  are  the  offices  generally  attached  to  the  house  ? — Generally  very 
small,  which  will  hold  about  three  beasts. 

6558.  What  is  the  cost  of  offices  of  that  nature  and  size?— I  think  the  cost  of 
such  an  office  would  be  from  2/.  to  2/.  10*. 

6559.  What  would  be  the  cost  of  the  piggery.^ — I  think  about  5*.

6568.  You  say  there  was  no  meadow  on  it  ? — ^There  was  no  good  meadow ;  I 
could  not  see  any  meadow  which  I  could  call  meadow;  there  might  be  a  patch  of 
pasture,  but  I  would  not  call  that  meadow. 

6569.  You  say  you  think  20*.  an  acre  is  a  high  rent  for  it  ? — Yes. 

6570.  You  do  not  believe  a  solvent  tenant  could  pay  more  than  that  for  that? —

6571.  What  do  you  value  the  best  part  of  his  farm  at? — I  consider  the  best 
part  might  be  worth  25*.  an  acre.

places  near  him  set  at  that  rent;  that  a  part  of  New  Park  at  present  paid  2/.  12^., 
but  he  did  not  know  what  persons  near  him  paid. 

7603.  He  said  people  near  him  paid  60s.  ? — He  said  so  first,  but  afterwards  he 
could  not  state  any ;  he  said  Mr.  White  gave  land  in  order  to  enable  persons  to 
register,  and  thinks  with  his  buildings  he  might  get  50^.  an  acre  for  his  land.

7609.  Did  you  see  it  immediately  after  it  was  written  ? — I  did  at  the  time. 

7610.  Did  you  see  Patrick  Hanley? — I  must  have  been  present  when  he 
came  up. 

7611.  Do  you  know  more  than  one  Patrick  Hanley? — ^I  do  not  know  person- 
ally either  of  them  ;  I  do  not  recollect  them  personally. 

7612.  Are  you  able  to  say  whether  the  party  you  are  speaking  of  is  Patrick 
Hanley  the  elder  or  the  younger  ? — I  am  not  of  my  own  knowledge.

7621.  You  have  the  affidavit  of  registry  of  three  John  Farrells  ? — I  have. 

7622.  Is  not  the  affidavit  marked  in  the  same  viBy  when  the  party  polls  ?— If 
he  polls  from  the  affidavit  it  is  marked  by  the  sheriff ;  taking  the  poll  in  this  case, 
neither  of  the  three  appear  to  have  been  marked  at  any  election, 

7623.  That  does  not  appear  to  be  polled  by  the  affidavit  ? — No. 

7624.  Do  you  produce  the  affidavit  of  registry  ? — I  do.

7630.  Is  tbat  your  own  entry,  or  somebody's  else  ? — My  own. 

7631-2.  Let  me  look  at  it ;  it  appears  that  a  witness  was  called  besides  James  ^  ^"^'  •^-^* 
Farrell ;  a  witness  of  the  name  of  Hubert  Farrell ;  you  had  better  read  the  whole 
entry  ? — "  He  says  he  built  the  house  six  years  ago,  that  is  since  he  got  the  lease, 
and  that  the  house  cost  him  20/.,  and  he  does  not  doubt  but  that  he  might  get 
between  21.  Ss.  and  2/.  10 5.  an  acre.  Hubert  Farrell  was  called;  knows  the 
farm,  and  thinks  it  is  worth  48^,  per  acre,  and  thinks  he  would  give  it  if  he 
wanted  land/'    That  is  the  meaning  of  the  note.

7634.  Have  you  read  it  all  ? — No,  I  have  not ;  "  except  New  Park,  on  the 
third  letting  between  40^.  and  42  5."

7635.  Do  you  mean  two  middlemen  ?— I  do  ;  that,  at  a  third' letting,  produced 
from  40^.  to  42^.  an  acre,  which  was  the  full  value  for  that  land  ;  there  is  a  note 
here,  but  it  is  not  any  thing  as  to  the  value  ;  he  means  to  ^y  it  would  be  very 
odd,  after  expendin^^  what  he  did,  if  Uie  land  were  not  worth  something  more.

7639.  Committee.^  I  understood  you  to  be  present? — I  was ;  the  note  does  not 
say  on  whose  part  the  witnesses  came  up ;  I  rather  think  the  claimant  brought 
them  up, 

7640.  Mr.  Wrangham.^  Did  you  call  any  witnesses? — I  am  quite  sure  the 
first  witness  was  brought  up  by  the  claimant,  because  he  swore  very  high,  and  the 
other  so  different,  that  1  am  not  quite  certain. 

7641.  You  are  not  quite  sure  whether  you  called  witnesses  or  not? — I  am  not.  * 

7642.  One  swore  to  42^.  and  the  other  to  48  5.  ? — Yes. 

7643.  Do  I  understand  you  that  in  reading  your  note  the  voter  swore  he  built 
the  house  six  years  ago  ?— Six  years  before  that  time. 

7644.  Did  he  also  state  that  he  had  a  lease  before  he  built  the  house? — ^He 
stated  that  he  had  built  the  house  six  years  ago,  that  he  had  got  a  lease,  and  that 
it  was  six  years  since  he  had  got  the  lease. 

7645.  Committee.']  Do  you  know  James  Farrell  ? — I  do  not  know  him  per- 
sonally. 

7646.  Were  there  any  other  James  Farrells,  of  the  barony  of  Rathcline,  who 
came  up  to  be  registered  ? — I  am  sure  there  were  other  James  Farrells,  but  I 
do  not  know  whether  of  Lisniskie  or  Turreen. 

7647.  The  one  you  have  been  speaking  of  was  Farrell  of  Turreen  ? — Yes, 

7648.  That  you  are  certain  of? — ^Yes. 

7649.  Mr.  Wrangham.']  That  appears  on  your  note  ? — It  does. 

[The  J  fitness  was  oi^krcd  to  withdraxc]

Examined  by  Mr.  Wrangham. 

7650.  DID  you  serve  a  notice  on  John  Farrell,  of  Turreen? — I  did.  /o^„  Corrj/. 

7651 .  When  did  you  serve  that  notice  ? — The  18th  of  February.  — 

7652.  Committee.]  Where? — In  Turreen  ;  I  served  it  on  him  personally. 

7653.  Mr.  Wrangham,]  Did  you  at  the  same  time  view  and  value  the  land 
which  he  held  ? — I  did. 

7654.  Committee.]  Did  you  know  John  Farrell,  of  Turreen,  before?— No,  I 
did  not. 

7655.  Was  there  any  other  John  Farrell,  of  Turreen? — I  do  not  think  there 
was. 

319.  QQ4  7656.  Was 
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John  Corry,  7656.  Was  it  a  single  house  or  a  village  ? — A  single  house. 

7657.  Mr.  Wrangham.']  What  quality  is  the  land? — It  is  some  of  the  best 
description  in  that  neighbourhoods 

7658.  Is  it  in  the  Callons  ? — It  is. 

7659.  You  have  told  us  before,  the  greater  part  of  that  is  very  bad  indeed  ?— 
Yes,  the  greater  part  is  bad. 

7660.  This  is  of  the  best  quality  in  that  district  ? — I  dare  say  it  is. 

7661.  What  is  the  value  per  acre  which  you  think  a  solvent  and  responsible 
tenant  could  fairly  afford  td  give  for  this  land  ? — I  have  put  31  Ss  per  acre  on  it, 
and  I  think  that  is  a  very  high  rent. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Thesiger. 

7662.  That  is  on  the  average  of  the  whole  ? — Yes ;  that  is  the  way  I  have  done 
it  generally. 

7663.  Then  can  you  tell  us  what  the  best  part  of  the  land  would  be  worth?— 
That  is  for  the  very  best. 

7664.  Then  there  is  some  worse  than  that? — I  take  it  all  on  an  average. 

7665.  You  say  the  best  is  31^.;  then  there  is  some  worse  ? — ^There  is  some 
worse. 

'666.  That  is  the  lowest  value  ? — I  have  not  made  a  valuation  in  that  way. 

7667.  You  say  this  is  the  highest  at  31^.? — I  have  put  the  good  and  had 
together. 

7668.  You  say  this  is  the  highest  value  per  acre,  31  #.  for  the  best  land? — Yes. 

7669.  And  you  cannot  tell  us  what  the  value  of  the  worst  land  is? — I  could  tdl 
you  what  the  worst  land  is  ;  I  valued  some  of  it  at  7s.  6d.  an  acre. 

7670.  Seven  and  sixpence  and  acre  on  this  farm  ? — No,  not  on  this  farm. 

7671.  Be  so  good  as  to  be  communicative  on  this  farm;  what  is  the  lowest 
value  of  this  farm  ? — I  have  not  viewed  it  in  that  way  ;  I  have  taken  every  thing 
into  account. 

7672.  Were  you  acquainted  with  this  land  before? — I  was  not. 

7673.  You  only  went  for  the  purpose  of  valuing  this  particular  land  ? — ^Yes. 

7674.  And  for  that  purpose  alone  ? — For  that  purpose  alone. 

7675.  Never  being  acquainted  with  it  before  ? — Never. 

7676.  How  far  do  you  live  from  it  ? — Nine  miles  from  it. 

7677.  Were  you  a  valuer  of  land  ? — Never  before. 

7678.  Did  you  observe  the  house? — I  did. 

7679.  Is  it  a  bad  house  or  a  good  house  ? — It  is  a  middling  good  hoase. 

7680.  That  I  understand  to  be  very  good  from  your  evidence,  as  it  is  against 
us  ? — I  do  not  say  it  is  very  good. 

7681.  Are  there  offices  ? — I  have  no  note  of  any  office. 

7682.  Have  you  a  note  of  a  house  ? — I  have. 

7683.  Just  let  me  look  at  that  note  ? — I  will — [handing  it  to  the  learned  Counsel] 

7684.  Where  did  you  make  this  ? — On  the  land. 

7685.  Where  do  you  find  any  note  as  to  the  house  ? — Here  it  is — [pwtting 
it  out.] 

7686.  After  the  18th  instant  1837,  you  P"*  "fi'^^  house,  good;**  why  do  you  call 
it  middling  good  in  your  evidence  before  the  Committee  if  you  have  put  good  m 
your  note  ? — ^There  are  a  great  many  better  houses,  and  it  is  a  middling  good 
house  in  that  neighbourhood. 

7687.  Why  do  you  say,  on  your  oath,  it  is  a  middling  good  house,  when  your 
note  informs  you  that  it  is  good  ? — It  is  a  good  house  in  a  general  way  towards 
the  generality  of  houses  in  that  neighbourhood. 

7688.  Then  do  not  qualify  your  praise ;  if  it  is  a  good  house  call  it  so,  not  a 
middling  good  house  ? — You  may  call  it  good  if  you  like. 

7689.  Are  there  any  offices  ? — I  have  no  note  of  any  offices. 

7690.  I  do  not  mean  your  office  of  valuator,  I  know  there  is  thai  office  ? — I  do 
not  know. 

7691.  Did  you  take  any  account  of  the  value  of  that  house  to  let  it  any  better? 
— I  did  not. 

7692.  You  excluded  that  from  your  calculation? — I  took  the  house  into  account 
in  valuing  the  land. 

7693.  You 
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7693.  You  took  the  house  and  land  together,  and  valued  it  at  1  /.  1 1  s.  per  acre?  John  Corry, 
— ^That  is  the  way  we  in  general  did  it.

7829.  How  high  is  the  house  ? — ^I  think  about  9  or  10  feet. 

7830.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  a  house  being  built  for  6  Ll-^-l  have  ;  and  I  have 
seen  a  house  built  for  less  than  5  L 

7831.  Mr.  Bobinson.']  What  did  your  own  house  cost  you? — I  think  it  cost 
me  near  200/.  to  build  house  and  offices. 

7832.  When  was  that?— Within  15  years. 

7833.  Taking  into  consideration  the  house  on  the  land,  what  do  you  say 
would  be  a  fair  rent  for  a  solvent  tenant  to  pay  for  that  house  and  land  ? — I 
valued  them  separate. 

7834.  How  did  you  value  them  ? — I  valued  the  house  and  offices  at  10  /.,  and 
the  land  at  2  l.  an  acre.

Then,  from  your  own  experience,  you  can  give  no  account  of  the  cost 
and  the  length  of  time  which  would  be  necessary  for  building  a  cabin  of  that 
sort  ? — I  have  built  cabins  where  I  live. 

7924.  Have  you  or  have  you  not  had  any  personal  experience  as  to  the  time 
and  cost  required  for  building  a  cabin  in  that  place? — Not  in  that  place. 

4925.  Do  you  recollect  Patrick  M*Cormicks  cabin,  or  cottage,  or  whatever  it 
was  ? — There  is  a  man  of  the  name  of  Patrick  M^Cormick. 

7926.  Have  you  now  that  cottage  in  your  recollection  at  this  moment  when 
you  are  speaking  of  it  ? — Does  M^Cormick  live  in  Aughnacross ;  it  is  a  black- 
smith. 

7927.  Do  you  know  Patrick  M*Cormick  of  Loughall  ? — I  know  the  land  in 
that  neighbourhood. 

7928.  Do  you  know  one  Patrick  M^Cormick  at  that  place  ? — That  is,  I 
suppose,  six  miles  from  here. 

7929.  Answer  the  question;  do  you  know  Patrick  M*Cormick  of  this  place? 
— I  do,  I  recollect  it. 

7930.  You  recollect  his  cottage  ? — I  do. 

7931.  Have  you  it  at  this  moment  in  your  recollection  ? — I  have. 

7932.  Were  there  any  offices  to  it?— There  are. 

7933.  What  offices  ? — Two  or  three  little  houses  altogether. 

7934.  Pray  what  is  the  house  itself  made  of? — Of  stone. 

7935.  And  the  offices,  what  are  they  built  of? — Of  stone. 

7936.  Did  you  happen  to  go  inside  M^Cormick's  place  ? — Never,  though  I 
passed  it  by  five  or  six  times  a  year. 

7937.  But  you  do  not  know  what  accommodation  there  is  inside  ? — I  do  not 

7938.  Can  you  undertake  to  speak  as  to  the  cost  and  time  of  building  a  house 
like  M*Cormick's  at  that  place  ? — I  think  M^Cormick's  house  and  offices  could 
be  built  for  10/.  or  12Z. 

7939.  Can  you  speak  of  your  own  experience  ? — Of  course  I  can. 

7940.  Do  you  know  Peter  Daly  s  house  at  Clooneen  ? — I  cannot  recollect; 
where  does  he  live  ? 

79J.1.  At  Clooneen,  where  the  priest  did  live  ? — I  cannot  recollect. 

7942.  Committee.']  Do  you  know  Peter  Daly*s  house  ? — I  cannot  recollect 

7943.  Mr.  Austin.]  Do  you  know  John  Tinte's  ? — ^Yes. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

7944.  What  sort  of  a  house  would  you  build  in  Ireland  for  300  Z.  ? — I  am  at 
this  moment  getting  a  house  built  that  will  cost  200 1. 

7945.  What  sort  of  a  house  is  that  ? — It  consists  of  six  apartments ;  the  three 
under  apartments  will  be  three  rooms  of  about  1 6  feet  square ;  one  of  them  will 
be  15  feet  square,  the  other  two  will  be  15  feet  by  12 ;  it  will  be  cottage-like  in 
the  front,  and  two  stories  in  the  rear. 

7946.  What  is  it  built  of? — Stone  and  lime,  and  brick  in  the  cross  wall  and 
the  inner  parts. 

7947.  And  what  is  the  roof? — Memel  timber  and  slate. 

7948.  Are  thatched  cabins  in  general  built  of  that  sort  of  timber  ? — No,  there 
is  no  foreign  timber  in  thatched  cabins,  they  are  generally  made  of  the  wood  of 
tlie  plantations. 

7949.  Is  it  for  a  tenant  of  Mr.  Blackall  that  house  is  being  built? — It  is. 

7950.  How  much  holding  has  he  ? — He  has  35  acres. 

7951.  Are  there  any  offices  to  be  built  to  that  house  which  are  included  in 

the

the  200/.? — No,  the  house  only ;  I  have  paid  140/.  as  yet,  and  there  is  no  part  of     Jacob  Wiggins. 
the  inside  done  any  thing  to.  

7952.  Will  there  be  a  chimney  to  this  house  ?— Two.  3  May  J 837. 

7953-  What  will  they  be  built  of? — Brick. 

7954.  What  sort  of  windows  ? — The  windows  will  be  five  feet  by  three. 

7955.  What  will  the  height  of  this  house  be  ? — Eighteen  feet  in  the  rear  and 
nine  in  the  front. 

7956.  And  you  did  all  this  for  200  /.  ? — ^Yes. 

7957.  What  will  the  cabins  cost  that  you  built  in  the  spring? — ^They  will  cost 
about  5/.  or  10/.,  and  it  is  40  feet  long. 

7958.  And  how  high  ? — Seven  feet  high,  built  with  clay. 

7959.  How  far  is  it  from  M*Cormick's  where  you  built  this  cabin  ? — It  is 
about  nine  miles  distant. 

[The  Witness  was  ordered  to  withdraw.!^ 

Peter  Dalj/j  called. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Austin. 

7960.  DO  you  know  James  M*Cabe,  of  Aughanoran  ?— I  do.  PsterDaly. 

7961 .  Now  do  you  know  the  land  he  occupies  there  ? — I  ^o. 

7962.  Is  there  a  house  on  it  ? — There  is. 

7963.  Have  you  valued  it  ? — Yes. 

7964.  Now  tell  the  Committee  what,  in  your  opinion,  thaf  land  is  worth  per 
acre  ? — I  have  no  note  of  this  man's  farm ;  but  there  are  four  farms  that  were 
all  in  one,  and  they  were  divided  by  arbitration. 

7965.  Have  you  a  note  of  the  four  ? — I  have  a  note  of  one  of  them ;  they  are 
all  the  same. 

7966.  Let  me  look  at  that  note,  will  you  ?— I  will  [handing  it  to  the  learned 
^  dounsel]. 

7967.  It  is  the  same  as  Brady's? — Yes. 

7968.  What,  in  your  opinion,  could  a  solvent  tenant  give  for  that  land  per 
acre  ? — I  think  he  could  give  two  guineas  an  acre  for  it ;  I  have  land  on  one 
side  that,  and  am  getting  2/.  6s.  an  acre  for,  and  there  is  land 'on  the  other 
side  going,  I  believe,  at  2/.  5^. 

7969.  There  is  land  on  the  other  side  going  at  that  rate  ? — ^There  is. 

7970.  Committee.]  You  are  not  the  landlord  of  that  which  you  let  at  that  price; 
you  are  a  middle  man  ? — Yes. 

7971.  Mr.  Aiistin,]  You  say  two  guineas  an  acre  ? — I  do. 

7972.  And  that  land  is  going  in  the  neighbourhood  at  455.  per  acre? — On 
one  side  of  it. 

7973.  In  your  opinion  is  22^.  a  fair  price? — I  mean  2/.  2^.  is  a  fair  price. 

7974.  Committee.]  And  that  you  let  land  of  your  own  at  2/.  6  s,  at  the  side 
of  it,  as  a  middle  man? — I  do. 

7975.  Mr.  Atistin,]  Then  if  any  body  has  stated  it  is  worth  225.  per  acre,  you 
entirely  differ  from  him  ? — I  do  completely  differ  from  him  ;  it  is  some  of  the 
best  land  in  that  neighbourhood. 

7976.  I  see  you  have  got  no  minute  in  your  book  about  the  house,  have  you? 
— I  have  of  Brady's  house  ;  and  they  are  all  the  same  in  every  respect. 

7977.  Now  what  kind  of  house  is  Brady's?— It  is  a  very  comfortable  farm- 
house, and  has  a  very  comfortable  sitting-room  in  it,  with  a  comfortable  grate, 
and  a  very  nice  chimney-board. 

7978.  Have  you  been  in  it?— I  have. 

7979.  What  is  it  built  of  ?— Stone  and  lime. 

7980.  Is  it  thatched  ? — The  houses  are  all  thatched  in  that  neighbourhood. 

7981.  Now  what,  in  your  opinion,  would  be  the  cost  of  building  Brady's 
house? — They  are  all  the  same;  I  could  not  make  any  distinction  between  the 
houses ;  and  as  to  the  land,  the  land  was  divided  by  arbitration ;  I  would  not  be 
able  to  make  any  distinction. 

7982..  We  will  take  Brady  for  M^Cabe;  what,  in  your  opinion,  would  be  the 
cost  of  building  Brady's  house  ? — I  think  it  would  cost  bevond  70/.  to  get  it 
built,  his  house  and  offices. 

7983.  You  are  acquainted  with  building  houses  in  that  neighbourhood  ? — I  am. 
319.  '  SS3  7984-  How 
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p0^  Daly,  7984.  How  long  does  it  take  to  build  a  house  of  that  description  t — ^I'hat  is  in 

proportion  to  the  number  of  hands  to  be  employed. 

3  May  1837,  7985.  What  would  be  the  number  of  hands  usually  employed  ? — Generally 

two  masons  in  building  the  stone-work,  and  one  or  two  others  to  attend  to  it 

7986.  Where  do  they  come  from  ? — ^They  are  to  be  had  every  one  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

7987.  In  what  way  are  the  masons  paid ;  are  they  paid  by  the  perch,  or  haw? 
— They  are  paid  by  the  perch  commonly. 

7988.  Do  you  know  at  what  rate  they  are  paid  by  the  perch? — From  1^.  erf. 
to  2s.  a  perch,  and  board  them  ;  it  is  never  under  2s.  Orf.  a  perch  when  they  arc 
not  boarded. 

7989.  Who  does  the  other  work  ;  do  the  masons  complete  the  whole  building? 
— No;  there  are  labourers,  carpenters  and  thatchers  employed  in  it. 

7990.  Where  do  they  come  from;  are  they  also  from  the  neighbourhood?— 
The  labourers  are. 

7991.  Are  the  carpenters  and  thatchers  from  the  neighbourhood?  —  The 
thatchers  are,  too,  from  the  neighbourhood ;  the  carpenters  may,  perhaps,  be 
brought  some  distance,  and  the  glaziers  from  the  town  of  Granard. 

7992.  And  how  far  would  that  be  from  M*Cabe's  house? — I  think  Granard  is 
three  miles  and  something  better  from  M^Cabe's  house. 

7993.  How  is  the  carpenter's  work  paid  for  ? — I  am  not  so  good  a  judge  of 
carpenters'  work  as  I  am  of  masons' ;  it  is  generally  by  the  job. 

7994.  And  what  would  the  glazier's  charge  be,  have  you  any  notion  ? — Yeg,  I 
have ;  a  pane  of  glass,  of  about  a  foot  equare,  or  from  that  to  1 6  inches,  is  gene- 
rally about  18^. ;  it  is  always  between  lAd.  and  20  <2.  for  a  pane  of  glass  of  aboat 
12  inches  by  14. 

7995-  What  would  the  whole  glaziering  cost  to  the  man  from  Granard?— I 
think  it  is  three  windows  that  is  in  his  house  in  the  froiit,  and  two  small  win- 
dows in  the  ends. 

7996.  How  long  would  it  take  to  do  that? — It  would  not  take  long  to  do  that 
for  the  glazier ;  the  materials  would  be  the  most  valuable ;  the  time  employed  in 
putting  it  in  would  not  be  much. 

7997-  What  would  you  say  the  whole  of  that  would  come  to? — I  think  %L 
would  pay  (or  the  glass  altogether  for  the  whole  house. 

7998.  And  including  the  labour? — Yes,  the  labour  of  the  glazier;  but  there  is 
the  carpenter's  labour  for  makine  the  sashes. 

7999.  And  3  /.  would  pay  for  me  whole  of  the  glazing ;  and  do  you  mean  for 
the  putting  it  up  ? — I  think  it  would. 

8000.  When  you  say  the  men  are  paid  from  Is.  6rf.  to  2s.  a  perch,  or  2s.  6rf., 
is  that  simply  for  the  labour  of  the  men,  or  do  you  include  the  material  ? — Only 
the  labour  of  the  men. 

8001.  Besides  that,  there  is  the  material? — There  is. 

8002.  There  is  the  labour  of  the  men,  the  carpenters,  and  tlie  wood-work  ?— 
Yes. 

8003.  And  the  thatchers  the  same  ? — Yes. 

8004.  And,  altogether,  you  put  70  Z.  as  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  such  a 
house  as  that  and  the  office  ? — I  do  not  think  it  could  be  done  for  less,  if  it  could 
be  done  for  that. 

8005.  Committee.^  How  much  did  you  value  this  house  by  the  year? — I  have 
a  note  of  that. 

8006.  How  much  should  you  say? — I  think  it  would  be  worth  7i.  a  year,  or 
more. 

8007.  You  mean  i»might  be  let  to  a  tenant  who  had  no  holding  of  contiguous 
land  ? — The  houses  and  offices  would  set  for  more  than  7  /.  a  year. 

8008.  That  is  from  a  man  who  has  no  holding  of  land  in  this  neighbourhood  ? 
— It  is  a  very  comfortable  house  and  offices. 

8009.  Y^^  set  this  much  higher  than  you  did  John  Tuite's  house,  because  his 
house  was  to  cost  200/.  building,  and  you  only  put  10/.  a  year  rent  on  that?— I 
cannot  come  to  an  exact  account ;  but  I  think  Brady's  house  and  offices  would 
set  for  that  money,  if  not  more. 

8010.  You  have  been  asked,  I  understand,  questions  as  to  the  cost  of  your 
own  house  ? — Yes,  tjiat,  I  think,  I  will  be  able  to  satisfy  the  gentlemen  about 

8011.  In  what  way  is  your  own  house  built? — It  is  about  40  feet  long,  and 
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between  9  and  10  feet  high  ;  it  is  well  lofted  and  sealed,  and  there  is  one  apart-       p^er  Daly. 

ment  in  it  floored  with  wood. 

8oi2.  And  how  many  windows  are  there  in  it? — ^There  are  two  in  the  front,       3  May  1837. 
and  one  over  the  hall  door,  and  one  over  the  kitchen  door ;  the  one  over  the 
kitchen  door  gives  light  to  the  loft,  and  one  in  each  end. 

8013.  Is  there  a  fire-place  ? — There  are  three  hearths  in  my  house. 

8014.  How  many  chimnies,  one  or  two? — There  are  two  chimnies. 

8015.  Now,  are  there  any  offices  to  your  house? — There  are. 

8016.  What  offices  are  they? — There  is  a  range,  car-house  and  dairy,  I 
suppose  about  40  feet  long,  or  between  that  and  60 ;  there  is,  besides  that,  a 
large  bam  and  a  stable. 

8017.  How  many  acres  of  land  do  you  occupy  with  it  ? — Forty-one  acres. 

8018.  Committee.']  Do  you  know  a  house  that  Mr.  Wiggins  is  building  for 
Mr.  Blackall  now  ? — No,  I  do  not  think  I  do ;  but  I  think  Mr.  Wiggins  lives  in 
a  house  of  Mr.  BlackalFs. 

8019.  I  understand  that  Mr.  Wiggins  is  building  a  house  for  35  acres  of  land 
for  Mr.  Blackall,  or  for  a  tenant  of  his;  do  you  know  it? — I  do  not  know  it. 

8020.  You  do  not  know  it,  you  say? — I  do  not. 

8021.  But  yoor  own  farm  is  41  acres  ? — Yes. 

8022.  How  far  is  your  farm  from  Mr.  Blackall's  property  ? — I  think  it  is  four 
or  five  miles  at  least ;  I  mean  where  my  house  is. 

8023.  What  do  I  understand  you  to  state  you  paid  for  building  this  house  of 
yours  on  the  41  acres? — I  think  the  house  and  offices  cost  me  at  least  200/., 
with  the  inclosing  of  the  yard. 

8024.  Committee.']  Did  you  build  them  all  yourself? — My  brother  built  * 
part  of  them ;  it  was  at  a  time  when  there  was  a  lease  taken  out  by  my  brother 
ifi  trust  for  me. 

8025.  Mr.  Amtin,]  They  have  all  been  built  in  your  recollection  ? — Yes. 

8026.  Have  you  paid  for  them  yourself;  has  the  money  come  out  of  your 
pocket  ? — For  what  he  built,  the  money  came  out  of  his  pocket ;  there  was  a 
settlement  between  me  and  him,  and  what  I  built  I  paid  for  myself. 

8027.  In  fact,  what  he  built  he  paid  for,  and  you  bought  of  him  ? — I  did. 

8028.  And  you  paid  for  the  rest  of  the  building  ? — Yes. 

8029.  And  your  calculation  is,  it  cost  you  somewhere  about  200  Z.? — I  think 
it  did. 

8030.  What  part  had  been  built  by  your  brother? — ^The  shell  of  the  dwelling- 
house  had  been  built  by  my  brother. 

8031.  Is  that  all  that  had  been  built  by  him? — There  was  a  part  of  the 
offices. 

8032.  And  the  rest  was  completed  by  you  ? — Yes,  and  the  house  finished 
inside,  and  the  yard  was  inclosed  by  me. 

8033.  You  have  given  us  the  rates  at  which,  in  your  opinion,  a  cottage  niight 
be  built  in  that  neighbourhood ;  was  your  house  built  after  thc^rates  ? — The 
rates  I  have  given  you  are  much  about  the  same  as  at  the  time  this  house  of 
mine  was  built. 

8034.  What  I  asked  you  was,  whether  the  building  of  your  house  cost  the 
prices  you  have  given  us  as  being  the  prices  at  which  cottages  might  be  built 
m  that  neighbourhood,  the  2  s.  6d.  for  the  masons,  and  so  on  ? — Any  thing  that 
is  built  by  stone  or  lime,  no  matter  whether  it  is  a  cottage  or  a  castle. 

8035.  You  paid  for  your  house,  I  understood  you  to  say,  at  those  prices? — 
I  did. 

8036.  Was  it  from  the  prices  that  you  paid  for  the  building  of  your  own 
bouse  that  you  now  have  given  the  Committee  the  prices  which  you  think 
ought  to  be  paid  or  charged  for  the  building  a  cottage?— Certainly. 

8037.  Your  house  seems  to  have  been  built  at  different  times;  can  you  tell 
us  bow  long  altogether  the  house  and  offices  were  building? — The  shell  of  my 
bouse  was  built  in  one  year ;  it  was  built  in  a  year  or  less,  half  a  year. 

8038.  The  house  was  not  completed  in  the  same  year  ? — It  was  not. 

8039.  How  long  a  time  did  it  take,  according  to  your  recollection,  to  build 
tbe  whole  house  and  offices  ? — If  the  time  was  put  altogether,  I  think  it  could 
have  been  built  within  four  or  five  months,  at  all  events,  or  perhaps  less  than 
four  months ;  that  is,  in  proportion  to  the  hands  employed  on  it.

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Peter  Bcify.  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Whitesides. 

y.      g  8040.  Mr.  Blackall  has  a  large  estate  in  that  country  ? — I  do  not  know  the 

^      '*      extent  of  his  property. 

8041.  You  know  Mr.  Wiggins  is  his  agent? — Yes. 

8042.  Do  you  know  the  feet  that  Mr.  Blackall  has  a  large  estate  in  Long- 
ford ? — I  do  not  know  the  extent  of  his  property. 

8043.  Do  you  know  that  he  has  a  large  estate  ? — I  know  he  has  some 
property. 

8044.  Is  it  a  large  property  ? — I  cannot  tell  vou. 

8045.  Now,  Mr.  Daly,  since  you  were  in  this  room  last,  did  any  body  prepare 
a  calculation  for  you  to  give  to  this  Committee  when  you  would  be  called  in 
again,  and  asked  what  sum  it  would  require  to  build  the  several  parts  of  a 
cottage  ? — No  such  thing ;  because  I  do  not  think  a  man  in  this  house  is  better 
able  to  calculate  the  cost  of  building  a  house  than  I  am  myself. 

8046.  Do  you  swear  that  nobody  has  spoken  to  you  about  the  mode  in  which 
that  sum  of  200  L  could  be  made  up  ? — No  such  thing. 

8047.  Did  any  body  tell  vou  that  your  testimony  given  in  this  room  had 
excited  surprise  in  the  minds  of  the  Committee  ?— No  man  told  me  any  such 
thing. 

8048.  No  man  told  you  any  such  thing ;  that  you  swear  ? — No  nian  told  me 
the  words  you  used. 

8049.  (-^(yifnmUt^^'^  Did  any  person  tell  you  any  thing  directly  or  indirectly  ? 
— I  heard  some  of  the  men  who  came  in  opposition  to  me,  say,  that  it  was  con- 
sidered I  swore  too  much ;  that  I  set  a  greater  value  on  a  house  than  it  was  worth ; 
that  is  what  I  understood  from  them. 

8050.  Mr.  Atistin.']  From  whom  ?  —From  the  persons  who  came  in  opposition  to 
me ;  and  I  think  their  reason  for  thinking  so  was,  because  they  did  not  know  the 
value  of  houses  in  Ireland. 

8051.  Mr.  Whitesides.']  From  whom  did  you  hear  that  by  name ;  name  the 
persons  you  heard  that  from  ? — I  cannot  name  the  persons. 

8052.  Did  you  hear  that  outside  the  door  ? — I  did. 

8053.  From  whom? — I  cannot  mention  the  persons;  but  it  was  amongst 
those  people  who  stand  at  the  door,  who  came  in  opposition  to  me. 

8054.  >^ho  was  examined  to-day  in  opposition  to  you?— I  cannot  say. 

8055.  Do  you  not  know  there  waa  but  one  person  ? — I  cannot  say  that. 

8056.  Will  you  state,  on  your  oath,  from  whom  you  have  heard  what  you 
have  already  said  you  did  hear  ?—  I  cannot  answer  it. 

8057.  Committee.']  Was  the  observation  to  which  you  have  alluded,  addressed 
to  you,  or  did  you  hear  it  ? — I  was  standing  amongst  them ;  I  do  not  think  it 
was  directly  intended  for  me,  it  was  rather  to  satisfy  tnemselves. 

8058.  Was  it  addressed  to  you  ? — It  was  not. 

8059.  M^*  Whitesides.']  Do  you  mean  to  tell  the  honourable  Member  that 
nobody  spoke,  directly  to  you  about  the  evidence  you  gave  in  this  room  r— I 
heard  a  buz  iftliong  the  people,  but  I  did  not  know  of  any  thing  particular. 

8060.  Did  any  body  speak  directly  to  you,  respecting  the  evidence  you  gave 
;in  this  room  the  last  time  you  were  here  ? — ^Not  at  all,  to  my  knowledge. 

8061.  Why  do  you  use  that  word  to  your  knowledge;  do. you  believe,  I  ask 
you  X — I  believe  no  man  did ;  I  do  not  know  whether  they  might  have  intended 
It  to  me. 

8062.  Committee!]  You  heard  certain  observations  made  with  respect  \o 
your  late  testimony  as  to  the  value  of  that  house  about  which  you  spoke,  but 
whether  they  were  made  to  you  or  to  another  you  do  not  recollect  ? — I  do  not 
think  they  meant  it  for  me. 

8063.  Had  those  remarks  any  influence  on  your  mind  so  as  to  induce  you  to 
change  your  opinion  as  to  the  value  ? — No,  nothing  could  make  me  change  my 
opinion. 

8064.  Who  lived  in  your  house  before  you  ? — Nobody  lived  in  it  before  me. 

8065.  How  much  did  you,  out  of  your  own  pocket,  pay  for  the  building  of  that 
house  ? — I  could  not  exactly  say,  because  the  whole  was  paid  for  out  of  my 
pocket,  though  not  in  a  direct  way,  to  those  who  done  the  work, 

8066.  Mr.  Austin.]  How  then  ? — Having  money  dealings  with  my  brother. 

8067.  Mr.  Whitesides.]  I  asked  you  how  much  money,  how  much  cash  did  you 
pay  ? — I  cannot  exactly  tell  you  ;  but  it  could  not  have  been  less  than  200/. 

Re-examined 
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Re-examined  by  Mr.  Austin.  paer  Daly. 

8068.  And  that  was  settled  on  a  balance  of  account  between  yourself  and  your      ' 
brother?— It  was.  3  May  1837. 

8069.  Are  you  certain  that  Tuite's  house  had  offices?—  Yes,  they  were  very 
good  offices. 

8070.  You  are  certain  of  that  ? — I  am,  because  I  was  often  in  them. 

8071.  Mr.  WJutesides.']  Are  they  not  in  one  line  with  the  house? — ^They  are 
not ;  they  run  parallel  with  the  house. 

Examined  by  the  Committee. 

8072.  With  respect  to  your  house,  are  there  two  stories  in  it  or  not? — There- 
are  two  stories  in  my  house,  though  it  is  not  a  foot  higher  than  Tuite's,
